The incident was probed by MFA 
The refeiee submitted his lepoit to 
the organising committee and the 
referees’ panel and the tc’i.linical 
conifflitlee debated the issue Alter 
the report was studied and disi ussed, 
FIFA could have banned Kuwait 
fromfurthei paiticipation But a fine 
of 2S,000 Swiss francs was iinposi*d

Hungary Maradona con 
ducted an all-embraang 
symphony that should not 
have ended in a mere 4-1 
victory »The Argentines that 
day should have beaten 
Hungary by the margin with 
arhicn the latter defeated El 
S^vador Indeed, a fair 
scoresheet would have 
been Argentina 10. Hun- 
garyl 

This complete domi¬ 
nance was due mainly to 
the form displayed by the 
little Maradona, who would 
have been the youngest 
player ever to enter the 
World Cup had the coun 
try’s team manager, Cesar 
Luis Menotti, cfiosen him 
tor the successful 19 '8 
campaign Unfortunately for 
Maradcna the two tell out 
and Menutti explained that 
the player was too young to 
take on the world 
But to that, iater Marado- 
ra was bom the fifth child of 
the eight that a pour lailway 
worker of Buenos Aires 
had Descended from Ita¬ 
lian immigrants, Maraoona 
grew up in squatour, but 
from n very early age play¬ 
ed football- with plimsolls 
and tm cans 






His first (dub was Argen- 
tinos Juniors He/oineditat 
the age of 13. but was so 
fhin that he hao to be put on 
a daily and urgent dose of 
vitamins and infections to 
make him stiong He soon 
developed to be a very 
strong, muscular boy who 
was, at the same time, 
flashirigly quick on and wth 
the ball His speed and 
(xjntrol were so good that, 
at 16 he foined the Juniors' 
top team It was. in fact ton 
dayt, before hiS 16th b'lth- 
day Barely four months la¬ 
ter. he won his first interna¬ 
tional cap 

But, lustas he seemed to 
be a r^ular in the Argen¬ 
tine squad. Menotti drop¬ 
ped him from the team tor 
the World Cup at Joso C 
Pa^ The public was stun¬ 
ned and angr,, because 
Maradona had already be¬ 
come the most popular 
player in the country But, 
n the ifcnsational events of 
the World Cup, MenottTs 
mistake was forgotten 

By the time the twelfth 
World Cup came around 


Maradona had become a 
national calebnty. to the un 
precedented extent of the 
government stepping m to 
prevent the player from 
leaving the country tor 
more lucrative pastures 

Even before that, Mara¬ 
dona had made his peace 
with the manager He had 
said earlier that he had 
finished with Menotti and 
would never play for the 
country under the latter's 
stewardship But he came 
back to a press conference 
to admit his mistake and 
even went to the extent of 
saying that perhaps Menotti 
was right in excluding him 
in 1978 because he was 
too young a! the time 
Menotti's answet was to 
blood him into the top level 
offcxjtball First, he took 
him to the Struth Amencan 
youth championship in 
Montevideo, then incluaed 
him in the squad that toured 
Europe and, hnally made 
nim the kmgpm ,n the FIFA 
World Youth Championship 
for the Coca Cola Cup in 
Japan lneachofthe'.e 
competitions Mataaoiia 
was the cynosure of all 
eyos Everywhere he was 
acknowledged as one of 
the finest ballplayers of the 
world 

Meanwhile, alters came 
pouring in Juventusof 
Italy bid almost two 
million dollars tot h'm, 
while Barcelona F C 
came up with a fve 
million offer By then 
Aigentinos Juniors weie 
almost bankiupt, so the 


military regime in Buenos 
Aires stepped in with funds 
to transfer him to a leading 
local (dub, Boca, for a fee 
that was well over eight 
million dollais And this did 
not include toe beautiful 
house and cai that was 
presented to him Marado¬ 
na, thus, was making over a 
million and a half dtxiars a 
yeai 

Boca, like Argentines 
Juniors, was a happy hunt¬ 
ing ground for Diego Mara¬ 
dona He p'ayed well for the 
club and took >f to greater 
heights than it had ever 
reached before But he has 
had tc pay a puce for being 
rated the best footballer of 
tne world at present He is 
the natura' c^'Oice fc> heavy 
tax. kh\-, in any match parti 
cufany at the top level of

In Gioup Ihree, the woild cham 
pime, Aigenima, stiuck toim late, 
hut weie still not ccitain ol a plate in 
the nesi round wheic Belgium, I’ho 
defeated ilii.m in >i lack lustre open¬ 


ing tie, had alieady assured them¬ 
selves of a berth by beating El Salva¬ 
dor l-O in what was a tale of missed 
chances Hungary had e 4 rliei 
trounced El Salvador 10-1 to notch 
up a World Cup ipcnrd, but tailed 
miserably against the Argentines, 
who turned on the Maiadona magic 
to win 4 1 in what was a patentiv 
one-sided encountei Even so, both 
teams emned two points from two 
matches each The decided game was 
to be the match between Belgium 
and Hungary, which ended in a at aw 
But the Argentines were far better 
off, having to meet El Salvador in the 
last match 

In Group hour, in which there has 
been the gieatest cnminoiion, Eng¬ 
land weie alieadv thinugh to the 
second lound, with lour points tiom 
two matches Hance had earned two, 
while Kuwait and Crechoslovakia a

round, since his advcrsaiy rommit- 
tecl too many unfon ed errors to give 
use to any concern 
All the same, McEnroe being a 
perfectionist, uncoiled the full leper- 
toire of his stiokes, from devastating 
serves to dainty dinks, to prevail 6-2, 
6-2, 6 3 ft was a matter of just 75 
minutf>s 

The Centre Court crowd at Wimb 
ledon has a tradition of rooting for 
the underdog or anjone who is play¬ 


ing indifferently In other wmrds. 
what they seek is a good contest, and 
every time Winil^V showed any 
semblance of a fight, tins was 
cheered lustily 

These occasions, however, weie 
few and far beiween Once for inst¬ 
ance, Wimtsky came up trumps in an 
intense net duel, and the roof of the 
stands almost explodi>ti with the le- 
sultant applause But the support 
was not adequate* to sustain the 
competition The champion, 
iiiespective of the mild brushes with 
authoiity, was just not in the mood— 
as is genet ally the case*—to oblige

Top spin blmted 

V. Chandrasekhar, the Indian men's team cap> 
tain, explains the factors which led to his team 
finishing a poor seventh at Jakarta, to PARTAB 
RAMCHAISD 


T he Indian men’s team performed 
bnlliandy at the 1980 Calcutta 
Asian Table Tennis Championships 
to fmish fourth, a position they had 
never before achieved They did well 
•minst Japan befote losing 2-S and 
then against North Korea, were 
ahead miraculously 4-2 before losing 
4-5 Only against the formidable 
Chinese, who ultimately swept all 
the titles did they suffer a baa (0-5) 
defeat But with notable victones 
over Indonesia and Australia, the 
team did the country proud 1^ 
fimshmg as hi^ as they did 
Against this Mckground, the fact 
that India finished as low as 
seventh—a fall of three places—m 
this year’s Asian championship held 
at Jakarta last month should cause 
concern India lost to both Australia 
(2-5) and bidonesia (0-5) uiis time 
The team also suffered a 3-5 defeat 
at the hands of Hong Kong Even in 
the individual events, the players 
did themselves little credit particu¬ 
larly after their piomisine showing 
in this year’s Commonwealth cham 
pionship at Bombay Manmeet 
Singh’s and. Indu Puri’s entry mto 
the quaiter-tinals were the only 
uumbs of comfort 
Sportiworld talked with Venugop- 
al Chandiasekhar about the team\ 
performance sbortW after his return 
from Jakarta The 25-year-old Indian 
captain, who has always been can¬ 
did, did not mince words “We haw 
suffered defeats before,” he said 
“But for the first time there was a 
sense of disappointment and frustra¬ 
tion at the setbacks Because, it was 
not so much the skill of the players 
that bothered us, but too much lung¬ 
ed on the surface of the bat ” 
Chandrasekhar went on tj elabo¬ 
rate this point “You see, 90 per cent 
of the players have switched to the 
new anti-top spin vanen of rackets. 
Thu was in use even before but now 
there is a new twist to the technique 
With the use of this rarket, one does 
not know till the last moment which 
way the ball will spin, whether it will 
skid off the table, or whether it will 
just stop short It is near impossible 
to mdme the pace for the colouring 
on both sides of the bat are the same 
1 fed that there should be some 


regulation m that at least the colour¬ 
ing of the rubber on both sides 
should be different Hint would be 
fair ” 

Actually, the playing surface of 
the racket caused some controversy 
even during last year's World Cham¬ 
pionship at Novi Saad It came in fot 
close scrutiny by the Intonational 
Table Tennis FMerauon but even 
though a meat deal of fuss was 
created, nouung was done to ban or 
curtail Its use This was because, 
according to Chandrasekhar, “Chma 
has a strong hold on the ITTF 
affairs” Piedictably China—which 
has been sweeping all before them in 
reixnt mternational tournaments— 
would not hke its “secret weapon” to 
be controlled The super anti-top 

5 pm surface was developed by the 
apanese but the Chinese have 
apparently improved upon it

Chandrasekhar said that because 
of all this “we were caught off 
guard” and were no match for our 
rivals When asked why the Indian 
players had not switched over to 
suoi rackets, Chandrasekhar im¬ 
mediately took out his bat and 
showed It to me He had relaid the 
entire surface with super anti-top 
spin rubber and said that he had 
commence practice with it. “At 
least now I can get used to the 
surface and other players while play¬ 
ing with me, can also have valuable 
pracnce.” But he felt that the new 


rubber ml^ not suit some of our 
phiyen “luitjit’s style, for example, 
IS not suited to anti-tap spm sur¬ 
faces,” he said 

Another factor that probably led 
to the Indian team’s pool show was 
the lack of a defensive player “At 
Calcutta, we had Arun Kumar and 
Sudhir Iliadke Now the former has 
left the country and the latter is past 
this best. If one is a defensive player, 
one tan combat the dangers or super 
anti-top spin more ^actively With 

fi gdnnath also out of the game, we 
ve practically no defensive plmr- 
ers,” he bemoaned “More than 9D 
per cent of the world’s players had 
switched to anu-top spin rubbo', 
over 30 per cent were now defensive 
players m an effort to challenge this 
thrnt and not more than 20 per cent 
were the normally attacking play¬ 
ers,” Chandra said 
It IS obvious from Chandrasekhar's 
remarks that we remain totally m 
the dork regarding the latest techni¬ 
ques of the gome While we continue 
to use outmoded methods of 
coaching other nations are develop 
mg latest techmques, devastating in 
mMt, and more often than not, 
catch their rivals by surprise Some¬ 
thing should be done to tee diat we 
are not behind in adapting these 
techniques 


Chandrasekhar, has always been 
practical m his outlook Thus he was 
guarded about the future When 
asked about the prospects m the 
Asian Games at New Iwlhi, he said 
“We should do well, but it will be 
difficult to finish above die fifth 
poution Since besides China and 
Japan, Korea is fielding two teams 1 
say this in spite of |he fact that we 
are mmt likely to go to North Korea 
for a short coaching stmt in this 
month Then we wiU have a two- 
month camp at Patiala. But with all 
this, the laoc of a good thir^layer is 
always to be felt Suiay Gnoiiwde 
will have to be watched uter his visit 
to Chma The only other young hope¬ 
fuls are Rajat Kathuna and Kamlesh 
Mehta The lack of a good third 
player always puts more pressure on 
the other two and Bifanmeet Sin^ 
and myself often play under

Wimbledon’s adopted 
son falls yet again 


ASHIS RAY reports on the progress of Vijay 
Amritraj, who has built up, over the years, a 
close affinity with the Wimbledon fans. After 
a testing five set battle with Jeff Borowiak, he 
teetered on the brink with big-serving Roscoe 
Tanner before succumbing in five sets 



F our times m the part nine years 
has Viiav Amntraj been at the 
losing end u/ classical or neat classic¬ 
al five-serieis In 197) he went down 
to Jan Kodes, and more recently to 
B|orn Borg, Jose Luis Clerc and 
Jimmy Connors In fact, his quarter¬ 
final clash with the last mentioned 
12 months ago was one ot the match¬ 
es that set the 1981 tournament 
alight 

This year, he had toiled through 
the qualifying rounds—the most con 
spicuous player to do so—and was 
pitied against the enterpiising 
American Jeff Bniowiak, who, 
though )) IS still a tough nut to 
crack, even in an extended en¬ 
counter 

The tie, in tact, was allotted to 
coun numbei loui —one ot the out¬ 
side arenas—on the opening day, but 
when iiltimatelv coiitesied, on the 
fus't Thuisdav, it was mo\ed up to 
the more prestigious court number 
one 

Somehow, and one must give them 
credit tor this, the authoiities at the 
All England can smell a Thiillei, and 
mote often than not thiilling exhibi¬ 
tions seem to take place in a moie

seen several sur- 
pi ises but none more so 
than the abysmal stan¬ 
dard of refereeuig 
Friends and foes of each 
team have admitted that 
the supervision of sever¬ 
al matches has been 
biased to the point of 
blatant partisanship 
And this has, expectedly, 
been most true of match¬ 
es featuring Spain 

Twice, they have been 
“blessed” with penalties 
Once, when the mnalty 
kick did not produce a 
goal, a re-kick was 
ordered Another time, 
the offence foi which ii 
nas awarded, took place 
clearly outside the penal¬ 
ty area These and othei 
acts of omission and 
worse have not been 
Ignored by the Spanish 
Press 

Some local papei s 
have come out with the 
statement that the re¬ 
ferees “have been oui 
best sinkers” Apait 
from that, several teams 
complained ot bad supei- 
vision Honduias, 
Kuwait, Northern Ii e- 
land The list could con¬ 
tinue 

FIFA have rejected an 
official complaint filed 
bv Algeria after West 
Germany beat Austria 
Algerian Football Asso¬ 
ciation president, Hadi 
Benalli Sekkal, alleged 
that the match was fixed 
and demanded the dis¬ 
qualification of both 
teams 

Rene Couite, a FIFA 
official, said after a 
meeting iii Madrid on

Drought out the following 
reply “The referee does

Talking about re¬ 
ferees, Northern Ire¬ 
land’s captain, Martin 
O'Neill may be in for 
some stick fi om FIFA foi 
commenting on Hector 
Ortiz, the referee in his 
team's encounter with 
Spam “I don't know 
where FIFA dig these 
guys up We understand 
that that was his first 
intgmational in two 
years and that he has 
never taken charge of a 
European side” And, 
meanwhile, the Soviet re¬ 
feree of the match be¬ 
tween France and 
Kuwait has been sus¬ 
pended by the world 
body 

When England played 
Kuwait, the interest was

D espite the &neers ot 

the pundits, the sta¬ 
dia of Spain proved that 
Euiope and South Amei- 
ica could no longer con 
«der themtelves the sup¬ 
reme powers of world 
soccer. In fact, it was 
only inexperience and a 
liberal dose of scanda¬ 
lous refereeing that saw 
several newcomers to the 
top 24 eased out of the 
competition before it en¬ 
tered the second stage 
Apart from that, there 
was the spectacle of htUe 
European socceroos tak¬ 
ing on the giants and 
coming out unscathed 
And the best example of 
this was provided by 
Northern Ireland, who 
managed to beard the 
Spanish lion in its own 
den 

The match of the week 
was obviouslv the one be¬ 
tween the Irish no-hopeis 
and the host nation ihe 
contest started three 
days before the match, 
when the Spanish Press 
came out with stories of 
the Irish players’ alleged 
penchant tor booze, biv 
tros and late-night hang¬ 
ups 

It was apparent that 
Paraguayan referee Ortiz

TAniEN David Gower was made

My boys tU ttelr best 

P. K. BANERJEE reviews the performances of the 
Indian football team in the President's Cup 
tournament at Seoul 


D usk was descending on the city 
when our plane touoied down at 
the Seoul airport After diaembark- 
ing, we erent straight to the immigra¬ 
tion department and there we met 
with the first difficulty on the tour. 
Some discrepancies were found ui 
our papers and we had to wait for 
some time to get things sorted out by 
the officials concerned 
After temporary vises were 
granted to us, we were taken straight 
to a five star hotel right in the heart 
of the city of SeouL the Garden 
Hotel There 1 realised that the only 
foreign team that had reached be¬ 
fore us were Eindhoven of Holland 
They were a famous team with at 
least SIX former World Cuppers m 
their ranks Of them, four have play¬ 
ed in World Cup finals and one has 
the distinction of two World Cup 
final appearances The latter was 
Kekov, an outstanding outside right 
Then we heard about the Opeiaio 
team of Brasil who were also to take 
parr in the competition Apan Irom 
them, the other powerfiu foreign 
teams to fight for the utle were 
Livakoojen, a second divuion team, 
along with sides from Bahrain, 
Malaysia, Thailand and so on 
Of them, the most famous side was 
undoubtedly Eindhoven In Europe 
they are regarded as a top-ranking 
team and indeed this year they were 
the favourites in the league chaas- 
pionship But fur their deiM at the 
hands of Ajax Amsterdun, they 
could have finished first 
Anyway, 1 was a bit anxious to 
know about the practice faciliues 
available and started gathering in¬ 
formation on this score mm officials 
present At the same time I was a bit 
worried about the jet lag that my 
players were suffering from So 1 
oered them to go to bed shortly aftei 
reaching the hotel 
Next moimng we went for our first 
workout The weather was pretty 
cold, very much like a wmtry u^ian 
day At the piactice ground we met 
the Dutch team, who were already 
working out However, the condition 
of the ground was not up to standard 
In fact. It was not suitable for prac¬ 
tice at all, with the surface mng 
extremely uneven Running on it 
always posed the risk of injury We 
discussed the problem with the 
Dutch team officials and sought their 
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advice They told us not to do any 
thing more than some warm up exci 
cises and we followed suit 
Bui mistoi tune was in store tor us 
Bidesh sprained his ankle badly, 
causing much consteination among 
the entire team He was an asset to 
the side, with his speed and 
tremendous dribbling capacity 
Maybe he lacks in skill nut he com 
pensates for that with his unpredict 
able style of running, which gives my 
frontliners an added advant^e in 
penetrating the opposing defence 
The sole reason for his injiuy was the 
uneven surface of the practice pitch 
Immediately, I informed the officials 
and requested them to give us suit 
able training facilities 
The following day we were taken 
to another ground, the Highway De¬ 
velopment Co ,ioratinn giound and 
there was no inconvenience regaid 
uig practice thereafter, though of 
course the condition of this ground 
was not very good either 
Iheii stalled the tournament Be 
fore leaving India 1 had two very 
special aims in mind—to defeat In¬ 
donesia and Bahrain m the group 
matches and to avoid defeat at aU 
costs against South Koiea and the 
team I mm Holland 1 or the last ten 
months I had been coaching more or 


less the same team and mv assess¬ 
ment of my players was that they 
were capable of beating the second 
and thinl made teams in Asia Dur¬ 
ing the Nehiu Cup we had taken on 
supenor teams fiom Asia, Europe 
and South Amei ica and our perform¬ 
ances were quite competent Yet, 1 
had my doubts about whether the 
boys were ically prepared well 
enough to beat the top-ranking sides 
of the Continent 

Anyway, of the ten sides taking 
pari in the competition, five reams 
die likelv to play in the forthcoming 
Asiad Three of them weie in the 
same group and the remaining two in 
the othei two groups We did not 
have to play against Malaysia and 
lliailand, but we saw them in action 
at the Seoul National Stadium where 
the next Asian Games will be staged 
in 1986 

In the first match 1 really felt sorry 
foi the South Koieans In spite of 
matching the poweitul Findhoven 
playeis in almost all depaitments of 
the game, thev had to come out 
empty-handed True, Eindhoven 
weie supeiior to them, especially the 
way they scored the two goals 
against Kotea from almost ^alf- 
chances, showed their leal capabili¬ 
ties But the Koieans were unawed 
and put up a siift tight It was really 
brave ot them 

The following das we lost to In¬ 
donesia I have still nut been able to 
figuie out wiiat leally went wiong 
with us India had iievei plased such 
an aggressive game on toieign soil in 
many seats We kept our iivals 
undei piessuic thioughout the 
match and yet wc had to lose The 
onlv leason pet haps was the tact that 
we could not utilise the six scoring 
oppiii tunnies that came our way dui 
ing the match, whereas the Indone¬ 
sians cashed in on a sudden mis 
understanding between the custo 
dian and the defenders to clinch the 
issue We leallv felt the loss keenly 

In the second match we faced the 
same South Korean team that played 
m the Nehru Gold Cup Naturall) we 
were mure or less acquainted with 
their style of play, especially then 
sti dtegy Three players usually act as 
the pivot of then offence We made 
It a point that they would be kept 
undei suicr vigil Indeed, this helpM 
us to prove equal to the Korean 
challenge 

In the 19th minute we first broke 
through the Korean defence to reach 
their goal atea and the first dioi 
towards the mark was taken in the 
42nd minute But uniortunately, the 
Koreans suddenly got a goal in the 
second half, off a fice-kick move¬ 
ment 

You must be able to recall the way 
the_ Koieans scored a number of 

K ' > during tlie Nehru Gold Cup by 
winking defenders in Neekick 
movements This goal camo about in 
almost the same fashion, when the 
Koieaii left midfielder stormed past 




Compton and centred the ball, aim¬ 
ing at a su-foot fiontlinei Afraid 
that he might head the ball home, 
Monoianian made a diving header 
which was highly risky Bhaskai also 
dived foiwaid similailv, and the next 
moment I saw the ball vniei the net 
off Monoranjan’s head In the pie- 
viuus match the Koreans had beaten 
Indonesia 4 0 Had they not won this

Cricket umoirin

The tune is not far 
otf when there will 
be hi awls and ft ee 
for alls in cricket 
matches as is the 
case with football 
Cricketers, a para¬ 
peted lot aU over the 
world, paiticularly 
in India where they 
are virtually ‘wor¬ 
shipped*, indulge in 
all kinds of antics, 
fair and unfan, in¬ 
cite crowds and 
cause trouble 
Everyone condemns 
such actions, but the 
evil grows unabated 
It IS not very rare¬ 
ly that fielding sides 
make mass appeals 
to gain favourable 
decisions While, 
sometimes such an 
u|Hoar accompany¬ 
ing an appeal may 
becausMby 
strained nerves or 
over-excitement, it 
IS generally done de- 
libeiately to mislead 
the umpire and thus 
get an advantageous 
verdict It is for this 
reason that instruc¬ 
tions to umpii es sav 
“Don't be influ¬ 
enced by the volume 
and confidence of an 
appeal, bu' do not 
disregard a half 
heaned appeal” 
While there are 
many instances in 
first-class cncket 
when umpires have 
reversed their deci¬ 
sions, there are very 
few instances when 
decisions have been 
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Of appeals and verdicts 



given without any 
appeal 

An amazing inci¬ 
dent ocrurred in the 
MCC-Argentina 
match in 1926-27 
whenW 11 Marshal 
fell on his wicket 
when playing a ball 
from White He 
thought he was out 
‘hit wicket' He 
started walking 
back to the pavilion 
when suddenly he 
returned He 
appealed to the 
mam umpire vhoie- 
ferred to the square- 
leg umpire Thu 
square-leg umpire 
uve the veidict that 
Marshal was not out 
as he had trodded on 
his wicket after he 
had completed his 
stroke 

There are inst¬ 
ances when an 
umpire’s decision 
has been ignored 
Such an irregularity 
has taken place even 
in a Test match In 
the New Zealand- 
England first Test in 
19'^91,Washbroak 
was given out LBW 
But the New Zea 
land skipper, W A 
Hedlee, thought 
otherwise He was 
sure that Washbiook 
had played the ball 
and hence could not 
be out LBW He did 
not care for the 
umpiie’s verdict and 


asked Washbrook to 
continue his innings 

Until ISIS, an 
appeal was sus 
tamed if it was made 
‘at’and not'after' 
the cessation of 
play In 1939 m the 
Essex Sun ey tie at 
The Oval, Petei 
Smith (Essex) made 
a stroke off the lest 
delivery of the first 
day's play to a point

Except when the 
decision is ‘out' an 
appeal does not ren¬ 
der the ball dead as 
IS presumed by 
many players and 
officials Many bats¬ 
men have paid the 


penalty of bemg de¬ 
clared stumped or 
run out foi loiteiing 
about outside the 
crease after an 
apnealismade In 
the 1936 Counts 
Championship, 
Paynter survived an 
appeal tor caught 
behind He was, 
however, standing 
outside the crease 
and the wicketkeep 
ei removed the 
bails Paynter was 
declared stumped 
It was theiealisa- 
tion of the plight of 
the umpires that 
compelled Neville 
Caious to write 
‘‘The amount of con 
centration he is ex¬ 
pected to perform 
every day is almost 
an abuse of human 
onduiance What a 
great country this 
(England) would be 
if every man, what 
ever his station, con¬

Jlmbo comes back 


In style 
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T hey do, after all, tome back In 
the longest men’s final ever play 
ed at Wimbledon, lour hours and 14 
minutes, Jimmy Connors unseated 
the title holdei John McEnroe 1-6, 
6-1, 6-7, 7-6, 6-4 to win the title back 
after an eight-year break 
Onlv one man in the touinament's 
history has achieved anything like 
that—Bill lilden, perhaps, the 
greatest of all the Americans, recap 
tuied the title after a nine-year 
break in 1910 For Connors, though. 
It must have come like a transfusion 
to his careei, foi he had not won an> 
of the great events since the US 
Own in 1978 

Had Connors been a superstitious 
man, the penultimate point might 
well have filled him with unease 
With three match points before him 
he went for a big serve on his second 
delivery and double faulted for the 
13th time It might have unnerved 
some men, but not this strapping, 
confident 29-year-old His next bml 
exploded on a puff of powder as the 
ball caught the line and McEnroe 
was gone 

Those expectinc some fiiewoiks 
with which to celebrate America’s 
Independence Day were dis¬ 
appointed Much of the match resem¬ 
bled a suuession of damp squibs as 
both players, oddly, seemed to close 
to becoming consumed by the occa¬ 
sion McEnioe’s game, hke his pei so 
iiality, IS always perched on a knife’s 
edge, but he can laiely have played 
such an indecisive title match 
One could sense liom the start that 
his leservations about his serve had 
not gone He had immediate trouble 
with his toss and, on and off, it 
bothered him throughout the match 
He did finish with 19 aces to his 
credit, and vet he was only three 
behind Connois on the double-fault 
count 

As old anversaiies—it was the 19th 
meeting—McEnroe had some scores 
to settle Connors had beaten him in 
the Wembley Indoor final in Novem¬ 
ber and again to take the Queen's 
Club title last month—and he was 
determined that the 1974 champion 
should not annexe hia Wimbledon 
territory 

It seemed he would piose success¬ 
ful when the first set fell to McEnroe 
in 42 minutes after Connors, .31 
ahead, lost the next five games and 
showed his anxiety in a sequence of 
netted foiehands The snot that, 
perhaps must of all, had contributed 
to his decline in lecent years 
Again, in the second, Connors 
made the eailv muse McEnroe was 
lather casual, chopping a sullev into 
the net to go love 2 down, but then 
broke back only to lose his serve 
again to a now moie deteimined 
Connors in the fouith The tennis 
remained iiddled with eiroi, Con¬ 
nors proving slightly loss careless 
than tm anguished McFnroe, whose 
veibal flagellation was often as ex 









citable as Max Robertson’s wireless 
commentary 

Connors iield on to level in the 
second set and should have had the 
third when he served for it at 5-4 and 
lO-all, unis to produce consecutive 
double faults McEnroe celebrated 
his escape b> winning the tie-tnreak 
7-2 and. at that stage, looked lUce 
moving fotward to a successful de¬ 
fence of the title—something no 
Ameiican had done since Don Bud^ 
in the Thirties 

That spate of double faults in the 
third set said Connors afterwards, 
“almost cost me the match ” He 
thought that the key to his victory 
was the fact that he controlled and 
won the founh set, after that experi¬ 
ence “Against McEnroe you just 
have to stay in there on every point,” 
he said “I^ither one of us was going 
to roll over and die It was kill or be 
killed That's why we have such 
great matches ” 

Hie only time he senously const 
dcred that victory was complete was 
when McEnroe failed to return his 
final serve And that probably has 
summed it up Asked where this 
pertormance stood against other 
highlights of his career Connors, 
typiCiUly, declined to answer specifi¬ 
cally But he was conscious ot the 
tact that only one other player had 
bndged such an enormous gap in 
winning two titles 

* I did in 1974, and once you do it 
that’s tine and dandy—if you want to 
be a one timer I'm no one-timer 1 
have had three chances since then 
and they .slipped me by I had 
another chance this tune and I was 
going to do anything to not let it slip 
again even if ir meant a fi^t to the 
death ” 

Connors is nothing if not a fighter 
Though much of the tennis was like 
the weather, rather dull with a few 
bright intervals, Connors manage 
to galvanise his game in the second 
I tie break Despite two intumdating 
service* aces fiom McEnroe, he 
forced set point with a fieice return 
and sunk home a service winner to 
level the match after three hours and 
29 minutes 

That was the moment Connors had 
btf n waiting for, the arrival of a 
situation he had neither known nor 
sa’ oured tor foui vears He punch^ 
the an in exaltation, |Ubi as he did in 
! the old days, and McEnroe seemed 
dlmosi to sin ink at the opposite end 
of the court The crowd were largely 
united behind the older man and he 
was not going to let his supporters 
down 

Ibt. tension overtook tedium and, 
from an atmosphere of almost 
embariasscd silence, the Centre 
Court gave vent to its feelings Every 
point was greeted with applause if it 
was in Connors' favoui and McEn 
rue, looking tired after his toneerted 
exertion in singles and doubles, 
faced an uphill if not impossible 
task The crucial break came quick¬ 


ly, in the third game McEnroe dou¬ 
ble-faulted, hit a low volley out, 
missed a daring top volley and was 
then Mt helplos as Coiuiors pun¬ 
ched a backhand return for the cru¬ 
cial winner 

Connors was never again tested on 
his own serve McEnroe remnded 
with some daislingly playeo points 
but with the scent of victory aU 
round him, .Connors was not to be 
denied His final serve had a supeib 
irony about it, foe until this year he 
had always considered hu serve the 
weakest part of his game and lus 
wicked retoms his strongest 

Thus the left's domination of 
Wimbledon was complete—not since 
1969 had two left-huders won both 
die men’s and women’s singles. 



M artina navratilova now 

stands on the bnnk of the first 
vand slam since Margaret Court’s in 
1970 Once again, she emerged as 


Chris Lloyd’s nemesis in the 
women's $ingl*>s final when, after a 
hnef passage of self-doubt when she 
saw vi( torv slipping awray, she reco¬ 
vered brilliamiy to win 6-1, 9-6, 6-2 
and lake the title for the third time 


in five years 

As the holder of the Australian 


ana French Opens, she is now poised 
to march the stunning achievements 
of Margaret Ciiuit and Mo Connolly, 
the only other player to win aljl four 
legs III 1951 To do so she must win 
the US Open in September “Some¬ 
body IS going to have to play a hell of 


a match to beat me,” she warned. 

On her form and consistency dus 
vear—already she has won one mil¬ 
lion dollars uid lost only once m 55 
matches—her confidence is sup¬ 
remely mil-placed Nor is she law- 
ing m incentive Apart from the 
Grand Slam she stands to win 
another 500,000 dollars in the Play- 
tex Challenge a test put up by an 
American company to anyone who 
could win four specified cham¬ 
pionships on four different surfaces. 

It was the third time Miss Navrau- 
loim and Mrs Lloyd had met in a 
Centre Court final and there was no 
change in the pattern Indeed it 
seemed at one staj^ as though Miss 
Navratilova would record one of the 
fastest victories, for she captured the 
first set in only 22 minutes and was 
immediately a break up in the 
second 

Having played well below par at 
the start, cominling free points with 
a host of unforced forehand errors, 
Mrs Lloyd suddmily put her game 
togethet At 3-2 to Miss Navratilova 
rile was attacked by a wasp and this 
It seemed, broke the number one 
seed's ccmcentrauon 

Quite suddenly Mrs Lloyd's pas 
sing shots began to sing Miss Navra¬ 
tilova's concentration and confi¬ 
dence were clearly affected and, 
when she put a smash in the net off a 
lob, Mrs uoyd recovered to three all 
and went on to take the second set at 
a cost of only three fuithcr points 

“It's always hard when you are the. 
favourite and are winning,” said 
Miss Navratilova, “And all of a sud¬ 
den you see the match slipping 
away I was thinking. Oh God, here 
tt comes ” I could just see it—Evert 
upsets Navratilova—because it 
would have been an upset 

But there were no signs of panic 
that once affected her Though Mrs 
Lloyd did lead 2-1 in the second. Miss 
Navratilova decided to go on the 
offensive, charged the net and began 
to smash away Tier backhand volleys 
with the same precision and foice 
with which she had dominated in the 
early stages 

She mixed up her game too con¬ 
fusingly for Mrs Lloyd, who was 
surprised by her use ot the drop shot, 
and at 40-30 in the sixth game, 
needing just one point for three-all, 
Mrs Ll(^ stabbed a feeble forehand 
into the net 

That, in effect, was that A low 
forehand volley off a smash gave 
Miss Navratilova break point and, on 
the next, she hammered a bac^and 
down the line which Mrs Lloyd was 
unable to control From 15-30 in the 
seventh the new champion won 
seven consecutive points 

“In the end it was so easy," she 
said “It was ama/ing, that last game 
I wasn't even nervous” It was a 
tnumph well deserved, a point which 
even Mrs Lloyd was prepaKd to 
concede She felt she became too 
tenutive when ahead in the final set

Noble efforts in vain. The Brazilians started their campaign on an aggressive 
note and no hurdle seemed insuperable to them when they trounc^ their 
neighbours Argentina almost hands down. But Italy stood in their way and 
Latin American soccer was banished from the tournament, as a result. 
ARIJIT SEN narrates the drama from Spain 


I F i-vei d Woild Cup had suipriM^s 
in stnie, it fvds the 12th in Spain 
Fioin (he veiv beginning, one tuund 
•1 stnsation luiking in the most inno 
Lent ot enLoiinteis Stalling with the 
humiliation of Aigeiiiina b> Belgium 
and Lontiiiuiiut with Algeiia’s de¬ 
molition of the mighty Germans, the 
Woild Cup Lompetitiun olfeied the 
speLtdLle ol the seemingly unbeat 
anle—and Lertainlv unrlappable— 
Brazilians and the svoikmanlikc En¬ 
glish ht'ing nosed out ot the tnam- 
pionship, haid on the heels of ihe 
ignominous evit of Aigentina 
A month ago, only the avid punter 
would have loreLdst a semi final line 
up ol Poland versus Italy and West 
Geimans veisus Fiance But't was 
|ust that—an all European line up at 
both Rdicelona and Seville—defying 
both seedings and logic What's 


more—aiiaii from the still- 
unbehevaole Italian triumph over 
Brazil—they all deserved then 
places in the elite bneade 
Hindsight provides the answer to 
this strange occunence The abyv 
mal form of the semi-finahsts can be 
attributed to several factors, prim- 
aiy of which was the none too early 
peaking of the other teams 
For most of the teams now in the 
last four It was a fortuitous climb to 
the second phase There was, for 
example, the sight of Italy aggregat¬ 
ing the same points as Cameroon 
'fhey got through only because they 
had scored two goals, lonceding tvro, 
while Cameroon managed a goal 
each on the debit and credit side 
West Germany tame up the same 
s/ay thou^ they had a better sconng 
balance meet What is ironic about 


this competition is that Poland and 
Italy had already met in the first 
phase Neither leam scoied in that 
encounter, but in the semis in Barce¬ 
lona, there could bi* a difteieiit le 
suit Unlike the lule fur the final, 
theie IS to be no replay, penalties 
deciding the issue 
Unfortunately foi Brazil, they 
seemed to has'e peaxed too early iii 
the World Cup Ihev won all iheir 
matches, sioieil as m,in) as ten goals 
and conceded only two West Ger¬ 
many weie another side which came 
up with an uneven pertoi mance. los¬ 
ing to Algeria in the lust phase and 
getting thiough the sttond only be 
cause Englano «>uld nut store twice 
against Spam Poland and Italy, 
howesei, have scaled new heights 
with each appeal ance in the second 
phase, the former beating Belgium 






and bottling up USSR and the latter 
sweeping past the two be&t South 
American outfits, Argentina and 
Brazil 


BRAZIL vs ITALY 

E ’ALY rase from the ashes of Mus- 
olini’s debris to puncture the 
pride and demolish the delicate 
artistry of Brazil on a warm summer 
atternoon in Barcelona to reach the 
semi-final ot an extremely topsy¬ 
turvy twelfth World Cup. It was a 
match many veterans telt should 
rank among the best this illustiious 
competition has seen in S2 years 
The onlliance of individuals—led by 
a hat-tiirk blasting Paulo Rossi— 
coupled with fantastic tactical moves 
made it a memorable match in fact. 
It bordeied on fantasy, as the pendu 
luffl swung crazily from one side to 
the other 

The Italians did not prove that 
they were the better side Far from 
It Brazil still retained the charm of 
individualistic play that is larely 
seen anywheie else in the world But 
their tremendous haid ivork, cou¬ 
pled with great opportunism, earned 
them a victory that should surely 
rank among their ju'eatest And that 
includes the two Cup victones, one 
against Czechoslovakia in 1934 and 
Hungary in 1938 
For Brazil. Cerezo’s monetary 
lapse in the tirst half proved fatal. 


But It alio showed up the bnttleness 
of the Brasilian goal and the fact that 
Waldir Peres is not the best of all 
goalkeepers. In the end, it was then* 
own failure to convert chances that 
proved to be then undoing. But this 
year's World Cup will ever be re¬ 
membered as Brasil's for the taking. 
They had the best set of players, but 
somehow, they lost their wgy to the 
goal 

The first half produced an electric 
atmosphere The Italians, known the 
world over for their ultra-defensive 
ploys, were expected to wall up and 
then hope for a sudden counter¬ 
attack to produce the one goal they 
needed to reach the semi-finals But 
the Italians needed none of that 

Even as the game commenced, 
Italy enecgeucally probed the Brazi¬ 
lian defence and in the fifth minute, 
tound a path past Waldir Peres In a 
brilliant manoeuvre, the ball was 
floated from the right to Cabnni on 
the left He floated the ball past the 
entire defence in the penalty area to 
an onrushing Paulo Rossi, who 
headed in smoothly 

It took the Biaziliaiis some tune to 
settle down, but once they did, they 
got into the smoothy rhythm that so 
characterised their play Sociates 
got the ball in his own penalty area 
and sent a forward pass tor Zico He 
did not stop running, however, and 
took a letum forward pass just out¬ 
side the opposition penalty area He 


dod^ two defenders, waited fw 
Dino Zoff to lean to the ri|^t and 
then placed to his left. 

But the Italians came back with a 
goal in the 29th minute It was a 
faulty clearance by Cerezo which 
found Rossi in possession just out¬ 
side the box He went into an un¬ 
guarded penalty area to send a stiff 
volley ballooning mto the net (2-lJ 

Zico found Falcao shortly after, 
but his angular shot just missed the 
near post In the very next minute, 
however, Bruno Conti ran about 80 
yards, outpacing the Brazilians who 
had all come forward to help in the 
attack, but his enerw sapped in the 
heat and all he could do wav to push 
the ball towards the goalkeeper In a 

f ood move through the middle, the 
ranlians went up and Cerezo got 
the ball at the edge of the penalty 
area But veteran Ziiff saw the move 
and was at the edge of the box 
himself in a flash to parry the groun¬ 
der that Cerc/o had alieady un¬ 
leashed While Graziani split the 
defence at the other end, he could 
nut direct the ball to the goal Just 
before the interval, a stinging 
fieekick bv Eder was saved on the 
line by Zoff 

The Italians continued to have a 
fan shaie of the exchanges in the 
second half, but it was the Biazilians 
who stiutk III the 69rh minute /ico 
gut the ball to an unmaiked Fakao 
on the right The lattci side-stepped 
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rhe drfeiiLe and beat 7ntf with a gem 
oC a shot (2-2) 

Ihe Brazilians made the fatal mis 
take nf testing on rheir oars and the 
Italians weie quitk to seize the 
uppnitiinitv of surging ahead once 
again Ihe Bia/ilians left wide gaps 
in midfield, partuularlv on then 
right flank lime and again there 
were counterattacks, any of which 
(ould have proved the undoing of the 
{south Americans 

But the danger did not come from 
there, despite narrow escapes Ulti 
m.iiely. it was a comer taken by the 
Italians in the 75th minute that spelt 
the Bta^ Ilians' doom The ball went 
to Tardelli at the edge of the box He 
volleyed the ball towards the goal 
But even as Peres positioned himself 
■ 01 it, the irrepressible Rossi 
swerved his body and the ball to the 
right, without letting it touch the 
ground It heat Peres all the way 
( 1 - 2 ) 

There was still tune left, but some 
of the* Brauhan already seemed 
to have gone They did mount a 
massive offenuve, pressing 10 men 
into attack, but first ^'alcao. then 
Socrates and Zico and Eder kept 
tnnng to beat Zoff, but to no avail 
Eder's freekick was the closest on 
target, out that stinging shot was 
held by Zoff, although it came pen 
lously close to the goal-line

E ngland faltered on the brink 
of gi eater ^ory, allowing an out- 
of-foim West Germany to coast into 
the semi-finals of tfaie l?th World 
Cup This was all because there was 


no one in the Tngland squad who | 
could store a goal against Spain, the 
hosts and perhaps the worst team in 
the second phase of the competition 
As things turned out, Spain put in 
the best performance they weie cap 
able of in this last match of the 
second phase of the competition 

Hie uniabeu is enable of hold¬ 
ing 90,800 people There weren't 
many empty spaces in the tei races as 
the two teams took the field The 
match was exiiemely important for 
England, because West Geimaiiy af¬ 
ter holding England, had beaten 
Spain 2 1 Naiuralls, England had to 
win bs two clear goals to enter the 
semis Foi Spain, there was the ten¬ 
sion of an unhappy football exercise, 
which began wi*h a hard earned, 
refeiee-aid^ed 1-1 diaw with unp*e- 
tentious Ilonduias and continued 
through one victory and one defeat 
before the second-stage encounter 
with Germany They badly needed to 
salvage some of their honour in 
home ground conditions 

But, apart from the mathematical 
interest, there was nothing of note in 
this enciiuntei That is, apart from 
the spectacle'of Spain missing more 
and easier chances ot scoring than 
England 

It Spain had had a ^d striker, 
theie IS no knowing what the ulti 
mate lesuit would have been They 
would then not have had to watch 
helplessly as Alonso missed a hat- 
tricls of sitters These, added to the 
four other easy chances that Satrus- 
tegui and Santiana missed, sums up 
the number of scoring opportunities 
that came Spain's wav each time 
th^ counter-attacked In contrast, 
England had four possibilities, but 


each nme. they eiihei shot or headed 
wide, or put the ball in the path of 
the bundle of nerves that Spaiush 
captain Arcanada was He was so 
shaky, he even fisted away a curving 
comer that was literally floating to¬ 
wards him 

Bur, England--whu looked danger¬ 
ous only after Trevor Brooking and 
Kevin Keegan got up from the substi¬ 
tutes' bench-^id not take their 
chance^ and also did not capitalise 
on the goalkeeper's nervousness by 
taking many more shuts from outside 
the bos This last match will cenain- 
ly not be lemembered by anyone 
other than the plaveis involved and 
the odd historian Although it was 
not as dreary a draw as those played 
out bv Italy in the early stages of the 
competition and the more recent 
Enfpand-West Germany encounter, 
this match did not pioduce thrills 
other than the negative ones of mis 
sed chances But the Spanish suppor¬ 
ters went home happy At least tWy 
went out of the competition with 
head held straight, if not exactly 
high

O NE of the most disappointing 
aspects of this tournament had 
been the obvious lack of clau of the 
hosts and the almost total absence of 
inspiration on the part of the 
vaunted Germans Despite all the 
canisters, drums, whistles and flags, 
the Spaniards showed from the start 
that tney were not world class by any 
stretch of imagination They did 
have a few players who coiud be

The Soviet Union did not cam 
many friends m Spain They came 
with a lot of fanfare, supposed spe¬ 
cialists giving them good odds to win 
the Wotld Cup They had a set of 
players, paitaulaily in sweeper Chi- 
vadse, midfieldeis Bessanov and the 
new discovery Bal, along with the 
fleet-footed Footballer of the Year, 
vintage *75, Blokhin 

They Iwgan well, too Had it not

A LTH0U(H1 the fust set ol sutler 
rules was diawn up in Biitain m 
the nineteenth tentur>, rheie is men 
tion of the game’s existente—albeit 
informal—in some inteiesting toi 
ners ot the world 
The earliest evidence, withoiK 
doubt, comes fiom China, where a 
game called esu chu finds mention in 
lecords dating back to two centuries 
prior to the birth of Christ The word 
nu means to kick, while chu means a 
ball and this game was pursued 
keenly bv C hinese soldiers who used 
goals made ol bamboo poles and 
netting Those who pertornieci well 
were rewaided with pi emotions and 
piediitablv enough, loseis weie 
sometimes punished, although the 
recoids do not go into details on this 
score 

The Japanese also plaved a similai 
game and t>v the tuin oi the seventh 
centuiy, it had developed into 
kvntMi, a game plaved on an denial 
pitch I'ach cornel ot ilie pitch was

In recent yean many boxers 
have earned millions by success 
ful marketing strategies The 
tiend was set hy Muhammad Ah, 
who pulled all the possible stunts 
he could, to attiact the box office 
He had talent, will and charisma 
Some others like Larry Htdmes, 
Ken Norton and Joe Fratter did it 
the hard way, hy trading 
thousands of punches over the 
years A few like Lean Spinks and 
Sugar Ray Leonard earned their 
title fights by winning the Olym- 
pit gmd mwals which brought 
them to public attention But sea¬ 
ting up an unknown and mexpen- 
encea local fighter lor a 10 mil 
lion dollat purse and a ^0 million 
dollar fight almost overmght is a 
promotional miracle Even the 
hot AlhFtaaier fight had only 
ipwsed 21 million ne marketing 
of Gerry Cooney surpasses even 
Sugar Ray Leonard's phenomenal 
promotion in box office 

T hey ^el) real estate in the New 
Ynrk area and have two things in 
common a love foi boving and 
eccentricity People call them “The 
Wacko Twins “ But Mike Jones (46) 
and Dennis Rapport (36) have made 
history in anotner field, by packag¬ 
ing an unknown boxer from a New 
York subuib and sellkng^im for 10 
million dollars for his first major 
bout Today, the wwld knows Gerrv 
Cooney as much as any other boxing 
celebnty of the past few decades 
Fhe irony is even moie baffling 
when one look* at the recent covers 
of the leading magaiine* in America 
Time feature Cooney with Sylves¬ 
ter Stallone, the hero of Rockev m 
on Its cover Spoils Illustrated, the 
country's leading sports publication, 
assignM the front cover to Cooney 
and reserved the inside fold of i^e 
cover for undefeated champion, Lw- 
ry Holmes The list could go on if 
lesser known magasines and 

K riodicals were induded in the list 
le packaging and marketing of 
Gerry Cooney has been one oi the 
most astounding feats of modern 
sports promotion 


The story goes back to the small 
tosm of Huntington, New York 
Gerald Anthony Cooney has his roots 
there, diough he was born in the 
Brooklyn section of New York City 
His parents. Tony and Eileen, moved 
to Huntington in 1956, two years 
after the boxer Cooney was oorn

muiiihs laiei. he won the Golden 
Gloves finals at the same venue but 
uqfoi (unately. his fathei was too sick 
to witness that triumph Two months 
later. Tuny died of lung cancer at S9 
Giiry Cooney's caicci svas 
plunged into a n ISIS He quit boxing 
and passed the chance ut dying out 
for the Olympic boxing team He 
took up construction wuik fur a 
while but boxing was very much in 
his blood He was determined to 
come back in a few months and he 
did 

This IS where Junes and Dennis 
RapiMMt come into the story They 
were leal estate hiokeis working in 
the Lung Island area with a mutual 
interest in boxing Ihey decided to 
go into boxing piomotion tugethei 
and signed the 1976 Olympic light¬ 
weight champion. Howard Davis, 
and negotiated a two million dollar 
deal from the CBS telivision net¬ 
work, an astronomical figure at that 
time 

The New ifork Press has tons of 
stones about the eccentiu stunts of 
these two men One of (heir clients, 
the 1968 Olympic lightweight cham 
pion, Ronnie Harris, could nut get a 
tight So they dressed up a fellow 
businessman in a got ilia outfit and 
lef him loose in Madison Squat e 
Garden during a fight Teddy Bren 
ner, the manhmakei at the Gaiden, 
had to give them a fight to get them 
off his back Harns did nut gel too 
fai, but at least Day is got a title 
fi^t, which he lust 
It was at this point that they signed 
local boy Gerry Coonev in 1976, attei 
two months of negotiations They 
igreed to advance him 200 dollars a 
week against future earning They 
selected Victor VaUe as his trainer, a 
figh'er with a 46-1 lecord who had 
trained a few boxers since 1938 
Luckily an instant rappon was 
established between Cooney and 
Valle, the latter almost becoming a 
lather figure to the young tighter 
That was the beginning of the 
marketing of Gerry Cooney 

C OONEY had a lew impressive 
ingredients He was young, hun 
gry and a big man with a vicious left 
hook Sparring partnei Joe Bugner 
says that he has the most devastating 
left hand since the prime of Joe 
la.iiis At 6' and 229 pounds, 
Cooney is a giant in every sense of 
the woid 

But what has made Gerrv Cooney a 
I are product in the boxing market is 
his coloui—he is white. And he can 
still tuni out to be the long awaited 
Great White Hope 
It has hern quite a while since a 
white man has made his presence 
felt on the heavyweight boxing 
scene In 1910, James J Jeffries had 
come out oi retirement to take on - 
lack lohnsun Ruckey Marciano, 


who retired the year Cooney was 
born, was the last white heavyweight 
champion ftom the United States In 
1959, fngemai Johansson had taken 
away the iitli' lium Muyd Paiieison 
lot a vcMi bur no outstanding white 
man entered the heavvwcight boxing 
aiena since then I'lghters like Ron 
btander and Chuck Wepnei could 
not emeige even as serious cunten 
dels Not that they lacked promotion 
OI patronage Talent itselr was lusi 
not there 

The stiategv ot the comanageis 
was to Iniild up Conney as the unde 
fcated white champion The first 
part had to he manipulated And the 
search toi easy opponents began 
Cooney's losses as .iii ainateui came 
from the Dayisinntlieis Eddie Day is 
knocked him out in the second louiid 
in 1974 and a vc>.ii iaiei, bi othei 
John beat him points Hut he had to 
compile a peiftct lecuid as a piotes

Shavers and rureman With 11 
seconds lemaininit in the fii st luund, 
j ('onney sent him to the ropes, spit 
iiiift out his muutliniece 

May 11,1981 Back to the Ciaiden 
I his time Ken Noiinn, who came out 
ot retirement was in the other cm 
iier It oiiiv took 54 seconds loi 
(iioney to send him leelinK Ruieiee 
lonv Peicv who stopped the fifthi 
was to later say, **If I had let Geiiv 
hit him a couple of more shots, it 
might have been fatal ”

Still, he was able to gel a shot ai 
the title against the undefeated dc 
tending champion on his own tei ms 
Seldom has a challenger been paid 
the same amount as the defending 
i hampion 

lhat IS where the inaiketiiig nl 
(leiiy Coones woiked Tones and 
Kappoit built then siai by caielulls 
planning his uiideteated iccoi'd 
lhe\ Hied to launch him as “lush 
(leiis Coonev". appealing to the 
I motions ot a prediiminant white 
I'l oup III ilie counti \ It did not woi k 
( ooney liiiiiscll was not too happs 
alioiir It ei'lui But one cannot denv 
tl e lacial implications ot his success 

Idiiv Holmes Is not altogether 
wiotig when he sacs. “It I'oonev 
wii-n't white ht d be nothing" A 
black vouim man with the same 
l•l<ellls and with a leioid like 
looiicv's would have been loiced to 
tight a tew moic toughei battles to 
plow Ins woith betoie eainiiig a 
shot at the world title N'ow lories 
and Kappiirl claim that “lie's not the 
white man, he's the light man"' 

A seat igi>—even attei destioying 
Ken Nuitoii-Geriv Ciioius was pist 
j local heio Vciv tew people outside 
the Mew York area knew ot him But 
his manageis have been able to sell 
him to mightv Don King and his 
pioiegp Holmes on their own teims 
ill fart, Coonev had the cheek to tell 
Holmes last year, “You need me 
mine than i need vein Don i toiget 
that ” 

'Ihechaiacterni Geiiv Coonev has 
also helped a lot in his mat keting He 
IS a tctiiied gentleman, ccts and talks 
like a champion while essentiallv 
lemaining a simple peison He still 
lives in the same •ipaitmeni where 
he has lived since he began his 
lighting career and suipiisingly still 
pays 327 dollais foi his rent Only 
i«H.ently did he buy a good car' 

He IS also proud of his middle class 
working background “You know 
what rd leally like when I'm not 
boxing any more’ I'd like to go back

Gerrv Coonev re 
mams the same tin his tamilv and his 
tl lends Huiidic'dsot tans weie at the 
lohn Kennedv Intel national Airport 
10 welcome him home after his loss 
to Holmes It was such a lou'ing 
welcome that Geiiv Coonev said 
with teais m Ills eves, ‘ 1 wisli I cuuid 
have won tin vou all To him the 
heavyweight championship title is 
the gieatest thing in the wot Id His 
only complaint about Lairy Holmes 
was that the champion oltun failed to 
keep the image or his title “I don't 
like the image he piojects as cham 
pion ot the woild," says Cooney “He 
sounds mote like a street punk than 
the champion" But attei the light, 
Coonev gave due weightage to 
Holmes' abilities as a Imvei 

While Junes and Rappoit have 
hu’lt Coone*' to a multi million dollai 
industiy, some ot then tactics are 
embaiiassmg At the championship 
tight. Rapport would shout sent 
tnces like, ''.\merica needs you Gei 
IV Amenta needs you," “Do it tot 
youi dead taihei, do it foi voiii dead 
fathci " “Remember the kid with 
Leukaemia “Rapport also cai i led a 
“Tick, Tick" sign to the ring coinci 


l,aiiv Holmes is probahlv tight 
when he says that Coonev will do 
well in tuture, provided he drops 
Rapport Ihure ate* rumouis that 
All's trainet Angelo Dundee mav 
take o\ei tiom Valle That could give 
(oonev the expetletice he does not 
have He h is proved his calibre as a 
legitimate contendei to the wnild 
title and has demonstrated his abil 
itv to take punches All he has lo do 
now IS acciuiie mine expeiience and 
outgrow his image as a one-handed 
tightei 

Betoie the fight against Holmes, 
(ones once explained his siiategv 
“Theie is an impuitant nivstiqin lot 
a fightei in being unoeaton Some 
managers might thiow iheii fighteis 
in ovei then heads too cailv to lind 
out if thev can light I knew it from 
the time I saw him beat a Russian 
with tons ol expellenre, as an 
amateui I knew ht hadguis, too But 
I wanted him to gain conlidence in 
hinisell as a professional " 

But lones was wrung about the last 
point Coonev did not have enough 
conlidi .ice as he f.iced Holmes 
though he has now eai ned it the hai d 
wav Though he is beaten, his mysti 
que IS gieaier than evci 

Still, one has to give credit to Fhe

But this tournament of c hampioiis 
IS no different tiom the most modest 
of competitions—the team that 
scores, wins Heie, in addition to 
skill and ciaft, one needed luck to 
get through While this prosed the 
stumbling block for all the other 
teams, it won everything foi Enzo 
Bearrot and his men 
IHE pressuie of a final has ill- 
effects on all players and it was no 
suipiise that the twelfth Woild Cup 
did not reach gieat heights Moreov¬ 
er, West Germany had not fully reco¬ 
vered from their emotion charged

becoming the turst person to miss a 
penalty in a World Cup final He 
started his run up for the kick from a 
very acute angle, thus giving Schu¬ 
macher the opponuiuty of sensing 
that the ball was going to be kicked 
on his left Seeing the German goal¬ 
keeper moving to the left Cabnni 
attempted to make hit luck go to 


finei angle The Italians had wasted 
a golden oppoitunity of forging 
ahead and one wondeied whether 
they would still manage to hold 
themselves together 
In the JSth minute, a determined 
German laid resulted m a Bricgel 
headei ricochet off the hard working 
Gentile for an abortive corner 
In the second half, it was the 
tireless Gentile who once again put 
the ball into the Gemiar penalty 
area It was a very deceptive kick As 
die ball hovered in the box, Rossi, 
the opportunist, headed in and be¬ 
came the highest scorer (six goals) of 
the twelfth World Cup 
In an exemplary display of cour¬ 
age, die German goalkeeper, Schu- 
machet, lushed yards out of his 
penaltv area to fou Rossi next to the 
coiner Hag The custodian got the 
ball under control from the Italian 
striker without using his hands and 
averted a dangerous situation 
Twentyfour minutes into the 
second half, Scieia and Oriali in a 
perfect display of passing—they 
touched the ball alternately as many 
as 12 tunes— biought the oall deep 
into German ten'itory Thejy held on 
to the ball for a slightly long time 
waiting for one of their players to 
position himself at the top of the 
penalty box Tardelli was the man 
who obliged and uninediateW dis¬ 
patched a stiff grounder which beat 
a diving Schumacher The ball hit 
the msioe of the post before entering 
the net 

The Germans so very well known 
for their do-or die bids did notjpve 
in and fought till the very end Tney 


had a piece of consolation when they 
scaled from a Breitner frec-kick The 
Germans pressed a little duiing the 
closing stages but without positive 
results and Italy had earned the cup, 
they last won in 1938 
As many as 33 fouls were given by 
the Brazilian refeiee Seventeen of 
these were against Germany and 
sixteen against the Italians who, 
many people thought, were the 
rougher side on this dnv The Ger¬ 
mans earned five corners in the 
match and the Italians only two The 
referee—and rightly so—ignored 
many minor infringements as must of 
the players indulged in acting 
Nevertheless referee Coelho booked 
Oriali and Conti of Italy and the 
Germans Dremmlei and Stiehke 
Both the teams pi wed with liberos— 
the Italians using Kieia and Stielike 
doing the job for the Germans The 
man of the inarch was awarded to the 
Italian Marco Tardelli 
The sad look at resignation on the 
face of Geiman skipper Karl-heinz 
Rummenigge as he was substituted 
summed up the dejection in the 
German camp For the Italians it was 
an unforgettable victory, a culnuna- 
tion of Enzo Bearzot’s five-yeai bat¬ 
tle to reach the top 

I TALY and West Germany ate the 
two flag-beaiers of European foot¬ 
ball and diey have proved it again in 
the 1982 World Cup tourney but, 
while Italy ceitainly merited then 
victoiy. West Germany came 
through by4he skin of their teeth 
and had the French penalty special 
ists to thank Lookmg back over the

The French were rat¬ 
tled after Europe’s Foot¬ 
baller of the Year Kai 1- 
beinz Rumminegge was 
brought on when the Ger¬ 
mans were tiown by two 
goals The calculated 
German gamble of play- 
mg their captain who had 
a strained thigh muscle 
paid off The Rum¬ 
minegge magic had work¬ 
ed Ine Germans were on 
level tei^s, the French 
dumbfounded, and foi 
the first time in a World 
Cup the tie-breaker en¬ 
forced The French 
squandered the initiauve 
in the tie-breaker after 
guuw into a 3-2 lead and 
the Germans were not 
going to slip up this time 
One hundred and twenty 
minutes of football plus 
tlie tie-breaker and the 
two European teams had 
scoreij seven goals a 
piece France went down 
in the sudden death but 
there were many who felt 
that the German goal 
keeper Schumacher had 
moved before Ma»me 
Bossis took the penalty I 
watched the slow motion 
replay on television and 
there was no two ways 
about It —the French 
were the victims of poor 
supervision Neverthe¬ 
less, one cannot help but 
piaise the German play- 
ei s and their shrewd 
coach lupp Dei wall for 


coming back from a 
hopeless position to en¬ 
ter the World Cup final 

With the crowd behind 
them Alain Giresse put 
the French a gogl ahead 
in tHe first few minutes 
ot extra-tune To add to 
Germany's problems 
Tressor scored a wonder¬ 
ful goal Even the most 
loyiu German supporter 
could not have been very 
optiimstic about a Ger¬ 
man recovery In the 
second half of extra-time, 
the story was diffei ertt 
with Rummenigge and 
then Fischer making the 
scorecard read 3-3 The 
French seemed to have 
lost their rhythm and one 
would not have been sur-

prised if the Germans, at 
this stage of the matc^ 
went a goal ahead 

Rumminegge's inclu¬ 
sion during extra-time 
gave a lot more striking 
power to die attack and 
the skipper estabhshed 
German superiority also 
in the mid-hcld Hie 
French, however, had 
very fluid movements 
thioughout the match 
and, one feels, with the 
exception of the Brazi¬ 
lians were the best touch 
players in the tourna¬ 
ment Even the likes ol 
Brenner, Fisher and Mul¬ 
ler in the German de¬ 
fence could not dislodge 
the French artistry 
Michf>l H idalgo's men 
only have ihemsehes lo 
blame foi nut converting 
then temtoiial advan¬ 
tage into a goal-scoiing 
one The Germans need 
to be admiied for their 
guts and tenacity which 
saw them through this 
cliff-hanger One must 
not forget that another 
reason tor the German 
success was the fact that 
they weie taller and 
heaviei than the slightly- 
built French All said and 
done, there were many 
who were really soriv 
that this cvei -popular 
French team which came 
within the pioverbial 
whisker of entenng the 
World Cup final, had to 
be one among the many 
’also rans' 
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The set-piece situation 


T he World Cup has brought up 
one very importwu upect ut 
the gaate which Indians will do 
well to learn. Thu u called the 
set-piece situation, where hours 
(d (lailv practice brings perfection 
in the air of beating tne oppon- 
tion through deceit Take the case 
of a freekick from well outside 
the penalty area While in India, 
one has seen juat two or three 
variations in taking this, the 
World Cup showed several coun¬ 
tries doing wonders with it A 
direct kidli would aim not be 
taken direc^, if the opposition 
expeaed it. Tnere could m a pass 
to someone standing square or in 
front, or a lob behind the defence 
wall or even a move involving up 
to four playan—all obnously 
knosnng adiat they were to do 
nAire oie final shot at goal vras 
taken. This coidd involva several 
dnmnw runs by playaia other 
than the four partic^ating in the 
move. 

The corner kick was another 
situation which coaid be used to 


great advantage, as long as sever¬ 
al alternative were found. Even 
such an apparently innocuous 
thing as the throw anywhere near 
the Offing penalty area could 
be utilised to catch the defence 
on the wrong foot These arts 
were perf ectcn by the Europeans 
and uie Latin Americana, though 
the Europeans came up with more 
wiations. That u, with the ex¬ 
ception of Brasil. Whereas every 
team studied video tapes of their 
opponenu to discover the varia¬ 
tions they used, none of them 
could really predict what the 
Brasilians weiud do In a long 
tournament like the World Cup, 
there is the poeiibiliiy of the 
oppositioafindiiiu out die various 
alternatives used by a partieular 
team. Hist is vdM the BrasiUsna 
conM be termed the best, because 
tl^ hardly ever repeated a set- 
piece manoeuvw They didn't 
need to AH the players barring 
Swginhe, weie so good that they 
could change an apparent move 
at the last split second

Italv weie the only side to beat 
Arwntina in the 1978 Woild Cup 
ana have continued to dominate oi er 
all the .South Americans since In 
Aigentina Paolo Rossi used to move 
fiom wing to wing, but now be has 
maimed into an even finer player 
and can move from the wing to the 
centre He has had a ihcquered 
career but he has nevei blared a 
greatei tiail than he is doing in 
Spam He was instrumental in beat 
ing Poland in the semi-tinal in Barce 
Iona The Pules siaited the match 
lonfidentls and attacked in the first 
two minutes But, theieaitei, it was 
Italy who I eallv called the shots Thu 
first time ihev siiuck was m the 22nd 
minute when Polish leti back Stefan 
Maiewski appealed to have fouled 
Bruno Conti m a midaii collision 
But It seemed a doubtful decision to 
sa\ the Iea^t Giancailo Antognoni 
floated the hall into the penalty area 
neat the si« said Ihik Nbu, the Pol¬ 
ish goalkeeper, did noi come out. 
which alloned thiee It.ihans to

Poland The five goals 
which wcic netted in the 
last two ties by the Ita¬ 
lians weie the firewinks 
of the immaculate Rossi 
Born 111 Tust anv, Rossi, 
the son of a weaver, laid 
the foundation tor Italy 
to wrap up the final in 
Spam He headed m the 
tirsi of the three gods 
from a melee Thus it was 
Rossi who aided his side 
to take biK k ro Rome a 
tiophy thev had last won 
toitv-fuui years ago 
Unable to obtain the 




transfer fee that Laner- 
ossi Vicenza, bis club, 
thnu^t he was woi th, 
they loaned him out to 
US Perugia tor one sea¬ 
son only, for a fantastic 
£300,000 The president 
of the Italian league res¬ 
igned in protest 
Paolo Rossi IS one of 
the most controversial ot 
contemporary footbal¬ 
lers He along with Sepp 
Maier signeu an Amnesty 
International petition in 
1978 protesting against 
the torture and treat¬ 
ment of political pris¬ 
oners 

The darkest parch in 
Rossi’s career was his im¬ 
plication in a bnherv 
scandal Playing for Ita 
ly'sJuventusClub Rossi 
was bribed a mere 1 lOf) 
Liras bv a Rome bool - 
maker—one should le- 
member that Rossi at 
this «tage had a pay clie- 

? ue'of 400,000 Liras—to 
ix’ and thus, draw a 
match against a dub 
which Juventus could 
easily have beaten 

Rossi in combination 
with Rolierto Bettaga his 
Juventus team-mate 
along with the power of 
Tarcmlli and Benctti in 
midfield and the assur¬ 
ance of the detendei s 
was largely responsible 
for Italy’s great show in C 
the 1978 World Cup 
Bearzot must have 
had Rossi in mind when !! 
he said, “We are ready 
for anyone, Brazil, 'u 
Argentina, the lot" In P* 


fact, Rossi came into the 
limelight in Buenos 
Aires, sconng three 
goals Four years befoie 
going to Spam Rossi was 
seriously mlured He had 
three cartilages removed 
from his knee 
The small but marvel¬ 
lously adioit Italian 
earned a two veai sus¬ 
pension after his involve 
ment in the bribeiy scan¬ 
dal temporal ilv bunging 
to a halt his international 
lootball cai ecr It is at 
this stage that Rossi got 
married, and now prom 
ised to reform

disallowed by Dickie Bird We felt, 
we had him at least once, but Vishy 
had doubts, and smee the umpire 
agreed with him, he had every right 
to stay Ironically, he was not too 
happy about being given out leg 
before soon after 
Then came Sandeep and he looks 
better every time 1 see him As usual, 
hb put forward a very correct de-

fence and interspersed this with 
cuts, pidls and drives of meat power 
and control Eventuallv, he mistimed 
a hook and our substitute, Neil 
Taylor, took a biilliant catch at long 
leg Incidentally, I also got Ven^r- 
kar with a shorter ball, but caught at 
forward short leg 
Regarding bandeep, looking back 
on the senes, I am convinced India 
should have gambled with him at 
Lord’s He is very hard to bowl to 
And all the stories I had been hear¬ 
ing about his display in Australia 
have been proved true 
We co'ild not lestnct India to less 
than TOS-ihev got 410—but Bob 
WiUis bowled a couple of very good 
spells, and m one such burst re¬ 
moved Ravi and Vishy in quick suc¬ 
cession We had problems dunng the 
Indian intungs in that Derek Randall 
was out with a hBmstnn& and niil 
Edmonds was hammered ^ a similar 
ailwu»nt But the latter on a sndeet 
responding to a bit of spin by then 
p^uhed off the Indian venture to 
finish with three wickets, as did Bob 
The approach of Allan Lamb and 
Chns Tavare in the second innings 


has come m for a bit of criticism 
They weie. perhaps, a bn slow in 
their lun gathering But at the same 
time. It IS important foi both to keep 
then places intact One failure and 
they could be left out Players like 
Mike Getting are waiting in the 
wings, getting plenty ot runs in the 
County games and one, i suppose, 
has to be vigilant 
But I understand the tvelin^ of 
the media, and .tiv commiserations 
got out to the Indians They have 
acquitted themselves with ciedit this 
summer, particularly in the Tests, 
and but for that one failure at 
Lord’s—when 1 thought we bowled 
exceedmgly well—th^ would have 
had nothing to mourn about 
One last wwd I was aggrieved 
about the fact that it was one of my 
shots that tendered Sunny hors de 
combat It has been said that as 
captain he should not have stood in 
such a suicidal posiuon, and there is 
possibly some wisdom in this view, 
but 1 believe a skippei should lead 
from the front And that is what 
Sunny was doing He'll be back soon, 
and as prolificaily as ever

Of course, individual perform¬ 
ances did intermittently disturb the 
monotonv and if that angle were to 
be picked up then it all levelled 
down to the battle of the all- 
inunders, of a kind that England has 
nut seen lor long, veiv long between 
two titans at the highest les'el And it 
was fortunately coincidental that 
both should stiike ioim at once—to 
be absolutel\ fair. Botham has been 
in one mniinuous appointment with 
success since the Bangalore Test last 
year—and lead onwaid, albeit indi¬ 
vidually to a summer to icmember 
When the question of Kapd's re¬ 
juvenation comes up one is le 
minded gieatlv of that miserable 
visit of, 1979 when fiankly he had 
become the target of much indulgent 
.*idvice with ihe result that his natu¬ 
ral faculties were being hindered 


He had begun to worry fai too much 
about the swing of the ball and had 
extended caronee batting to a de¬ 
gree ol evaggeiated caution The 
ic'sult was that he failed at what 
might lust have won him any gamble 
with hands tied behind his back and 
with the oppononts breathing tire 
down his neck At Hie Oval, thiec 
yeais ago, when just a tew runs 
sifted between India and victory 
kapil was sent in m the hope that he 
would do the usual He got a four but 
holed out to Botham at the bound 
aiv's edge and gamble was lost, the 
m.itch diawn 

today if that match were lo be 
laved again, Brcarlcy would have 
ad time to jump mto his cai and 
h.ive his tup ot tea in Middlesex at 
sundown Kapil, in all probability, 
would have hit a near hundred in 





record time, run awav with the Man 
of the Match award and made sure 
that the wies was squaied. "When I 
asked for instructions,” ho went on 
record after his onte-in a lifetime 89 
at Lord’s, this year, “the captain 
said, ‘Carry on exactly how you 
feel* ” SunilGavaskar could not have 
done his lieutenant and his country 
more good 

For Ian Botham, on the other hand. 
It was just one ol those summers, if 
you have read the newspapers m 
1981 and know exactly what 1 am 
talking about His lowest score in the 
series was 67 and he batted in an 
incredible crescendo, his batting 
permed considerably with a touch oi 
responsibility Not exactly utilita¬ 
rian, something unique, something 
veiy much of his own When his 
sledgehammer hitting compelled the 
Indian captain to send his men pack¬ 
ing into a defensive field designed to 
cut oft the fours, Botham would quite 
natuially leveit to his tapancf-iuii 
delicacies 

The result was that (iavaskar nev¬ 
er hit upon the master eqaaiion, had 
his bowling edited around while the 
f't Id linen competed amongst them¬ 
selves tor the most number ot catch¬ 
es di upped A lespoiisible membei 
of the l^iaid went on lecoid before 
the team had embaiked that this was 
the lies! Indian fielding side that was 
being sent abioad You were sar.e it 
you had not believed him 

Coming back to Botham, the shot 
teiicd tout of three Tests onls seised 
to alleviate the Indiandiscomfiture 
against Botham's increasing hatting 
bashi ba/oukei \ In his last nine in 
nings against India he has reached 
the fifty inaik in as many as eight, 
comprising which aie two hundieds 
and one double centuiy ft may send 
the statistical souls scuiiying to 
know th.it had Botham been able to 
coiiveit Ins second innings 11 at 
Calcutta, last wintei, into a half 
bundled ho would have by now been 
the lecipient of manv an accolade 
His double century would have 
biought up his ninth successive in 
nings of ovei fifty and that would 
been a wot Id recot d, leas ing T venon 
Weekes way behind and unawares 
So much tor responsibility, dash and 
consistency that is the Scunthorpe 
snikei' 

Coming now to the lathci mind- 
boggling question of finding the sup 
remo between the prides ol India 
and F.ngland, one would need to 
elucidate make certain provisions 
before handing out the palms, if evei 
they were meant to be handed out to 
one and not both together Ian 
Botham, who came into Test ciicket 
primarily as a bowlei, is undoubted¬ 
ly the mote lesponsible as far as 
batting goes as the last two senes 
have amply proved From a biff-bang 
boy Butnani nas elevated himselt to a 
determined ‘stickei’ alternating 
pyrotechnics with an enforced abiH 
Ity to graft Fiom lust an obscure 
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Somerset pigeon bud shooter he has 
outgrown himself into one of the 
most iiggiessive and dependable 
batsmen in the woild Kapil, mean¬ 
while IS tcmpeii>d with almost as 
much ot aggression, but in method of 
Mpioath IS vastiv to the rontrai> 
Innugh he is suppli in the wrists and 
some ot his shots would remind one 
.of the India lubber tluks ot his bar 
ting oi del predeiessor, Vishwanath. 
whai he most dehnitclv laiks is the 
lapacirs lu glue himself to the iiease 
and stole oti the tonveyoi belt 
Sumeriines his urgentv prompts that 
he is in a hiiriv to latih the esening 
tram and nut hold out in the en 
deasour oi prepaiing for bed and 
breakfast at the crease till the fol 
lowing moining Rather odd tor an 
immensely talented cricketei in the 


Aeroplane Age 

But what can certainly be said in 
his favour and defence is his 
panache fw plmng an inniim so 
chaiactenstic of his nature That u 
why Kapd is such a compellmg man 
to watch Decades ago. Sir Neville 
Cardus had written that he knew of 
only one man who either played true 
to his nature or immediately got our 
He was refeinng to Harold Gimblett 
If Cardus had survived into a day as 
late as this and thought it fit for his 
copy to go into a later edition he 
would have added Kapil's name up 
there 

Dressing to the rest, one finds 
that Dilip Doshi fared well after the 
Lord's Test and proceeded to cap- 
tuie his Test best at Old Trafford 
But It must be brought to notice that

had him despatched to the other end 
and threw the ball to Shasui to leap 
his favourite conditions Some days 
later, Robin Marlar subdy put it 
across in The Times “Doshi, who 
continually has to win Gavaskar's 
esteem " You bet there was a catch 
somewhere' 

Another Indian bowler, more bla¬ 
tantly noticeable by the end of the 
senes, was about the opening fiasco 
Nark's promotion to the magic slot 
did have many brows curving up¬ 
wards in the Press Box and rightly, 
too This has been one facet of the 
tour that Gavaskar would like to 
forget very soon Ills ankle-bust 
made ii possible toi some of the 
lesser lifdtts to bask m the sunshine 
blither up That made it eight open¬ 
ers for India in 10 Tests During the 
last Test when the manager of the 
Indian team was asked to comment 
about Ghulam Parkar, the reply was 
forthcoming that Parkar was a 
talented owning batsman and an 
efficient club wicketkeepei Where 
do they Ntait reciuiting from these 
days’ 

When the Indian team retuins 
home—most of them ate off to the 
United States-there will be trying 
rimes for many but caipets of red 
will be laid out fur one—Sandeep 
PatU His gamble befote the Old 
Trafford encounter was one that 19 
out of 20 captams would never have 
taken And Patil, so mysterious^ 
chosen under the garb of an addi¬ 
tional medium pacer, was not given a 
bowl but proceeded to hit up one of 
the most powerful hundreds against 
an Indian's name He had begun with 
a rasping square-cut for three, thus, 
emphasising a vital truth that he had 
very little to lose under the circumst 
ances Confidence returned as fast as 
the shots—at one stage it was 24 runs 
in an over of Willis'—and the man 
was made Paid, svho at one tune was 
givmg Dilip Doshi serums competi¬ 
tion in finishing last in the tour 
averages ended up at the dmy top of 
the Test averages from either side- 

They say thgt when a man is dying 
his life passes from in front of him in 
a swift panorama If there is any 
truth in It then this writer shall most 
certainly see Kapil heaving Botham

T HFRC were many long tdLe» at 
Tient Budge alter the re&ult be- 
I tween Fngland and Pakistan had 
biiine Itself out toi many spetulatois 
associated closely with the iluctuat 
ing fortunes ot a bull market had put 
then end of the week leftoveis cm 


Paki&tan and patd for it (no pun 
intended) Frankly speaking, this 
wntei would not blame their fore¬ 
sight tor Pakistan an papei looked 
intimidating especially after their 
three wins over the (^untv sides— 
each by an innings—being more 
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close to recent memory And it 
seemed partly ironical that a South 
African—the thud party—should 
have played the protagonist and 
tome out with flying 'ciilours' in a 
match that appeared to be Pakis¬ 
tan's 

Skipper Imran Khan was of the 
opinion that “We’ve seen very 
medioctu County bowling, even 
Pakistani standaids, since we ar¬ 
il ved in England It’s all very discon¬ 
certing ” Later, he was to add “1 feel 
at the moment that we aie at equal 
strength It will depend on our bat¬ 
ting " But at Nottingham what gave 
the gamble awav was the bowling as 
the other department stood up to 
acquit Itself fairly successfully and 
at one junctuic, when Mohsin Khan 
and Miidassat Nacar had put up 
moie than a 100, the outcome 
seemed to be d«>finitelv outlined and 
the visitors home and dry 

Both the Pakistani openers bad 
enjoved, till this part of the itiner¬ 
ary, a very successful visit and this 
leg was no exception Modassar 
Narar had stood out with a hi^ 
de^e of consistemy, scoring 211 
versus Sussex ai.d 161 djuinst Gla¬ 
morgan, both nor nut' Monsin Khan, 
who reached his highest Test score 
earlier in the yeai •showed signs of 
finally having been elevated to 
matin it V after his two century in¬ 
nings of 151 and 165 on this tour and 
a near three figure one against 
Somerset As many as 102 were built 
on by the two in fierv tandem before 
Mudassar Na/ar's iiinmng himself 
out brought for ward the first signs ci 
a setback Mudassar Nazai had 
walked too far down the wicket and 
when Mohsin's letuin shot down the 
pitch was stopped by the bowler— 
England’s newest 'catch'—Eddie 
Hemmings. the son of the former 
Pakistani openci at 51 was cau^t m 
no man’s land and tar awav from 
home 

Mohsin Khan was swallowed by 
the pavilion almost immediatelv af- 
tei Just one ball later, when he was 
standing three tuns short of an immi¬ 
nent half-century, he tried to find a 
gap in Willis' field with a drive off 
Botham bu> m trvingto force across 
the line, miscalculated and his mid¬ 
dle stump was wierked 


Pakistan lunched at 128 for two 
after which the blitzkneg was taken 
up in the light earnest by Zaheer 
Abbas There were flashes of the 
elegance of yoie coupled effectively 
with the one-day mood before 
Zaheer, at 53, was trapped in front 
and Derek Pnngle had claimed his 
fust wicket of the match 


Though there was little ot 
pyrotechnics on an extended lease 
after that, bits and pieces from Mian- 
dad (28). Majid Khan (23) and Imran 
(16 not out) were forthcoming till at 
last Pakistan consumed their 55 
overs, gathered a round 250 for six 
wickets before occupying them- 
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■rhe& widi the problem of bowling 
England out 

It never came about Though the 
initial glance at the scorebook re¬ 
vealed that iun» at die rate of four 
runs and a half per over would be 
retired it was always a reasoning, 
with the Pakistan bowling in mind, 
that It was going to be increasingly 
difficult But the Englishmen defied 
the odds with a resounding reply in 
what IS turning out gradually as 
•another incredibly successful sum 
mer for Endish cricket 
Bob Wilus, England’s captain, 
made a positive approach evident 
from the very beginning when in 
retaliation he promoted David Gow¬ 
er to open the innings in accompani 
ment with Chns Tavare In a wa}, 
Gowei’s promotion seems justified, 
explained bv his appaient lack ot 
trenrv to go after biii strokes an«i vet 
keep the scoreboard moving But in 
this season oi wilting proficiency this 
wiitei wondets whether sending him 
high up in the line up did any good in 
resroraig an alieady sagging morale 
hoi Gowei went toi 17 while Chris 
Tavare, who had been otieied a stool 
in lesi for Ins fiisi gear hatting at 
rho Oval |ust fout da vs befoie, made 
a ivpical 4k ihai seived to keep the 
stall going from one end 
But England's seaith foi the ulti¬ 
mate migni nor have been attended 
bv surress had it not lH*en foi Allan 
l^mb He has been in woiiderhil 
iiuk tigiir through the summei and 
picked up trom his t}val bundled 
with anothei in England’s hunt of 
hope I amb lias always h< en noted 
lot his exfeptional ease and this he 
had exemplified nevei belter than in 
the Loid’s lest in [une, when he 
diove Kapil Dev fni a foui off the 
veiv fust ball of the last moining in 
hngland’s moments of unceitainty 
On this occasion he demonstrated a 
stem fibre of tempeiament beyond 
aigumi lit, his unusually efficient 
118 devoid of any visible, trace of 
tentativeness oi naked enor Mike 
Gatnng who ai present has treated 
his plate among the top of the Coun¬ 
ty averages more as a pre-emptive 
right than as a mattei of skill and 
some luik chipped in with some 
chunky support and England made 
the day, as many as 7 5 oveis before 
estimated schedule 

I MRAN KHAN’S threat of making 
the English pay the puce foi Kash- 
nur—a histoiicaf contention with its 
roots tn the Mountbatten era—took 
another jolting when his tiusted 
generals failedlum and perished in 
the attempt of making a firm bid to 
squaie the one-day senes That made 
it the fourth win for England m as 
many matches this summer in over- 
limit games and if things go as salub* 
nously in Australia this vnnter, it 
would need no exertion for even a 
phlegmatic brain to predict as to who 
shall be the favourites for the 
Prudential Cup, next year 
Unlike the encounter at IVent 


Badge, it was England who set the 
pace at Manchester and finally drew 
the net of emns around the visitors 
mudi too earlv for then comfort 
And for England the points of satis¬ 
faction must havb brewed from the 
success stones and the resurrection 
of Mike Gatting, blossoming to the 
extreme now in a role that is not too 
unfamiliar with his method of bel¬ 
ligerence The other man to have 
saved the selectois some embarass- 
ment was Derek Pringle, the topic of

been played and thrashed—Iqbal 
Qasim was bowled at Old Trafford

At Old Ti^ford England, like ••ea- 
soned Thespians peifoimmg in front 
of a swelling crowd of 20,000, ran up 
an incredible 29S which is seldom 
betteied in one-dav encounteis And 
this time Gower vindicated Willis’ 
perseverance, scorod 13 and the cart 
was moving Tavare at the other end, 
usually the undemonstranve of batv 
men, ran himsell out with the team 
score at 32 but that did little to 
weaken England’s t.ause Allan 
Lamb’s 27, very typical luns, com¬ 
pensated tor the damage while Gow¬ 
er penshed, too only to allow an 
impatient Gattmg to dig his gloved 
fingers deeper into Pakistan’s 
throat This Middlesex batsman, the 
modern-day Little Jolm light out 
from Sherwood Forest, started his 
plundering early and the tiend was 
set Botham, who had by then en¬ 
tered the fiay, made it rwosome and 
they ventured out togMher to make 
It a long aftenoon foi Pakistan and as 


embarrassing 

At lunch, Botham and Gatting 
were batniig with 11 and 30 respec¬ 
tively and they immediately set out 
for the crash course after reinforce¬ 
ments Gatting made advancement 
to his personal score to reach 76 
without much fuss while Botham 
leacted in a manner that has now 
become an accepted form of his 
attack rather than one reserved for 
junctures of overpressure He sent 
Qasim serenely over the top on twro

A 60-run stand between skipper 
Imran Khan and Wasim Raia aflevi- 
ated frustation, then mounting 
There was momentary hope when 
they flourished especially with 
dashing Raja’s flashing blade always 
a delight, keeping Eni^and’s potency 
temporanly at bay with a line 60 
Sadly, It never came to use Imran 
Khan, too, failed to last out, falling to 
Miller's wiles for 31 The end of the 
story was at hand Naqqash, with no 
authentic pieiensions to batting, ran 
himself out for only one. Ban fol¬ 
lowed with four but by then the 
spiimaker had sunk to 201 for ei^t 
wickets Iqbal Qasim contributed 13 
unbl the fight spluttered out at 222, 
Pakistan being teaten by 73 runs 

However, this is not reason enou|^ 
for hoisting the flags ot moumuig 
Very much like the fates of their 
geowaphical neighbours Pakistan 
could mow their truer shades with 
the coming of the Tests And if they

DAVIS CUP 

Swedes inject a tench 
of freshness 

GEORGE K. GEORGE reports on how the United 
States scraped past rivals Sweden 


A s the Itiilian<i and Ami'i leans 
weic guing cra/y on the streets 
of cities like New Yoik, celebrating 
Italy's World rup soccer victorj, a 
>oiing American patiiot was waging 
the longest battle of his caieer tn St 
Louis John Patrick Mchnioe, It, at 
this time was carrying his couiiiry 
almost single-handedly to the semi 
finals of the Davis Cup artci a six- 
and-a-half-hour duel against Mats 
Wilandci of Sweden 
It was an ordeal foi McEnroe and 
the tennis enthusiasts who were 
glued to their teles ision sets soon 
after the 1/1 orld Cup finals It was the 
final match ot the second round ue 
between Sweden and the U S with 
both countries tied, two matches 
apiece 

The match which lasted six hours 
and )2 minutes, and 79 games with a 
32 game thud set levcaled how im- 
poitant the Oasis Cup has become 
once again Tohn McKnioe and Mats 


Wilandei had mure than personal 
reputations at stake in this en- 
countei 

4 win or a loss would not make any 
substantial difference to their 
careers But, the ciucial final match 
would have a profound impact on 
this year’s Davis Cup It was impor¬ 
tant foi the tournament that McEn¬ 
roe and his team-mates stayed alive 
in it, to keep it going in full swing till 
the finals 

“Davis Cup matches in the fifth set 
IS what tennis is all about,” said U S 
captain Arthur Ashe “The fifth set 
separates the men horn the boys " 

Indeed it did Sweden had a team 
of “boys “ The oldest player in the 
team was Anders Jarryd, who will be 
21 in another week French cham 
pion Mats Wilandei (17) and doubles 
playei Hans Simonsson me still boys 
when compared to most Das is Cup 
players But the lads gave the men 
the scare of then lives, befoie con 


ceding a 2-3 victory 

B^re Wimbledon, there were 
rumours that Bjorn Borg would play 
foi Sweden But once again the mys¬ 
tery man was missing The burden 
fell on one of the youngest Davis Cup 
teams in history lot the second time 
this year But Wilander’s miracle at 
Paris had given the Swedish team an 
unexpected shot in the arm 

In the opening singles, John McEn- 
loe had a taiily easy win over Jarryd 
after a 10 8 fust set Wilandei level¬ 
led the match score with a (> 4, 7-5, 
3 6, 3-6, 6-0 display against Eliot 
Teltscher The relentless baselme 
game of the Swede prevailed over 
the skill of the American In then 
only pieviuus meeting, Teltschei had 
won 6-3, 6-0 But that was before 
Pans 1982 

The doubles was indeed a one 
sided affair McEnioe teamed up 
with his regulai partnei Pelei Flem¬ 
ing It was then first match aftei 
their loss in the Wimbledon finals 
The b-4, 6 3, 6 0 scoie is ample in¬ 
dication of the ease with which they 
oveicame Jaiiyd and Simonsson In 
the beginning of the match bimons 
son held seive at love He looked the 
stronger of the combination, but it 
was his set ye that the Americans 
bioLe in the fust set to take the lead 

He was biokeii again in the fourth 
game of the second set That gas'e 
the Americans all lead I he thud 
set was McEnine and ITeming all the

So fat the tie seemed tn Im‘ going

dome The crowd f rose in silence and 
watched helplessly as John McEnroe 
put everything he had into it, with¬ 
out luck 

This IS how It went Wilander held 
serve in the first game and McEnroe 
took the second Then he broke 
Wilander to lead 2-1 At this stage, 
he was in full command, doing every¬ 
thing the way he wanted In* the

Mats Wilander was not satisfied 
with his brilliant peifoimance Tm 
disappoin'ed,'’ ht* said “You should 
always be disappointed when you 
lose ’* After all, what else could be 
expected from a voiingster kke 
Wilander who plays every point to 
win 

What Wilander couldn’t do m spite 
of the 2-hour 39-'ninute marathon 
set—namely pull off an upset at this 
year’s Davis Cup quaiter-finals— 
came fiom Yannick Noah of France 
Noah bea' the Czechs with the help 
of his new doubles partner Henri 
Lanconte He began the campaign by 
beating Ihomas Smid Then he had 
the doubles iictuiy over Smid and 
Pavel Slo_il Alter this he took on 
Lendl who had beaten Thierry 
Tulasne in a five-setter Noah’s 6-2, 
3-6,7-9,6-3,6-4 victory gave France a 
3-1 lead over the most formidable 
team ot the year The final match 
betsveen Smid and Tulsane ended as 
Smid led 3-2 in the fust set The 
French youngstei. who had suffered 


from sunstroke retired, at this stage 

As the Czechs were being elimin¬ 
ated in Pans, New Zealand overcame 
Italy 3 2 at Cervia, Italy Chris Levos 
clinched the series against New Zea¬ 
land by beating veteran Ardnano 
Panatta, to record the best IQwi 
show in the Davis Cup 

Austialia prevailed over Chile by 
sweeping the first thrhe matches 
The reverse singles proved to be 
more exciting as Maik Fdmoiidson 
lost to Ricardo Acuna in five sets 
But John Fitzgerald was in no mood 
for a giveaway In the final match he 
played five sets to overcome Pedro 
Rebolledo It was a gruellmg affair 
as both players went at each other as 
if It were > final with high stakes 
involved Incidentally, it was the 
first time that Acuna had played on 
grass 

New Zealand will meet France in

and the right stuppei back weie 
passing between eacn other fn an 
attempt to find their own left stop- 
pei, they crossed the ball and here 
thev made an elementary erior 
Willie doing so, they failed to notice 
that the Italian danger man, Paolo 
Rossi was lurking in the area 

The latter obviously seized the 
chance, for it was clear that such a 
lapse on the part of the Brasilians 
would not come again in a hurry He 
shot past Peres and that, literally. 


was the last nail in the Biazilians' 
cofhn 

Brazil did not deseive to emerge as 
the woild champions Any side that 
plays in such a fashion should be 
written off immediaielv It is not iust 
good football tliat makes a champion 
side It IS also one's appiuach to the 
came itselt One feels soity foi them 
but then, that is how soccei is played 
at the highest level No team will 
allow vou to make a mistake and get 
away with it Playing the wav they 
weie, Biazil could not hope to take 
the trophy home But they are a 
wonderful side and will be a threat 
for years to come 
They weie a very catefiee side dui 
ing the whole louinameni and that is 
what, in the ultimate analysis, 
biuugh* about then dinvnfall At the 
same time, howevei. I would like to 
mention that I was very impressed 
with their second goal against Italy 
in the same encounter In my opin¬ 
ion. It was the best goal of the World 
Cup Thev were outnumbeied in the 
situation, to siaii with, as there were 
only five Brazilians in the picture 
against seven Italians Convening a 
situation like this is what counts and 
Brazd pulled this off with the style 
and panache that makes them such a 
difficult side to beat Even though 
this Itself was a biilliant goal, they 
should have exerted themselves that 
little bit more and had they suc¬ 
ceeded in that, perhaps we would 
have witnessed* a Brazil West Ger¬ 
many final instead 


Undoubtedly, Italy was a deserv 
mg side They were by fai the must 
cautious team Thev were methodic 
al and well organised and most iin 
ponant of all, they .ilways gave the 
impiession at plaving well within 
themselves They weie an excellent 
side, yet they weie not as attractive 
to watch as say, the Brazilians They 
knew what their limitations were 
and they played according tn this, 
organising their game and their tac¬ 
tics accordingly In addition, thev 
were the most effective side on view 
in Spam and in this respect, they 
wete closely followed by both Poland 
and Russia 

Put els from the spectatoi view¬ 
point, the most attiaiine team to 
watch was, without a doubt, Bia 
zil However, France and Belgium did 
not lag far behind m this respect Bel 
gium played inspired football 
against the defending champions. 
Argentina in the openmg encounter 
and that goal by the talented Frwin 
Vandenbergh scaled the fate of Pas- 
sarella's team Vandenbergh has 
been performing consistently for hts 
country and has been largely in¬ 
strumental in Belgium’s successes on

I was very-impiessed by the man¬ 
ner in which the French handed 
their World Cup campaign Though 
their players were shot ter than the

allowed this to handicap them They 
were a haiisbreadth awav from en¬ 
tering the final of ilic Woild Cup in 
that tiuly inci edible match again&t 
Wett fk'rmanv, Mhen they le<J 3-1 in

England played cup s^le football, 
and were so very different frmn 
other European teams 1 had read a 
lot about Ron Greenwood’s boys and 
was a trifle disappointed with their 
performance The English rely on 
the conversion of centres to score 
their goals This is not always useful 
In their match against Spain, there 
must have been at least 30 occasions 
when the English floated the ball 
mto the opponent's penalty area

always have the final say Alvoad, 
however, the coaches of teams have 
absolute authority, and this is what I 
particularly want to stress. He chalks 
out his programme, his assistants — 
everything is left up to him and no 
one intetteres. The whole function¬ 


ing of the team—strategy, tactics

Peiioimancewise, the Aigeiitines 
were no hut shots iii the k'ghlies 
Apait tiom a \Voil(l Vouili C up vu 
tuiv III 1980, Menntti had little to 
otter as evidence nt a great sole In 
the summer of 1980, his team plaved

light Last yuar, his preparations 
iniluded matihcs in Italy and Spain, 
but against tlnb sides This was in* 
tended to expose the playois afresh 
to I iiropiMn, esixftialiv Spanish ion 
ditiuns But these weie at no help 
he did not get the set vices of the 
players for any great stietch of 
time--except iiom early this yeai— 
and he found veiy little fresh talent 
that tould mjeit luw blood into an 
ageing stieani 

Histcirv, too, was against Aigenti 
na Italv, who weifii’t even preten¬ 
ders to the world crown, had not lost 
once against them in the last seven 
encoiinte's, which included the 1978 
pool matih in which Argentina came 
out losers Riaril had a more impress 
ive lecoril In nine matches before 
this World Cup, Aigentina had man¬ 
aged to draw only ihiee and failed to 
win even once 

It was, therefore, with little more 
thin empty optimism that Cesar Luis 
Menoiti claimed on ariiyal in Spain 
“We are heie to take back the World 
Cup ” Kgged on by this belief—and 
supported by nothing more than 
sheer bravado—the Argentine took 
the field against the famed red dc 
vils (a name that has stuck with the 
Belgians ever since they started 
their not so distinguished World Cup 
campaign in 1010) And even after 
Vercauteren and Vandenbergh had 
plundered and pillaged their penalty 
area, they could not recapture even a 
little of then 1978 form It was only 
after they moved to Alicante’s Jose 
Rico Perez Stadium that they reco¬ 
vered their composure On June 18, 
five days after the opening disaster, 
they showed glimpses of their true 
potential when they beat Hungary 
4-1 But the key factor here was the 
Hungarians’ self-confidence, boin 
dut fd the record-breaking 10-1 vic¬ 
tory ovei El &lvador and the basic 
error of allowing Diego Maiadona 
room to manoeuvre But, to that, 
later 


By die third match, they were 
again m trouble And, had it not 
been for the controversial Passarella 
penalty, which gas*e them the first oi 
then two goals then game against Kl 
Salvador could have ended in 
another disaster This victory, 
however, took them to the fact that 
by not living up to the seeding they 
leccived, they found themselves m 
the same group as Brazil and Italy 
The last named lud had an indifte 
rent showing in the first stage, so the 
Argentines were alieady working 
nut the strategies tu be wotked out in 
the encouniei with HianI But they 
met Italy lusi and weie piomptly 
puhensed Italv played supeilily, 
findiiif, then iiiucli late, but reyell- 
ing in 11 - and ucoidmg then fust 
victoiv in the Inuinameni tu boot 

The Italian strategv was almost 
flawless ThcY StJi ti d out by putting 
Ceniilc on Maradona, with *pecilic 
instrui turns to stop him anyhow 4nd 
the dt ep deft iidur did that veiv well, 
thuiii^ he did siietch things a bit 
when he elboweil the diminutive 
'genius' 111 ihc lace But he was 
cllective and that is what urofes 
sioiidlism e all aluiut Centile was 
tint th( only one, though The Ita- 
lidiiv seemed tu adopt the policy of 
niggling thei. opponents until they 
forgot lontbdll and indulged in a wai 
oi attrition 

Once the was established, and 
once the. Argentines lesnlyed to pay 
them back in their own com, the 
Italians liegan to play football again 
'Ihis was too much lor the South 
Ainetleans who toiind themselve*- 
two goals down A late bee kick 
conveision by Passarella was 
obviously not enough 

The Argentines then concentrated 
on the Rraril match, hoping that the 
lattei would then lose to Italv by a 
bigger maigm to allow them to enter 
the semi-tinah But, of couise, this 
never happened Instead the Brazi 
bans played their best game of the 
tournament Aftei teasing and tor 
menting the Argentines in the first 
half, the Brazilians Iwat them i 1 
One Maradona was clearly nut 
enou^ And Argentina had the du 
biuus distinction ot haying in their 
ranks two players who were sum¬ 
marily diianissed from the ground— 
Americo Gallegu and Diego Marado¬ 
na himselt, the t-rvt in the game with 
Italy and the second in what turned 
out to be then last match 

Apar* from then political mishap 
and the agemg of plavers, the Argen¬ 
tines undei Menoiii obviously did 
not prepare well enough fur the 
World Cup It was cleat that they did 
nut sill !y the g,imes of then oppo¬ 
nents It was also clear that Taranti- 
ni. manning the left side of the demp 
d^cnce, was nor restrained fium 
moving upfield by Mcnotti He 
proved a constant souue of dangei 
to his own side when the chips were 
down, though he did play a useful 
rule in moulding attacks frum be¬ 



hind The woeful lack of tuim ot 
Mario Kempes was anothei factor 
that weighed heavily on Maiadona, 
who was leti laigeiy to fend fur 
himself Only Osvaldo Ardiles stood 
out, trying tu tie the loose ends of the I 
defence logeth^r ,ind feed his fur 
wards at the same time Passarella 
did have his moments of glory’, but 
he failed to galvanise his te,im into 
an instrument of attack 


Maradune's was a tale oi woe He 
was hetalded into the World Cup as 
the biggest star But the managers of 
other teams worked out then own 
plans fur him Throughout their cam 
paign, Maradona found himself 
being shadowed by one. sometimes 
two iilavers And he was never given 
much room to manoeuvre To add to 
his misery, he found that he could 
nut reach the dizzy heights he had so 
quickly climbed in tour yeais But in 
fail ness, one has to admit that if ever 
a count was taken, it would be clear 
that he was the most fouled against 
player in the tournament—though 
one has to add in the same breath 
that this IS the lot of every player 
who distinguishes himself And play¬ 
ers like rele had to suffer murh 
more Pele was hterally kicked out of 
the campaign in En^and in 196b, 
when Brazil made an early exit So, 
that was the Mirry tale of Argentina 
Of course, Mrnott, will be sacked So 
will some of the playeis But Menotti 
would himself have quit— with a firm 
offer frum i-C Valencia in his pocket 
And the plavers themselves will find 
several places tu go to—Euiope or 
the Noith American soccer league 
bases 

But how fai will sacking go to 
reaiiiig another world-beating team'’ 
Argentina wnll have to look tu the set 
of youngsters (Maradona included) 
who won the Wot Id Youth conipeti 
tion in 1980 and, of course, another 
manager But wheie will thc>y get 
that spark of inspiration that led to

W HEN the need of the hour is to 
maintain a side comprising as 
many regular players as pos^le, 
Mohammedan Sporting found them- 
selses with no other option but to 
suspend two of their stalwarts The 
suspension of Pem Dorji and die 
Iranian Jamshed Nasirri has 
weakened lioth the defence as well 
as the foiward line but the hard bne 
taken by the club in question, is for 
manj, a welcome departure from the 
time when leading players were con- 
sideied indispensable 
Had this been solely a decision on 
the pait of the Indian Football Asso¬ 
ciation league siib-cummittee, it 
would have been anothei matter 
altogethei, bui the defending league 
champions have certainly estab 
lished a new tiend in disciplinary 
at non 

Both player* had lecently taken 
the law into then own hands during 
then sides encounter against toi- 
imdable Kailwas I C and now have 
had to ta<e the consei|uences bv 
sitting out on the sidelines for the 
rest lit the league Mohammedan 
Sporting's action, though it has 
weakened the side, is indeed a uni¬ 
que (-sample which othei sides 
would do well to follow 
In the past, it has been the general 
practii among the leading clubs 
that offenders have 

been allowed to get away scot free, 
no mattei what then misdemeanours 
were The leasun was fairly obvious 
clubs did not date take the chance of 
incuning the wrath of their star 

{ ilavers, tor teat that the latter wmuld 
use all interest m their subsequent 
matches Tn the highly conmiitive 
armosphuie of soccer on the (^cutta 
maidan, it was perhaps a natural 
corollary, bur one that, all the same, 
had latner frightening results 
And when c lubs have taken action 
against erring players—such inst 
ances have been all too rare—it has 
made little or no difference at all in 
the ultimate analysis It is a well 
established fact that leading players 
resort to ramesmanship and otbei 
tactics ana it often happens that a 
referee oi linesman overlooks—^in- 
tenoonally or even otherwise—^in- 
fnngements on the part of certain 
plavers But veiy often the players 
nave made it difficult tor themselves 
by virtue of thrir questionable be¬ 


haviour on the soccer field Such 
tactics have often led to violence off 
the field, with disastrous consequ¬ 
ences The atmosphere on the 
maidan is electrically charged as it 
IS, and does not mN-d anv other 
outside elements to aggravate the 
situation 

A few days before the incident 
featuring Dorji and Nasirri, thcic 
was another similar situation du> ing 
the Mohun Bagan Calcutta Gymkha¬ 
na match Seasvined campaignei 
Suraiit Sengupta enteied a windy 
duel with the leferee, Ajoy Lahiri, 
who earned the wrath of the specta¬ 
tors for having ovei looked some of 
the infringements during the game 
in question Things were bad 
enough, but they did not end there 
After the match, Sengupta charged 
towards I-ahin with his jeisey in his 
hand and it was clear from his atti 
tude that he was not evactly making 
friendly overtures Ihe referee man¬ 
aged to get out of what would de¬ 
finitely have been a lather tricks 
situation,thanks to the timely in- 
terventtun of his colleagues anil cei- 
tam club officials

It IS clear to all and sundry, includ¬ 
ing the casual obsursei, that Moham¬ 
medan Sporting have been going 
through a vciv bad patch as far as 
madan S C 





championship form is concerned It 
was a foremne conclusion some time 
a^o that the reieninf; leaiiue cham¬ 
pions were out of the running tor the 
top honours this vear, thanks in no 
small measure to iiiconsistencv and 
some off-cnlnui performances bv 
leading plaveis who were expected 
to cairy the team through 
There was trouble brewing within 
the club and the otticials were nut 
slow to realise this But the point is 
that if rhev did take an> steps to 
defuse the situation, which was 
woisening all the time, it was not 
apparent to the observer 
Could the incident involving noiii 
and Nasirri have been averted if 
Mohammdean bportiiig piesident 
Erfan Tahei have been present’ The 
uestion has often been laised n the 
avs following the incident and the 
suspension, but it is dilticult to 
answei. one way oi another, for such 
discussion IS mere hypothesis It is 
well known that the president is a 
strict disciplinarian who brooks no 
misbehaviour on the part ot leading 
playeis oi otheiwise Anothei ques¬ 
tion that has been frequeiith heard 
IS whether it was his presence <hat 
led to the suspension ol the two 
players Again, difficult to comment 
on 

When the Mohammedan Spot ting 
football secretaiv, Ghulam Mustafi 
was asked to comment on whether 
any political piessure had been 


brought to bear on the club, he 
responded. “Why should anyone 
pressurise us’ Nothing of the sort 
happened As a matter of fact, we 
were thinking of taking action 
uuiscives the na> after the incident, 
so the ^estinn ol piessure does not 
arise The only problem was that 
since the piesident and general 
secietaiv of the club were both out 
of town, so theie was little we could 
do We could not take a decision 
Indeed, it came as something of a 
shuck to us all to loam that the IFA 
president had decided to suspend 
the club, only huuis after the inci¬ 
dent tiMik place He should have 
waited to read the referee’s repoit 
betoie making such a statement 
Thai IS why we weie waiting to see

But what about the hasty action on 
the part ol the players in question’ 
Replied Mi Mustafi “The players 
had no business to manhandle thr* 
linesman They should have lealised 
that and gone about things in the 
proper fashion Whem we tealised 
that Jamshed was getting upset we 
went to cool him down, but as soon as 
the linesman came into the centre of 
the field. Pern Dorji lost his head 
Ihis was inaec'd icgiettable Of 
course, it happened in the heat of the 
moment, bur it does nm mean that 
the> will be allowed to get away with 
something like this We had already 


decided to ban them after the ina- 
dent but we had to srait fw the final

“In 4 special meeting it was unani¬ 
mously decided by the president and 
ail others ptesent that the players 
would be suspended for the rest of 
the league matches However, both 
players will be expected to turn out 
tor practice with the test of the team 
Don’t forget that we have the IFA 
Slueld ahead of us Yes, I agree that 
their suspension has weakened the 
team to a certain extent, but this 
could nut be helped Ultimately,!! 
means that theie will be a greater 
burden on skipper Moidul Islam and 
the otheis, who will have to exeit 
themselves moie to covei up foi the 
absence ot then colleagues,’ he said 

It certainly needed drastic action 
to enforce discipline oi else things 
were in dangei of getting out of 
hand Why was there that unseemly 
mcident when RFC had scoied that 
goal’ The media piaiscd it as a gem 
ot a goal Said referee I’ladip Nag 
jftei the match “There are no two 
opinions about that goal ” 

This was not the fust time in the 
hisloiy of the ('alcutta inaidan that 
Jamshed had given vent to his iinta 
non on the field Even when he wore 
Fast Bengal colnuis, he was well 
known toi his outbursts In this inci 
deni. It was because of his kicking 
and losiling of Dipak llhdttacli.u lee 
that the gallei les ei upled That was 
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the first sim of invpendmg trouble 
The police ned to go into action to 
dear the stands and club officials 
had to intervene so that play could 
be resumed However, some dficials 
were mistakenly beaten up in the 
process "We called an emergency 
meeting the next dav with the West 
Bengal Mputy Speaker Kalimuddin 
Shams as our special invitee so as to 
apprise him of the police action We 
wanted him to arrann that the Chid 
Minister and the Spoits Bibnister 
should ai range a senes of meeungs 
for us" stated the football secretary 
It was also at this stage that the club 
threatened to withdraw from the 
leuue 

The dub officials then had a meet¬ 
ing with the Chief Minister, Mr Jyoti 
Basu and the Sports Minister, Mr 
Subhas Chakraborty and the police 
It was decided at rliis meeting that 
peace would be maintained at all 
costs and that the playeis would be 
speciallv asked to behave them¬ 
selves in view ufthe situation The 
followup led to the unanimous deci¬ 
sion on the pait of the IFA leafpie 
sulHTOmmitu c and the club to sus¬ 
pend the two playeis But is this anv 
guarantee that there will be no repi 
non ot violence when a big team 
plays a lesser side^ 

In the woi ds of Mi Mustafi, "whether 
we win or lose or draw, we will 
bdiave in a mannei expcKrted of true 
sportsmen Furihei, we have decided 
that an\ playei who misbehaves wdl 
be debaircd 1 think this attitude is 
going to instil a sense of luai and 
respect among the players You can 
see from this that our president is a 
stiici disciplinarian," he asserted 

To g<# back a little in the club’s 
history, ii was felt last year after 
their league triumph that they would 
lie hack on top again this yeai This 
has noi provM to be the case, at 
least in their league engagements In 
the long run last year's triumph 
would s cm to have been a very 
expensive proposition for the dub 
In tbe WOI os of one club crfficial, who 
voiced his sentiments before the 
league got under way, "When a side 
spends so much on a team, one 
expects that there should be some 
measure of success.but this has not 
been the case so far We gave our 
players whatever they wanted, all 
the facilities thev askra for,but the 
returns have not been satisfactory If 
we cannot get the best out of our 
best players,it is bettei to concen¬ 
trate only on foiming a team that is 
merely capable of beating Aryan or 
Rmasthan" 

The first signs of the drastic slump 
had come dunng the Tnchur Nation¬ 
als Both East Bengal and Mohun 
Bagan had sent feelers to the 
Monanunedan SC players about join 
mg their respective folds The reign¬ 
ing champions sat back to witness 
another exodus and the club was 
literally back to square one Tlieir 
star players went to the highest 
bidders and the club was out in the 
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wilderness once more,dwarted by 
thi* talent in the other two rival 
sides It seemed that they were not 
taking an active interest in retaining 
the men who had done duty for them 
and won back the league honouis 
after so many years of futile 
attempts Perhaps the tinancial 
drain was eveniumly taking its toll 
on the coffers of the champion club 
They were by now reduced to scout¬ 
ing around the maidan to induce 
players ol the smaller clubs to join 
theu ranks True,the tumors in ques- 
bon were undouhtedlv talented and 
promising but it was somewhat of a 
comedown tor the Mohammedan 
Sporting officials It was no secret 
that the top brass of rhe club were 
not in the city Had they bc>en pre¬ 
sent, perhaps they coulii base cap 
lured some of the rising stais who 
had promised earliei to play for the 
black and-whites 

When askrd to comment on this 
.the fcmtbdll secietary said "We had 
to sacrifice the idea of a leally good 
side because our annual general 
meeting was delayed as the presi¬ 
dent and secrataiy weie both away 
from Calcutta at the time We only 
began our drive to recruit players a 
mere ten or fifteen days betore the 
transfer season ended, by which time 
the major negotiations were already 
over 

"Smie we weie left with limited 
options,we had to appiuach the three 
Iianuins in order to assure ourselves 
of a team of some standing at least 
However, we were actuaily having 
second thoughts about them,but we 
did not have much room to man¬ 
oeuvre We tewk them in on the 
assumption that tliey were sbll in 
form and could produce the kind of 
^cei we requued of them Honest¬ 
ly speaking, though,we have not 
been satisfied with the way in which 
they have performiK] so far ”

goals—two solitary goal wins over 
Bata S C and Sporting Union cmi 
pled with their goalless draw against 
Wan and the loss against hast 
Bengal 

Against Bata S C Mohun Bagan 
did without the services of thrc'e of 
then stalwarts Skipper Shyam Tha- 
pa was running a temperature, Shi 
vap Baneriee was testing and Sub- 
roto Bhattacharya paying the penal¬ 
ty foi receiving yellow cards in the 
two previous matches The absence 
of these players, undoubtedly, 
affected the team’s performance, but 
what IS worse is that the Mohun 
Bagan balloon of moiale was punc 
tuied after going down to hast 
Bengal 

It was not that the Bata Ivivs put in 
a .telling performance to minimise 
the Bagan mn, hut instead Mohun 
Bagan played Inotball which would 
not eseii do a lessei known side 
proud 

In the* 23rd minute an Amu Bagchi 
attempt hit the Bata ciosspiece and 
foul minutes laiei Amitasa Miikhei- 
lec's header was well ciilli'ctcd by 
the Bata goalkeeper Kaihin Sinha 
Roy Ihe lattei also gasi a g'lod 
account of himself :n the second naif 
I'oui minutes into the second half 
Rathin dived to deflect Kiishanu 
Dev’s giounder and a few moments 
later he nipped a Suiajit Sengupta 
tiv in the bud The glamoui teani got 
a few stias rhauces as the game rook 
Its dreaiv couise In the 63id minute 
Uautam Saika' pushed the ball to 
Surajit who in turn tound Amu The 
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lanky Bagchi found the left hand 
coiner of the net alter the ball had 
deflected off a Bata defender 
“Rathin Sinha Roy had the ball co¬ 
vered," taid Bata coach Tftmal Sen

M OHUN BAGAN could indeed

down to pla\ today He is coming out 
regularly and punctually for prac¬ 
tice, but what IS the use of practising 
if one does not bother to come out 
tor matches’ 1 do not know why 
Suhrata did not turn up He should 
have ar least informed us ” Anyway, 
that was that 

Mohun Bagan, with the exception 
of Shvam Thapa and Gaiitam Sarkar, 
who plased at half pace, played with 
a very inexperienced team "It is all 
righi if we have one or two young 
plaveis and wi ak links, as the moie 
expel lent ed players can cover up 
But today the stalwarts were the 
exception laihei than the rule," a 
forlorn Shankar Banerjee said after 
the match 

It would be a fuiile exercise to 
point out the highlights of the 
Mohun Bagan effort in this match 
With ihe exception of Shvam Ihapa 
in the loiwaiu line, theie was very 
little for the fb,U00 spectators who 


braved an unbearably hot Calcutta 
afternoon to shout for The tall Amit 
Bagchi lenunds one so much of Elvis 
Presley with his neat hair style and 
snazzy walk, but forgets—^with all 
respects to the King of Rock—that 
he IS heie to play lootbaD and not 
parade in a fashion show Amitava 
Mukherjee hung on to the ball foi

For the most part of the first half it

The guardians af the

T he crowd disturbances at Mad 
las and Bangalore against "du 
bious” decisions by the umpires in 
the Kanii Trophy knockout ties early 
this year were a ncw.phenomenon in 
Indian incket Nevci before had this 
happened at these centres, where 
the crowd is considered to be the 
most sporting and knowledgeable in 
the tnuniry Moreover, the serious 
riots occurred in quick succession— 
in the quarter-fmal match between 
Tamil Nadu and Delhi in the last 
week of February and in the semi¬ 
final between Bombay and Karnata¬ 
ka in the second week of March 

It was obvious that the umpires 
sub committee at its meeting at 
Madras over this weekend would 
deeply consider the situation from 
all angles Attei serious delioera- 
tioiis tor many hours, the committee 
came up witfi some interesting re- 
rommendations .md I shall try to 
analyse each as we go on 

The comimttee expressed concern 
I at the disturbances at the two 
I venues, which boasted fair and 
spons-minded spectators It under¬ 
lined the need to safeguard against 
such unpleasant incidents It asked 
the players to co-operate, noting 
with regret that the gestures td some 
of the piayeis had fed to these dis¬ 
turbances These gestures were 
either throwing the ball or cap onto 
the ground men an appeal was 
rejected or a batsman's leluctance to 
leave the crease when he was given 
out It noted that umpires are human 
and make mistakes and that die 
players should take every decision in 
the sporting spirit 
All this is easier said than done 
Wlho IS a 'walker' nowadays? Hardly 
anyone Even Vishwanath doesn't 
these days To help augment this 
statemeot. let me lUustiate In the 
Ranji match against Karnataka at 
Macuras in Denmber 1978, Tamil 
Nadu led off with a total of 244 while 
in reply Karnataka were 15 for three 
Vishwanath was holding firm but 
shortly along came a ball from Venk- 
arara^iavan that Vishsranath gently 
nudg^ mto Jabbar’s hands at short 
lag. vishwanath did not *go* and to 
an appeal the umpire ruled not out 
Vishwanath srent on to make 88, 
sav^ the match for Karnataka. Af¬ 
ter the day’s play, I heard it from 


more than one player that Vish¬ 
wanath admitted that he was out, but 
did not 'walk' as his team was in a 
precarious situation 

The second recommendation was 
in regard to police bandobust It said 
that the association staging die 
match was responsible for arranging 
pioper police ^otection for the ^y- 
ers and umpires Adequate police 
squads should be posted at various 
places on the ground This should be 
particularly followed very stnctly 
when It IS likely to be a close match 

This IS a veiy good observation 
since the oiganisws just do not seem 
to bothei about secunty arrange 
ments Again, let me elucidate Off 
the last ball at the second day in the 
Tamil Nadu-Delhi match, Snnivasan 
was given out caught at silly point It 
was a decision that aroused con¬ 
troversy since a section of the crowd 
thought that the bail had made con¬ 
tact with the ground before being 
caught by the fielder As the players 
came oft, the crowd swarmed mto 
the field and then into the pavilum 
and shouted slogans against the 
umpires and Mohinder, the Delhi 
captain Venkataraghavan appealed 
to them to calm down and take the 
umpire’s decision in the proper spir¬ 
it After about an hour, the crowd 
dispersed All this time, there was 
lurdly any pohee personnel worth 
the name at the mound If there was, 
the crowd could not have made its 
way to the pavilion for the distance 
between the various stands and the 
pavilion IS anything between 100 and 
^ yards 

Fortunately nothing untoward 
happened but it was obvious that 
^m now im the match would be 
played in a tense atmosphere Sens¬ 
ing funher trouble, Venkataragha¬ 
van told a couple of T N C A offlaals 
that they had bener make proper 
security arrangements for the re¬ 
maining two days of the match Asto- 
nishin^y when I went to the ground 
on tlw nurd momi^ 1 hardly «aw 
any pohee squad lliere were the 
usual handful of cops Mow, this was 
sheer neglmnce on the pan of the 
offiaals This woeful lack of ann- 
apauon cost them dearly on the 
founh day One by one, the "doubt¬ 
ful” decisions tested the crowd’s 
patience unti] they could stand it no 
more 


When Vasudevan was given out, 
caught at backward shon teg, as the 
batsman was clearly padding up, ail 
hell broke loose It was only after the 
crowd invaded the field, after the 
umpires were manhandled, after 
chairs were thrown on to the field 
and benches arrenched apan, that 
the organisers woke up and rushed 
to call the pohee, when with a little 
hindsight all diis need not have 
taken place at all Of what avail is 
wisdom that dawns too late^ The 
consequences have to be suffered 
and Chepauk suffered the fact that 
Its hitherto spotless white reputation 
was sullied 

A third recommendation was in 
regard to the statements and opm- 
lons voiced by radio commentators 
The Bangalore riots were attributed, 
in pan at least, to the fact that one of 
the commentators, a well-known 
cncket correspondent for a leading 
English daily, emphasised on the 
point that Vishwanath was a ‘wal¬ 
ker’ It may be recalled that the 
disturbances at Bangalore were 
sparked off when Vishwanath was

T he last of Austrahd’5 max crick¬ 
et vmteis, Raymond John Robin¬ 
son, died on 6 July, 1982. just a 
couple of days short of what would 
have been his 77th birthdav in Syd 
ney With his going a foit fell and 
Auatialian cncket wilting dosed its 
Great Book 

Ray Robinson had been involved 
deeply with leporting at the highest 
levm of the game foi moie than four 
decades. Ifts first oveiseas tour being 
with the Australians in 1914 when 
Bi adman and Fotisford were flexing 
then muscles to take charge and 
Woodtull was pointing the sabie 
from the front That bej^n a tryst 
with the game that was to last into 
well over 140 Tests and which

His ability to scan thiough the

reading the bowler’s mind from mid- 
off, standing between the captain 
and his deputy as they discussed the 
strategies of battle, in incognito, of 
course 

His effort with which he broke 
mound was Between Wickets pub 
ashed in 1946 and which still re 
mams a bedside book It always will 
Robertson Glasgow was of the opin¬ 
ion that It was "A bemk to be read, 
every line of it and not to he lent 
without an IO U *' But the main pat 
on the back was to come from Cardus 
himself His “The best book on crick 
et written by an Australian so far” 
inned the decoration on a desetving 
reast 

He followed that with From the 
Boundary, (19S1), Green Spues 
(1954), The Glad Season (1955), The 
Wildest Tests (1572-79) and On Top 
Down Undet m 1976 It was his final 
work that won hin universal cricket¬ 
ing acclaim His research to effec¬ 
tively poitray each of the 35 captains 
uf Austraha since 1877 was compen- 
diaus and for that he was adequately 
rewarded by being asked to flv to 
England and recieve a cheque fiom 
the Cncket Society Jubilee Literary 
Award for 1977 John Arlott, the 
piesident of the English Cncket Wn 
ters' Association, made another pre¬ 
sentation to him and when Don 
Moyes asked him to sign his copy of 
the book there, the request was 
slipped in to write in addition “Not 
reafly a sex manual " 

Nearly every book of his topped 
the 100,000 mark on the sales chart 
and such was the command of his 
over die technique that one passage 
(d his was translated into a French 
book for research by language stu¬ 
dents Qmte a few of his books made 
a beeline for subsequent editions 
and not a few of his essays found 
their way into anthologies 
The last few years Mok a toll of his 
eyesight and he stopped going 
abroad for some tune Mfore his 
death But on home grounds he could 
still be found, rest and an appetite 
for hard work undiminished, a pan 
of bmoculars slung across his neck 
and pounding away at his machine 
When Ray Robinson died on the first 
Tuesday of July, this year, a fiiend 
found an incomplete copy of the 
obituary of Ken ’Slasher' Mackay

The Italian Odyssey 

DEREK O’BRIEN reviews the progress of this 
year's champions, Italy, from Montevideo to Madrid 
in the 52-year history of the World Cup. 


I r IS in the fiiiieiis of things thdt 
Itdls has the shape of 3 boot The 
land of Garibaldi and Mussolini 
boasts of a tuotball history whu.h 
piobably only Braril tan equal Their 
enigmatic story in the eleven ot the 
tvielse World Cups played so far 
echoes the Hivds cd Rudyaid Kipling 
to -meet with triumph and disastei 
and neat both those imposters just 
the same " 

After much delibeiation the World

!S Rimet and Henii Delaunay, 

I was born in 19)0 Iralv along with 
Sweden. Spain and Holland did not 
like the idea ot the tompetition 
being staged in faraway Montevideo, 
Uiuguay, and bo^nttra the tourna¬ 
ment which finally, the hosts won It 
was not a good stall by Italy, if one 
tan call it a start 
Foul years later Italy made its 
debui in the world's premier football 
tournament and, what is more, play 
ed host to the sixteen nations that

final on their maiden appearance, 
where thes took on C/echnslovakia 
he pressure of the final had de¬ 


li imental Side effects and the font 
hall played did neither side pioud 
The Italians weie a goal down tweniv 
minutes from the end and tlte Cxech's 
should have been two up, but weie 
cieprived by muffing a simple chance 
and larei nirting the post Then a 
brilliant solo run climaxed by a 
viciously swerving shut executed by 
Orsi restored parity Was the shot a 
fluke or a feat of btilliance^ The nest 
day Oisi attempted many times to 
lepeat the shot foi the benetit t<f the 
Press facing an empty goal, but 
failed' The match was decided in 
extra time when a tired Schiavio 
beat the Crech custodian with what 
the scorer later tei med 'the strength 
of desperation’ and Italy were World 
champions'

Four years later the scene shifted 
to France The World champions, 
who according to Pozzo, were even 
stronger than they had been in 19 )U, 
had to exert every smew to get past 
gallant Norwiy in the fust round 
(2 li, and that too in evtia time It 
was the Italian goalkeeper Olivien 
who stood between his team and 
defeat The Italians then mei the 
hosts Fiance in the second round and 
with Piola doing a great job in mid 
field and scoring two goals, the tta 
lians cruised home 31 

Brazil from whom much was ex 
peered, weie their opponents in a I 
semi-final of hayed tempers, which ' 
Pozio’s bews won by the odd goal in 
three, incfuchng a penulty in their 
favout Then on to the final Italy Vs 
Hungary The Hungarians could not 
stem the Italian tide and the World 
Cup was Italy's for the second yeai in

into defence, satisfied with that 1-0 
victory Obsessed with fear of defeat 
ami tarenaocia, they played two dre¬ 
ary draws auinst Israel and fomer 
champions Uiuguay—Riva had not 
scored at all rawing that a shooting 
star cannot snine on his own 
In the quaner-finals Italy faced 
Mexico Mexica shot into an early 
lead. How often in the past had the 
Italians succumbed to a nome team?

1974 was the World Cup of ‘Total 
Football plaved in West Germany 
Italy went into the final rounds as 
one of the favourites, the unbeatable 
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Dino Zoff in goal, Kiva to score and 
Riveia to scheme bony has been so 
much a part of Italy's World Cup 
stray In their opeing match against 
unknown Haiti the Italians were 
shocked when Zoff conceded a goal 
However, they rallied to brush aside 
the debutants 

Italy’s next encounter was against 
Argentina Tlie Italian managei Val- 
creggi made some unpaidonable mis¬ 
takes temdin^ the selection of the 
team and the Itabans were lucky to 
draw 1-1. As such, Italy had to draw 
with Poland to stay m, the Poles beat 
them easily and once again Italy 
returned home frustrated 

In 1978 the World Cup crossed the 
Atlantic for the gauchos to see the 
tournament final in Buenos Aires As 
Webber and Rice were working out 
the chords for ‘Don't erv for me 
Aigentina' Enzo Bear/ot the new 
Italian manager was getting his team 


reatw for the Argentine rompaign 
Amid contioyersy, Italy weie diawn 
in a pool along with Argentina, 
France and Hungary 

Within a few seconds alter the 
match began against France, the 
Italians found themselves a goal 
down A familiar situation but--the 
words of Dino Zoff—“We wanted to 
show them we weren't the unbcciles 
they took us for”. It did not take long

the remaining playei* who arc 
forced to function without a vital 
link in the chain It does not mattei 
if there aie seseial players of the 
same calibre to replace an mjured

PAKISTAN EQUALISE 

Pakistan made history by beating England for the first time in 28 
years and the sins of the first Test appeared forgiven. Mohsm Khan 
hit an unbelievable 200, the wily Qadir kept down the scoring and 
Mudassar chipped in with six wickets to make it a Test to 
remember.

wasforgivatdc But with the 1 ngland 
attack much ot a tiiuchncsy Cower 
might have hern wisct to employ 
him in shoiiei >hifts 
Hemmings, thr only altirnatise 11 
the diet of mi chum ;iai ed seam, 
strove lor line and length, tamed 
respect but caused no insuperable 
problems And if the tub of the green 
went against Pakistan at Birming 
ham It was certain]v in iheir favour

out 

All the maiginal leg-before shouts 
went in their favour and on an undiv 
tinguished day for English outcnck- 
et four chances, one ot them ex¬ 
it emely difficult, were bungled 

Mudassar the less flamboyant 
partner, in an indecently brisk open¬ 
ing stand of 5T was missed by 1 aylcii 
oft Botham That was not to piove 
such an expensive blunder The 
chance that Pringle fumbled when 
Mohsm had teached 72 was a 
stiaightfoiward catch to fust slip 
again off Botham's bowling 

Mohsm gave another extremely 
difficult caught and bowled chaint 
to Jackman soon after reaching his 
second Test i entuiy and then 1 avaie 
failed to hold a shaip cliesihigi 
chance of feted bv Zaheei off Pi ingle 
with Zaheei looking in ominously 
gocxl foi m that too proved an expen¬ 
sive lapse 

Although Pakistan took lull advan¬ 
tage of modest bowling and an invit 
ing pitch there were still signs that 
their bimjest enemy is themselves 
Mohsm from the fust ball of the dav, 
when he struck Botham all along the 
grouiid straight for foui, played 
beautifully showing a prefeience fur 
the leg siife but producing strokes all 
round the wicket but there weie 
times when he had to stiuggU with 
his own impel uosirv 

TTierq was the cccasionallv iisky 
swish outside the off stump and a 
desire to attempt IcHilhaidv runs 
when he was 96 and in lea* h ot that 
coveted bundled he went in search 
of a niincxisient j un, had to turn and 
scuiiy to recover is crease But he 
would still have been lun out if 
Gatting's throw fioni square leg had 
not missed the wicket by a fiaction 

His few precraclillocs apart, 
Mohsm looked a batsman of un¬ 
doubted quality He fiequently 
leant d actoss to ih.; off to foice the 
ball square thiough midwicket or 
widish mid cm But he is no exclusive 
legside playci If England bawled at 
him on tbe off he would hit powerful¬ 
ly thicmgh the covers oi cut forceful¬ 
ly If England have cause to regret 
then lost cqipuilunities they should 


also be giatelul that Mansoui and 
laved Miandad tossed then wickets 
awav Mansocir had shared a second 
wicki'i stand ott 144 with Mohsm 
when he pulled a long hop fiom 
Rniham straight to l.amh at mid on, 
Javed s depaiture being even mure 
unnecessary, run out when attemp¬ 
ting lo take a second luii that simply 
did not exist 

P AKISIAN did not tinii the sciew 
un Lnglanil cjuiti as pamfuilv as 
they might h.ive done on the second 
day ol the 1 end's Coinhill lest Bad 
light in the moiiinig and heavy laiii 
111 the afteincHin was a hiiidtaiiie to 
the louiists but even though lliiee 
hauls weic lost the addition ol 111 
runs lui the loss ol five more wickets 
must have fallen shuit of Inn an 
Khan's ambitions 
England, assuming that thev car 
capiuie the last two wickets with 
reasonable speed, did not nc*c>cl to 
scene gieally in excess ot 200 to save 
the follow on and on this amiable 
wicket It should nut have proved too 
dilficult and if thev had save the 
follow on thev would have saved the 
game 

It was a shame that the weathei 
should turn so pet vet se on a dav 
w'hen ford's was full but at least, the 
many spectators who remained until 
the extended houi of seven n'clmk 
had the pleasure c'f shiiing a laie 
moment, that ni Mohsm Khan be¬ 
coming only the eighili plavcr to 
score a double bundled at laud's in a 
Test He was out immediately jftc'r 
reaching this loidlv tat get bin no 
mattei ho now finds himself in the 
company oi Bradman, Hammond, 
Hobbs, Compton, Brown Hardstalf 
and Donnelly, the last man to score 
200 at land's being way back in 1949 
It IS doubtful, howevei, if any of 
the members of this exclusive club 
were fuiced to wait so lung to 
achieve then double himdii'ds At 
lunch Mohsm had reached 19T in the 
20 minutes and aftei lunch he moved 
to 199 and then just before the rain 
set m Pringle bowled him a maiden* 
ovei and he was condemned to a wait 
of four hour* before he was able to 
lesu'Pe • 


At last he made it, turning Botham 
oK hif hips and running joyously for 
the single, holding his bat in two 
hands above his head as he did so 
Only Zaheer, his partner, in a fourth 
wicket stand of 153 has made a 
doubk* bundled in Tests for Pakistan 
against Kngland and it seemed 
appropriate that Mohsin should now 
have loined him 

Zaheer was launrned brilliantly 
upoQ the Fnglish public at Birming 
ham in 1971 Mohsiti’s development 
has been slightly slowei and less 
spectacular hut it will be a surprise if 
we have not viitnessed here the em¬ 
ergence of a singulai new talent

P AKISTAN’S toich in quest for 
victory flamed up in a greater 
effulgence by the end of the third 
day with Englaiid panting hard at 
22o fni nine wickets A couple more 
III a couple away fiom the target 
would have reoresented two entitely 
different possibilities but Gower 


must have taken solace in the fact 
that Gatting, due to take the strike 
fust thing on the founh morning, 
was batting with 31 and a boundary 
from him or Jackman and the Test 
could be saved 

The day for kngland opened up 
with Tavare bringing up the first 
dismissal, playing back to Sarfiaz, 
getting an edge and the ball rolling 
on to his Slumps But that did not call 
up the biakes tor England as Lamb 
and Randall showed their healthy 
scorn and i|)g 50 of the inqings was 
already up in 49 minutes Randall, 
who had been playing a thoroughly 
sketchy innings, soon went for 29, 
another Saitiaz victim, getting the 
inside edge of an incutter and being 
bowled 

Allan Lamb was at that time doing 
rathei well for himselt, entrenching 
himself and interspersing his strokes 
with a remarkable giir in defence 
Bur tu heighten Englancl’s wheeze 
further he went, making the unpar¬ 
donable erior of extending his bat 
well ahead of the line ot his front 
pad Haroon at short leg held on and 
the fervent chanting of immigrants 
lust below the Grandstand acquired 
a greater pitch

Meanwhile, Ikiwei at the end was 
sailing in foi heavy weather Normal¬ 
ly, his way of pacing chinas leave 
little to be desired but on this occa¬ 
sion his tendency to be foot-tied 
looked more pionounced and the 
runs painfulh stopped He took an 
age to get into double figures—^the 
captaincy seemed to be already 
showing the effects—and his first 
boundary came alter nigh 200 mi¬ 
nutes 

Botham at the other end for once 
seemed lobbed of his aggiession, the 
Pakistan bowling going on a strict 
economy squeeze Botham, thou^ 
not greatly uncomfortable but ab^ 
luiefy reticent could try little apart 
from pierang Naqoash through the 
covets a couple ot times He had 
come in after Gower but raced past 
his skipper in comparative flurry 
But a change in sides by Qadir prob¬ 
ably upset him, and the spinner 
resorting to round the wicket had 
Bothamheaving to square leg where 
Mohsm Khan added one more to his 


achievements fot Pakistan in the 
Test Now the fight was hotting up 
and especially so when Gowei aftei 
an age fell, caught fmian bowled 
Mohsin 

Gatting was expected to go eail> 
but this was one occasion in Tests 
when he rooted himself in, watching 
Tiis partners wilt It was Derek Pi mg 
le to go first making yet no impress 
ion on the critic Qadii, shitted by 
now to the Nuisery End had Pringle 
nabbed at short leg and some tune 
later, it was Ian Greig ttapped plumb 
befotc one that kept low 

The tension was leally mounting as 
England made then progress to 
wards that magic mark of survival 
but the wickets kept going Nut that 
Ilemmings did much lo stem the rot 
and when within shying distance 
Sarfraz accounted for him, clean 
bowled 

Usually in times when luns are 
most desperately required, or even a 
hanger-on for that matter, you could 
safely rely on Bob Taylor But here. | 
he fumblra and his erring limb was 
very much in the wav and the wily 
Qadir had done it again Now onlv a 
handful separated a draw and Eng¬ 
land with Gatting taking chaige of 
one end He had displayed guts in 
great amount and for once showed 
the fibre ot which he is made, not too 
greatly exhibited at Test }evel 

E ngland were some way awav 
from savnng the Test but not so 
distant as when thev were nine fur 
three in their second innings after 
following on 201 runs in an eats of 
Pakistan at the close of the foiiith 
day England were 95 loi thiee and 
needed anothet 106 to make the 
tounsts bat again and it England had 
ever save this game they would have 
owed a debt to the weather Pakistan 
at a crucial time on the Friday of the 
Test were denied batting oppoiiuiii 
ties and the day before rain, after a 
morning that promised the most 
peasant of davs, halted thcor bowleis 
in full ciy The plaveis came out 
after lunch but were immediatciv 
driven back to the pavilion because 
of bad light and wciu then forced to 
remain indoors until 5 30 p m Pakis¬ 
tan's frustration was undei stand- 
able The Lord's Test is blighted, it 
rarely passes without inteiiuption 
from the weathei oi bv distuibance 
from controversy of one suit oi 
another The third das produced 
another iimpiiing incident when 
David Constant invoked law 42 after 
Qadir’s neardemenied appeal foi leg 
before against Botham was i elected 
Then last night the umpiies were 
involved in more contention over the 
light Play appcmied to have ended 
for the day soon aftei 7pm but with 
spectators demanding action and al¬ 
ter a great deal of piocrastination 
and the holding aloft of light meteis 
the umpires uideied a lestait which 
lasted just one over Cricket's ability 
for holding itself up to self iidicule

Test so far and England's recover 
yestvday, wrought by Botham aao 
Tavare provided another gripping 
episode in what ha% been a riveting 
contest 

Speculation as to whether England 
would save the follow on was quickly 
settled when play resumed at Satur¬ 
day night's score of 226 for nine 
Gattmg took a single oft Imran’S first 
over and it proved to be a mistake 
The last ball of the over trapped 
Jackman leg before and England by 
two tuns had failed in their first 
objective The start of their second 
innings was calamitous and the 
.source of England’s embarrassment 
was suiprising, to say the least 
Mudassar is not the worst bowler in 
the world bv any means but he is not 
such a terror that he should be 
taking three prime English wickets 
in just six deliveries 

England had i oped well if not with 
any great conviction with the own¬ 
ing salvoes fired by Imran now 
desperately unlucky he had been on 
the third day with Saitiai and poss¬ 
ibly Randall, Tavare and the Eng ■ 
land camp in general must have felt 
a sense oi relief when Mudassai was 
brought into the attack from the 
Nursery End in place of Sarfraz He 
was probdbly only brought on so as 
to allow Imran and Sarfraz to change 
ends Relief indeed Three overs la¬ 
ter, the EngLsh innings appeared to 
be in ruins 

Randall, who had played down the 
wrongline to Sarfrar now did the 
same to Mudassar and his off stump 
was sent spinning a distance. In the 
same over. Lamb pushed half for¬ 
ward was suuck on the front pad and 
looked up in mortification to see 
umpire Bird’s finger raised A care- 
woin Test for David Gower, his first 
as England's captain, brought even 
moie disappointment m Mudassar's 
next over when Gower followed a 
boll that was slanted across his body 
He could have left k alone but he 
seemed not to be thinking too sharp- 
Is and a faint outside edge gave 
Wasim Bari the easiest of catches 
behind the stumps and the Pakista¬ 
nis another eveuse for collective 
celel I ation 

Tavare, meanwhile, was still 
strokcless but at least he had sur 
vived and he was now joined by the 
reassuring figure of Botham striding 
to the wicket with that purposefuf 
neso which means so much to Eng- 
land these days His form before this 
Mme was not totally convincing and 
there weie depressing scores m two 
and nuufjit at Edgbaston to give the 
tourists evei V encouragement of cap-. 
turing his wicket cheaply but he was 
not to be bought at any price this day 
and neither was lavare Slowly Eng¬ 
land came back to life 

Tavare's feats of slow sconng arc 
already becoming infamous He was 
now to take 67 minutes before get-

I dng the marit. Only four Teat 
' nlayen have token longer but since 
Englsod were thinking only in terms 
of saving this game and occupation 
of the crease was all important, Ta- 
van’s contribution was not to be 
underestimated Botham was out 
standing lookiiw agam in that impn- 
gnable form mat he produceef so 
consistently against India earlier 
this summer His defences and judg¬ 
ment looked impeccable and his 
attacking strokes came with a full 
flow of the bat. 

Thrice befon lunch he struck 
Qadir for fours in a smgle ovei after 
the rain and the long interruption 
Botham's mood and his tactics 
altend Qadir, possibly in the hope 
that Botham would sweep as he had 
done to his destruction in the fust 
innmgs persisted in bowling round 
the mcket The ball had fieciuently 
pitched outside the hne of me leg 
stump and Botham had simply kept 
putting his left pad in the way It was 
not the prettiest ot sights but it 
nuUified all of Qadir’s danger 
For 30 minutes Botham remained 
scoreless but then began moving 
again when he clocked Imran tor 
four off his legs and when Qadu 
uverpitched he was mercilesslv 
thrasned throu^ the covers to the 
boundary He reached his 50 when 
he read Qadir’s googly wifcctly and 
chopped turn down to third man for 
three He has pioduced faster halt 
centuries but tew more valuable 
Soon after seven pm with play 
scheduled to continue for another 
hour, the players went off for bad 
light Tliere followed one of those 
low comedy scenes in which the 
umpires returned, held up light 
meteis, looked miserable and then 
after jeers from the few remaining 
spectators ordered a restart One 
over was bowled and they all trooped 
off as^n to the now familiar sight at 
Lord\ of cushions being hurled on to 
the ground 

N ot since 1954 and the days of 
Fazal Mahmood, have Pakistan 
enjoyed such satisfaction as they did 
at Lord's on the last day The Cor- 
nhill Test, mppingly fought from 
the start, ended in victory for Pakis¬ 
tan by 10 wickets and any other 
result would have been an injustice 
The prospects for the final Test at 
Headingley with the sides now level 
in the three-match series are 
apjBcaling 

Pakistan’s second win over Eng¬ 
land m fills country was achierod in 
the end with 29 balls to spare, a safe 
enough margin But the last phase of 
a day on which England might just 
have saved the game was tense and 
exciting and a fitting end to a fine 
contest England were bowled out in 
their secondinningsfor 276and that 
left Pakistan 18 overs to secure the 
76 runs required to win 
A rate of a fraction above four an 
over was not too demanding. But, 


adding spica to the plot was the 
threat of rain. This had baen fore¬ 
casted to airive at four o'dodc but, 
to Pakistan’s relief,'failed to mater¬ 
ialise The game, however, did finish 
m light which in normal circumst¬ 
ances would scarcely have been 
tderated But, of course, the Pakista¬ 
ni batsmen, would have been pre¬ 
pared to bat in the light (d a cool 
cellar to secure this histone and 
memorable win 

The way Mohsin Khan and Javed 
liibandad set about their task of scor¬ 
ing runs was m keeping with so much 
of Pakistan’s cricket m this game It 
was positive and assured England’s 
careworn captam David Gower, did 
not have a mat many options open 
to him and whatever methods he 
might have used to try to defend his 
small reserves would piobably have 
proved inadequate 

But It still required calm nerves, 
clear thii'king and a lot of swift 
running between she wickets for

MASTERS OPEN BADMINTON 


Pongoh wins sans 




PARTAB RAMCHAND reports from Hyderabad 


O N rhe eve ot the s«Lond Indian 
Master's Open Badminton 
Tnuinament there weie more pes 
simists than optimists This seemed 
undeiestjndable On the fate of it, 
an international tournament without 
Ilan han, Hadiyanto, Ray Stevens, 
Niehioft, Nora Perry, Zhene Yuli, 
Sally PodKei and Ivana (all of whom 
paiticipaied in the inaugural Mas 
ter’s at Pune in Novembei last year) 
could baldly have any glamour Also 
going to be missed were Lcim Swei 
King. Martin Fiost Hansen, Luan 
Jin, Ke\ in Jolly, and Lene Koppen It 


was quickly obvious that compared 
to the ambitious Pune tournament 
this yeai's championship at the 
Fateh Maidan Indoor Stadium in 
Hyderabad was going to be almost 
second late 

At the end of the five day meet, 
held between August 11 and 15, it 
could be said that most of the pev 
simism was justified Out of over SB 
matches played in five events, only a 
handful weie really of international 
class But of the five days, only 
one—the thud day—really provid^ 
badminton of the Master’s yarietv 


Then there were orgaoisadonal gaf¬ 
fes and plenty of complaints fnmi 
both the players and the Press. One 
got the impression that unless some¬ 
thing IS done—and done fast—this 
intei national prise money tourna¬ 
ment. initiated with much ballyhoo 
last year in this country, will simply 
cease to exist 

li IS not difficult to pinpoint the 
leasons as to why the ttm jplayers 
stayed away from the Hyderabad 
tournament Badminton Association 
of India officials kept haiping on the 
fact that theie were a greater num- 
bei of paiticipants in this year’s 
touinament But what is quantity 
without quality’ and quality was 
something one hardly saw at Hyder¬ 
abad Eveivone who saw the Pune 
tournament, unanimously agreed 
that It was a far greater success, from 
any angle 


The Indian badminton fans—^who 
are not as guillible as the organiseis

John Meb-nroe was not a soie loser 
“1 can think of 15 excuses, but right 
now t have no claim to be the 
number one player in the world with 
the way 1 played” he said 1 was not 
playing with the intensity 1 need to 
beat him 1 have to be into it more ” 
Although Lendl has conceded only 
one set to him in their last five 
encounters, John McEnroe will be 
able to “Put more into it” in his own 
backyard It is true that he has been 
sluggish even before Wimbledon. 
Things have not improved since 
either His physical condiuon is not 
at us peak He seems to have lost his 
appetite, too But the Toronto experi¬ 
ence shuuld provide him the incen¬ 
tive McEnroe is too much of a pro¬ 
fessional to let himself dip at the 
best years of his life 
While his track record in the Cana¬ 
dian Open IS not so great, it is

WORLD AQUATICS MEET 

East German girls create Itasac 


W HEN rhe Federation Interna¬ 
tionale de Natation Amateur 
(FINA) gave rhe final sanction, little 
did hosts Equador foresee rhe num¬ 
ber of problems that would crop up 
when oiganising the fourth World 
Aquatics Championships at Guaya- 
ouil Because of their inexperience, 
me organisers had to seek advice 
from several countries as to haw to 
run the mammoth show Advue was 
given but unfortunately most of it 
went unheeded It was surprising 
that the wwld body had to allot the 
championship to Guayaquil, the big¬ 
gest city on the coast of South Amer¬ 
ica where there were extremes of 
srealth and poverty Besides, it also 
has the distinction of the highest 
number ol petty offences and juve¬ 
nile drug addicts No wise visitoi 
among the 2,000 entrants fiom 57 
countries for the event dared Msk 
strolling alone on the streets even 
during daytime, leave alone at night 
A German swimmer howevm', dio go 


through the traumatic experience of 
larceny in spite of the intensive 
security 

The vmiue had five marvellous 
pools for the championship but the 
waterpolo goals were not in accord¬ 
ance with international specifica¬ 
tions This was a strange fact indeed 
Believe it or not, an SOS was sent to 
the director of the second World 
Championship at Cab, Mr Hernando 
Botero, who literally thoujdit "it 
must have been a big joke " Reabs- 
ing the seriousness later. Mr Botero 
came to the lescue But that was nut 
the end of the problem A great deal 
of equipment and clothing were 
brought from North America and 
Europe, but there was pilferage on 
the wav 

Even till a couple of days piior to 
the competition theie was utter 
chaos and many thought under the 
circumstance that a meet of this sire 
would fare a lot of cntlosm As a 
visiting newsman commented ."Kv- 


eiything is mixed up—the event is 
too big for the country" But the 
diiectoi ot the organising committee 
declared that they would not allow 
the championship to be shitted any 
wheie else The meet would go on as 
scheduled The urganiseis displayed 
all good intentions hut their inex- 
peiience proved the bottleneck Had 
they followed advice accordingly thi 
championsliip would ptobably have 
been bettei off 

At least one tiend was leveised in 
South Ameiira At the West Berlin 
Worlds III 1<)78. the United Stales 
captuted altogethei twenty golds— 
11 in the men’s and (he test in the 
women’s—to tome out tup among the 
participating countries Foui ycaisis 
a long interim period, but contend 
ing nations went the whole hog to 
snub the Ameiicans The Moscow 
Olympics stood in between and the 
USA had to piovc their prowess as 
(he leading tuuiitrv, but the bovtott 
of the 1980 Games bv Amenta eii- 




■lAed the Soviet Union end the Eut 
Germant to call the tune. The 
bcQfcott did more harm to the Amer- 
uan swimmen than good They had 
to prove whether they are still wper- 
lOT to the rest of the world But 
Guayaquil gave American suprema¬ 
cy a considerable jolt Althou^ they 
took the top spot in the men's sec¬ 
tion. the East German women cre¬ 
ated havoc. Even then, there can be 
no room for complacency for the 
finale swimmers as they manag^ 
onljr SIX mid and lost as many events, 
which they could have mustered 
vnth a bttle more effort 

The Amencans have etched up a 
name for themselves in the frees^le 
esents but they were rudely shocked 
although having bettered the 4 x 100 
m reliW world mark by nearlv half a 
second They also redeemed them- 
selve further when they established 
yet another world record m die 400 
m (3 19 26) and then went on to 
clinch the 800 m relay tide 

There were several highlights 
which cannot be overlooked Bri- 
tam's Adrian Moorhouse may have 
ended' fourth m the men's 100 m 
breast-stroke but he had the satisfac¬ 
tion of becoming his country's fas- 
test-ever breast-stroke sprinter with 
a timing of 1 3 15—which is even 
better than that of Olympic cham¬ 
pions David Wilkie and Duncan 
Goodhew It is sheer lU-luck that 
Moot house missed the world mark 
by 200th of a second, but he is 
capable of achieving it USA's Steve 
Lundaquist has the world record in 
this event The 200 m breast-stroke 
iccord of Scot David Wilkie—one of 
the oldest in the record book—^was 
erased bv talented Canadian Victor 
Davis Experts say that his swidi of 
2 14 77, which is 0 34 of a second 
inside the Scot's was a unique feat 

The women's mdividual medley 
events were dominated by the Ger¬ 
mans, with Petra Schneider—the 
best swimmer in this meet—wresting 
both the golds in the 100 and 200 m 
events In fact, she gave her team the 
first gold, beatmg compatriot Kath 
leen Nord and ilmending champion 
American Tracy Caulkms, by 13 
metres and clocking 4 36 10—^impro¬ 
ving the Moscow tuning by 0 19 qf a 
second—while in the 200 m event 
she returned record figures of 
2 1197 

The Amencans were put in the 
shade in the men’s 200 m and 400 m 
medley The first shock came from 
ncm-entity Branl, for whom 17-year- 
old Ricarao Prado proved his poten¬ 
tial.

liy coach Anil Dasgupta, who recom¬ 
mended her to take up swimming 
seriously Under him she began her 
training, swimming 2 to 2\i hours a 
day, 6 days a week, including holi¬ 
days She trams regularly for eleven 
months in the year and swims about 
2-3 kms a day During wmter, she 
does gymnastics, jogging, pulley, 
wall bar and mat exercises It is also 
very important for swimmers to 
know the physical properties of wa¬ 
ter, but unfortunately Saimistha has 
no knowledge of it Women by virtue 
of their sex are at a disadvantage in 
a very large number of sports Cer¬ 
tainly there aie some women who 
are relatively manly and there are 
some men who arc relatively femi¬ 
nine There is a wide vaiiation in 
body type withm a given height and 
weight range, a ceitain degree of 
overlapping can be expected Skelet 
al differences include a greater bone 
stiength and density m uie male and 
a ^ater degree ot pelvic nit and 
obliquity m the female associated 
with femoral axes All of these char- 
acteiistics tend to go against high 
quality performance in most sports 
where women do have an advantage 
IS in flexibility, since mean joint 
range is greater, on aveiage women 
than men Spottswomen tend to be 
young, healtnv, nulliparous females 
who must be able to maintain a 
steady, consistent performance of 
high quality in which even slight 
variations spell defeat It is also' 
known that menstrual hormones 
play an important role in a sports¬ 
woman’s career 

In sports where power is a key 
factor to success, the best women 
will remain a stroke behind the best 
men The wls with substantial mus¬ 
cles should be recommended to 
sports with emphasis on strength 
like the javelin or discus 


Sports medicine experts like 
Liesen and Dalton agree that while 
women will continue to impiove 
their performances they will never 
fully overcome disadvantages in size 
and strength Bulging tnusdes do not 
mdee a woman as strong as a man 
Men have larger hearts and lungs 
and more haemodobin in their 
blood That means their muKles get 
more oxygen and that produces moie 
energy 

Man’s wider shoulders and longer 
arms also increase his cleverage and 
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his longer legs move him tarthef 
than women In long distance run¬ 
ning howtivei women have almost 
equal hioting with men Recently a

We do not have the hi^ technical 
know-how in out country as in the 
West, but with our limited lesoiirces 
and scientific knowledge we can— 
with the help of physiology, physics 
and bio-chemistry—do a lot more 
than what we are doing today If only 
our sports organisations, the spoits 
clubs, and Government bodies like 
the Sports Councils could create 
more system and coordination 
among themselves, we could de¬ 
finite^ achieve a lot more Today 
simple coaching is not enough lor 
maximum possible efficiency of an'

This complex built at a 
cost of Ks 41 lakhs, was 
onginallv slated tor only 
handball bur later on 
archery was also allotted 
to the Universitv author¬ 
ities That led to redraw¬ 
ing ot the entire plan 
Now the field has been 
divided into two patts, 
one for aichery and the 
other for handball Cer¬ 
tain alterations in the 
seating arrangements 
have also been made 
The existing building 
ot the University Sta¬ 
dium had a plinth area of 
8700 square feet.

man, someone who treated women 
almost as if they weie fragile—open¬ 
ing car doors, sending floweis, wnt- 
ing letters Most men are not hke 
that, and his sensitivity may have 
come fiom the close relationship 
with his mother, yet few outsiders 
saw that tenderness, on the court, 
Jimmv was leisty to the end To 
reveal such sensitivity may, in his 
mind, have been construed as a 
weakness 

It wasn't until aftei the women's 
final thar I learned about the Wimb¬

found some modish stilt shoes High 
heels were ‘in’ at Jie time, so I 
picked out these shoes with ^inny, 
six-inch heels There's no way I 
would ever wear them now because 
they're too dangerous, but at the 
time, I thought they would make me 
look taller 

Two hours before the ball, I was 
informed I had to make a speech 
That's when panic set in I’ve always 
considered myself a good debator, 
bur I’m not comfortable making 
speeches at formal affairs It’s much 
easier for me to sit in a Press room

T here wbb was praise ulorc 
for Mr Inder Muian Mudian 
when he donned the mantle of 
the president of the Indian 
Hock^ Federation and vowed 
that he would set the troubled, 
house in order. Not long after he 
had said this, Vasudevan Bashar- 
an, who had captaued the gold- 
medal winning team at thelfoe- 
Gow Olymma 

Predictably enough, this led to 
an uproar in the hou^ fraterm- 
ty, ror the new president was 
iollowiiig his pred^sson in the 
true sense of the word. It was not 
the first time in the history of 
Indian hockw that a captain had 
been axed after a major tourna¬ 
ment 

It ceitainlv seemed as if there 
was no long-term planniim being 
done. Mahanan dropped Baskar- 
an during the inter-aonal camps 
and explained that he had found 
a bettei rulacement m Sujit 
Kumai of Uttar Pradesh Init 
Mahajan’s line of reasoning 
proved to be faulty because hu 
candidate did not even find a 
place in the national side, as 
Gurmail Singh manned the left- 
half position on the European 
tour. 


The latter thus displaced both 
Sunt Kumar and Onkar Singh 
and' perlormed weU enou^ to 
hold his place for the Test’ 
senes against Pakistan. Ihen, 
during the fifth World Cup, 
something inexplicable hap¬ 
pened Onkar Singh suddenly 
found a place in the first eleven, 
displacing Gurmail while Sujit 
Kumai was ditipped altogether 
finm the final 16.

Spoits Federation which hao 
lodged the BHA free of cost for 
over a decade, finally decided 
that enough was enou^ and 
threw the BHA out Put in a 
quandaiy, officials are now run¬ 
ning from pillar to post looking 
for new piemises They have 
approached both the State Gov- 
einmen' and the Spons Depan- 
mem for help Tilt the time of 
going to press the BHA hax not 
been successful in accquiring a 
room to house its ofire There 
arc seasons enough to believe 
that the BHA is ti blame foi the 
predicament in whuh it now 
finds Itself 


First of alL the dank and dark 
dilapidated biuldmg was unfit to 
house the hocky association The 
appearance itself left a bad taste 
in the mouth and one feels that 
the malfunctioning of the BHA 
matched its office atmosphere. 
Naturally, must visitors avoided 
the place lliere was no earnest 
effort by the predecessors ol the 
present officials to look for 
anothei place and the present 
secretary had once said that he 
was frantically aearching for an 
office close to the maidan Prob¬ 
ably, the secretary had sensed 
the problem a coiwle ai years 
ago But the axe fell, and the 
BHA was on the streets 

People are suU talking ol get¬ 
ting Bengal hodcey out of the 
quagmire How can a solutiem be 
found when the association is 
by a number of draw- 
It IS plagued by legal suits 
filed by one or its affiliates and, 
at the moment, the BHA irffi- 
cials, it IS leaint, are feeing con¬ 
tempt of court proceedings 
Then again, elections are long 
oveidue and cannot be held be¬ 
cause of a court case. 

But the fuesent body has been 
endeavouring enough to salvaw 
some of the lost prestige. Hr 
Inder Mohan Mahajan, me IHF 


chief, despite the bad reputation 
he has at the moment was in¬ 
strumental in alloung the first 
sub-junior hockw Nationals— 
and the Indn-Pakistan hockey 
Test’ to the BHA As a ii^ult, 
the association, for the fust 
tune, could put some money into 
Its empty coffer. It was a long 
time smee Cacutta Staged the 
Hockey Nationals and with some 
money in the bank the BHA bid 
to stage the Nationals and got it 
If thM can now get hold a 
room for their office, thmgs can 
unpipve. 


The association has frequently 
been critiased for Bengal's 
appallng perfonnanoes in the 
national compentioiis Theever- 
ready excuse always is dnit the 
BHA has a short season and has 
no ground of its own But cei^ 
taiiuy we can amt a better 
bra’ 'i of hockey in the future 
since the BHA has at last been 
able to acq^e a ground next to 
the Best Bengal Clid> through 
tha Bute Government, nresaiit* 
hr, the Machine Manufacturing 
CorporatkmfMMC) has volun- 
taered to level the uneven 
ground 10 that some coaGlilng 
schemes can also he ins- 
plemented.

A ll speiulation ■!& tu which team 
would wrest the Senior Divi&ion 
League title has now tome to rekt, 
with East Bengal, under the ste¬ 
wardship of Amalrai, emeiging on 
top It IS perhaps iionic that Amalraj 
had actually ottered his services to 
Mohammedan Spoiling befoie the 
reason began He had been thus 
advised hv his bmthei John, who led 
ihe victorious black and whiles in 
Ihe 1967 league But the club authoi 
Hies weie not piepaied to mc*ct his 
demands and he was ignoied 
Mohammedan S C must surelv have 
lealised bv now lust how losilv then 
Cl 101 was Instead, the club inducted 
the ihiee contioceisial Iranians— 
Mapd Raskai, lamshid Nasirii and 
Md Kliaha/i-loi an exorbitant 
puce di>spite the dissaiistaition of 
the hcinoiarx gcnrial secljelarv. Mi 
Misbahiil lla<|iie, as well as a section 
III the lop eiholons ot liic' club It is 
gathi'ied that when the banians div 
loveied the v wtoe not wanted by the 
big clubs. Ibex opted toi Bangladesh 
but Ihe club picsideii', Mr Eilan 
Kandciian w.is adamant on the ques 
lion ot then inclusion It is a well 
known tael th.ii Mi Kandeiian did a 
iiemendous job last season to regain 
the piesiigious league title aftei 14 
\eais, but ('akulta's tootball 
liateiinix li els that it was an expen¬ 
sive gamble Maintaining a siai team 
IS alwass associated closelv with 
spiiailing expenditure and a time 
alwavs comex when a club has to 
diaw a line somewheie Ihe dilem 
ma IS all ton common whether to 
spend within the club budget or to go 
lievond it 

The geneial secretaiy who has a 
verv lealistic approach, indeed fore¬ 
saw the outcome of last yeai’s extra- 
vagania He realised that the club 
would vion be in tioubled waters 
“What IS the income ot the club’ We 
have genet ous donois, but how long 
can we exceed our budget’ The flow 
of monev is not always M»ng to be 
uniform’ I have liequeiitly empha¬ 
sised that we must cut oui coat 
accoiding to the cloth I love the club 
and my involvement with it dates 
back to 1972 ” 

“Betoie the tihnsters began this 
vear, I hod stiessed that we should 
make our club a training centre 
along the Aryan lines They are repu¬ 
ted to be excellent producers of 
soccer talent and I sinceiely wanted 
our club to follow sun I know ours is 
an olcl institution, but that is all the 
more reason why we must concen¬ 


trate on this aspect Look at the 
senior playeis nowadays It is just 
because of their professionalism that 
talented luniors are generally lost in 
the ultimate battle I tiied emphasis 
ing that lunior players be inducted 
into the club 1 disagreed with the 
idea of lecruiting the Iranians and 
that is where the real tiouble be¬ 
gan,” said ihe general secretary 
Accoiding to an official who wants to 
remain aiinnvmous, no sooner has Mr 
Haque settled down to the task of 
succeeding Or Rafique Ahmed, that 
there was a bombshell in store with 
regal d to the club’s cricket team 
Cricket secictaiy At shad Saigal ven¬ 
tured to acquit e the best cncket 
team available by jacking up the 
highest puce thus far in the tiansfer 
market He did succeed in obtaining 
a “double” in 1981, but his venture 
cost the club nearly Rs 1 lakhs The 
same souice adds that when the 
cncket secietatv was making the 
deals with the playeis he did not 
even bother to take the consent of 
the geneial secieiaiy Interestingly 
enough, the functioning ut the club 
centied around friends of Mr Rande- 
iian's Two of them Arshad Saigal 
and Shahrada Parvez offeied their 
set vices but their attitude did not 
exactly endear them to most of the 
club officials It is learnt that Mr 
Haque had hmted about their remov- 
*al to the president but ill-feelings 
soon became apparent Was it 
cause of this that Mr Saigal had to 


step down fiom tA post of assistant 
general secretary and Mr Parvez, an 
able administrator, resigned as vice- 
president There was a strung rumb¬ 
lings of discontent and a breakaway 
was inevitable in such a situation 
The changes came after the annual 
general meeting Ghulam Mustafa 
took over as football secretary and 
Iqbal Ahmed as assistant secretary 
It seems, howevei, that the 1981 
accounts were not fuinished and 
most of the club's hockey and cricket 
playei s were aggrieved because 
their dues were not fully met 

When deciding the makeup of the 
football team this season, the club 
took a long time to reach an accord 
Mr Mustafa had the tinal say in the 
composition of the side and though 
the balance between local and out- 
station players was somewhat main¬ 
tained the coming of the Iranians 
caused a lot of frn tion Added to this 
was the presence of a ‘semi-official’ 
who unnecessarily hampered the 
smooth functioning of the club 
Eyebrows have been raised about his 
utility but no one knows who has 
given him the necessary authority 
According to the source, this person 
even threatened the players the dav 
of the ciucial match against East 
Bengal saying that they would have 
to win at all costs Perhaps it was 
enoimh to unsettle the team One 
wonders whv the football secietary 
allows such things 



Before the Iraniana louied the 
fray, the attacking comDinatton of 
Shankar Adhikara, Nirmal Chatter- 
jee, Somenath Banerjee and De- 
iMshis Ray played extremely well in 
ihe first few matches though llgiid 
showed wme of his talent later in the 
league But those who watched the 
outstatton players closely—and this 
category includes club official, mem¬ 
bers and supporters—are not very 
impressed with their performances 
Even substituti^s were made in a 
most haphaiard fashion, which 
affected the players* morale Interes¬ 
tingly, the semi-official talked of 
earlier, behaved as though he was 
both coach and selector 

**I endorsed Nayeemuddin’s name 
as coach because he is able to handle 
the lumor boys well, " said BIr Ha- 
que, adding, “I told him to give the 
newcomers propei chances " Indeed 
Nayeem went about his business in a 
serious attempt to get the team in 
tnm, but their perfomances on the 
whole has been very inconsistent 
One major reason could be the atti¬ 
tude of the semi-official which has 
brought the morale of the players to 
a low ebb The football secretary 
should have intervened in time “1 
fully agree that the handling of the 
team was not gone about properly,” 
said Mr Haque 

This lack of consistency certainly 
spelt danm and Railway F C and 
Aryan drove the point home 


Mohammedan Sportin, had never 
conceded so many points in a league 
season, even when they had sides 
which were weaker than the present 
one The inadent rni the day of the 
match auinst RFC—which was the 
worst this season—exposed the 
annoyance on the part of the fans 
and members Both the president 
and the secreury denounced the 
kind of attitude displayed fay Pern 
Dorji and Jamshed Nassiri 

Said Mr Haque “fow can indisci- 
line be tolerated^ We had no option 
ut to suspend them Even the police 
and the Indian Football Association 
applauded our action Let me tell 
you that I played no pan in relaxing 
the suspension In fact, I was out of 
station when this decision was taken 
and It really surprised me" What 
was more humibating for the club 
was that the IFA League Sub¬ 
committee decreed that Jamshid 
would have to be suspended for the 
remaining league matches while 
Dorji would have to sit out the whole 
season, barely aftei the working 
panel had decided to reduce the 
suspension Things became worse 
with regard to the bossy attitude of 
cenain people with no authority and 
in disgust Mr Misbahul Haque ten¬ 
dered nis resignation It is rumoured 
that two other vice presidents too 
have followed suit 
At the moment Mr Haque has a lot 


of sympadqr from aenior chib offi¬ 
cials and members too. This is not to 
sliidit the president but his cool 
temperament and genorosity liave 
been exploited to a great deal. He 
must gear himself up now to save the 
old uistitution from unsavoury ele*| 
ments The nneral feeling is thaif' 
the club portfolios have bran given 
to the wronp people, therby leading 
to poor adnunistration It u gathered 
that Mr Haque has tremendinis sup¬ 
port among those who count The 
president would do well to retain 
him In the words of the former 
general secretary "My resignation 
does not mean that I stay alow from 
the club I stiU remain on the com¬ 
mittee and 1 will always be at the 
service of the club I know that my 
resignation will not be accepted tv 
the president," said Mr Haque Cer¬ 
tainly the president knows how in¬ 
dispensable Mr Haque is 
The members also demand to be 
told what has happened to the nearly 
Rs four lakhs taken from them for 
the extension of members' stands ■> 
But Mr Haque clears all doubts jf 
“The money tor the extension work 
IS in the cate of the piesident It was 
not possible to start work dunng the 
league, but the projet t will defimte- 
ly begin after ttie IFA Shield " 
Meanwhile, all is not well with 
Mohammedan Sporting And unless 
someone dues something cunstiue 
live, the malaise will remain

tion IS neglecting the spurt and thus 
promotes an alternative platform 

The latest to loin these exalted 
ranks is the Maharashtra Football 
Association (MFA), whose members 
“are disillusioned with the Western 
India Football Association (WIFA) " 
Lake in ail such controversies amidst 
the rhetoric and the confusion it is 
not easy to say who is right and who 
IS wrong and who is telling the truth 

Of the 29 districts in MaJiarashtra. 
the MFA claims 24 are with them 
and as the majonty is with them they 
should be the affiliated unit in 
Maharashtra of the All India Foot 
ball Federation (AIPF) On the other 
hand, WIFA has refeircd to the MP'A 
as a paper ti|^r 

To justify Its formation, the MFA 
has drawn in> a list of eleven charges 
against the WIFA Absence of intei - 
district tournaments, no elections to 
the WIFA, nor any meeting of the 
district bodies, utter neglect of the 
game in othi»'parts of Maharashtra 
except in Bomfiay, no visits by WIFA 
officials to study the problems ot the 
distiict. no coaching camp or re 
feieescimics The list continues A 
tendency of the WIFA to encourage 
discontent in certain areas like Pune 
and Nasik funds vere nevei made 
available to WIFA in spite of collec¬ 
tion, a constitution which was 
flamed during the pre Independence 
davs governs the WIFA, violation of 
the government guidelines with re- j 

spect to dismct representation on 
tfic WIFA and lastly that the team 
that represents Maharashtra in the 
Nationids is made up entiiely of 
Bombay players, are the charges 
made by MFA 

As proof of its genuine interest in 
footl^ vis-a-vis Maharashtra, the 
BIFA has organised an inter-distiicts 
tournament which will be held in 
Sholapur in the first half of Septem¬ 
ber. Also the MFA in months to come 
promises to raise the football fever 
that u conspicuously at low kev in 
Maharaditra as compared to Bengal 

E V Gaola. the Pune-based Presi¬

been envisaged for the 
main structure and the 
arena portion as vrell as 
the covered area*, were 
to be air-f onditioned 

However, the roof has 
been ommed for the 
Asian Games and the air- 
conditioning ot the por¬ 
tion has also to be dis¬ 
pensed with The ex¬ 
penditure of the com¬ 
plex, as envisaMd now, is 
of the order of Rs 8 5 
crores. 

There was a lot of con¬ 
troversy whether to have 
a roof or not. There had 
been some doubts about 


the design of the roof 
The Bntish expert Prof. 
M S. Makowsky, who vi¬ 
sited India to inspect the 
design, to have dis¬ 
approved With the de¬ 
sign He was of the view 
that such mammoth ino- 
jects of roof mg the in¬ 
door-pool had been 
undertaken without 
adequate planning. 
Finals, it was agreed to

va asked, stanng at a pictinc 
on the tvall “Maureen Connolly,” I 
said “Haven’t you ever heard of 
her^” “No,” Hana replied. 

At nineteen years old, Hana Man- 
dlikova was too young to appreciate 
Maureen Connolly’s three Wimble¬ 
don singles ntles in 1952, 1953 and 
1954 But any student of tennis 
knows that “Little Mo.” os she wras 
called, ranks among the greatest 
women players of all tune Sitting 
with Hana in the players’ waiting 
room before our IMl Wimbledon 
singles final, 1 coundn*t he^i but 
wonder whether any of today’s 
young pros could develop an attach¬ 
ment or appreciation for the achieve¬ 
ments ol players in die past. The 
l^e dances to a different bear 
these days. 

As someone who had won tiro 
Wimbledons and was runner-up fom 
other tunes, the half-doien pictures 
on the pale blue walls Of the players’ 
waiting room were significant to me, 
esper^y the photo of Virginia 
Wade with Queen Elizabeth at the 
1977 centennial celebration Vu|d* 
ma had beaten me ui the semi-finus 
that year before going on to win the 
final against Betty Stove. 

The players’ waiting room at 
Wimbledon sounds lavish, but, in 
fart, it has a chiUy. impersonal 
atmosphere and is no more than tea 
by twelve feet Players are brou^ 
to the room before going onto the 
Centre Court or Number One court 
for a match It’s doubtful if more 
than four players can sit in the room 
snthnut feeling cramped Four green 
velvet chairs and a hard green couch 
are rmnnants of other eras Peter 
Morgan, who traditionally escorts 
players to the room, says blankets 
are stored there foi cold or snowy 
days There is also a notice of 
another Wimbledon trademark- “clo¬ 
thing which displays any form of 
advertisement (other than one 
manufacturer’s soull logo) not 
permitted to be worn on the courts. 
Players are also reminded that all 


clothing must he predominantly 
white ” 

The committee ^ve Martina some 
flak about some of her multi¬ 
coloured outfits during the IMl 
tournament. But the ruuM are more 
lenient now than they were when I 
first played “The Championships” in 
1972. 

Losing three consecutive Wimble¬ 
don tinw made me more committed 
than ever in 1981 Sitting with Hana, 
who had beaten me ui the French 
Open semis the previous month, only 
put circumstances in a clearer pets- 
pective When things go right at a 
tournament, it can wwk to your 
advantage in many ways; you feel 
positive, on top of thinu as if no 
shot or match is too dimcult. In 
Paris, I vns more concerned with 
how my opponents were playing than 
prepanng myself, and alunm other 
distnctions to unsettle me 

My dad had to cancel his planned 
tnp to Pans because of his high 
blood pressure John was involvra 
mth a tournament in England, play¬ 
ing well, and also unable to be with 
me, so 1 mvited my sister Qare, but 
the tournament came durii^t her 
eighth-|nde graduation 

“Would you rather go to gradua¬ 
tion or come to Pans'*” 1 asked Clare 
is too much. “Can 1 think about it 
and call you back in two days?” she 
said. 

“Forget It,” I replied, figuring 
Clare vrould b^umping and ready to 
grab the first fught “you know, the 
men are playing here, too.”

England, quite rightly, are a very 
tough side to beat when the condi¬ 
tions are moie familiar to them and, 
perhaps, just that much more im¬ 
possible tnan, say, beatiiqt Ausnalia 
Down Under That the Pakistanis 
won the second Test was ample proof 
of their versatili^ and let not detrac¬ 
tors get away with a word saying that 
WiUis was not playing then And in 
the li^t of their immense potenual 
DavuT Gower’s cheap squealing ab¬ 
out the ‘greased’ ball was quite unbe¬ 
coming of an England captain As 
Imran Khan explained lata- that 
almost every Pakistani gives himself 
and the boll a rub whenever it comes 
to them between deliveries, thu 
being necessitated more out qf halnt 
bom m Pokutani conditions.

In an exclusive interview with SUPRAKASH GHOSHAL the young chess 
genius of India DIBYENDU BARUA, who has created a sensation by 
defeating the ex-worid champion Victor Korchnoi at the recently-concluded 
Lloyds Bank chess tournament at London, describes the difficulties he has to 
face to keep h|s ambition alive and prepare himself for meeting the 

challenge of international competitions 


S PORTSWORLD When did you 
start prepanna for the Lloyds 
Bank tournament^ 

DIBYENDl' BARUA Well, pre¬ 
paring foi these big touinaments is 
aluass a big pinbiem foi me When 
ms nations lome tinm the uiganiseis 
of such international mect> I alwavs 
find mvselt in a state or unceitain- 
tv—whethei 1 can ultimately take 
pan cii nut—mainly because of tiiian- 
Lial pinblems 

Ihuv 1 Has not in a seis lelaxed 
fi.<me of mind And as tar as the 
game ot chess is concerned, you 
cannot attuid to be in such a situa¬ 
tion toi lonj. It IS luiund to tell on 
one's game cunsideiably But then, it 
cannot be helped because this uncei 
taints has become the order of the 


day I recened the invitation to the 
tournament nearly two months ago, 
but It Has not until the day 1 boariud 
the plana toi London at Delhi Air- 
poi t that I knew 1 was actually going 

SW What were the financial prob¬ 
lems that stood in your tray? 

DB It IS entirely up to the All 
India Chess Federation to make 
aiiangemcnts tor the foreign ex¬ 
change and also for the passage 
I money All that we can do is to let 
them know about the invitation and 
then wait foi the final decision bom 
them 

Now, the main pioblem with the 
Lloyds Bank tournament was that it 
Has not included in the budget set 
aside by the Central Government tor 
sending young and promising chess 


players abroad Naturally, there was 
some reluctance on their part as well 
as some difficulties in sancrionmg 
my trip to F.ngldnd 1 had virtuaUv 
given up hope ot participating in the 
tournament 

That was not all 1 was also 
haunted by the memory of missing 
the Biitish Championship because of 
identical financial problems Had 1 
articipated in that tournament and 
een able to win one noim. I could 
have obtained today the Intel nation 
dl Masrei unking (Barua obtained 
one iioim at the Lluvds tournament, 
bui is still one norm short) 

Had I gone ten the Biitish Cham 
piiiiiship, which begar in earls Au 
gust. It would base meant spending 
one full month at London if 1 wanted 
to stay on and participate m the 
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Lloyds Bank competition also That 
was something i just could not 
atford 

Thipsay, however, elected to do 
‘just that, but he had to pay a heavy 
piite fur It When my father and 1 
met him at London, he recounted the 
stoiy of how he had suffered He was 
on the bunk of starvation Actually, I 
had been very disappointed about 
not being able to talm part in the 
Biitish Championship It vms my 
father who stood veiy firm in his 
deuuon not to take any nsk And I 
tound his adamance justified when 
we heard of Thipsay^s experiences 

Anyway, coming back to those an¬ 
xious days before the London tourna¬ 
ment, I virtually gave up all expecta¬ 
tions of partuipaung, let alone pre- 
paling for it 

SW' How did the tour finally 
materialise^ 

DB Anxiety mounted day by day, 
but the Central Government decided 
at last to piovide only the passage 
moii^ —I etui n taie—but only for 
me They did not take into account 
the tact that 1 needed a coach who is 
noimally supposed to accompany a 
plavei to such ma|or tournaments 

The hall was now in our court and 
everything depended on how much 
money my father could borrow from 
his 1 1 lends and relatives We needed 
at hast Rs 18,000 and did not have 
much time He started borrowing 
fiom laiiuus sources but we lost a 
icn valuable days in the process 
When at last we had the money there 
w,is no time left to get to Delhi by 
tiain, so we had to go bv air and pay 
dill nun way 

SW. Why did your father accom¬ 
pany you this time as your coach? 

DB Well, theie is no such thing as 
a Loach in chess in our country I've 
leaini the game mostly on my own 
I've also picked up tips from my 
laihei, who, however, can never be 
said «o be my coach because he is not 
a legulai participant in tourna¬ 
ments, national or international 
I his IS a must for a good chess coach 

In fact, the system is very peculiar 
here Only when it comes to gmng 
abioad tor a ma|ur tournament does 
the All India Chess Fedeiation send 
somebody as my coach He comes to 
my place a ftMv days before the tnp, 
shows me a few pointers and then 
after the tournament is over 1 find 
myself all alone once again It is 
extiemely difficult to practise che«s 
for long hours if you don't have a 
good companion 

SW: Then how do you practise at 
home? * 

DB: I haidly practise at all It is 
only during tournamenu diet I get a 
sufficient amount of match play. 

SW: How many tournaments have 
you played so far thla year? 

DB: Well, mute a few, nut 1 mused 
a number of important ones too due 
to my secondsiry exannnations, in 
March. All these tournaments took 
place around January/February

Here too we chess plavers have a 
very fundamental problem A chess 
player needs to participate in 
tournaments just as much as he 
needs to take rest For those who can 
practise at home taking time off 
from competitive chess, it's okay 
But for people hke me who cannot 
utilise much leisure tune it’s a big 
pioblem I can neither go in for too 
many competitions nor can train 
hard at home 

SW Wiat IS the situation like in 
European countries’ 

DB' They have got a very good 
system Four to five players train 
under one coach on a long-term basis 
and when one of his pupils go some¬ 
where to play in tournaments th^ 
travel together It is not that this is 
the only way to improve one's game 
Chess IS basically a ume which 
needs individual talent But the mam 
advantage of having an experienced 
coach IB that he can keep a chess 
player abreast of the improvements 
in terms of skill and technique 
achieved by the stalwarts of the 
chess world That helps a player 
when he is participating in interna¬ 
tional tournaments 

Only when it comeg to 
going abroad for a miijor 
tournament does the AlCF 
send somebody as my 
coach. He comes to my 
place a few days before the 
trip, shows me a few poin¬ 
ters and then after the 
tournament is ova* 1 find 

myself dl ahme.Even 

you can cmne as my coach 
one day 


SW. Can't this disndsantage be 
offset with the help ot books’ In 
chess, unlike other games, a plajer 
can profit considerably from sanous 
books and periodicals on the game 
DB* Yes, that's true but where do 
1 get such books’ Ot cuuise rheie 
are some in o^ganISdtICln^ like the 
Alekhine Chess Club But thes aie 
not sufficient 

Another problem is that many uf 
these books do not 'uit m> style ol 
play In fact, every plaser, hasing his 
own line of thinking, has to choose 
books which are suitable for him But 
that requires a iich stock ot chess 
literature which I do not have access 
to 

SW* It has been noticed that one of 
your main weaknesses is a tendency 
to get into time-trouble Woula you 
ascribe it to your lack ol theoretical 
knowledge’ 

DB* Yes, to a gieat extent 
SW. Would you explain that’ 

DB* I face this diificuliy mostly 
when It comes to making what we 
call in chess ‘obvious moves' These 
can be likened to copvbook stiokes 
m cncket In situations which call toi 
such moves, foreign plaveis, who 
certainly have an edge user me ,n 
book knowledge* make then moves 
in no time, knowing for suie that 
they have onlv one option at that 
stage of play On the other hand. I 
have to strain myself haid to get out 
of the Double Book-piesciibed for¬ 
mulae aie safe and ctependable but 
I'm forced to contrive them mvsclf 
and natural^t have to spend much 
more time on it than others who aie 
well versod in these techniques On 
many occasions I have created moves 
that can be found in books which 1 
have never lead Lxneits have 
pointed this out to me aftei reading 
my match desciiptions Bur ihe\ nev 
er know how much time 1 have spent 
on these moves It's like fighting all 
alone How long can I continue this 
way’

SW: Doei not one have to 
qualified to be a coach? 


OB: WeU, there are no definite rules 
on this score Some of my coaches 
have not even played in National B 
tournaments while in international 


tournaments most of my opponents 
have been trained by Grandmasters 
In Russia it is not impossible for an 
up-and-coming player to get 
coaching from the wond champion 
himself 


SW: Why did you draw your first 
match though your opponent was not 
a very tough player? 


DB: I think this was due to fatigue 
to some extent Also because of my 
initial lethal gy in adapting lo the 
new atmosphere 1 could have won, 
but my concentration perhaps was 
not veiy strong 

SW talking about concentration, 
do you think too much media expo¬ 
sure began to tell on your game^ 
DB. 1 did not feel so, but mv lather 
thinks that it was one of the teasons 
why I could not maintain my form 
after the victory ovei koichnoi 
Maybe, this was the case, but I could 
nor tell 

SW. Now tell us about sour en¬ 
counter with tlw ex-world champion 
Victor Korchnoi^ 

DB' That was one of the most 
diamatic moments in mv life It was 
a surpiise that I never thought would 
be so mcmoiabie for me I lived so 
tar out that it took me alxiut 4^ 
minutes to leach I.ondon bv tiain, so 
It was not possible foi me to come in 
the morning and check up on the 
diaw ot the day Thus, I nes’er knew 
whom 1 was going to face 
TTiat memuiabie day 1 was three or

opponent to come It was Victor 
Korchnoi and the clock had staned 
at least four minutes ago 

SW: Did you feel nervous when 
you foiuwl that the ex<hampion was 
your opponent'* 

DB: No absolutely not On the 
contrary 1 wa*> thrilled, because I 
knew I had nothing to lose even if 1 
was touted by the maestro 

SW' How did you find him as a 
player* 

DB He IS a very ajupessive player 
and always seeks to gam an early 
breakthrough to tutn the game in his 
favour But this is a rather risky style 
ot play, esperully when the oppo¬ 
nent IS a positional plaver One suig- 
le mistake can spell disastei and that 
was partly why Korchnoi lost the 
match to me 

He went on the offensive right 
trom the beginning, while I adopted 
mure oi less a defensive stiategy 
But both uf us got into time trouble 
which called tor fast moves from 
both sides In a hurrv, Korchnoi 
made a crucial mistake somewhere 
around the 44th move, but for which 
he could base earned a diaw 

In fact, Korchnoi was not playing 
according to his usual form 

SW. Why do you thmk he declined to 
be photographed with you* 

DB' Ho ebd not allo<v any player to 
be photogiaphed with him. except 
duiing the price distiibution cere 
mony I don't know the reason But 
he IS a perfect gentleman After the 
match he sat with me, analysed the 
prcKeediims and showed me the mis¬ 
takes I hao made I was verv impress¬ 
ed I think his refusal to be photo- 
vaphed with me has been played up 
by a section of the Press in an 
improper way Bur people should not 
misunderstand him 

SW: IVhat ace your future plans* 

Ml: (Hesitantly) The more I take 
pan in inteinauonal tournaments,

limited-oven cricket He required 
mere 33 deliveries to notch up his 
hall-cent.»y All bowling came ahke 
to him 

Tragically, as he approached his 
eighties, Snkkanth was a bit ex 
hausted and his concentration wa¬ 
vered and consequently, his running 
between the wickets suffered It is at 
these times that a batsman needs 
luck But unfoitunately for Srik¬ 
kanth, It wa not his day and he was 
denic'd a nchly de^rved century At 
85 he survived a difficult chance to 
Ranasinghe off the bowling of War- 
napuia But it was obvious that the 
body was not following the instruc¬ 
tions ot the biain, when two overs 
later Srikkanth drove a hall to extra 
cover without getting his feet lo the 
pitch of the ball and was caught 
Srikkanth’s tally at that stage was 
95. made in 66 balls, decoiated with 
one SIX and 13 hits to the pickets 

Even though it was just the 23rd 
over that brought about Si ikkanth’s 
dismissal, the score was an imposing 
160 and the issue was settled in 
India’s favour theie and then, bar 
ring the untoiseen As a lesult the

Cricket’s private army 

GERALD PAWLE writes on Sir Julien Cahn, owner 
of a private cricket team much before Kerry Packer 
did his rounds 


E .W SWANION has accurately 
desenheci the activities of Sii 
Tuhen Cahii's XI as ‘a miKlein dick¬ 
er phenomenon without parallel’

voiced county cncket with Notts, a 
spell as chief coach at Old Tiatfoid, 
and then a long and happs emplos 
ment in Smith Atiica, wheie he was 
widcls regarded as the outstanding 
cncket coach of his time, a much 
travelled life liiiiught him no expeii 
race c|uile so lemarkable as his 
bivarie and demanding appien 
ticeship with the Cahn ciicus In 
Cape town ovei the veais we often 
tallied about those davs Now that 
Sir Julien Cahn's XI has become part

‘lohn Gunn was ihe 'cam s umpire, 
and another Notts plavei, Tith Rich 
mond, took a tremendous number oi 
wickets till us In the winter most of 
us were assigned to |obs in Sir Ju 
lien's \ dst business empire I was one 
of the very few with an „gieement, 
and finished up hv managing 12 
futniture shops in the South of Eng¬ 
land*' Bs the time Reddick joined 
the staff they had two tirst-class 
giounds to play then home matches 
on—Stanford Hall, Cahn's lavishly 
laid out estate ncai Nottingham and 
Louglibomugh Road (‘the best wick 
ttt 1 ever saw'), closei to the city 
‘Early in one game there,’ said Red¬ 
dick, 'a ball lifted while Sii lulien 
was balling—the opIv ball 1 ever saw 
behave unexpectedly in nine vears 
Immediately ihe groundsmen were 
summoned and a tiemendous in 
quest was held on the spot' 

When Reddick first joined this 
remark ible retinue Sii Julien Cahn 
was in his middle foities A trail

turn Master of the Burton, the Wood¬ 
land Pytchley, and the I-ernie It was 
estimated that hunting and cricket 
alone cost him at least LS0,000 a 
year He was capable uf great gener¬ 
osity, lavishly supporting hospitals 
and chanties, and on his home 
grounds he lefused to take a gale 
Cuilectiuns went either to chanty or 
to ciicketers' benefit funds 
*1 lemember playing against the 
West Indians,’ Reddick recalled ‘We 
lost two wickets quickly and the light 
was lading Maxwell and I were

S«eend school for 
tabio tennis 

T he table tennis wave that swept 
through the city during the ITrd 
World Championship has Teft its 
remnants Thanks to the Beni^l 
Table Tennis Aswciatuin, which is 
keenly pursuing its venture in foster 
ing the game throughout the State 
The move has paid rich dividends 
and this is evident by the abundance 
of talent from the districts 

The BTTA had streamlined the 
training prpgramme First, it estab¬ 
lished a training school at the Rabin 
dra Sarobar in ^uth Calcutta way 
back in 1976 This school was, m fact, 
the first of its kind in the countiv 
and later some other associations 
also followed suit The schonl which 
gives intensive coaching has 
attracted manv tumors and among 
them some talented players have 
been identified But the BTI A's en¬ 
lightened progiamme could not be 
propagated due to the lack of space 
and other essential facilities which 
were just not there This was cause 
enou^ for concern Then again, the 
inaccessibility of enthusiasts from 
the north and central parts of the 
city to the school in the «outh dam 
pened its prospects The BTT A had 
to get nd of this bottleneck as ouick- 
1> as possible 

Recently, the association was for¬ 
tunate to find a place to set up its 
second training school in the heart of 
the city This centre, however, is 
exclusively meant foi students of the 
game between the age of 10 and 16 
and IS jomtiy-sponsoi ed by the BTTA 
and the Calcutta University Insti¬ 
tute, which IS famous for its services 
rendered to the student community 
in both sport and culture for over 
ninety years The space provided 
accommodates three tables for prac¬ 
tice The trainees under competent 
coaches^ bemg put tlirougn a 
syllabus of systematic training The 
interested jumurs aie taking full 
advantage of this centrally-utcated 
venue 

The students jeming the two-year 
course at the centre will have to pay 
a n^bgible amount as a ‘token* for

B elievers m the lodiac signs 

tell me that one of the Lharaaei 
isticb of a Viigo IS a person tidy in his 
methods 1 don't normally beueve in 
these things but even disbelievers 
mav concede some significance in 
Rohan Louis Duleep Mendis’ being a 
Viigo Besides bei^ immaculate in 
his methods, he is supposedly pure 
minded, too And these two imalities 
are also characteristic of Mendis* 
batting 

He IS iO now, born on 2S August, 
1952 at Moiatuwa and like all lads 
with immense gifts, he made his 
maik eaily. fust bursting into prom¬ 
inence playing foi the Sri Lanka 
Under 19 against the Australia 
Undei 19 in 1971 72 after having 
touted India with the Sii Lanka 
Schools team two years before But 
the innings that marked him out as 
an iii'commonly fine pri^pect was 
against Clive Lloyd’s all conquering 
West Indian side in 1974-75 In the 
limited-over game at Colombo, he 
took the much vaunted Caribbean 
pai e attack apart foi a sizzling 75 in 
92 minutes with a six and nine fours 
It was this knock that set him apart 
tiom his colleagues and from that 
moment he was put alongside Tenne- 
koon as one of tne country’s leading 
batsmen 

Mendis it was who carried the 
fight into the enemy’s camp in Sn 
Lanka's epic battle with Australia in 
the 1975 Woild Cup Australia had 
led ofl with T28 in the allotted 60 
oveis, but Sn Lanka were un¬ 
daunted Evei> batsman stood up to 
the thunderbolts being hurled at 
them from both ends Wettimuny 
and Mendis had to retiie hurt Men¬ 
dis had made )2 runs before his 
tenure vias cut short by a Lillee 
delivery that struck him on the face 
It was this innings that brought to 
the fore an added quality—cour¬ 
age—to the other charfting and 
graceful facets of his play 

He IS also the only Sn Lankan 
batsman to score over 1000 runs in 
limited over games—a creditaUe 
feat He was the first from that 
country to score a century in Eng¬ 
land when he belted the East African 
bowlers for a quick 144 at Taunton in 
1975 Before he came to India to had 
plmd in 65 ftfst-class matches and 
112 innings—more matches and 
more innings than anyone else.

But if cncket tans in other cities 
have not had the good foi tune to see 
Mendis at hu best, those at Madras 
can count themselves doubly fortun 
ate They saw two positively great 
knocks fiom his punitive, classic bar 
The 105 he scored in last month’s 
Test match was one But equally 
memorable was his 194 against 
Tamil Nadu in the Gopalan Trophy 
tie at Madras in 1977 In the latter 
innings he had come in when two 
wickets had fallen quickly but did 
not bother trying out his defensive 
technique and straightaway sailed 
into the attack When it was all over, 
the bowling lay in shambles around 
him The depressing fact was that 
there were )ust a few hundred spec 
tatois present at Chepauk that day' 

A TEA executive mth the famous

trying to get home

By the end of the day he was

adhered to For India saw nut the 
morning and part of the afternoon 
with Patil advancing to his hundred 
in a fiery mood and determined to 
hit every Lankan off the length Sri 
Lanka, too, finished on a perplexing 
note—at 179 for three and with 41 
still in the red they weie playing like 
a set of batsmen maddened beyond 
correction No ball seemed deserving 
of respect and for once the visions of 
an exciting finale were conjured up 
Much oi the Indian debt of the day 
was rounded off to Sandeep Patil 
His poweied innings left Kapil, too, 
in the shade and out of the 168 runs 
that came to be scored on the fourth 
day from the Indian side, Patil con 
tributed half of them His ideas were 
crystal clear when after reaching his 
century he immediately lifted Rana

Kapd Dev managed 31 off 35 balls, 
an inequal balance, and consequent¬ 
ly not too laudable for such a gifted 
all rounder and after he had left 
chasing a Ratnayake delivery to the 
wicket keeper it was Madan l^il to 
chip in with some effective boundary 
hitting In all he managed five of 
them to leave India at 566 for six 
before Gavaskar declared and left 
Sn Lanka looking absolutely incon 
sequental in the presence of this 
overwhelming total 

But the afternoon belonged to Roy 
Dias, sn fact the entire day Coming 
in at the loss of the first wicket 
which feU at sue he kept the scores 
movmg at an incredible rate of fren¬ 
zied boundary blazing The SO of the 
innings came off just 39 minutes and 
8 5 overs—a situation that would 
have done a one-day side credit 
Often Dias fetched himself a couple 
of boundaries m an Over, once even 
three off Kapil Dev There looked as 
if there was little to stop him and 
indeed there was httle as he had 
already got his fifteenth boundarv 
when just G1 It was a pity that he 
fell three short of what would have 
been his second Test hundred, off a 
mere 108 balls He went finally, 
caught by Gavaskar and in the pro 
cess to give Shukla his first Test 
wicket 

Mendis had been at the other end 
for most of time—and overshadowed 
too His end-of-the-day 59 had span 
ned 91 balls and Ranatunge at six 
seemed to belie his first innings 
dash 

Mendis picked up the threads from 
where he had \tit off and though his 
innings now was more laborious he 
show^ the necessary application to 
carry a losing venture right into the

Ranatuiw began the slide for Sn 
Lanka in the morning when he tried 
to cut at Doshi and paid for it by 
snicking to Kirmani behind and |ust 
four runs later Doshi induced Madu 
galle to have a try at him, lifted him 
dll r^t but Patil had cupped at mid 
off That should have packed it up 
foi India but Ranasinghe made 
amends to his first innings lapse 
Atoning he carted the Indians quite 
rudely foi a 77 that came off iust 98 
balls He even lifted Kapil Dev for a 
boundary over his head and then 
paid the expense, being bowled in 
the process Fifty of his runs had 
come in boundaries 

Earlim*, Mendis had rubbed the 
salt much deeper The closer he 
came to his second century the more 
fierce he became and never did he 
show more insolence than when he 
cut Shukla to move ovei to 97, took a 
couple of runs to move within kissing 
distance And then, to top it, he rode 
out and despatched Doshi over the 
extra cover man for his centurv And 
what if he had been out stumped one 
short' 

After Mendis and Ranasinghe had 
departed, much of the challenge was 
taken up in earnest bv Somachandra 
D'Silva, limiting the thrust of the 
Indian boi.ling with a staid 46 

It was Kapil Dev’s final burst that 
finished Sn Lanka off He had the 
last two men quickly polished off as 
Sn Lanka finished for 394, quite 
good for a second innings tally and 
especially if you are fi(diting to save 
the match That left India to make 
175 to win in 53 minutes and a score 
of mandatory overs—an even 
chance 

But the very first over provided 
the set back when Arun Lai failed to 
^1 over the line of the ball and Dias 
and caught it safe Vengsarkar fol¬ 
lowed caught and bowled by De Mel 
but Panl and Kapil ensured for some 
time that the fight would not be 
dirown away 

The two added 62 runs off 52 balls 
and then India came to the closest to 
winning Warnapura resorted to an 
extremely defensive field—almost 
waterti^t—and for most of the time 
certaintioundary strokes were being 
reduced to futile singles But then in 
a most homble moment Kapil drose 
Somachandra D'Silva to long off, 
came down for a single Not remismg 
that K»il was not ready for the 
second Patil had darted down Both 
were caught m one crease and by the 
time Patu made an attempt to recov¬ 
er ground Dias’ throw had done it 
Patu had made 46 off just 33 balls 
With Kapil Des being expected to 
carry on the battle at 78 the chances 
still looked even But when he had 
edged De Mel to Gunatilleke the 
h^t had gone out of Indian hands 
India finally finished at 135 for

But theie is no denying the tact 
that the 2i Gopalan Trophy games 
(Lanka won 14 and Tamil Nadu nine) 
did then hit in helping fustei Indo 
bn Lanka cricket ties 

bi I l^nka cannot boast of a dicker 
histoiy akiii to that ol India which 
goes back over 200 years Still, the 
beginnings of the game in the sunkis 
sed, tropical islands ran be tiaced ro 
well ovei 100 years ago Like in 
India, the Biiiish brought the game 
to bn Lanka, too, and there weie 
matches played between Biitish set 
(lets-mostly military peisonnel—in 
the mid nineteenth century Most of 
the dicker was played in and around 
Colombo, and as it was the capital 
also and an important tunction on 
the chiel sea route between England 
and Austialia teams used to stop 
ovei at C olombu foi a game or two 
These gam* s dare back to as fai as 
Idiil and this tiadition is still being 
continued ovei a century latei 

In Ihe lattci half of the nineteenth 
century ciickct was played chietly 
by the rich British coffee and tea 
planters aiound the hill country ol 
Sii Lanka (then Ceylon) There ate 
stones that these planters in the 
disriicts of Colombo, Kandy an 1 Gal 
le would navel almost ^0 miles on 
huiseback thioagh wild country and 
ovei lugged terrain to play the game 
This enthusiasm, unoer different cir 
cumstances, is still seen today among 
the island's cricketers 

Ihe pioneer British merchant 
spoilsmen founded the Colombo 
Ciicket Club in 1863 The contiibu- 
iions of this Club to the growth of Sti 
Lanka cannot be ovetemphasized 
, Dining the lormative years, the CCC 
; look upon itself the entiie responsi 
biliiy ol lunning the game in the 
I isla.'Js In Sn Lanka the CCC is 
lieqiicntly compared to the 
Marylebone Cricket Club, the le- 
dc.iibiablc iorelather of internation¬ 
al iiicket 

Ihe interest and the standard oi 


the game in Sn Lanka grew steadily 
towards the end of the nineteenth 
century and at the begmmng of the 
cunent one And a new dimension 
was added with the Indo-Sn Lankan 
connection that commenced around 
1930 From that moment, Sn Lanka 
cricket with Indian encouragement 
took a tremendous upsurge Of the 
numerous international team which 
have played in Sn Lanka, India, 
always considered a "good and 
fiiendlv neighbour" has sent out the 
most numbm of tounng squads Sn 
Lanka, tor then part, has always 
been generous in their praise for 
India, without whose help they could 
nut have made it into the interna¬ 
tional arena India first regularly 
placed Sn Lanka's case, first for the 
Assoaate Membership, and then for 
the Full Membership as far back as 
1964 And when Sn Lanka did play 
their first oltiaal Test match earlier 
this year, it did seem a tiiumph tor 
both, Sn Lanka and India 
Aiound the time the India-Sri 
Lanka connection was forged the 
country was fortunate to have a 
dynamic oiganisei in Or John Rock- 
wood, known today as the "Father of 
Rri Lanka" Dr Rockwood, who was 
the livewire of the famous Nondes- 
ciipts' Cricket Club, was also the 
founder of the Tamil Union Cricket 
and Athletic Club Tireless and en¬ 
thusiastic, Dr Rockwood was in¬ 
strumental in bringing to the island 
Vt E Lucas' Indian team in 1926 and 
Jamshed Antia’s team from Bombay 
in 1929 Other far-sighted pioneers 
included Robert P Mnanayake and 
P Saravanamuttu 

The first tour that aroused 
tremendous interest m >Sn Lanka 
was the one they sent to India in 
1943 The team, led by Dr C H 
Gi nasekara, the first of the many 
outstanding players produced in the 
countiy He fed a strong team which, 
contrary to expectations, had the 
better of both the drawn 'Tests' at 
laihoie and New Delhi 
The good performances of this 
team did a lot to further enthusiasm 
in the game And from then on, the 
game in Sn Lanka was mm oru- 
nised The influence of the CCC 
slowly diminised Uptil the begin¬ 
nings of the Second world War tim 
game in the pearl-shaped island 
could not be imagined without this 
club Notwithstanding the fact that 
they did encourage local Mlent, the 
CCC's spirit was still larfwly westeni 
and about the time of the Second 
War, with the island on the verge of 
gaming Independence, it did seem a 
matter of time before the CCC

actually vanished from the stcne 
that It had largely helped in 
creating 

It was ainund this time that the 
Board of Control foi Crukct in Sri 
Lanka took shape With tht help ot 
the CCC It made the lovely Maitland 
Palace Club at the Colombo Oval, 
the headquarteis of Sii Lankan 
cricket Soon the Colombo Oval was 
nor only acknowledged as one ot the 
most pictui usque grounds in the 
world but one which had among the 
finest pitches, too 

• With English teams making a stop 
at Colombo evei y foui years when on 
then wav to Austialia it seemed only 
a matter ot time before the English- 
Sri 1 anka relationship became stron 
ger With Indian aicketeis playing 
in the Lancashiie l,eague in the 
peiiiid immediately aftei Independ 
ence in large numlxis it isas inesit- 
able that plaveis fiom Sii Lanka 
would tollcm suit And as the I'lities 
dawned the tiesh and dsnamic 
appKuch ot Oamini ('•oonesena was 
seen giacing the Lnglish ciicket 
gioiiiids The allioundei eained a 
name while captaining Camhiidge 
lliiiiersitv and placing foi Netting 
hamshire Alwut the same time I^id 
die Oiitschuorn nirnt>d out ten Woi 
cesteishiie and lent stiengih to the 
(iNiniv lor a decade Then followed 
Stanlec Javasinghc and Clive Inman, 
both ot whom pUved foi Leicesiei 
shut' Inman not onlv finished as 
high ,is thud in the Lnglish Counts 
diet ages in 1%1—an unpaialleled 
leat loi a bn Lanka cricketei—but 
two sears latei, he went on to score, 
wlidi IS esen now, the fastest half 
ceiiliii V in fust-class ciicket Plaj mg 
till la'icesieishire against Noning 
hainshiie, he hammered his wav to 
'iO in iiisi eight minutes' 

Attiialls, these loui piaseis lepie

With India and then Pakistan tak 
ing up then cause, n did seem a 
mattei ui time heto'C Sii I .ink,i, 
already an Associate Meinlwi ol the 
Intel national Cricket Ceinfeience 
sinre 196i would become a Full 
Membei But the two neighbouiing 
countiies (ought a losing battle m 
successive ICC meetings in the face 
of strong combined opposiiioii tiom 
bnriand, Austialia, the West Indies 
and New Zi'aland The foui enunti les 
seemed to think that while the stan 
daid ot tucket had no doubt im 
pi used there was no conceited ettort 
to expand its Ssope Ciicket. dies 
said, was being played laigelv in and 
aiuund Colqmbo and hardly ans 


wheie else 

Sn LaAka took this up as a chal¬ 
lenge Not only did they expand the 
base so that a lot of cricket was soon 
being played m Kandy, Galle, Jaffna 
and other places, but they also saw to 
It that uicket at the grassroots was 
not neglected At the Khool level ip 
paiticular, Sn Lanka showed a 
tremendous improvement in stan 
daid 

So much so, even during the but 
ties, when the senior team repeated 
ly lost to India, the schools team on 
the other hand, again and again, got 
the better of their Indian counter 
parts Interest at the college level 
was something to be seen to lie 
believed and when two top cnllcgcs. 
lor example, crossed swords at the 
Colombo Oval, the ground was not 
big enough to accommodate the mui 
titudc 

One lust had to go thiough the 
coverage given to these games m the 
Press ana over the radio to giasp 
their impact More impoitant, Sn 
Lanka augmented their financial re 
sources, so much so that they were 
no more whistle-stop tours to the 
islands Thev were now full-fledged 
\isirs reams that came to India and 
Pakistan invanably went in Sn 
Lanka Then there weie tours to Sn 
L anka alone, some lasting foi as lung 
as two weeks In 1972-73 foi exam¬ 
ple, both Pakistan and England vi 
sited the island within the space of a 
couple of months Guaranty- monev 
was increased and when it was leaiiit 
that in 197S Australia had setoed .Sn 
Lanka's application foi I ull ICC 
Membei ship because they said “Th.^ 
island lacks financial rescmices and 
It IS no reflection on the skill and 
ability of the plavers”, no liiile effort 
was made by the oigamsers, headeci 
Gamini Dissanavake, President of 
then Board of Control fc'r Ciicket, to 
pool in mciic monev tor the game 

This kind of enthusiasm fiied then 
ciickc'ieis to reach foi higher hon 
mils and as the beveniies dawned, ii 
was quickls appaieiit that the 
iipposition to Sn l.anka\ gaining 
I'ull Membership could not continue 
loi lung. In the inauguial World Cup 
in 1975. Si I Lanka gaie a lieait 
waiming display against Australia, 
when in the lace ui a total of 12K, 
th^ did nut flinch even in the face 
of fierv bowling bs Lillee and Thom 
sun and replied with 276 for tour in 
bO os CMS But thes fared badly 
against the West Indies and Pakistan 
and this more than anything else, 
set then cause back lor anothei few 
yeais 

As It was, thev still had to wait but 
lor not long In the 1979 World Cup. 
thev lost to New 2U;aland but then 

f lulled otl a biiUiani sictoiv ovei 
ndia Bs now no one doubted then 
piowess in one-dav games, but did 
thev have the necessaiv application, 
deteimination, dedication and 
staying power tor the foui-day and 
tive-das games^ 


A tour of England in 1981 piovcd 
that they did, fen they tinislied with 
an impressive record And finallv the 
dream'came tiue, Aftei several le 
buffs, the ICC at last granted bull 
Membership to the island last year 
and announced that England would 
play aft official Test at Colomlxi on 
theu was home fium India in kebni 
ary 1982 

Yet, getting into the K C was nut 
enough Now Sn Lanka had n prove 
to the world that ihev lulls deserved 
this honour And the lormatuin of 
the Sii Lanka Cricket Ioundaimn at 
this stage was among the (lest things 
that could have happened Sn Lanka 
lacked the playing fields, pasihcnis 
and other cricketing intidstiiictiiie 
and facilities that measured up to 
the inteinational siandaids Huilding 
all this was not impossible but ix 
iwnsive With actise siippoit from 
the piivate sectoi, the sii Lanka 
Cricket Foundation was foinu d and

But What really took the cake 
was the non-inclusioo of Rita Sen 
in he squad tor the Common- 
weal^i Games She sprinted to 
victasy in the short events and 
even took records under her belt 
But the ^tiab and AAFI bosses 
felt she was not good enough to 
represent the country This brings 
to mind the allegations about tim¬ 
ings and ume-keepets at the 
Nemjl Subhas National Inatitute* 
of Sports It IS repotted that the 
hand-tinuiigs always seemed to 
suit the thinking of irffioals with 
regard to selection of athletes.

sult at the Frendi Open, plus a 
third-round finish at Wimbledon all 
helped elevate Leslie’s computer 
ranking to a career high of 17 this 
time last year Though upset by 
France’s Connne Varner in the first 
round at the US Open last Septem¬ 
ber, all in all Leslie’s sturdy year¬ 
long play netted her an eminently 
respecuble No 12 USTA ranking at

"One of the greatest players evei 

S ruduted," commented John Board 
aik Gannon consideied him "an 
absolute aitiste” Major Kiildeep 
Garchd, member of the present Indi¬ 
an team that recentlv went abroad 
said, "The first question we were 
asked was about Hanut "Everyone 
respects him In fact, we got a terrific 
reception there onl> because oi hinf 
This IS nut surprising it you mea 
sure Hanut's teats tor a moment At 
21, he was a nine-goal plaver and he 
remained one till he was 39 He 
played actiselv till 68, holding a 
5 goal rating which, incidentally, is 
the handu ap ot India's most accom 
plished players at piesent* Moreov- 
ei, hr played and coached pc lo play 
eis all us'er the world and groomed a 
number oi wot Id hcateis 
To attain this high level of excell¬ 
ence Hanut used to put in endless 
hours oi intensive and wearisome 
practice es'eiv day Under (he tutel¬ 
age of his fathei Sir Pratap, Regent 
of Jodhpur, Hanut fust leaint how lo 
swing a mallet And fiom a very 
early age he developed an abiding 
love for hoises He used to ride like 
an expert ("sits beautifully and rides 
like ihe wind," says an old article) 
Theie is the story of a polo plaver, 
ptoud of his pony, who asked Hanut 
tor his expert opinion on the horse 
He rude it, but said nothing When 
the ownei persisted Hanut replied 
ciyptically "Shoot it tomorrow' 
morning " A 86 year old horse train¬ 
er, Khet Singh, who now looks after 
the polo ponies of the Maharaja of 

i aipur, recalls "Rao Raja Sahib 
new horses He would get up at four 
every morning to personally super¬ 
vise their feeding and training " 
Hanut owned more than 40 pontes 
which were categonsed according to 
merit and split into stnngs Ordinary 
horses were used for practice while 
the quality ones—thoroughbreds 
like firefly. Snap, Zigrag—were kept 
in reserve for important games Re¬ 
members Ramdhan, Hanut's syce. 
"He loved his horses If we were 
careless with them he would hit us 
with his stick But he was big- 
hearted, we were often rewarded 
too” 

Besides horses, Hanut was equally 
meticulous about other polo equip¬ 
ment His sticks were whippy, S3 


inches with a 6* i to 7 niince head, 
and were always made b\ one 
Keshu—^who latei built up a cinema 
hall and named it Poiu Viitorv 
Hanut populaiiscd the "Tndhpui" 
his breeches and helped innovate 
the polo boot—Hapless and lug 
heeled Mangal Singh, his batman, 
always had things in uidti set 
Hanut religiously checked all geai 
Everyday Hanut would plas 1' 17 
chukkars and to furthei poli-,h his 
unerring shots, spend sulistantial 
amount of tune on the wooden hoise 
hitting balls to a predctei mined 
spot At other times he would aim

the voung Kaj Singh matriculated 
from the Mauian (^seiiiment Mid 
die S( hool where he took to athletics 
at an early age O* all the events he 
liked javelin throw the most He 
loined the Aimv in 1%3 and soon 
made it to the Services team foi the 
Nationals 

Raj Singh’s most memorable mo 
ment i ame in the year 1967 at the 
Bangalore Naiionals when he stood 
first in the javelin throw event way 
ahead of his rivals In his long career 
he was crowned national champion a 
lecoid nine times and got silver and 
bron/e medals on sesei al occasions 
He 1 epi esented Sei \ ices from 1966 
to 1981 

Alter his brilliant perfoimances at 
the Nationals, the selectors could not 
Ignore him and in 1970 he was in 
d'lded 111 the Indian team which took 
on a visitinp West German side Rai 
finished third in two of the lest 
matches Immediatels afterwards he 
went on a tour of Russia Al Moscow 
and Odessa where some meets wreie 
held he stood nin*h and as Raj hum 
blv put It “1 ht Russian grounds and 
equipment contused the Indians con- 
sidei ably and our spikes were of no 
use on the model n tartan tracks 
Moreover, the foreign competitors 
were of a very high standard " 

Raj Singh createil history when in 
the Asian trials in 1971 at Patiala he 
flung the spear to a lecoi d distance 
of 7018 mts which till today has not 
been surpassed by anny Indian Bat 
even after such a splendid peiform 


ance, disappointment was still in 
store for him In spite of a promise 
that he would be taken on the tour of 
Philippines for the Asian Athletic 
Meets, internal pobtics among the 
officials stood in his way and an 
enthusiastic Raj SinjUi was told at a 
New Delhi guest house, just one day 
before departure, that Gopal 
Kidyoor (Maharashtra), a younger 
athlete was being preferred to him 
The NIS authorities in Patiala then 
told a depressed Raj that he was 30 
and loo old 

hortunatelyfoi him Services never 
dropped him and he continued to 
shine at the Nationals When the Sri 
Lanka team came in 1976 for four 
athletic tests, Raj Singh volunteted 
to take part in both javelin and shot 
putt events and crowned himself 
with glory finishing first in all the 



foul ‘tests' in both the events But a 
modest Raj would tell vou today 
“That was possible because the 
Lankans were no good and it was a 
cake walk lor me " 

What impressed me most about the 
Subedar was the typical army brav¬ 
ery that he exhibited in his fight for 
life Doctors attending on hun told 
this COI respondent that as the cancer 
had spread to his lungs, chances of 
survival are a hundred to one against 
him Raj Singh is facing his misTor- 
tune like a fearless warnoi and is 
still very confident that “UI die, I 
will die on the playground and no¬ 
where el&e 1 am not worried about 
myself, but I am concerned about the 
future of my family" Tears welled up 
in his eves for the first time dunng 
the interview when he said this Raj 


Singh has his snfe and two children, 
a daughter Chiddarpal (14) and son 
Jagtar (11) who are now being looked 
after by Mmor Joginder Sin^, for¬ 
mer Asian (kild kfedahst, at Secun¬ 
derabad It has also been reported 
that coaches, athletes and trainees of 
the NIS (National Institute of Sports) 
Patiala have joined huids to give 
finanaal aid to the aibng sportsman 
Many of them have appealed to the 
former international star Eddie ^ 
quiet a of Bombay to help them col¬ 
lect funds for the aid of Raj Singh

The old order chengelh 

PARTAB RAMCHAND files his despatch on the 
Board’s Annual General Meeting in Bangalore 


A JOURNALIST colleague iralked 
/\out friHn the Press Box m the 
midst of the one-day uiternatuiiuil at 
Bangalore on 26 September and 
went towards the telephone "Where 
aii> you going* There » a match 
going on," said his friend, a former 
lest cricketer "This is a minor 
march,"iepliedthe lournalist "lam 
going to find nut the score in the 
bigger game lieing played at the 
hotel " And eveiynne around knew 
what he meant 

When this long weekend was ovei. 
It had to be admitted that while 
there ueir no lireworks, it certainly 
wasn't a quiet or smooth weekend 
I he meeting had its quota ol sui 
puses, high drama, low humnui. 
dianiatics, suspense—and the woiks 
It ceitaiiilv will go down as one of 
the must lemarkable Annual Genei- 
al Meetings in the Board’s Sl-vear- 
old histnis 

One can't actually pinpoint any 
single dare oi event to tiack the 
begiiiniitg ot this revolution f oi dis¬ 
content had been growing among 
ceitam membei associations over 
the past few years Slowly they be 
gan to emeige as the North-fcast 
faction which foimed the rival partv 
against the hstablishment gioup rep 
leseiited by the combination of the 
We ' and the South Central Zone, in 
keeping with its geographical posi¬ 
tion was more oi less a fence sittei 

I here only lemained an impoitant 
issue to rake up and the Rs iS lakhs 
case—which is now too well known 
to need recounting here—came in 
handy for the riyal group, headed by 
Mr Jagmohan Dalmia of Bengal and 
Mr J S Bindra of Puntab In the 
meantime they had succeeded in 
getting Mr Salve, Union Minister ot 
State foi Information and Broadcast 
mg, to contest for the post of ^he 
President He became their trump 
card 

The first signs that this was not 
going to be lust another meeting 
were seen at Madras in the week 
before the Bangalore gathering 
Hardly any Board official seemed to 
be bothered about attendina the 
Madras Test They were only in 
terested in planning their strategy 
for Bangalore The battle links had 
been clearly drawn as the important 
date neared Cron voting in one or 
two cases was expected but finally it 
seemed that the crucial votes would 
be those from the Central Zone It 


also depended on how well the two 
sides played then cards 

At the outset the hstahlishmcnt 
suffered a setback with Mr W’aiik- 
hede not being able to make it tu the 
meeting because nt his wife's ill 
health and his own leg iniurv But as 
soon as the meeting started it was 
the turn of the rival group to suffei 
The first one tame when there was 
news that the Vidhaiba C'lickei 
Association had been restraini d 
from sending its representatives 
from attending bv a court oidei Mr 
Salve was on the V C A ticket and 
the rival group was panukv and 
huiried phone calls were made to 
Nagpui to the fudge’s house to get a 
clearance The restraint ordei was 
kept in alieyante till TO Septeinbei 

The North-fcast combine, thus 
seemed to have oveicome one hui 
die But they they were inflicted a 
not altogether unevpected defear 
Thu meeting had to be chaired and in 
the absence of Mi Wankhede, lugi 
callv It ought to have been b Sriia 
man, the senior Vice Piesident ol the 
Board But the ii\al group put up Mr 
Murugesh faikrishna of 'luiaiai in 
sisting on a secret ballot 1 he contest 
was obviously the first tiial of 
strength between the two gmups 
Sriraman earned the dav bs H votes 
to 12 

This put the North fcast aliamo 
hitherto confident on the defensice 
Ihev had not expc'cted this reverse 
But then the fcstablishment won the 
next lound, too Ihis was when the 
Tssuc of the accounts came up This 
included the Rs lakhs scandal 
The accounts were passed unani 
mously and, in the woids of Sriia 
man, "In three minutes" No one 
raised the issue of Rs K lakhs and 
one official called it "Lack of guts" 
on the part of the rival group "Thev 
make such a big hue and ciy about 
the issue and then don't even bother 
to raise it at the meeting How spine 
less can thev get", he asked 

The elections were also supposed 
to be held on the opening day, 25 
September But somehow, the two 
patties seemed unwilling to tackle 
this major issue There were bickei 
ings arguments and counter argu¬ 
ments Mt Salve in the meantime let 
it be known that if he was to be the 
Board chief, he would have to be 
elected unanimously There was no 
question ot elections The North-East 
combine then struck up the idea ol 


having a compromise formula by 
which Mr Salve would be elected 
unopposed.as tne President This 
was not acceptable and evemhing 
foi a time seemed chaotic By the 
time It was already past 5pm and

I F Satydjit Ray put Indian tinema 
on the world map, the same can be 
said about Ramanathan Knshnan 
and Indian tennis No other single 
individual has done more for any 
Indian sport and 1 doubt whether any 
othei tennis player has done more 
for his country than what Krishnan 
tor India In the V) years since he 
made his entry into international 
tennis, he has served the country in 
various capacities—player, non- 
playing captain, sole selectoi Be¬ 
hind the scenes, he has been the 
biain behind most of the majoi dea- 
sinns taken by the All India Lawn 
Tennis Association 
riiie. It was Ghouse Mohammad 
tvliu til St made the world sit up and 
i.ike notice ot Indian tennis when he 
ciiteied the 'luaitei-final ol Wimhlc- 
don in 1919 But he tlickeied all too 
biietlv on the iniei national scene It 
was only the advent ol Knshnan that 
itace Asian tennis a tiemendous 
iNiost on the woild ciicuit 
Knshnan's enviable record is im 
jiiessice Winner ot the lunioi 
Wimbledon Title in 19^4 Twice 
semi t inalist at Wimbledon in 1960 
and 1961 Ranked imongst the top 
ten players for tive veais, tour ycais 
in a low heeded three times at 
Wimbledon, once as high as numbin' 
foiii One ot the most formidable 
Davis Cup recoids ot all time Reci¬ 
pient ot the Faclmashree Award and 
the Helms Awatd for Best Spoitsman 
in \sia One ot the best loved sports¬ 
men ot oiii times 
All these laiiiuls rest easily on him 
Now 49 and well placed in life, 
ki I* ' nan cannot put an end to his 
I line altaii with tennis, which started 
when his father gave him his first 
i.icket about 40 vears ago He still 
plays the game both in India and 
abroad He has kept abreast with the 
changes and latest trends in the 
game 

Talking with him is an experience 
one will not forget easily toi his 
knowledge of the game is so pro¬ 
found He can discuss any aspect of it 
with equal felicity He is lefieshing- 
ly ditfeient as fai a< the past genera¬ 
tions go Generally oidei people al¬ 
ways talk ot how “great’’ plavets of 
their days weie and how “puny" the 
modems are Knshnan always 
spe iks highly of Laver, Emerson and 
Kiasei and also has a kind word 
alKiut Borg, Connors or McEnroe 
In the Fifties when Knshnan 
started making his mark, his game 
attiacted considerable woild atten¬ 
tion It was his own inimitable brand 
of play It was a style that broufdit 
back stiong and vivid memones m a 
bygone era—the gulden period of the 
20's when the gieat touch artistes 
Cochet, Lacoste and Borotra domin¬ 


ated the scene Knshnan in fact was 
frequently compared to Cochet His 
game was based on consistently 
accurate ground stiukes 

From the baseline would flow an 
unending stream of foieliand and 
backhand shots which Knshnan used 
to execute effortlessly The oppo¬ 
nent was usually left bewildered and 
breathless for Krishnan hit the ball 
with such deception that the man on 
the other side of the net had no clue 
as to which side of the couit the ball 
would land It was with one such 
performance that he got the better of 
Roy Emerson—always a tough oppo 
nenr—in the quartet-final at Wimb¬ 
ledon in 1961 Emerson was seeded 
fourth and Krishnan seventh Dun¬ 
can Mauulay, the eminent critic, 
had this to say, “most surprisingly 
Krishnan beat Emerson with com¬ 
plete ease " 

“It was one of the best matches 
that Knshnan ever played at Wimb¬ 
ledon He turned Emerson’s speed to 
his own advantage and directed his

shots td all parts of the court where 
Emerson wasn't” How quaintly put' 
and how thu smgle sentence sums up 
Kiishnan's mesmenc, magical game 
The Wimbledon authorities them¬ 
selves admitted that total attend¬ 
ance went up dunng the few vears 
that Knshnan played at Wimbledon 
at his peak 

Kiishnan's long Davis Cup recoid 
has been surpassed only by Italy’s 
Petrangeli Ceitainly it can be said 
that numerous though his individual 
triumphs might have been, they take 
only second place to his Davis Cup 
lecoid He was single-handedly re 
sponsible fot India’s impiessive 
showing in these matches in the 50s 
and 61^ The pressuie on him, be 
cause of the lack of a good second 
singles player or an efiective dou 
bles combination was too much 

Quite often he had to win both his 
singes ties and also figure promin 
ently in the doubles as will More 
than half a dozen times he brought 
India to the Inlet-Zone finals and his 
proudest mument came when he 
spearheaded India into the Thai 
lenge Round in 19b6, with a supci hu 


man dTfbrt aranst Brazil’s Thomas 
Koch in the decisive singles of the 
Inter-Zone Final at Calcutta 
Down by two sets to one and 2 5 in 
the fourth, Krishnan turned the 
tables on his nval for a truly fantav 
tic victory Another great showing 
was in Australia when it was said 
that the Indians would not win a 
single set let alone a match Krish 
nan, along with Mukherjea, bi ought 
a great upset victory over New 
combe and Roche, the Wimbledon 
doubles champions He could leally 
be called “Mr Poker Face” toi there 
was no expression on his face as he 
clmicallv and elegantly demolished 
his opponents There were no tan 
tiums His court behaviour was im¬ 
peccable Not once would Krishnan 

Q uestion a linesman’s or umpire’s 
ecision 

There was a pc'iiod when Knshnan 
was tanked only below the three 
Ausiialians Lavet. Emerson and 
Fraspi In the 1962 Wimbledon 
Championships, he was seeded 
fourth behind them and had a 
favouiable diaw He was likelv to 
meet Lavei in ihe final He howcsei 
infuied his ankle in a doubles match 
and was loiced to default to lohii 
Frasei in the third round An 
appreciable increase in weight and 
added business responsibilities saw 
to It that he ncsei again make it so 
high in subsequent Wimbledons Rut 
throughout the Sixties, he did make 
his annual pilgrimage to the 
“Mecca’’

enough had won the Wimbledon title 
the sinie seal Knshnan won the 
lunioi vet Sinn Viiav’s gieat yeai 
I'litiallv was 1971 Not vet 20, he won 
the Hong Kong Open and Volvo 
title>. gunning down foimidable 
opponents in the piocess He also 
enteieci the quaitci-finals at Wimb 
lednii and loiesl Hills 
It was then that the gieat debate 
staited and all pointed out to Vnay 
building upon this dieam stait and 
oceihauling Knshnan in the eves of 
tennis Ians in this country, particu- 
lail\ when he was bracketed with 
Koig and (omiois as the “ABC” of 
tennis Rut this initial piomise was 
iiecei tullillcd 

Knshnan bs comparison made 
sieadiei piogiess He won the 
Queen's (tub toutnament in 1959 
with a victoiv ovei Alex Olmedo, 
who was the number one seed foi 
Wimbledon Olmedo tuined the 
tables on Knshnan in a fascinating 
third round duel at “Mecca ” Later 
in his caieer Knshnan was to win the 
US Hard Court and the Canadian 
Open titles 

Knshnan made it twice to the 
semi-finals at Wimbledon, in 1960 
and 1961 Vijav after 1973 enteied 
the quarter-final once in 1981 Kiish- 
nan reached the quaiter-tinais at the 
Fiench Championshijn more than 
once Vijav has never done as well at 
Roland Gams, but has enteied the 
quarter-finals of the US Open twice, 
somethmg that eluded Knfflnan Vi- 

i ay also has won mote titles while 
frishnan won only three abroad But 
as Knshnan points out (see inter¬ 
view) there is more tennis being 
played these days In addition to that 
Knshnan (because of business com¬ 
mitments) limited himself to only a 
select number of tourhaments 


Astonishingly even their record in 
the Davis Cup is somewhat similar, 
thoi^ Kriahnan who played for In¬ 
dia from 1953 to 1969 and for a year 
in the mid-Seventies certainly has 
scored more victories Knshnan was 
the chief player for India for over a 
decade and Viiay looks fair to follow 
suit He has already been our main 
player for ten years now Knshnan 
received about the same amount of 
support from Naresh Kumar, Lai and 
Mukherjea that Viiay has received 
from Anand, Shashi and Ramesh 
Aipiin each playmr had one notable. 


similar achievement Knshnan pi¬ 
loted India to the Challenge Round 
in 1966, and Vijay helped put India 
in the Davu Cup final in 1974 
To make things complete, even 
their game is roughly the same, 
based on timing, rmlexes and ele 
gance It is more arthne than power 
ful and indeed both have been hailed 
in their respective penods as ”Indi 
an touch artistes ” If Vijav certainly 
has had the better seroe, Knshnan 
was surer on the volley And both 
have earned a name for themselves

Roy Oias talks to PARTAB RAMCHAND 


M any teams have Lame to India 
With two batsmen td great repu¬ 
tations But not every time have they 
lived up to eapectations The excep¬ 
tions'are few One tan remembw 
Weekes and Walcott of the 1948-49 
West Indian side. Sobers and Kanhai 
of the West Indian side ten years 
later, and Harvey and O’Neill of the 
Australian side of 19S9 60 By their 
exploits in India, lertainly Mendis 
and Dias can take their places along 
with these tllustnous predecessors 
Watching Dias bat on this Indian 
tour has bwn a revelation Normally* 
an attacking batsman’s technique 
tan at times be faulted But his 
technique is almost perfect He 
leaves no gaps between the bat and 
ad He sees the hall sery early and 
as remarkable reflexes The best 
sight from the visitor's point of view 
during the entire tour was in si>eing 
Digs drising The bat came down 
straight in a perfect an and whether 
It was directed towards cover or mid 
oft, mid on or mid wicket, the ball 
almost flew to the boundary That is 
not to sav that he could nut play 
other stiokes With all his attacking 
skill Dias plays strutiv at cot ding to 
the textbook A Snkkanth he is nut. 
though if the situation warrants he 
dues improvise He is able to adapt 
himself to any given situation In the 
first innings in the Test he scored 60 
off 110 balls But hif second innings 
97 was made off two deliveries less 
His 121 at Bangalore was a typical 
onedav knock, despite the ftnm 
situation right through the innings 
He faced just 144 balls 
Hew Dias came to play craket 
Itself IS an interesting story Idolis 
ing hu elder brother, a first class 
soccer player from a Colombo col 
lege, he naturaUjp fcllowed in his 
footsteps and decideo to give all hia 
attention to this sport But at the age 
of 10 he found that his new school 
did not have soccer as one of its 
games So he turned to cncket 
In reality, he has virtually been 
the opening batsman Sn Lainka has 
invanaUy loat a wicket whdn the 
shine is stiU an-~this was very true 
even in India—but he has not 
allowed this to affect his graceful 

He has, in fact, been the 
counnys moat consistent batsman, 
but in a most elegant manner 
Among the Sn Lanka players, he has 


earned the most praise of late both 
in Sn Lanka and overseas In Eng 
land last jiear he made 608 runs at an 
average m 40 5 And his record since 
Sn Lanka started playing Test 
mate hes is second to none Nor even 
the mercurial Mendis has been able 
to match his figures He started off 
his Test career with an inauspicious 
duck but made a btilliant 77 in the 
second innings and since then has 
never looked rack Before coming to 
India he was Sn Ijinka's highest run 
getter with T72 runs from four 
matches at an average nt 46 90 He 
became the second bn Lanka playei 
to get a ceiituiv bs scoiing 109 
against Pakistan at Lahore He has 
maintained the top position after the

The Federation has no guts 

G. Jagannath, former Indian table tennis international himself, 
points out the ills of the sport in the country 


I T IS indued vuiy dishuditening to 
note that of late the affairs ot the 
Table lennis Federation of India, 
the apex body of Table Tennis activ¬ 
ity, has sunk to its lowest ebb on all 
fionts This has been paiticularly 
noticed in spheres like selection of 
Indian contingents and discipline 
amongst playeis and officials con¬ 
cerned In spite of the tact that the 
AOlection committee comprises ex 
national champions and Indian intei 
nationals, it is clearly set n that there 
is no dual cut policy ui set paitein 
while selecting Indian teams tot 
competitions abioad toi the past two 
years But is it pinper to tliiow the 
entile blame on the selection com 
mitiev alone, svlic ii it is leliablv 
leaint that a high tanking ledera 
tion official often iiitciteres with the 
selection committee's lecommenda 
turns to suit his whims and tancies 
To stait with, the Indian national 
champion \ Lhandiasekhai cvas 
dropped tioin the Indian scjiiad tot 
the fust Psoiigsang International 
Table Tennis Lhampioiiships in 
1981 Ine leason giseii uas that he 
had iimshed tilth in the selcttion 
tiials conducted at Patiala pilot to 
the championships But in the same 
league, Suiav (ihoipade, Mho 
linibiied sixth and kamlesh Mehta, 
who tinishc'd seventh iseie selecic'd 
to repieseni India In the same selec 
turn tiials Manmeet Singh who afiui 
laving unlv a tew man hc*s, spiained 
IS ankle The lemaining live oi six 
matches which he did not play at all 
weie awaided in Manmeti's favour 
as a 2-0 victoiy by the Nonh Koican 
coach Pak 1' liill, and tinallv he was 
given the H‘cond tank in the overall 
selection tiials This cleailv shows 
that difteient policies aie adopted 
lor dittereni plavcis while selecting 
the Indian team 

Auin, similai selection tilals wcie 
held at Patiala in select the Indian 
team toi the Asian Union Table 
Tennis Chanipioriships to be held at 
Jakarta Kecent’v in this, V Ha'i ut 
Tamil Nadu tiiitshed sc‘c>ind and vet 
could not find a place in the five 
membei squad foi the Jakarta cham 
pionships 

A couple of the selection commit 
lee membeis were totally ignorant ut 
Suiav Ghoipade (National tumor 
champion) leaving tor China loi 
training during Mey 1982 for a 
period of three months No selection 
committee membei will dispute Su 
jay's being selected ’But to be 
Ignored in the selection committee 
deliberations is not constitutional 
Again, a six-member Indian team 
went to Japan for the Tokyo Open 


Table Tennis (hainpioiiships irom 
12 to 14 Match 1')82 lleie ngaiii, 
some of the selcciiuii commiitee 
members wuii- in the daik about the 
team's selecTiiiii and mu weie they 
asked to give then compusiiiun ot 
the team 

In stew ot the Asiad at Delhi the 
Government giant was obtained to 
send nut teams to the second Fson 
gvang Intel national Table Tennis 
Tournament fuilowed In naming in 
North kilted Japan and an Inieina 
lional Invitation Touinameiit at 
Seoul and anotlici Invitatiun Toiirna 
ment in lapan I he men and 
womeii’s teams weie selected at 
Aimei on 19 June, 1982 bv the 
selection committee Rita Tain who 
was only a stand b\ made the tup to 
Ninth Korea in spite ot the tact that 
none of the tout selected women 

S lavcis opted out hubsequeiitl} 
.ira went to Japan to plav ’lest 
matches, to the Seoul Intel national 
Tuuinameni and again to plav in the 
Japan IntcMiiatiunal Touinament 
like a legiiiai team membei when m 
tact she was not vsen coiisiduitd as 
a stand bj loi an^ ut the above 
touinaments On the coiitraiv, I ak 
shim kaianth who was a stand bs 
toi the lapan tout, iinmediatels at 
tei the Pvoiigvang louiiianient was 
sent back to India all alone and Bita 
was letained lot subsequent touis 

Now coming to the discipline 
among the plasuis. we base the case 
ot Manmeet 9ingh who tiled to cut 
his tingeis with a glass in a tit ot 
emotion attei losing his second 
lound match to K llaii ot Tamil 
Nadu This was in the Naticinal 
Championships held ar Palghat in 
Decembei, 1981 The vei\ same 
evening he lett tin lielhi without 
pldVing his men's doubles match 
Manmeet was selected in the Indian 
squad lot the Pvongvang Intel na 
tional louinainent tollimed b\ a 
month’s it anting in Ninth koiea lie 
did not go to Ninth Koiea on medical 
giouiids hut within a week's time he 
was tit eniiugh tii plav an Open 
Tournament in Bumhav, beating 
Man 111 Dua ii< the liiials 
Again, much to the amusement of 
cvi 1 vone, Manmeet aftei losing to R 
Han of Tamil Nadu in the quattei- 
tinal league of the West Zone lett 
Ahmedabad iitunedidtch on medical 
grounds without plav mg his lemain 
mg matches But a w eek latui. he w as 
fit enough to he at Seoul represent¬ 
ing India' 

These aiu just lew examples to 
slum that it is the plavei dictating 
terms *o thp supiemc bodv, choosing 
wheie and when he* wants to play 


and nut the selectois And the led 
eiation is a silent spectatui without 
anv guts to take disciplinaiy action 
in spite of the fact that majuiiiv of 
the selection committee members, 
wanted Manmeet to be diopped finm 
the Indian squad Again, xlanmeet 
hit the headline's bv lepoiting late 
I toi his team matches during the 
recent Tiial Games and wanted his 
name to be iiicluded which was 
tuini'd down bv the Chief Refeiee 
He Utt the place in a hull and latei 
gave a letter that he should not lie 
consideied tor the Asiad and that he 
was nut going to take anv mote part 
in ihe Tiial Games Iht vetv next 
das he lendeied an unconditional 
apology and plaved his singles 
matches which he lost in the semi¬ 
finals to Kamlesh Mehta The I'ed- 
ciation secietai v instead ot taking a 
sioin action gave a statement in the 
Piess stating that Manmeet was 
voung and immatiiie and was the 
best l'''t fell the Asiad And that 
when the team itself has nut been 
finalised In the sc'lection committee 
and that Manmeet is not even lank 
ed within the tiist ten in India' Such

Abdul Qadir did it again. This time he finished 
with eleven wickets in the Faisalabad Test as 
Aussie after Aussie had no due where to hit. 
KHALiD MAHMOOD takes in Pakistan's re¬ 
turn among the topflyers and concludes 
that India will have a trying time 


A ustralia, headed toi then 

worst overseas tour in years, 
went down and, bar ring Greg Kitih- 
le, without semblance of a tight as 
Pakistan impioved on then maigin 
recoid and won the Faisalabad Test 
bv an innings and three luns With 
Pakistan alieady two Tests up and 
one to go, the thud game can only be 
looked lot ward to tor academic in 
terest and reasons of personal glory 
And there could be no better ending 
to the game than Qadn's taking 
eleven wickets He had captured five 
in the second innings of the first 
Test—and to think that he is a leg 
spinnei Like old times again 

Pakistan began then advent on the 
opening dav and looked in comiuit 
able touch Their lead m the senes 
showed no signs of being restored to 
parity and it was largely the work of 
Pakistan's fioni lineis who wore the 
Australian attack eailv and kept 
themselves reconciled to the peg 
ging Ihiee wickets down toi 232, in 
ket‘ping with I aisalahad's tradition 
ini inert wickets seemed decent 
enough and the home side had trek 
ked in the light direction

The taiiv tale ended when Mohsm 
Khan with 76 ventuied into a hook, 
found the edge and Maish behind 
gambolled around like a child Pakis 
tan were then at 121 and that ought 
lo have thiust the reins back into the 
hands of Mansoor and Mudassai On 
other occasions, the score might 
have come off in slower buists This 
lime neithei could have waned 
ManscMii made good the thieadbare 
Aussie bowling while Mudassai tfui 
began to opt more for aggression 
than safety fust batsmanship But 
finally, he paid for it Having taken

Hughes must have lieeii praying foi a 
Lillee and a Gieg Chappell, Haroun 
Rashid stencdled his place deeper 
into the Pakistani side and proved 
light the notion that he was a better 
local batsman than one when pitched 
outside the country The arthwart 
rays of the evening had Pakistan at 
an.unreachable SOI for six. Lawson 


had ended hit stnvuiu of the day 
with four wickets and Bright had 
yielded 107 in 41 oven with no 
wicket ui exchange Worse than that, 
as tdi as the luns given away were 
Lonccined, was Sleep He had fi¬ 
gures to turn one into an insomniac.

expe^ed Shahanga was followed by 
Tansanian Zakana Bane in the 
10,000 metres England’s Julian Goa- 
ter led the field tor most ot the way 
at the Queen Elizabeth Stadium but 
had no answer to the late burst of the 
Tansanian duo 

Veteran Indian welterweight 
pugilist Chenanda Machaiah was in 
ruthless form as he knocked out his 
aggressive opponent from Ghana 
Amartei Amarbove to move into the 
second round of the 67 kg class The 
Ghanian, whose head hit the canvas, 
took as long as two minutes to recov- 
er from the tremendous left hook 
that the Indian deliveied This was 
the only note of joy for the Indians as 
their weightlifters and shooters met 
with little luck 

H e is the Olympic champion He 
IS the European champion And 
now to prove his ability lievond 
doubt Daley Thompson also won the 
decathlon athlete who have lieen 
cheered on by a partisan home 
crowd Today was quite different 
Thousands of Aussies burst into 
thunderous applause as the 24 year 
old British decathlete collected his 
medal 

Kathy Bald a typist ftom Ottawa 
proved that she was as proficient in 
the water as she is on the keys when 
she registered a shock win in the 
womens 100 metres breast stroke 
Hie Indians left their debacle in 
the team events behind them and 
instead put up a much bettei show in 
the inoividual events Chenanda 
Machiah unleahed an array of jabs to 
outlast Leonidas of Tanzania On the 
badminton court Pradeep Gandhe 
and 0*sa also registered victories in 
the first round of the doubles events. 
With this the first five days of the 
Games are over and even the mas¬ 
cot—a giant mechanical kangaroo 
named Matilda—had something to 
offer.

Some shots that I play are my own 
shots They just can’t be from any 
coaching manual I play a lot of 
instinctive shots—shots mat 1 could 
not possibly play a^n 

For example, against En^and at 
Pune while playiiu for the Indian 
TJnder-22 team in the second innings 
1 received a shon ball from Botham 
outside the off-stump. I struck it over 
pomtforasix Now! obviously can’t 
play that shot again 

One thing I do know 1 have de¬ 
cided to curb trying to lift the 
medium-pacers 1 have tned it irften 
Sometimes it pays off and at other 
umes It does not Anyway, I have

KS: Yes, I do have three heroes 
Vishwanath was my first boyhood 
idol It was a great feehng to play 
alongside him in the Tests 
I ipeatly admire Viv Richards as 
well His batting is real far out My 
third hero is LaUee I think it is great 
of him to have come back into the 
game so stron^y after such a serious 
back injury 

SW: How far has your fanuly 
helped your cricketing career?

Basically 1 come from a very reli¬ 
gious family Our belief in numerolo¬ 
gy IS very strong We do everything 
according to numerology 
Two instances of this are my name 
and that of my sister Snxkanth 
otherwise is normally spelt Srikkant 
and Srekala is usually spelt Snkala

17 (bom on 11 June, 1969) Yet. both 
die plaving lot Ninth Zone and even 
distinguishing themselves' The past 
sedMin was patticularly happv tni 
both, (luisharan playing two supeib 
innings getting centuiies off Kama 
taka and England Manindei himself 
got 40 Ranji wickets from unlv live 
matches bagging five wickets in 


more in an innings on four occasions 
Besides success, skill and Sikhism 
these two boys share a lot more 
things They went to the same school, 
Bal Bhdtti Air Force, and weie 
coached by Guicharan Singh, a per¬ 
son who has produced almost the 
entile swarm of talent presently 
spilling out of North Zone Gurshar 
an, levealed coach Gurchaian, was 
spotted rather fortuitously “He was 
recommended to me by someone 
who saw him plav in a park 1 tailed 
him to the nets His j^tential was 
unmistakable I had him shifted to 
Bal Bhaiti where they encouraged 
spill Is and took him under mv fold ” 
Piogiess was instantaneous as 
Gill shaian immediately set about de 
mohshing the bowlers He made his 
maik fill the first time in 1979-80 
when, playing for the North Zone 
schools, he hit 41 and 100 nut out 
against t'entral Zone The following 
year he got 70 off Haiyana and 102 
veisus hast Zone Such success in the 
schools' tournaments hioiight him 
swiftly into the Under 22 team And 
seines oi 49 not out, 48 and 64 not 
out enabled him to find a place in 
the Noith Zone side Guisharan 
didn't tail here* eithei he promptly 
Clacked 119 against the West in the 
tinals' 

Ihis astonishing Hood of luns con 
tinned unabated in the 1981 82 sea 
son Gurshaian scoied centuries in 
(. K Nayudu Fiophy (120 against 
Haiyana), the Intei Varsity tuuriia 
ment (110 against Calcutta) and in 
theKanji IiophydOl against Kama 
taka) Plaving for the Indian Under 
22 vetsus England he got 101 and 11 
not out when Willis, Botham, Dilley 
Allott, Embuiev weie playing A 
fifth century in the season was nar 
lowlv missed when he was dismissed 
at 90 by Central Zone 
But theie were failures, too Tour 
ing hngland with the Under 19 team 
Gut shaian didn't exai tly excel Then 
he flopped in some impottani Ranii 
matches liesides the North Zone 
game against England 
These failures were actually only 
minoi dberiations in what was a 
glittering string of successes And 
what makes Gursharan Sin^ ("Pal 
li”) mure pleasing is his humility 
while describing his century against 
England he was characteristically 
modest "The witket was meant for 
hatting It was straight and had an 
even bounce The ball hardly did 
anything Though Willis' balls rose, 
Botham, Uillev, Allot! were straight 
Emburev also got no turn " 

The other marvellous knock that 
Guisharan played was in the Ranii 
final He scored a tine century, play¬ 
ing at number three for the first time 
when Delhi weie chasing Karnata¬ 
ka’s mammoth 705 In a match that 
produced moie than 1400 runs his 
was by far the best knock Said 
Gursharan "Mohindei had an upset 
stomach so he asked me to go one- 
down and play strai^t I was deter¬ 
mined to make gnocf as I had faded 





in the earher matches The wicket 
was lovely and I thought that if they 
can make 700 runs, then so can we ” 
Gursharan Sinew's technique, thanks 
to coach Guruiaran, u sound His 
stance i% upright and easy and being 
short (S'7*), he does not have to bend 
too much Watch him play a forward 
defensive shot and you realise that 
the basics of batting are correct He 
really nts over the ball, head down, 
the len elbow is out, the front knee 
bent, tbe right hand loose Anything 
short and Gursharan is right behind, 
back and across 

More important, he is a biieht 
stroke-player with a penchant for 
hitting between mid-wicket and mid 
on He plavs straight and refrains 
from the cut oi the pull Fuithei, he 
has the qualities that only the atcom 
plished playeis possess flis ceniur 
les tvstilv that Gurshaian has the 
ability to plav and build a long 
innings His concentration is intense 
and the timing, an unlading indica 
tion of class, is most pleasing 

“Ills gieatest qualitv", said 
Chauhan, “is his maturity He is \ ci v 
cool Doesn’t panic in a tight situa¬ 
tion “ Added Surindet Klianna, Gur 
shaian’s team-mate, “Palli is a class 
plascM He is simpiv suiierb on the 
leg side I hasen't seen any voungs- 
tei as good as him ” Coach Gurchai 
an too was undeistandabls ecstatic 
“I’m veiv happv that he has become 
a tine plavei who has all the shots 
He IS a giKHl bov Simple and haid 
working A willing worker, he never 
complains I hope he plavs foi India 
soon ” 

Before he docs that however, Gur 
shai all's batting could do with some 
improvements Conceded that he is 
veiv good on the on side but at times 
you get the impiession that he is 
trying to hit eveiv thing, even balls 
pitching aiound off stump, through 
mid wicket Agiees Chauhan “Yes, 
he must correct this oi he would be 
in gteat trouble if the ball leaves 
him Basically, 1 think, he needs two 
years in Ranji Tiophy" If Maninder 
IS presently better known than Gui- 
shaian then it is only because he 
made a name foi himself a season 
earlier In 1980-81 playing in the C 
K Na 3 rudu Tiophy matches, he got 
about 40 wickets from five games 
and in the following yeat, was ele 
vated to the Ranp level at Btshan's 
behest He repeated the perlorm- 
ance He took exactly 40 wickets 
again from 9 matches, now at 14 97 
each 

Remarkably, even at 17 Manin 
der’s bowling technique is extremely 
correct The action is flawless, in the 
final stnde the body is nde-on and 
the right arm reaches for the sky 
before the left descends gracefully 
The ball, after landing, breaks a 
good deal moving nippily towards 
slip His greatest asset, however, is 
the bounce he obtains even from

memoiable chaptei in the histoiv of

Rut where are they now. after 
having letiied from competitive 
footbalP What is their life like to¬ 
day^ What sort of connection do tltoy 
have with tte game at present’ What 
leturns did thc» mit for then dedi 
cated service to the game’ 

These are the questions that 
prompted this writer to meet a few 
soccer veterans of the past to find 
out their li^estvle after retirement 



Generally, they are still assoaated 
with the clubs they served in their 
youth Sometimes they help these 
clubs by giving free coaching to 
junior, inexperienced plarors In 
times of crisis, they provide their 
wise counsel to the cluh authorities 
Instances are not rare when these 
veterans have saved their favourite 
organisations from many a truical 
situatum 

But the strangest—and most Iks' 
quieting fact—is that most of these 
veterans are hardly shown any re¬ 
spect by the present generation of 
those who control the game in the 
city Ungratefulness is the hallmark 
of their Class and so it is small 
wonder that they seek these veter¬ 
ans' help in the proverbial hour of 
crisis, only to forget about them 
imm^iatety after 

A former footballer, a celebrity m 
his heyday, begging club officiala for 
a ticket to watu a big match is not 
an unfamiliar sight "TMay, power is 
concentrated in the hands of the 
moneyed people and the opportun¬ 
ists,” said a well-known footballer of 
the Sixties, who pleaded anonymity 
lest his comments result m the cur- 
tailing of whatever benefits he uts 
these days He added "like cndiet, 
football too has now become a profit¬ 
able proposition Some people want 
to make money out of it and some 
seek self-publicity through their 
association with this popular game 
Frankly speaking, soccer is orw of 
secondary importance to them Tnpy 
know nothing about it, nor do they 
try to 

“The only thing they are after u 
money and, of course, fame Whenev¬ 
er you find them showing a keen 
interest m the game and the players, 
you know for sure that they are 
trying to hoodwink you to conceal 
their real mouves They are the 
enemies of the game in disguise It is 
largely because of them that we are 
gradually losing our mterest in the 
well-being of football in this State 
The juggernauts must be removed 
fust" 

But diould not their misdeeds be 
brought to light bv those who know 
of the secret gomgs-on’ I put this 
question to the same footbwer He 
wugged, saying "who is going to 
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luteit to ub loddv^ The ««orld of 
foortMll knows only one tense—the 
present Once you are out of the 
running, nobodv will pay any atten 
tion to you If one says an> thing 
against anybodv. people will sav vou 
only gi umble W ho bothers about us’ 
This IS the tiagedy ot us letiied 
players Neithei can we protest, nor 
can we tolerate We only suffer ” 

There is little doubt about the fact 
that many of our former greats have 
opted to stay awas tiom tootball 
mainly because of the heinous 
atmospheie that prevails in almost 
all soccer centres ot the countrs We 
could have utilised iheir expertise to 
good advantage Then vast expeii- 
ence would hate helped us overcome 
a number of problems, especially 
with regard to coaching and giocim 
mg talented voung playeis at an 
early age 

It IS ironical that in a tnuntis with 
an abundance ot talented footballers 
who have pioved their prowess at 
home and abroad, one ot the piimc 
drawbacks at present is a lack ot 
efficient coaches and sinceie admi 
nistrators The toot cause ot this is 
the unwillingness among mu setei 
ans to get ins'olied in the compli 
cated situation that grips the game 
now 

In then dass, the entire atmos 
phere in game was tutalh lit'e trnm 
what can be described as extra 
football problems Ihese are the 


robleiM riiat have nothing to do 
irectly with the game, but instead 
are craned by people who hover 
aiound the comdoia of power in 
pursuit of their own interest Said 
Prasanta Sinha, a national player of 
great repute who played for this 
country in several international 
tournaments including an Asian 
Games “In our time the general 
envuonmeni was totally free frotn 
tension Of course, there was an 
atmosphere of nvatay and oompett- 
non among the players, but that is 
nothing unnatural In fact, it is a 
healthy sign and required for one to 
improve one's game ** 

“Moieover, the men who were at 
the helm of things were absolutely 
dedicated to the cause of the game 
Thev themselves were players of 
great repute and their sole put pose 
in lite was to work for the bettei 
ment of the game They looked upon 
the playets as dieii won children and 
whoever could show promise was 
given all possible help to go up chic 
laddei 

"Take mv case But tor Baghada 
(Bagha Shome) I could never have 
fulfilled mv dream of being a good 
toutballer I was only a para (local) 
plavei and used to play on the 
streets with bare feet Prom there I 
was biought stiaight to the fuxt 
division No controversy arose No 
bodv grumbled Thank God. I vindi¬ 
cated my mentor's faith in me 


“But now," continued Prasanta 
Sinha, “the atmosphere is different 
Very different It is much moi e tense 
and IS ridden with fierce underciir 
rents of rivalry 

“This IS caused by vaiinus factois 
like people adopting unfaii means in 
order to get their candidates 
selected und so on In my time, if a 
player was not in the team we could 
tell him so straightaway Rcla 
uonships between plavei s weie so 
easy and cordial, free from all sorts 
of unwanted intervention But today 
this IS not possible 1 can*^ vpell out 
all the reasons Many pcniplc aie 
responsible for it But the fact is that 
these things have led us to keep 
aloof from football Aftei letiiement 
I received many coaching offers, but 
1 preferred lo lead a peaceful life 

“These days my contact with the 
game has become negligible As j 
mattei of fact it is weaiing thiiiiiei 
and thinner day by day Sometimes I 
go to the maidan, visit the old clubs, 
come in contact with manv known 
faces But I try and lemain .iwav 
from It all It's all pat t ormv memoi \ 
now—a once-upon-a time kind ut 
thing 

“But I\e no regieis fui having 
seveied all connoiturns wiili the 
game aftei mv retirement On the 
contrary, I lealise that mv deiisiiiii 
was absolutelv cm ten, especiallv 
when I considei what the Miiialioii is 
like today At least I .an alwavs sav 
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one thing—football has never been a 
■ourte ta bitterness in my life It has 
been enjoyment all the way. Some 
people, mostly my close friends, 
often tell me that had 1 maintained 
my connections with soccer, 1 could 
have eai ned a lot in vai lous capaci¬ 
ties ‘Don’t you see how much some 
of voui I ontemporarios arc earning 
still?'thi‘s ask me borne even lament 
tliai we weie plavers of the Fifties 
and Sivties and nut of the Eighties, 
had we been we could have eained 
much mure than we did in our times 
True, but I've nevci been so pyotit- 
mindcd in mv attitude towatds the 
game Not could any ut us afford to 
he in oui time 

“You would not believe me if I tell 
you how much we used to get from 
ihe clubs Compaied to todav’s stan¬ 
dards It was nothing The svstem of 
piuviding emplovment to plavers 
was also not in sogue at that time So 
It was oui sheet lose loi ihe game 
that made us take to it seiiouslv , 
“1 scented a |ob toi mvsell even 
hetute joining Fast Bengal club all 
on m> own It had nothing to do with

But nor all veterans have seveied 
then relations with the mime Manv 
have chosen to continue tneir service 
to soccei either by coaching promis 
ing voungsteis or holding responsi¬ 
ble positions in the diffeient admi- 
nistt alive bodies that lule the game 

In the former case, it is perhaps 
the best wav foi a footballer to pass 
his reined life, sharing his expeitise 
with those who really need to learn 
the tinei points id the game iThev 
also make up fni the latter’s lack cit 
experience with advanced theoretic 
al aspects of soccer It is something 
only the old timeis. who undoubted 
Iv raised the standard of Indian 
iootball, can pioyide to the piesent 
aspiiants 

Some do so in a big wav as coaches 
ot the lunioi clubs oi Calcutta 
Abdus Sattai. the 1952 Olympian, is 
one ot them Attei his retirement 
from competitive football he has 
devoted his life enlnelv to coaching 
and glooming piomising tunini plav- 
eic who geneiallv make their debut 
III lust division football as membeis 
111 the small clubs He has generally 
been connected with Howrah Union 
as their coach alter calling it a das 
fmm Mohun Bautan 

But what did the authorities of the 
big clubs do foi him when he ouit the 
game^ Did they base anv plans to 
giant him financial benefits for re 
tiled Iite^ “No Never We could not 
think at anv such thing then.“ said

“Can anybody evei oveiluok the ser¬ 
vices thev rendeied to their clubs 
and to Indian tiMitlialP What are 
thev doing todav'* Navar, that great 
lootballei whose recoid of the high¬ 
est scoter in the league still stands 
unbroken, has sirtually no source oi 
income Youi piesent top scorers 
cannot i aise then tallv bevund 13 ui 
14 even when plasing 70-minute 
matcheN In out time, the duiatum oi 
j play was only sU minutes, vet he 
' scored as many as tb goals Can sou 
imagine that * And alter all this, he is 
leading his life in due poverty l.\en 
then, he has nut stopped sery ing the 
game He trams a number ui young 
buss with great cate 

“Now, think 'll Dhanidi. he was mv 
colleague but letited lecenily I 
don't know what he is going to do 
now with his three teenaged chil¬

You have spent a lot of money, but 
you have acquired very good, mod¬ 
em facilities As I said, u you don’t 
build faalities, srou do not have a 
^tuie in modem sport Our squash 
players were always good, but after 
we built the modem FlA courts we 
began making a more meamngful 
international contribution to the 
srart Without such things, you are 
hue beggars, however good you may 
be 

Fot example, you have been Olym¬ 
pic champions at hockey for so long, 
but you don't have much voice in the 
wot Id councils You have to make 
contiibutions to the game, which can 
only be done if you have good facili¬ 
ties You can then stage internation¬ 
al tournaments and make other con- 
tiibutions internationally 

Take cricket Foi five or six days in 
a Test match playeis spend most of 
then time at the ground The pavi¬ 
lion must hate all the facilities for 
them Kven Loid's, built a hundred 
yeais ago, provides better facilities 
than what we have in these modem 
times If foreign reams complain, we 
have no answer To survive in the 
woild of sport we have to provide 
good facilities 

SW You must be looking forward

NK Yes, indeed You have a good

CCTAl^ have not defaulted in any 
V V of our payments to the Asian 
Games Special Organising Commit¬ 
tee (AGSOC) regaraing the in-stadia 
advertising contract that we at 
MEETCO nave bagged” revealed 
Ashok Khanna, managing director of 
A K Advertising Pnvate Ltd, who 
•repiesents MEETCO in India 

This follows the statements made 
by Union Munster for Sports, Mr 
Buta Smgh in the Lok Sabha that the 
AGSOC had got embroiled in a dis¬ 
pute with die Dubai-based MEETCO 
group of companies in respect of a 
SIX million dollars (Rs 6 crores) 
advertisiim contract Mr Buta Singh, 
who IS also the chairman of the 
AGSOC, merely confirmed a fact 
that has long been known to keen 
followers to the Asian Games (Sporr- 
swoiid July 14. 19U) 


Reacting to Buta Singh's charge 
that IIEETCO, instead dl depositiim 
one million doUars by August 30, 
1982, has now sought "defemnent” 
not only of the payment al the first 
instalment but ate of the "lielance 
of instalments”, Ashok Khanna said, 
"This is not true We have executed 
an irrevocable bank guarantee 
MEETCO was never supposed to pay 
cash of one million dollars. 1 cannot 
understand it. If the AGSOC is wor¬ 
ried, udiy don't they cadi the guaran¬ 
tee^ Th^ can, youteow. Buta Singh 
has contused the whole issue in Par¬ 
liament ” 

The AGSOC awarded the in-stadia 


advertising contraa for the Asian 
Games, which commences on Novem¬ 
ber 19, to MEETCO supnsmgly in 
Dubm, am' not m Delhi on Blwch 7 
At that time MEETCO had executed 
an irrevocable bank guarantee of 
three million dollars drawn on Bank 
of Baroda, which has blanches m 
Dubai and Delhi Hus amount was to 
be paid m foreign currency udiile the 
r emainin g three million dollars «ras 
to be paid by MEETCO in Indian 
currency 

Inquiries in advertisiM circles 
have revealed that MEEICO have 
not been very successful^m selling 
the 1700 sites that are being put up 
at the various stadia MEETCOj^wlm 
had expected to do business of Rs 12 
crores, allounng themselves a work- 
mg pr^it mar^ of 20 per cent, have 
to date booked orders worth a mere 
Rs two crores Explaining the poor 
response by advertisers to MEET- 



GO'S off er, a media specialist opmed, 
"One reason is that the rates for the, 
hoardings at the various stadia'ara 
exorbitant Moreover, MEETCO has 
not supplied adequate information, 
like crowd anendances, TV auih- 
ences etc., to justify itt high rate ” 

Obviouuy MEETCO has realised 
itt error and has now slashed its 
rates llie revised rent structures 
have been heavily advertised in the 
national dailies to attract pomntial 
advertisers In view of this develop¬ 
ment, MEETGO's profit IS naturally 
raing to decrease and it is because cn 
uiis that they have asked the AGSOC 
to reduce the value of the contract 
from Its existmg value of six million 
dollars

example the INSAT failure No one 
seems to know at AGSOC, nor have 
they d^pelled fears, of how it will 
^ect Tv coverage Neither does the 
AGSOC bother about teUing us as to 
which countries will get the direct 
telecast In fact we have to chase the 
AGSOC to sign contracts imth other 
countries for transmitting television 
coverage ” 

All this leads to one questiim—if 
direct telecasts to other countries 
was not stitched tm how did IdEET- 
CO fax Its rates^ Surely the rent of 
the hoardings troiild be different if 
for example 20 countries were ^t- 
ting the direct telecast of the Games 
as compared to just three countries 

Another intriguing dispute that 
has developed between the AGSOC 
and MEETCO concerns the commer- 
ual spots that are run on TV before 
and uter a game telecast, like dur¬ 
ing a Test match or a feature film 
Opines Ashok Khanna, ”Our con¬ 
tract stipulates that the AGSOC will 
not permit Doordarshan (Indian TV) 
to book commercial spots from 
advertismg sponsors to be run before 
and after a game telecast” One 
wonders how the Doordaishan au¬

Raelene Boyle: 
Determination 
personified

I F you happened to be in a pmition 
to have tne biting chill of an early 
Melbourne moining m the Austra 
ban winter of 1982 you may have 
chanied to see, in one of that city’s 
famous leafy parks among the jog- 
gess and early commuters, a sing 
ularly lithe and grateful runner 
.She would have been dressed in a 
neutral, grev track suit, and there 
would have been about her move¬ 
ments a lightness and a soft flowing 
quality which would belie the taut, 
tough muscles, and the even tougher 
peisonalitv 

You would have been watching 
one ot the finest athletes in Austra¬ 
lian history preparing for the last, 
major struggle of her career You 
would be seeing a tiny part of the 
relentless dedication which made 
Raelene Boyle Australia’s must suc¬ 
cessful track and field competitor 
throughout the Seventies 
Raelene Boyle's international 
caieer came to a close before nearly 
60,000 people at the 1982 Common¬ 
wealth Games in Brisbane It was not 
only the last colourful event in her 
lung career as a runner, but one of 
the must spectacular 
It was in 1970, at Edinburgh in 
Scotland, that Raelene Boyle first 
appeared in the Commonwealth 
Games, She had burst on to the 
international scene at the Mexico 
Olympics when, aged 17, she won the 
silver medal in the 200 metres and 
came fourth in'the 100 metre and 
relay events 

Raelene remembers her innocence 
as a TOung athle'e "I wasn’t com¬ 
pletely serious at my first Olympics,” 
she says “It was just something I did 
on the side In those days 1 trained 
three days » week, now it’s seven 
days biter-club competition was as 
important as thf Olympics to me 
tbm” 

It wasn’t until much later that 
Raekne’s attitude changed. ”I came 
to feel that I had the talent to be the 
bem in the world, and the most 
unportant thing for me became to 
folnl Bn potential ” 

1b, Ewiunirgh, Raelene Bojdc *s 
farfanaanoe was sensatumal She 
weg the UO and 200 metre gold 


medals, as well as being part ot the 
winning 4 x lOO metre relay team 
She remembers, perhaps a touch 
.wistfully, **The Edinburgh Games 
were my first Commonwealth 
Games It’s always so pleasant with 
the Commonwealth nations compet 
ing because we’ve all got a common 
bond, and there's not quite the in¬ 
tensity of the Olympic Games ” 

She loved Scotland, especially us 
village life, and returns there 
whenever she is in Europe At the 
Munich Olympics of 1972 it was 
another magnificent performance 
for Raelene Boyle She won silver 



r 


medals for the 100 and 200 metre 
laces, and came fourth in two relay 
events Mixed with the joy of win¬ 
ning medah was the frustration of 
being so close to an Olympic gold 
medal, especially in the 200 metre 
event "More than anything else, I 
remember the pain of that race,” she 
says, "Everything ached ” 

The Christchurch Games in 1974 
are remembered by Raelene as "the 
friendliest Games I've ever been to” 
On the tiack in Chrishtchurch 
Raelene won three gold medals, and 
in exactly the same events she had 
won four years before at Edinburgh 
Winning the two main spnnt events 
at successive Games had been last 
achieved by Marjorie larkson in 
1950 and 1954 

At the Montreal Olympics it 
looked at last as if Raelene Boyle 
would achieve the ultimate athletic 
triumph, an Olympu gold She had 
come fourth in the 100 metre race, 
and was the favourite for the 200 
metre event And then one of those 
sporting freak accidents occurred 
which test to the limit a competitors 
ability to eiidure sheer bad Wk At 
the starting line Raelene was judged 
to have broken early twice, and was 
not allowed to compete in the event 

The trauma of failing to compete 
in her best event was a bitter blow 
and could have bioken the spirit of 
many athletes There were also 
physical problems, she had been 
forced to have operations on her 
Achilles tendons since 1974 

Yet that competitive spark which 
sportsman all over the world experi¬ 
ence, led her to compete in the 1978 
Commonwealth Games in Edmonton, 
Canada She won a silver in the 100 
metre race But although she has 
happy memories ot Edmonton, m 
hindsight she smiles ruefully and 
says "I really Wouldn’t have gone 
there 1 was a little disappointed 
mth myself for going to Edmonton— 
1 tore my tendon in the the gym 
before I went theie I had to have an 
operation four days after I came 
home ” 

Basically, she says, tendons, like 
everything else, grow old and wear 
out 

Operations and injuries were not 
to end her career, though Rqelene 
was to suffer further frustrations 
She was selected for the team to go 
to Moscow, but—-in the Mlitical cli¬ 
mate of the period—«he felt compel¬ 
led to withdraw 

There are those who think Raelene 
Boyle’s tune u past, but rau can 
never write off Raelene. "She’s al¬ 
ways mat a chance," says Raelene erf 
herseU "She’s ag^ssive and ^e’s 
prepared Sometimes it worries me 
that other person inside ftie is so 
determind” For Raelene, win or 
lose, Bnsbane will be a gkmous 
occasion To be running well enough 
even to compete is a splendid 
achievement

A Most Uncommon 

Games 


IT was an uncommon meet in more senses than one. There was a dead heat 
in the men's 200 metres, the first of its kind in any international meet. Then 
there was the incredible spectacle of a wheeichair-bound paraplegic winning 
a gold medal in archery, once again making history. There were many 
disqualifications in the swimming events and a swimmer retired at the tender 
age of 19. And finally, the world's best decathlete who refused to carry his 
country’s flag. PETER JORDAN reports 


I NCREDIBLE' There was somt 
thing in Banana Land for every¬ 
one At the end the medal tally did 
not tell the story—it never really 
does—of ten glonous days in Bris¬ 
bane Tor as the athletes packed 
their bags for home they took with 
them a bundle of unforgettable 
memories 

The ‘empire games*, the ‘friendly

The Australians too had their 
problems and theie was a serious 
move on their part to disqualify their 
Olympic and Commonwealth cham¬ 
pion Michelle Ford on disciphnary 
munds at the pre-Games camp As 
the gold medals were added to the 
kitty the problems were soon forgot¬ 
ten shelving much embarrassment 

Halfway throu^ the Games in die 
company of much emotion, tears and 
joy, Australia, it seemed, were well 
on their way \o easily top the table. 
The Englishmen thouj^t otherwise 
and in a memorable effort on the last 
day came very close to toppling the 
hosts 

Sentimental stuff there was a lot 
Tears trickled down thousands of 
faces at the Queen Elisabeth 11 Sta¬ 
dium as the sunny haired golden girl 
of Australian athleucs won an artis- 
uc 400 metres to firmly establish 
that she is one of the greatest ever 
athletes of all time Only a few 
months ago the evergrei n Boyle was 
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CMtaouf SMuaga (nght) at TuuuUa, the eventual wuiner of the 1000m final, leadi the fieU 


having fitness problems and her win

Also on the comeback trail was 
Scotland’s Alan Wells as he achieved 
a sprint double winning both the 100 
and 200 metres Wells, who had won 
his heats comfortably, was the 
favourite for the event and looked 
confident as he strode to the staning 
blocks.

The dllfennce between 
audle and video media 

BISWANATH DAS. the Sports Producer, 
Doordarshan Kendra Calcutta, discusses 
the problems of radio and TV commentary 


A n inteiesting suivcy conducted 
some yedrs ago by North German 
Btoadtasting Corpoiation in col¬ 
laboration with KIKL Universits re 
vealed a striking diftercnce between 
audio and video commentary During 
a football match two radio common 
tators were found to have delivered 
about 16,000 words in 90 minutes, 
while TV commentators only 6,300 in 
120 minutes—about 27 pei cent less 
than the former 

Different styles were found to 
have been adopted bv the two media 
It was noticed that on the radio there 
IS little stupe tor using veibs, on T\' 
they at e even moi e i edundant Since 
TV is a visual medium, its commenta¬ 
tors do not need to use as colourful a 
language as their ladio counterparts 
Inis suivey furthei stated audio 
and video media make diffeient 
kinds of demands to then commenta¬ 
tors The difference is in the lan¬ 
guage, in the approach, and also in 
the numbei of words used 
The survey also showed that com¬ 
mentators geneially use then lan¬ 
guage with much greater caie than 
thi Press—lessei use of superlatives 
and farfetched metaphors, for inst¬ 
ance 

Theie is little doubt that TV com¬ 
mentary IS a sort of verbal support to 
a televised picture But the job is 
totally different in the case of a radio 
commentatoi who seeks to do with 


his words exactly what the TV 
camera is supposed to do for its 
viewers 

Moreover, TV has some othui tech 
meal advantages, like slow motion, 
which makes the task even easier for 
the video commehtator But he has to 
be careful about one veiy impoitant 
problem inherent in these technical 
devices Ihere mignt temain gaps 
between the actual covei age of the 
events and these special effects 
which are meant to make things 
easier for the \ lewer to understand 
What the TV commentatoi has to do 
IS to act as a presenter so that the 
ordinary viewer can understand 
which pat tirular aspect his attention 
IS being drawn to 

According to Hubnei, “Ever'’ 
sports commentatoi must know that 
he can practically never attain to, let 
alone surpass, tne density and sta¬ 
ture of the picture with mere words “ 
The commentator can, at most, only 
stiengthen “the authority of the pic¬ 
ture, which IS invincible “ 

Commentators must also know 
that words are not ail that make 
communication with viewers 100 per 
cent successful Silence also plays an 
important role It might sound para¬ 
doxical but judicious use of silence 
does make the commentary much 
more meaningful and effective 

If the commentator talks too much 
the viewer will be at a loss as to 


where to focus his attention In fact, 
at times he acts veiy much like a 
radio commentator when the camera 
coverage is inadequate On ociasio>is 
he mii^t have to say, “You cannot 
see It, but the linesman has singalled 
offside*' In this connection one 
veiv important thing should be kept 
in mind bv eveiy commentator— 
although the cameia can oftei a 
vivid picture of events, it should 
nevei be thought to be infallible, noi 
should one think that human vision 
IS mterioi to it, so fai as obseivatinn 
power IS concerned 

Moreovet, theie should be a pei- 
fect understanding between the com- 
mentatois and the production team 
Otherwise there unforeseen snags 
might aiise dangeious enough to mar 
the entile shnu 

r\' lommentatois should also keep 
111 mind that too much use of stativ 
tics always produces a negative 
effect as the i lewvi loses his concen¬ 
tration on the picture Howevei, that 
IS not to sav that statistics should he 
totally done away with It does help 
the viewers in getting the signifi¬ 
cance of a pi''ticulai event 

\\ foi description of the proceed 
mgs the commentatoi should nut 
adopt a nairative style Instead, he 
should mention the names of the 
players and thus help viewers iden 
tii> them 

The commentatoi should start 
with a detPiled intioduction, describ¬ 
ing the background of the event he is 
going to co\ei Well-known athletes 
may be introduced without giving 
loo much statistical data In the case 
of football, the commentator should 
assess the stiength of the tw*o teams 
in the fiav He should fdso give othei 
relevant information also Ic make 
the coverage much more absorbing, 
the commentator should try to give 
the viewers a feeling of involvement 
through lively discussions of the va¬ 
rious aspects of the pruceedigns, 
especially it theie is anything con¬ 
troversial He should consider him¬ 
self an ordinary sjiectatoi and tiy to 
judge things from that point of \ lew 
to understand the viewers' points«f 
interest

Will Gavaskar go to the West Indies? 

ASHIS RAY asks 


I s Sunil Gavdskar again contem 
plating withdi awing trom the toui 
of the West Indies'* He did this in 
1980 when, of course, the mp fell 
thiough and so the uproar that might 
have ociutred didn't quite take 
place Now, it's a diffeient story with 
veiy little prospect of next year’s 
visit being called off, though some 
people believe that the skipper 
toitld stage-manage that as well, and 
so, il Gavaskar does decide not to 
make a leappearance at his happy 
hunting ground, the public and Pi ess 
response will not merel) be critical 
to the extreme, but cast grave aspei- 
sions on his attitude as a player 
Theie is less excuse this time of a 
surfeit nt cricket—on the previous 
occasion he had played 17 Tests 
matches in a span jof seven months 
and, thus, had a justifiable reason 
not to iisk the ‘stafeness* against the 
most fearsome attack in tne world 
And if he dues not undenake the 
ensuing tout this is bound to be 
described as higlily selfish and he 
would have veiv little argument him- 
<e]f against such opinions 
Iwo and a half months ago, Gavas¬ 
kar was at Lord's to watch the Pakis¬ 
tanis plav England And in a casual 
convei Sion with him, this correspon 
dent attempted to extract an assur¬ 
ance fiom the captain by saving “I 
hope vou are nut thinking ot any¬ 
thing outlandish like nut going to the 
West Indies '’ He answered more in 
lest than seriousness, “I am piecisely 
thinking ot that" To this I re- 
spoiidea, “Then, let me be the first to 
know about it" And we left it at 
that 

I did not attach much value to this 
chat and still believe that it was an 
informal, lighrheaited exchange, not 
deserving of advertisement, least of 
all in print And Gavaskar has not 
come back with anything 
However, a very important mem¬ 
ber of the Indian team asked me a 
few weeks ago who 1 thought would 
lead the side in the West Indies Ihis 
really took me by surprise, and 
obviously, the question could only 
crop up if Gavaskar was unavailable 
The young man, for some reason, 
piobably thought I knew more than 
he did, and once he realised his taut 
pai, was reluctant to part with any 
further information 
Ultimately, after some defensive 
remaiks like “I don’t know any¬ 
thing" and "I have not said any¬ 
thing," he came up with the story 
that Gavaskai had categorically told 
him that he was not going to the 
West Indies And the latter was not 
the only one to know about it 


Hus now fitted in with Gavaskar’s 
earlier assertion, albeit in an unoffi¬ 
cial vein, giving nse to the query* is 
he really thinking of absenting hin- 
self from the Caribbeans^ Personal¬ 
ly, 1 am iwetty certain that he hasn’t 
made up his mind as yet, thou|^ he 
might be putting out feelers to close 
friends and associates, and to an 
extent, keeping hu options open If 
hi* comes out with an adverse 
announcement, this will only take 
place after the tour of Pakisun, 
where his form and confidence could 
determine his course of action After 
nearly 12 years id opening an innings 
in Test matches, and against some of 
the greatest fast bowlers of adl tune, 
he probably finds it difficult to con¬ 
centrate senes after series without a 
break 

He, understandably, needs a rest 
more fiequently these days than 
when he was in ms twenties Moreov¬ 
er, his was a rather ill-fated tour of 
England And if he repeats this per¬ 
formance in Pakistan, he would, 
naturally be somewhat dismclined to 
take on the West Indian quartet on 
the same trot 

But on the other hand, if he re 
turns from across the border with a 
triumph over Imran Khan, he might 
teel ail that more enthusiasnc about 
clashing swards with Holding and 
company 

The last time, it was put forward 
by a section of the Press that Gavas¬ 
kar was scared to face the West 
Indian pace attack, and that he also 
would not relish going to Jamaica 
after his rather caustic commenu 
about the ciowd there I do not 
subscribe to the first-mentioned 
view, nor in part to the second 

It's unfair condemnation of a man 
who has negotiated Lillee, Thomson, 
Pascoe, Roberts, Holding, Clarke, 
Daniel, WiUis Hadlee and Imran, 
and m his earlier days, John Snow, 
and scored 7000 runs at their ex¬ 
pense, to be spoken of as being a 
coward Nut even the best of bats¬ 
men really enjoy playing fast bow- 
lung, but quite clearly some handle 
It more efficiently than others, as 
does Gavaskar, which indicates 
volumes in respect to his compe¬ 
tence, and more so because he al¬ 
ways has to encounter the new ball 
If for reasons of too much cncket, he 
felt he could not give off to hu best, 
one should have honoured thu atti¬ 
tude rather than crucified it 

Contrary to what hu cntics think, 
a majOTity of hu 25 hundreds have 
been scored against better than aver¬ 
age Test attacKs, and he should have 
no particular qualms about re- 


vuiting the West Indies where he has 
been one of the most consistent 
run-getters in post-War cncket 

As legalds Gavaskai’s racist and 
indiscieet observarions about 
lamaican cricket lovei s—he com 
pared them to monkevs—ithis is said 
to have led to a fiiioie in the island 
and allegediv thev weie out to 
'Isnch' him the next .time he came 
Ihis IS nut entitelv untiue and the 
Indian mission in Kingston, a leli- 
ablc* soulce once told me hadiecom , 
mended in the External Affaits 
Ministiv III Delhi that Gavaskai 
should nor be sent with (he touring 
paid Huwevei. the West Indian 
Boaid taking into account financial 
considerations, is said to have 
reacted in lust the opposite manner 
To them iht Indian was the biggest 
dituition tiom a spectatm stand¬ 
point and it was futile to have a team 
tiom his countiv without him "No 
Gdidskai no loui" or something to 
that efteit was. lepoilcdlv. the mes¬ 
sage sent to the Boaid of Control in' 
India 

I hus, ioiiking .It It a bit cyntcafiv. 
(he cancellation pi need a boon to the 
paities conceiiic*d, except, perhaps, 
lo the Indian Boaid who would 
oihc'iwise have made some profit 
tiom the giidianiee mones Ga«a-skai 
did iio^ want to go and was not. 
eientuallv called upon to do so The 
Indian Mission did not want him lo 
go and he did not And the West 
Indian Boaid did not want the teaifi 
to go withinit him and got it then 
was The official reason then pui out 
was that Llive Llovd and compans 
were exhausted aftei the visit to 
.\ustialia and were scheduled to go 
to England simn aftei But that way 
possibh, a diplomatic means of wiig 
gling out of a tight coinei 

It has been expressed in the En¬ 
glish Press that Gasaskei should 
take a test loi a couple of s’earx, and 
then rrnne back tin a last stmt-—akin 
to Geoff Boscnii's tactics in the 
Seventies It has been put to the 
Indian, and he piobabis realises this 
bettei than anvhodv else The men 
tal sriain ot withstanding fast bowl 
ing can conn ihute to a psychological 
inahilitv to cope with it anv longer 
But Indian sentiments are different, 
and if the captain quits the hard 
giind in the West Indies, the Press 
and the public are unlikelv to foigivr 
him for It One heais that he was 
leeietl in Madias almost throughout 
his innings ot one hundred and fiftv 
odd against Sn Lanka It rould be 
much w in sc* and a nationwide outci y 
if he chiHisi's not to go to the Carib¬ 
bean

Inhan Kriek in lact, once said, "It

Kiitk . iMsioial background is

African is a mixture of opposites—a 
truly enigmatic and intriguing per 
son He's i killer every inch of the 
wav on the court, ready to steamiul 
ler his opponent as he pounds awav 
an endless stream of whipping fore¬ 
hands, controlled backhands and de 
ceptive vollevs However, there is 
another man behind the clenched 
fists and gi inding teeth The juvenile 
Kr lek He loves the thought of rat ing 
in cars at breakneck speeds He's not 
the least interested at the thought 
that a mishap could bring his ptumis 
ing tennis caieer to an abrupt close 
But then this is not the time for such 
thoughts The thing that worries this 
young lad the most is that he cannot 
go back and spend at least some tune 
in the company of the sugarcane 
tiees in South Africa 

K riek is a sentimental person As 
he relaxed after one of his mans 
tournament wins he reminisced ot 
“the leisurely life on dad’s farm 
kven this did not allow lethargy to 
set III and young Johan was either 
playing rugby nr tennis after school 
or enjoying himself in the river or 
speeding to thrills on his lacing 
bikes He is as he himself once put it, 
“ I’lst going crazy and having a good 
time " 

That was not the end of Kiiek 
looking nostalgically back There is 
alwavs a twinkle in his eye when he 
talks about how great an athlete his 
father was It was his father who first 
introduced him to the game when he 
was only three He hit ms first hall at 
a small sugar factory in his home 
town and, as mentioned earlier, 
graduated to playing in his backyard 
after which he became a player to 
contend with at the school level 
The South African confides that he 
has always b ‘en very competitive in 
everything he did “I think 1 was 
helpira along in sports by a kind of 
iivalrv that existed between the 
Afrikaans-speaking people, myself 
included, and the people who spoke 
English and mostly lived in the 
cities It was a pride thing In rugby, 
toi rvample, we always wanted to 
beat the Enf^sh, show the suckers 
who were the best,” Kriek con¬ 
tinued, “We alwavs thought of them 
as skinny guys, not the type who 


could play rugby ” It was, un 
doubtitaly a farm boy talking 
Over the years it has biren seen 
that the brute strength ot the 
youngsters on the farms did not 
come in handv when it came to 
winning matches on the tennis court 
Things were very much different till 
Kriek came along Johan whose style 
IS as smooth as any one of the 
sonatas of Bethoven or Strauss was 
the fust person to admit that before 
him there were not many people 
from Africa who made it icallv big 
on the tennis scene One reason that 
cquid be attributed to this deanh of 
tennis players fiom Africa is that 
they just did not have the same 
tacilities ot the many cities in Eng 
land 

As the present superstar stepped 
into his teens there was, actunlmg to 
mans every chance that he would 
tieiome a top rugbv player Kiick 
thought otherwise 

H I left the sublimity of his sugar 
cane farm to join a boarding 
school in Pretoria There is little 
doubt, as we look back on it, that the 
move benefited his game as he was 
alwavs ranked in the top three in his 
age gioup But then where in the 
^ woi Id IS there not jiolitKs’ In spite oP 
leguFarlv performing well, young 
Johan was never selected by the 
African Tennis Federation for anv of 
Its sponsored tours Kriek looked 
back un the treatment dished out to 
him with an air of bitterness “The 
federation kept overlooking me year 
after year Other less promistiw 
juniors were chosen and they got w) 
their expenses paid It was impossi 
ble for me to go to the big cities like 
Cape Tonra as mv parents could just 
not afford it ” 

Kriek has good reason to believe 
that only the Engli<Ji speaking chil- 
dten were chosen and, “These were 
the people I was beating regularly, 
and yet I wasn’t chosen", he 
lamented 

The talented tetmis player had 
soon had his fill and coiud luit bear 
the treatment that was being meted 
out to him anymore It was a chal¬ 
lenging decision, but then one which 
had to be made He followed his 
coach—^who only a few months ago 
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had migrated to Austria 

I T was not easy in Aiutnaior this 
up and coming tennis player, and 
he had to piactise for many nours a 
day He only took pait in some small 
satellite tournaments The money 
did also come into Kriek's pocket 
through the many jiuuors he coached 
and soon enough the hard work was 
rewarded There was enoi^ in his 
bank balance, and Johan I&iek was 
on his way to the Umied States 
The South Afncan Press were not 
sympathetic towards theu country¬ 
man Ivhom they dubbed as a traitor 
and “the unpatiiotic tennis player" 
There was a school of riiought that 
felt that Knek had left the country 
because he did not w ant to represent 
South Africa 

But this was not the reason he had 
left It was plain and simple, the 
African Tennis federation had been 
giving him a raw deal and he had left 
loi gteener pastures because he 
rould stand it no lon^i 
There is little doubt that Kiiek 
still feels the repercussions of the 
decision he made to leave South 
Africa He is now married and he and 
his wife Tish have settled in Naples 
Knek, who is still a South Afncan bs 
nanuiialiiv, lives in the company of 
his two dugs Barfy and All* 
lapprupnate name this) and a parrot |

Knek feels that he has adjusted 
pretty well to the situation that he is 
in now Amaiiwithoutacountiy He 
once said in a reflective mood.

A hat trick of sorts by 
Pakistan 

KHALID MAHMOOD files his despatch from 
Lahore on the third Test between Australia and 
Pakistan 


P AKISTAN did it again They beat 
Australia, though this lesult 
showed little siuis of materialising 
for most part of the game, and did 
their reputation much good and con¬ 
fidence all the bettei with the Indi¬ 
ans due to fiv in around late Novem¬ 
ber What IS easily perceptible is the 
team spirit in the Pakistan dressing 
room, on the crest of a wave already 
In this mood of mind Imran Khan 
and his sentinel would consider the 
West Indians small try The English, 
to whom the series was lost in the 
summer, has, if vuu have noticed, 
already been ascribed lu poor 
umpu ing 

One angle that lellected quite 
strong in letrospect was Javed Mian- 
dad’s hundred, coming after quite a 
long time as it is It provided the 
base lor the argument that politics 
and the Pakistan team were now 
consigned only to the pages of his- 
toiy Though not many would agree 
Austialia began the first di^ on a 
note of self preservation and their 
opening stand of 85 put up by 
Graeme Wood and Bruce Laird 
emphasised a team resolve to work 
■•ut a solution to most of then prob 
lems of the four They got far but 
only initially, after which the bug 
caught on and a slide almost inevit¬ 
ably ensued Laird was the first to

Palace, Juliundur, as per their bill 
number 642 datra Id December, 
1981 The other furniture mmitioned 
above was bought from M/s Univer¬ 
sal Commercial Corooration, Jullun- 
dui Thus, the total expenditure on 
these items accounted for Rs 21,373 
unlv while in the balance sheet the 
amount has* been shown as Rs 
11,530 

The PCA Honorary Secretary, Mr 
PM Padove, in a statement some 
months back had said that Rs 10,000 
was spent on furniture for the play- 
eis’dressing room This, even after a 
cuisoiy glance at the room seems 
unbelievable 

The second objection laised by the 
Auditois was in connection with Rs 
20(X)0, supposed to have spent on 
the hue of tuiniture at the stadium 
The expense was made on an esti 
mated basis lor want of original hills 
and relevant suppoiting evidence 
The lepoit said and added that it 
should ha\e lieen supported by a 
fesoluiion hum the PCA Executive 
Committee Similar objections have

Same is the case with a sum of Rs 
35.8(K) stated to have been distri 
buted among plavers Ihe auditors' 
ubjecriun to it was that neither any 
detail of the said prizes and award 
noi payees receipts were pioduced 
to them for then verification The 
PC A officials claimed that they had 
distiibuted the piues as per a revolt 
lion passed by the Executive Con- 
miltec duting the match However, 
the auditors were not convinced as 
the PCA had failed to produce any 
resolution 

' The auditors also lefused to veiny 
the total contract income of Rs 
31,900 to the Association for want of 
copies of the imreument and the 
receipt The break up as given by the 
PCA was Rs 20,000 from Pure 
Dunks India, Delhi, Bs 1,000 from 
United Biscuits, Parwanoo, Rs 8,000 
from Nibble Restaurant, Juliundur, 
and Rs, 2,900 from Mr Balkriahan trf 
Jullundui III connection with a con¬ 
tract relating to the Car and Cycle 
stand It IS generally believed that 
the income From these sources was 
many times more than what the PCA 
offered 

According to the PCA, Rs 47,637 is 
collectively owed to it by the former 
President of the Boaid of Control for 
Cricket in India, Mr S K Wankhede, 
the Deputy Commissioner, JuUun- 
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dur, nine wmi-Guvernmenr Boaids 
and Loipoiaiinns of the Puniab (iuv> 
ernment and a few local industrial 
ists and businessmen—two of whom 
weie vice-presidents then ot the 
PCA—towaidii sale of tickets and 
advertisements 

While the Depuis Commissionei 
was not in the citv fui comments, a 
local industiialist-one ol the \icc>

There are in addition mans other 
problems which, according to the 
organiseis, stand in the wav of the 
smooth running ut the tournament 
Foi instance, the fencing system ot 
the gitnmd is inadeciuatu to check 
the infiltration ot ticketlcss specta 
tois 

Muteovei, the wooden stands on 
the two sides of the giound need to 
be elected atresh every year as the 
ground is piivate property which has 
to be vacated after the competition 
The structures aie genet ally broken 
to pieces and auctioned to the local 
traders Above all, as claimed by the 


reports from Darjeeling 

oiganiseis, the amount earned as 
gate money is not enough to make 
the tournament a success as a profit 
able concern 

All this has of late made the Dai- 
leeling Gold Cup the problem child 
of the G( vei nment of West Bengal 
With lecnirent losses plaguing the 
touinament (as the oiganiseis claim) 
and the big teams doing their best to 
elude the insitation of the DDhA, it 
has been extremely difficult foi the 
Guy ei nment to keep the event alise 
It has no option but to giant heaw 
aid as It has done this veai by 
eat mai king Ks 1,S0,()00 in addition 
to butting piessuie on some clubs to 
join the touinament Every club, 
howevei, is tiee to take its own 
decision whethei to participate in a 
competition oi not and East Bengal 
had serious leseivations about going 
to Dai leeling this veai But since the 
Government is keen on holding the 
tournament foi vaiious reasons, it is 
going out of Its wav to ensure that it 
takes place 

But the question that remains un 
answeied is it the Government is 
interested in the well being ot the 
competition, whv is it not paving any 


attention to certain alleged irregu¬ 
larities in the functioning of the 
DDSA^ Take for instance the amount 
the State Bank of India came across 
in the bill submitted to them as the 
cost of printing the tickets In an 
attempt to help rhe organisers, the 
Dai lecling bi anch authonties of the 
State Bank otteied to take on the 
cntiie responsibility ot piinting the 
tickets tor the touinament, as well as 
meeting its costs 

Strangely theie was nut much ot a 
response from the organisers’ side 
ana the bank otticial concerned had 
to use his own initiative in getting 
matters finalised Even moie 
strange, the DDSA touinament offi¬ 
cials insisted on arranging the print 
mg on then own, with the Bank 
paying the costs only “But when the 
bill was submitted, we found the 
amount simplv incredible It was in 
the region of Rs 13,000 when it 
should have tost them nut mine than 
Rs 6,000 I lust rhn>w it away as a 
false bill,” said the top olticial of the 
bank who consideied it better to 
remain anonymous 

He fiiithei added, “1 think ihe 
Gold Cup will nesei be a losing 
pioposition if such uregularities are 
looked into and soited out piopetiv 
Ihere are many iMhei such inconsis¬ 
tencies which aie taking then toll on 
the compi'tit ion I hei e ai e also a tew 
notorious people invoUed in the 
affairs of the DDbA Ihese aie the 
unwanted elements who try to make 
money out of the tournament in 
various wavs “ 

Considering all this, is it not high 
time that the Government—since it 
IS taking such an inteiest in the Gold 
Cup tournament—took steps to 
piobe into these nregularities^ They 
should weed out the unwanted ele 
ments once and foi all, especially 
because this was not the first lime 
that such allegations have been 
made bv people holding lesponsible 
positions, both in government and 
non govcinment quarters 

Since the tournament's inception 
IQ 197^, two gioups have been vying 
for power in the DDSA and one gioqp 
had to give wav to the other amidst 
allegations regarding cmbezrlement 
of funds 

As learnt from seieral reliable 
sources, the group, that was ousted 
from power left RslSOOOO outstand 
ing in payments “It is too much 
There must have been something 
wrong somewhere," commented a 
senior official of the West Bengal 
Government, who was once very 
closely attached to the organising 
committee of the Gold Cup tourna¬ 
ment “How can a tournament com 
mittee suffering losses afford to func¬ 
tion in the face of such inexplicable 
things’” he wondered 

Praple not pnvy to these goings-on 
inside the DDSA genet ally blame the 
Government when they hear 
rumours about the tournament’s im¬ 
minent death dnd when the news of 
heavy finanaal losses incurred by 



the organisers float in the Darjeeling 
air Demands for moiegoveinmental

Gold Cup tournament 
Accommodation pioblems 
would lie solved, to start with In 
addition, the ground conditions 
would be much better than those 
of the St Joseph’s College ground 
at Noiih Point Above all it would 
be a full-fledged stadium, one 
that has been awaited since 19M 
in Darjeeling 

Now, the West Bengal PWD 
Minister, Mi Jatin Chakraborty 
has announced that in all Ukeli- 
hood the next Gold C)^p tourna¬ 
ment will be held in the new 
stadium—cause for ^eat expecta¬ 
tions indeed But vw the oream 
of the Darjeeling people ever 
come true? Doubtful At least, 
that is the impiessiun this writer 
tame away with after talking to 
some key men of the DDSA.

P OST-lndependence India witnes¬ 
sed many a football prodifw We 
rarely do nowadays And yet there is 
a tendency to forget the stars of 

J resteryeais in favour ot the present 
ot who are fai inferior to past stan¬ 
dards One more player from the old 
school has left us He is the former 
Mohun Bagan left-back Dr Sanmatha 
Dutta, who was once a towei of 
strength along with the “China 
Wall” Gostho Pal in the defence 
By profession Dutta was a doctoi 
but football was in his blood He 
‘loved his rlubMnhun Bagan Senioi 
members ol the i lub will tell you so 
For 13 years he served Bagan meticu 
lously (1927-1939) Ptioi to joining 
Bagan in 1926, he donned the colours 


of Napier (now Kidderpore) for one 
year as a second divisioner and later 
qualified to be a junior interna¬ 
tional 

Story has it that Bijo^as Bhadun 
was instrumental in induction of Dr 
Dutta into Bagan A couple of years 
later this dependable defendei was 
nominated vice-captain and became 
the captain for three years thereaf¬ 
ter He achieved many milestones In 
those days to get into the IFA team 
was not easy It was officially consi¬ 
dered the national side Sanmatha 
Dutta actually can be credited as the 
first Indian captain—of course, 
under the British Raj He toured 
South Africa in 1934 

Before going to the Berlin Olym¬ 
pics m 1936 his team plarad agamst 
a Chinese side He hung nis boots up 
three years later, but to the IFA and 
Mohun Bagan he was indispensable. 
In 1940, Dr Dutta was the Bagan 
football secretary and also a gov¬ 
erning body membet lliereisno 
doubt that he was a true sportsman 
Apart Irum sikc ei he showed enthu¬ 
siasm for tennis and cricket and was 
attached te several sports organisa¬

CRICKETERS AND lOURNAUSTS 

HOW WELL DO 
THEY MIX? 

AMRIT MATHUR investigates 


RICKET jouiiulisu and players 
«>ee the game from different, 
often opposite viewpoints Some¬ 
times this difference becomes so 
Mide that the battle between cricke- 
leis and journalists appear more 
bittei than the bat/ball tussle 

The plavers feel that the journal¬ 
ists don't know what they are wilting 
about Most critics, the players point 
out with apparent glee, have never 
played the game Obvious implica¬ 
tion the plavers only are competent 
enough to comment Another mouse 
is against repotts, which the players 
aver are ill informed, biasecl, moti¬ 
vated. even mischievous Moreover, 
almost all plaveis leel off instances 
when thev have been wildly mis¬ 
quoted in intei views 

Actuallv this feeling of antipathy 
between nlayeis and lournalists is 
mutual—tne critics too have a long 
list of complaints One players are 
excessively touchy, can’t tolerate cri¬ 
ticism Consequently they empect 
journalists to be teverential Two 
they shtMit their mouths off and 
make iriesponsible statements to the 
Pi ess If these later piovc embarras¬ 
sing, the player conveniently dis¬ 
owns them Three and this is most 
impoitant plavers at times, are ama¬ 
zingly innocent about the finer 
points of the game themselves Thev 
mav not be able to express them¬ 
selves either So why all the fuss^ 

To obtain both sides of the picnue, 
Si-OR'reWORl.D spoke to cricketers 
and lournalists and asked them the

K. N. PRABHU (of the “Times of 
India”, wrote his first piece 
almost four decades back lias 
covered 120 Test matches) 

The joumalut has to observe, re¬ 
port, interpret He assesses situa 
tions and performances in the Imht 
of what happens on the field The 
question about competence is an 
age-old war between players and 
journalists Artists complain about 
art u itics and cricketers about cnck 
et journalists It is always good if you 
liave played the game but it is not 
necessary What is vital is under¬ 
standing G K Reddy writes about 
politics because he knows what he is 
wntuig about He is not a politician 
To hold the view that only cricke¬ 
ters can write competently is wrong 
Exrept Gavaskar and Tiger Pataudi 
the otheis are unable to wiite their 
copy without help Many have to be 
tutored I had problems while wiit 
ing a book with Wadekar He had 
nothing to offer Basically, a ciicke- 
tei can't easily take on a |ob for 
which he hasnx been trained 
To my mind, our national dailies 
are quite fair and competent in their 
comments They are as good as any¬ 
where else There is no doubt about 
this—1 have seen the Press operate 
abroad 

I haven’t had a “bad experience” 
with any player Mainly because 1 
stay away fiom the diessing room I 
hate quoting players unless it is tor a 
light piece 1 do my lob and they do 
theirs Moreover, after Pataudi, I 
feel a i^neration up with the play¬ 
ers anyway I think uie Press takes a 
lot of bull^it from the players The 
cricketers forget undue praise but 
not undue cniicism 
If a player mubehaves on the field 
I blast him For instance when 
Gavaskai played left-handed 1 
thought that was bloody awful 
I don’t think the Press is capable of 
boosting anyone’s career When Ghu- 
1am Parkar and Sum Nayak were 
picked fbr England who supported 
them’ The Press can highlight the 
potential of a player That’s all I can 
take credit for writing about Vish- 
wanath when he was a youngster 
But I have also written about other 


plavers who did not make the grade 

KISHORE BHIMANl (of “The 
Statesman”, has covered 50 Tests 
in 10 years of his journalistic 
careei) 

Rvervone knows the scoie before 
sunset so the journalist’s job is to 
analvse The wnter has a great t* 
iponsibility towards his readers be- 
k,ause nowadays the relationship be 
tween him and his readeis is very 
personalised Readers have their 
favourites among lournabsts For ex¬ 
ample mv readeis want to know what 
1 think about the game 

A loiimalist is ^su a watchdog 
ovei the game—whether it’s the 
selectorial exeruse, general orga¬ 
nisation, the umpiring ot whatever 
A journalist cannot permit the ills to 
go on The cricket te«m is very 
important to the average Indian He 
might not be able to lecall the names 
of the cabinet ministers but will 
know the names of the cricketers I 
wouldn’t like to comment about the 
competence ot Indian journalists 

Once Tony Greig abused me in 
public His team had scored 149 run*' 
in a day’s plav and I had criticised 
him I said he had put 80,000 people 
to sleep and ought to be in the 
Guinness Batik ot World Records foi 
this He shouted at me and called me 
^norant Later, he apologised 

When a player misbehaves you 
must take it in perspective The 
game is tougher, the stakes are high 
er, the tension is greater One’s 
nerves can snag in such conditions 
In fact, it IS bound to happen Money 
consciousness is more now 

You have cncketers who sell music 
cassettes, Botham endorsed ice 
a earn Greig advertised underwear 
He was the ultimate professional If 
he smiled he wanted Rs 10 far that

The joumaltst does more than re¬ 
port Ijie reader tvants his observa¬ 
tions This IS because of competition 
from other media The radio broad¬ 
casts to housewives and TV is a 
constant threat So the people want

If someone questions the compe¬ 
tence of journalists we could also 
question the knowledge of some 
playerd If they all knew the finer 
pomts of the game, wouldn’t they all 
be captains?

It can be veiy damaging 
The bloke u going to read the report, 
feel demoralised His performance is 
affected and the entire team suffers. 

Similarly, sometimes things hap¬ 
pen on the field which only the 
captam knows about The critics, 
however perceptive, can’t fathom ev¬ 
ery move For instance, I mi^t 
change a bowler and this may appear 
strange from the Press box But 1 
know why I did that Perhaps the 
bowler wanted to exploit the rou^, 
or even the breese and bowl from the 
other end To understand these 
things fiom far is not easy 

That IS why 1 tell people before 
passing judgement, especially if 
there is any doubt, come and check 
with me If the explanation appears 
unsatisfactory then you arc entitled 
to vour opinion 

The Press plays a very important 
role in making or breaking a playei 
Peihaps not so much in Lndia as in 
England wheie some lournalists are 
very highly thought of It they say 
somebody is good, it really matteis 
My favourite is Fiank Keating In 
India too theie ate many who are 
fairly good There aie bad ones also 
but I’d rather not name them 

Speaking foi mysclt, I can say that 
I have had an OK Press Actually I 
have reached a stage wheie I ignore 
things What did huit me however 
was that during the Packer affair I 
was called a “traitoi ” That was most 
untaii foi iheie 1 was plavmg lor my 
couniiv facing deliveiies whinmg 
past m\ lace—and this is what 1 got 1 
stopped talking to the Press tor a 
while but realised that as the captam 
I must put my team's point across so 
I had to speak 

More examples of bad journalism 
don’t come to my mind offhand 
Nothing very damagmg has been 
written about me though some jour¬

Besides describing the action on 
the field, the lournmist has to com¬ 
ment on the game It is not possible 
to categonculy term the Press as 
competent or otherwise I think we 
have people who do fine work as also 
there are people who write incom¬ 
petently 

For a person to write knowledge¬ 
ably I think It n a great help if he has 
played the game himself He might 
have studied and watched cricket for 
many years but still theie are certam 
thinm that onW a plajrei can under¬ 
stand. That’s why personally, I would 
alwarn prefer to read a report svhich 
has been wnttan by a cncketer. 

I have not bean exposed to the 


media as much u other players. Yet 
there are instances of incorrect wnt- 
ing that I can remember Normally I 
fimd at first slip and many tunes ft’s 
been reported in the papers that 1 
have dropped catches Actually, 
what are dubbed catches from far 
are, mostly, either edges that haven’t 
earned or ones which were too wide 
Sometimes even though second slip 
has dropped a catch T am blamedi 
Then, recently I was misquoted by 
S^rtsworld itself After I was pick¬ 
ed for the Indian team the journalist 
asked me whether my ambition was 
achieved I said no, as there are so 
many things I want to achieve 1 said 
ambition is not ‘just’ to play Test 
ciuket I want to do well and suc¬ 


dards and it’s through his eyes lii.i 
millions hold a certam cncketer in 
varying esteem 

Pve often heard it said that some 
joumahsts have never held a bat so 
how can they wnte competently? I 
believe that is a load of rubotsh 
because aicket is a thinking game as 
well A player learns m the middle 
and by watching as well Similarly 
the journalist learns by expenence 
and his abibty to grasp the finer 
points of the game. By and large I 
think the joumahsts are fair nut 
there is always the odd troubleiiiak- 
er who leaves a bad taste in the 
mouth You have to judge a journal¬ 
ist by his knowledge and his abUity 
to put It across 
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ceed too Moreover as far as 1 am 
concerned, cricket is not everydiing 
in life Imagine my horror when I saw 
the interview m print It just said in 
the headline “My ambition is not to 
Teat cncket" As bad as that' 
article never explained anything 
else The meaning was completely 
changed Everybody 1 met asked me 
about this mterview And I had quite 
a tune explaining 

I think the Press plays a great role 
in a cricketer’s career, specially a 
youngster’s Only throi^ the Press 
does ne get noticed and people be¬ 
come avrare ol him Of course there 
IS a hmit to what the Press can do for 
anyone because ultimately it’s the 
pmormances that count I don't sup¬ 
pose the selectors are really swayed 
by Press reports.

S PORTSWORI.D You have served 
Indian cniket for quite some 
t ime noH, as a selector and also as a 
player IVhat are your plans for a 
benefit"* 


UATTU PHADKAR InitiaUy, it 
was KoinK to be held in January 1983 
and the players weie supposed to 


now all the plans have been changed 
I was supposed to hold my benefit on 
oi 24 January but now I do not 
know what is Roing to happen Now I 
am told that the Indian team will 
aiine finm Pakistan on i February, 
so I don't I hill k that there could be 
any chance ul holding the benefit 
match this season The chances of 
holding It in anothei couple of sea¬ 
sons .ilso falls out. the West Indians, 
vou see, will be coming heie next 
winter loi a full tout The Board, you 
inav be knowing, does not allow 
foieign teams to play Indian ones foi 
somebody's benefit So I have lost a 
veiy good oppoitunity 

SW Do you think that these be¬ 
nefits are actually benefitt or merely 
org^isational headaches? 

DP* It IS a headache definitely as 
vou have to organise the entire thing 
yourself But you know that I am an 
old cricketer now 1 didn't make 
much moni^ in my playing days, w 
now at the fag end of my life 1 would 
like some money to see me through 
and help me m my old age I don’t 
want to depend on anyone then, 1 
have been an independent man 
throughout my life and would like to 
remain so without being a burdeit So 
this benefit match womd have been 
very helpful to me What am 1 going 
to do in my old age? Who is going to 
look after me* Had 1 been playing m 
this age I would have made good 
money When I started playmg in 
19451 was getting Rs 75 and when I 
letiied 1 was getting Rs 350 and, lust 
imaijm, in those days we had to buy 


our own clothes and cricket gear 
Now the manufacturers piesent 
these to the cncketers I am not 
grumbling, in fact I am very happy 
that present day players are being 
looked after 

SW: Coming now to the Board 
elections, concluded in September 
It was thought in most circles that 
you were going to be elected again as 
a selector. But then, you were ousted 
after a misconception Mr Pankg] 
Roy was proposed as the East Zone 
candidate as some parties thought 
that vou were not willing to stand 

I didn’t make much 
money in my piaying 
days, so now at the fag 
end of my life I would 
like some money to see 
me through and help me 
in my old age 


again. How do you explain all this / 

DP: I have no idea as to what 
happened, no idea at all I had never 
said that I was withdrawing to any¬ 
one 1 do not know what happened I 
fvould very much have Iovm to be 
re-elected Thu has, therefore, sure¬ 
ly come as a shock. 1 was the senior- 
most cncketer, too I ]ust ain’t hgure 
out as to how It happened You shall 
have to find thu out srouraelf. 

SW: What were chances of 
being selected as the manager for 
the tour to Pakistan? 

DP: I do not dimk that I was in the 
running. Or rather, 1 do not know. 
How can I know* I do not move 
around with these people Of course, 
had I been selected 1 might have 


gone It IS a challenging |ob Yet, I 
was surpiised when I read one day 
before the managers were 
announced that I was in the running 
as the manager 

SW: You were «ie of the selectors 
that chose the Indian team to go to 
England this year How would you 
explain the selection of players like 
Suru Nayak, Ghulam rarkar and 
Pianob Roy? 

DP* Well, I shall put it this wav In 
a selection committee each selector 
airs his own views in the beginning 
If one does not agree with one's 
views then we argue and discuss, 
after which if no solution is reached 
the issue is voted for Then I have to 
accept the decision I think this is 
quite fair When we discuss all these 
rangs in a meeting we learn a lot of 
things—the defects, the technical 
points and things like that Accord¬ 
ing to the majority of the selectors it 
was thou^t that these boys were 
very good. 

SW: Does that imply that the 
mgjonty was in favour of these 
whereas you were not? 

DP: I didn’t say that 1 said 'we', 
that u all In an argument it your 
argument is stiong then I have to 
accept It I can't go on saying ‘no’ 
There is never any vote of dissent 

SW: How wouldf the selectors ex¬ 
plain the choice of the players? 

DP: Let us take Pranob Roy furst 
All pundits had agreed that he had 
the correct technique Now he failed, 
not our fault Even others who knew 
cricket technically and in other ways 
thought that Pranob Roy was the 
best equipped cncketer, a technical¬ 
ly correct batsman Whether he suc¬ 
ceeds or not cannot be helped, thai 
depending upon luck Foi us, the 
precediiw form is important 

Well, sum Nayak had got the luns 
against the England side and got 
wickets also He had played well in 
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the oneway game, tcxi At that tune 
the selectors thought that he would 
succeed m Endand You and I may 
differ on this,lrat somtimes the fel¬ 
low may come out and succeed 

SW: Would you say that he had 
been chosen on his one^y form 
when the Indians weie scheduled for 
a Test series? 

DP: WeU, he batted leally well So 
why should we bother about the type 
of matches that he plmd in I think 
he got 70-odd against England in the 
three-day mme We also thought 
that he had bowled well It was a 
collective decision If at all you want 
to blame then it should be on the 
entire panel and nor on any one 
person You cannot mint out any one 
individual peison Moreover, selec 
tion IS not an easy process We teally 
discuss the entire pioblem, all the 
selectors and each player is discus¬ 
sed and then selected So even it I 
am against one playei or Polly is, the 
ultimate decision is taken by all As 
Idi as Ghulam Parkai was ton 
ceined, he had made many luns 

SW. What were \-our specific con¬ 
tributions as a selKtor? 

DP’ With whatevci little expen- 
ente 1 had along with some technical 
knowledge, 1 gave the othei selectors 
the benefit ot mv thinking Yes, 1 
have made certain contiibiitions but 
I cannot tell you what 1 have done or 
not done If I tell vou that I have 
done this and I base dune that then 
it is wrong 

Moieovei, ihe ciedit over the 
years should go to all the selectors 
and not one of them Look at the 
result during our tenure, at how 
many Test matches we won 

1 had never said that I 
was withdrawing to any¬ 
one. I do not know what 
happened. I would very 
much have loved to be 
re-elected 

SW: what about that theory that 
some of our victones teere achieved 
against rather weak sides, like the 
West Indies and Australia that came 
down here? 

DP: No, I wouldn’t say that What 
used to hapmn in the past^ We used 
to get Enj^ish teams which weie 
never too good Yet, we nevei used 
to wm 

As regards my personal feelings, I 
have had an absolutely satisfying 
time as a selector I think the selec¬ 
tors as a whole did an exosUent |ob 

SW: Does the element of bias, if 
any, creep into the selection of crick¬ 
et teams m the country'* 

DP: How can theie be bias, tell 
me? “niere are five selectors from 
five zones One of the selectors may 
say, *I want him in* but then there 


are four others also. Can anyone 
force his own candidate mto a side? 
No pressures came from anywhere in 
the selection of sides Moreover, Pol¬ 
ly (Umngar) and I were the senior 
most cricketers in the pOnel, so no 
players or officials could come to us 
and say “Bhai, ye kam, wah karo" 
(Do this, do that) There wrere also no 
gioups within the selection commit¬ 
tee duiing our tenure and no direc¬ 
tives were given by any. membei of 
the Board to us So the question of 
bias was just not there, everything 
was conducted most impartially 


If at all you want to 
blame then it should be 
on the entire panel and 
not on any one person 


SW Do you think that East Zone 
has been denied its rightful say in 
the recent past* 

DP: How can you say that* On 
what grounds and with what exam¬ 
ples* Tell me the names of the 
players that should have come into 
the side and weie not given a 
chance* 1 wouldn't say that even 
with mv being a selection membei 
When 1 was one, Gopal Bose went to 
England, after which I was not there 
in the panel tor the next two years 
Then, Dilip Doshi was selected, so 
was Pranob Roy and now Arun Lai It 
is not right to say that East Zone has 
not been well looked aftei Tell me, 
which are the players that have done 
well* Whenevei 1 was there they got 
their due Foi example, Barun Bur- 
man was given three chances and on 
all three occasions he failed, in the 
sense that he went off the field in aU 
three matches He was selected for 
important games and after one over 
or so he came off 

SW What do you feel about the 
appointment of Mr. N K P Salve,ron- 
sioenng that he has never served as 
the Vice President of the Board* 

DP: How can I say anything about 
that* That is up to the public they 
feel that, being a Minister, he wdi be 
able to help the Indian Board lietter 
Now how that will be I don’t know I 
do not go into the Board policies 1 
am a cricketer, 1 talk about cricket 
and that is all Nor have I given this 
idea any thought 

SW* Do you think that persms 
with political backing will be able to 
run the Board in an autonomous 
manner? 

DP' I would not want to talk about 
It The question is something not 
relating to cricket I wouldn’t be able 
to cumment on it 

SW: How would you assess the 
performance of the Board under Mr. 
S. K. Wonkhede? 

DP: As far as the selectors were 


concerned, we were very happy He 
did not interfere with us and said, 
"you selea the side and give the 
names" He also looked after us well 
The arrangements like board and 
lodging and other things at diiferent 
Test centres were taken care of for 
us under his insistence by the diffe¬ 
rent State associations I was very 
happy and so were the others 

SW' What do you foel about the 
selection process? Do you diink that 
It requires some change for its im¬ 
provement* 

DP: I don't thmk the process needs 
any impiovement We have been 
seemg the players in different games 
at different places Each one formed 
his own opmion, came together and 
discussed the entue matter Some¬ 
times It took three hours, four hours 
but we thrashed out points like tech¬ 
nical points, temperament, the con¬

SW. Could you point out any flaws 
m the working <n the Board?

A fter the exerdse of two trial 
meets, it can now be said with 
some confidence that the Asian 
Gamen will be held with all the 
facthties in reasonable order, if not 
to everyone’s total satisfaction 
Everyone—the sportsman, the offi 
ciai and the spectatoi—had some 
reservations about the conduct of 
the Games when the newly- 
constructed arenas were put t 9 the 
test dm mg the Trial Games in 
September The list of defects 
seemed unending But, by the time 
the women’s sports festival came, 
many of these loopholes weie plug 
ged and theie weie fewer com¬ 
plaints 

For all the criticism heaped on the 
special Oiganising Committee, parti¬ 
cularly Its technical directorate, one 
can satelv s.iy that the venues stood 
the test well 

Even the swimming pool, which 
gave no end of trouble to all those 
concerned with its construction, is 
competition-fit Even the feel of the 
opening and closing ceiemonies was 
satisfying, though they were far from 
the real thing Everything looked 
impressive and came off well, timed 
to the last minute, if not to the last 
second 

01 course, for spectators, the 
schoolchildren trooped into the 
venues in an organised manner, 
causing minimal problems for the 
Bordei Security Force and army 
jawans who manned the gates at the 
Jawahailal Nehru Stadium 
The arrangements looked adequ¬ 
ate iir eveiy venue In fact, at places 
like the Hall of States and Talkatora 
Indooi Stadium, where the capacity 
IS not much, one wonders whether 
there would be enough space for the 
secuiity men to move about inside 
With all the traffic restrictions and 
the innumberable entry points, one 
may be well advised to do some 
homework before setting oft 
One official, who came for the 
opemng ceremony of the women's 
festival, took more tl}an half an hour 
to find the nght antry gate since 
nothing was marked on his card By 
the time he got in, the show was 
almost over 

The most satisfying part of t^e 
festival was the commissioning of 
the swimming pool at the Talkatora 
complex If and when the roof comes 
over the pool (for the Asiad it will be 
roofless) it would be a fabulous 
structure As it is^ it has an imuosmg 
look in i^Ulc Bumundings on the 
opening dwy of the swimming meet 
one could see the beamme faces of 
the engineers and other oftidalscon 
nected with it.

the Talkatora Indoor Stadium, the

The one important place which did 
not get a final approval is the Games 
Village Hie competitors fw the 
women's festival were not lodged 
there.

QUESTION: Howmiididoyoui^ 
on your footwork and speed?

ANS^R: Well, if I'm feeling 
slow. It sure doesn’t help matters 
much But. you know, then you have 
to rely a bit more on yoiur strokes, a 
httle bit more on hitting balls with a 
little more angle, tmng to move 
your opponent out of court. Some¬ 
times, when you’re really fast ot you 
know you’re faster than the oaier 
guy, you’re able to play a few more 
balls back and force the opmiient 
into more errors More balls the 
other guy has to hit the more chance 
there is that he’ll make an error 

QUESTION: What about dUferent 
court surfocts? How do they affect 
your need? 

ANSWER: I think ysni have to be 
faster on a hard court On clay, a lot 
of slow players have learned to slide 
They can compensate, so it’s an 
equaliser. But with speed on clay, it 
means you can pretty much get to 
any ball, and it*s ton^ to put a ball 
by a fast plqror.

ANSWER Yes, nght after practice 
on court 

QUESTION: What about rope- 
jumping? 

ANSWER: I’ve never jumped a 
rope WelL maybe once with my 
sister, Ruta, when I was about six 
But it's got to be good for footwork, 
because a lot of players are doing it 

QUESTION: You^re 27 now. Do 
you find that playing longer matches 
takes a toll, with all that coming in? 

ANSWER: Fm sure it eventually- 
does, because you’re definitely not 
getting stronger and stronger as you 
get older But I think you have to 
reach a certain age before you start 
to deteriorate a little—maybe 30,32 
The only change I’ve noticed is that 
Fve gained a little weight, maybe 
three or four pounds, and I think it’s 
actuallv made me a little stronger I 
definitely don’t feel any slower If 
anything, I feel faster 

QUESTION: What would you teU 
someone sAo wants to improve his or 
her s peed? Can you really improve it 
enough to mMtc a difference, or does 
it have to be God-given? 

ABiSWER: Well, you can always 
improve it to make a difference But 
for somebody to be as fast as Borg or 
Knek, guys uke that, you definitely 
just have to have it It you're con¬ 
siderably slosrer, you’re not going to 
improve enough to match their 
speed That’s something that’s God- 
mven.

Imran Khan profiled by MUDAR PATHERYA 


TMRAN AHMAD KHAN NIAZL U 
Jjie were a Cbrutian they would 
have canonued him by now In 
theocratic Pakistan diey only make 
such people captains and reject 
them tor anothtf senes 

The stoiy goes back some eleven 
months mto murkier room At Perth 
in the first Test, a match Austraha 
won by 286 runs, hnran had four for 
66 and three for 90 while the bats¬ 
men squandered away the leeway by 
being Dowled out for their lowest 
ever of 62 in less than two hours. 
Came Bnsbane and Imran now had 
four wickets. Border, Hughes and 
Wellham bowled and Marsh gniqwd 
in the slips But by Melbourne m t^ 
third Test, the wheel had begpn to 
budge Imran now picked up five and 
creamed it with an unbeaten 70 
while Pakistan whopped it by an

Imran Khan will be 30, tlus 25 
November Possibly the fastest bow¬ 
ler in Pakistan’s histoiy, it would be 
interesting to milk w. Jahangir 
Khan on svhether Nissar, anonm 
Punjabi, sras fatter. It is passed 
around that when Imran was youiH 
ger the inner side of his arm was 
nxed from the ricin to his body. One 
fine day, he sras in danger of faUmn 
off a tree and in a reflex action tried 
u prevent himself ftom plummet- 
ting The sku npped, the arm went 
loose and Imran was on his sny to 
being a fast bowler. Todiu a scar 
remains and he finds it ditnciilt to 
extend his arm Batting, too, becom¬ 
es difficult 

He made his first-dass debut m 
1969-70 for Lahore and waited for 
only a year and a half before making 
It to England under ’Inty’ Alam. 
Imran played a Test, not that be 
would like to remember it He 
sprayed the ball all over the shop 
and sms dnqiped from the remainu^ 
Testt He joined Woroastershirb that 
very year and played for Oxford, too, 
till 1973, cajiuining it in 1974. 

But during that period it was mere¬ 
ly an internship. The honours came 
his way (or the first tune in 1976-77 
when the Pakittanis were fighting it 
out m Australia. Someone suggested 
that he oiqjht to bowl faster and 
Imran thou^t it worth to give it a 
tnr The reswt was dramatic He took 
12 for 165 in the last Test, Pakistan 
beat Australia for the first time nn 
their ground and even Grra Chap¬ 
pell sras of the opinion. “On occa¬ 
sions, he bowled as fast as Lillee m 
this Test, and it rates as one of the 
best performances by an opposition 
bowler 1 have seen in my career.” 

At present, Imran u at the crest of 
it all Holdiim u, perhaps, the only 
one faster but when the battle 
squares off to skill, the ssnng varia¬ 
tion and the ultimate qunxing—-now 
what’—Imran takes the biscuit 
“You seldom know what his next 
move snll be,” says Ban and he’s 
been around with the man for more 
than a decade now) And the one that 
confirmed it svas when he took off 
Randall’s bails at Edgbaston this 
year The batnnan shoulder-armed— 
many srould have done the same—

“As you know, the wickets over 
there don’t encourage the fast men— 
actually they do their worst to dis 
courage them—and the climate isn’t 
particularly friendly Also the physi¬ 
que of the average player doesn’t 
lend Itself to fast bowling, so it’s easy 
to understand why there haven’t 
been many great Pakistani fast men 

“Actually, if I may go back a few 
years, Pakistan’s batting was fairly 
weak before the Seventies In those 
days, and on our wickets, most Pakis¬ 
tani captains played for draws so 
there was no incentive for any quicks 
lurking about 

“In those days I regarded myself as 
a special bat who could bowl a bit 
and my chances weren’t too hot of 
breaking into the PUkistani team I 
realised that I’d better make myself 
something of an all-rounder if I 
hoped to play for my country and in 
1971, at 18, I got my first cap as 
exactly that—a Sattuig all-rounder.”

sing as well as Mudassar and act as 
weu as Sarfrax " One day I must find

As cousin Majid Khan puts it,

Bearing up for a season 
of vintage thrills 

GEORGE K. GEORGE reviews the Davis Cup ties 
between the USA and Australia and France and 
New Zealand. Even more interesting than team 
tennis, he reports, is the prospect of the battle for 
singles supremacy in the coming months 


H ate JohnAItEnrne if vou mutt 
But salute him for the sportsman 
he IS Sounds funny’ Are not dedita- 
tion and devotion to the game the 
essence of sportsman spun’ Is not 
team spirit the essence of sports¬ 
manship, especially when it is pre¬ 
ferred ovei big bags of money’ 
Don’t you respei t a player when he 
swallows bis pride and his career 
record for his country, especially in 
an individualistic game like tennis’ 
If so, take your hats off to John 
Patiick McEnroe Ji and thank him 
for making the Davis Cup tourna 
ment wnrrh something 


In the first week of Octobei, when 
Jimmv Connors, Ivan Lendl, B|orn 
Borg and the likes were pounding 
tennis balls in Montreal at the 
S250,000 Molson Light tournament, 
John McEnroe was <m a plane to 
Perth, Australia. He left from San 
Francisco immediately after beating 
Jimmy Connors in straight sets in the 
Grand Prix final After a refuelling 
stem in Honolulu, the Pan American 
747 had an aboned take off As it 
was taking of finally, one of the tyres 
burst 

It took two hours to discover the 
mishap and the plane returned to 


Honolulu. Fuel was jettisoned into 
the sea and the passengers were 
warned about a possible crash land¬ 
ing. The plane landed safely, but 
McEnroe and his doubles partner 
Peter Flemming had to wait 10 hours 
before another plane ai rived from 
Los Angeles Thiw had to sleep on 
the floor of Honolulu Airport in the 
meantime They ended chetr loumey 
on the third day, after 48 hours 
Right away c aptain Arthur Ashe sent 
them to the practice courts 

In the meantime, Jimmy Connois 
was well on his wav to the $80,000 
first prize and Borg was working on a 
$50,000 second in the rory environ¬ 
ment of Montreal They were not 
exactly sleeping on an port f loots 
They had much less at stake in a 
routine tournament 

John McEnroe and his new team¬ 
mate Gene Mayei swept the opening 
matches more comfortably than any¬ 
one had imagined McEnroe earned 
a conduct warning and a penalty 
point from French umpire Patrick 
Flodrops as he battleci Australia’s 
No 1 Peter McNamaia m four sets 
and 3 hours and 11 minutes 

After a sensational season in 1981, 
McNamara was expected to fate a lot 
better on his home tuif Though he 
took the second set at 6-4, McEnroe 
pioved supeiioi in stiokes McNa¬ 
mara put consideiable piessuie on 
the young Ameiican with some 
powerful serving The penalty point 
and the warning came in the fourth 
set, after McNamara had held him to 
break points four times in his fust 
two service games Then he saved 
seven break points for himselt in the 
seventh game 

In the next game McKntoe was 
broken and his troubles began 
Thoufdi he broke back immediately 
and held his own serve to take a 4-3 
lead, he disagreed with the umpiie 
ajuin and hit the ball into the crowd 
Inat resulted in the penalty awaid in 
favour of McNamaia and cost him 
the^me But in the last two games, 
McEnroe hit his peak and produced 
winner after winner to claim the set 

From then on, it was the United 
States and John McEnroe all the 
way Gene Mayer beat John Alexan¬ 
der after conceding the second set It 
was the former’s first Davs Cup 
match It was an easy win 

He had waited three years for that 
moment “It was something 1 always 
.wanted to play,” he said “I made 
myself available, but Ashe picked 
others I had to swallow my pride to 
make myself continually available 
And this tune when he asked me, my 
first reaction was to say, *No, I'm not 
interested * But that wasn’t reason¬ 
able, even though I felt I had been 
wronged " 

John McEnroe was not too pleased 
with Ashe’s behaviour either “At 
break point in the fourth set I 
thought the ball was well inside the 
line, and Arthur thought so too But 
he didn't say anything I wanted hit 
support he said latar.

The double* match was a lineup 
between the best doubles tcums of 
the world, Peter McNamara and Paul 
McNamee, the reijming Wimbledon 
champions took on last year's Wimb¬ 
ledon champs, McEnroe and Flem¬ 
ming The Austrahans were favoured 
to win, especially because Flem¬ 
ming's game has faiMn rather erratic 
m recent nmnths. 

But the Americans won after the 
raurth set tie-breaker. McNamee and 
Fwmmmg held the fort for their 
respective teams Flemming's con- 
iistency gave McEnroe the opportun- 
yy to hit out free^ and made the 
bm of that 


The 3-0 lead by the Amencans 
decided the tie, but McEnroe and 
Mayei played the remaining match¬ 
es With enthusiasm and dedication 
The matches weie leduced to a best 
of three sets basis by mutual agree¬ 
ment Mayer beat Mark Edmondson 
who had replaced the iniured McNa¬ 
mara, in 6/ minutes and McEnroe 
outclassed John Alexander in 71 mi¬ 
nutes. 

John McEnroe's next Davis Cup 
voyage will be to the indoor clay 
courts of Grenoble, France, for the 
fui^ which start- on November 26 
Hu main opponent will be the sur¬ 
face. Then theie is Ashe's protege 
Yannick Noah, who ramed his rann- 


try on his shoulders m their tie 
against New Zealand 
France took a 2-0 lead on the 
opening day, thanks to Thieiry Tul 
sane's win over Russel Simpson 
Yannick Noah had no problems in 
disposing off Chris Lewis But Lewis 
and Simpson took the doubles from 
Noah and Henn Leconte in struct 
sets in a match marred by disputes 
over line calls 

New Zealand came closer when 
Chris Lewis beat Thierry Tulsane to 
make it 2 2 An undeterred Noah 
swept the final match in straight sets 
before the home ciowd and took 
Fiance to the finals 
It will be interesting to watch Ashe 
as he leads his men against his 

S rotege Where will the loyalties be^ 
nowing Arthur Ashe, it is not haid 
to piedict He will be with the U S 
all the way 

Bjorn Borg lost another oppuitun- 
ity to le-establish himself losing 
the Molson Light Challenge to Jim¬ 
my Connors It was their third en¬ 
counter since the American's Wimb¬ 
ledon win and the first after his U S 
Open showdown with Lendl In the 
two exhibition matches before the 
Open, Connors had won easily But 
tms was a tournament with a number 
of top play* rs 

Borg beat Kevin Cuiren and Ivan 
Lendl in straight set on his way to 
the finals He was veiy sharp as he 
oveitame Lendl (7-6, 7-6) in a hard- 
fought match Borg took a 4-1 lead in 
the second set, but Lendl came right 
back to take a 4-0 lead in the tie 
breaker Boig aswered Lendl's 
powerful serves with his superb pas¬ 
sing shots 

Connors broke twice in the open¬ 
ing set, but was broken in the ninth 
game The best exchanges of the 
match came soon after In the second 
set Botg was more erratic and he 
netted too many easy returns A 
number of balls were hit long His 
first serve was not impressive either 
On the whole, he still looked rusty 
Besides, Connors came up with some 
strong approach shots and aggres¬ 
sive volleying 

Borg's conquest of Lendl and 
McEnroe's return to form in the 
Davis Cup and in his last final 
against Conners promises an excit¬ 
ing season ahead in men's tennis 
The war u on McEnroe seems to be 
back m top form, but Borg is yet to 
be reborn 

Connors is in no mood to take 
thinu easy In fact, the Open victory 
which earned him the undisputed 
No 1 ranking for the first time since 
1974, seems to have made him aU the 
more determined and resourceful 
At last he is improvising a lot and 
planning his tactics carefully against 
each opponent He is as unfettared 
as a wild horse and McEnroe's talent, 
Borg's might and Lendl's venom will 
have to combine to stop him Tennis 
couldn't hope for anything better 
than battles between uiis foursome

No Davis Cup 
in Caicutia

T he state of tennis in West Ben^ 
IS a inmial quagmire Over the 
vears the administrators of the game 
have turned their offices into sites 
fur battles of personalities Each side 
blames the other for ‘rummg the 
game in the State’ and in the long 
lun. it IS only tennis which is the 
losei 

The Bengal Lawn Tennis Associa¬ 
tion are lesponsible foi admmisira- 
tion of the game in the State The 
association is the parent body and all 
the tennis playing clubs in West 
Bengal are affiliated to it However, 
only 14 of these clubs are elected 
onto the BLTA State Council and, as 
a result, directly take part in manag¬ 
ing the affairs 

It IS common knowledge that the 
Calcutta South Club is the premier 
tennis playing club, not only of Cal¬ 


cutta, but surely of the country. 
Right from the Fifues the BLTA and 
the South Club have worked hand in 
hand In 19S3 they jointly organised 
the Raj Kumari Amrit Kaur 
Coaching Scheme The head coach of 
that scheme was Dilip Bose, and the 
scheme produced players of the 
calibre of Jaideep Mukheijea, 
Akhtar Ah and Premjit Lall 
A few years later the All India 
Lawn Tennis Association took over 
the scheme, but the BLTA South 
Club relationship was still as ami¬ 
able as ever Bengal's lawn tennis 
body was allowed to use the courts oi 
the South Club, and all the coaching 
schemes of the latter were con 
ducted on the wonderful grass couits 
of the South Club situated at Wood 
burn Park Heie in itself lay the 
malady 


The BLTA have never owned 
courts of their own. RHiat eiqplana- 
uon can the association cdfN fw 
this’ Lack of funds is not a sufficient 
excuse They have had ample oppor¬ 
tunities to fill their cotters The 
Grand Pnx was staged in Calcutta in 
1975 and 1977 and the BLTA should 
have directed the profits of these 
two events in acmiiring their own 
courts This would have made the 
BLTA independent of the clubs 
affiliated to it especially, of course, 
the South Club whose courts they 
were still using. Besides the courts, 
the BLTA office was (and still is) 
situated in the premises of the South 
(3ub However, after a few months, 
problems which had been bubbhiw 
for quite some tune finally exploded 

T he South Club with the ex Davis- 
Cupper turned businessman- 
cum-commentdtoi Naresh Kumar as 
Its Piesident decided that the BLTA 
weie not conducting the coaching 
schemes properly, and as such de¬ 
cided after much conjecture not to 
allow the BLTA to continue anymore 
at the South Club 
To cut a long story short the BLTA 
licking their wounds of pride left the 
grass and haid courts of the South 
Club The courts oi the club were 
now to be booked by club members 
and also for coaching purposes 
One IS not very certain how far the 
South Club have been succeeding in 
conducting then own coaching 
schemes, but that is another story 

The BLTA then held an Annual 
General Meeting (the first after T 
years) and it was deuded here that 
the South Club along with the Satur 
day and Cossipore Clubs would no 
more be members of the State Coun¬ 
cil Instead they would only be ordin¬ 
ary members of the BLTA This deci¬ 
sion was reacheni because the South 
Club had not paid their capitation 
fees over the last few years the 
politics are endless sickeniim 
The tangle between the South Chib 
and the BLTA is not going to oe 
resolved in the near future 
One thing which is the result of 
rhis conflict is that the All India 
Lawn Tennis Association with Dilip 
Bose as its secretary cannot hold any 
Davis Cup matches in Calcutta The 
AILTA will have to ask the BLTA for 
use of courts, of which the latter has 
none The BLTA cannot even *bor- 
low’ the South Club courts m the 
present circumstances 

The end result is simple No more 
Davis Cup matches in Calcutta Will 
Mr Dilip Bose and his ‘associates’ 
realise the gravity of the situation 
and attempt to patch up thmgs Un¬ 
doubtedly, the South Club and it’s 
administrators do have their faults 
and It IS a question of the pot calling 
the kettle black It is sickening and 
sad to sqe the game of tennis dying 
in the city Enough is enough. For 
once please put tennis and more irf 
tennis before T, T, and more of T 


WHY WAS JIKHTJU JIU AICED ? 


W ITH regard to the nomination 
of tennis coaches for training 
Asiad probables, there has been a lot 
oi cntiasm in tennis circles The 
blame for this falls squarely on the 
All-lndia Lawn Tennis Association 
Indeed, the first man to have been on 
the panel should have been former 
Davis Cupper and coach Akhtar All 
It u even more strange that it was 
the AJLTA itself— which had de¬ 
puted Akhtar Alt as the team coach 
tor the Davis Cup matches against 
the USA at California—that brushed 
aude his name for the final tennis 
camp 

Akhtar has been the Davis Cup 
coach since 1966 during which te¬ 
nure the Indian team reached the 
Challenge Round in 1966 and 1974 
Added to this is his vast internation¬ 
al experience as a coach Rama- 
nathan Krishnan stated that Akhtar 
IS the best coach available m hidia 
while Naresh Kumar vouched for the 
fact that Akhtar is one of the finest 
coaches in the country with a wealth 
of international experience 
Akhtar All has been coaching Vi- 
lay \mntrap month pnor to Wimb- 
ledcm for the last four years The 
latter thinks that Alt is “helluva 
coach and he can get the best out of 
the players” Others who tram under 


him say that Akhtur is Bfr Terrible 
during training but fantastic off the 
court Premjit Lai and Jaidip 
Mukherjea too are of the opinion 
that he is the best coach, as is 
evident by his record 

But strangely enough due to the 
shortsightedness of the AILTA, 
Akhtar All who u ready to do service 
for the nation, was discarded for less 
experienced coaches What is the 
reason’ One feels ashamed that a 
person like Mr Pallani who is not 
even a coach of the Madras Tennis 
Assexuation, has been selected to 
tram the probables Does this also 
mean that Akhtar is not good enough 
to be a coach at that level’ When 
asked at that Calcutta South Club 
about his reaction, Akhtar Ali smiled 
and said “No comments, please But 
this IS nothing new widi the AILTA 
They have treated me like this ear- 
her" 

In reply to India’s chances at the 
Asian Games Mir All comqiented 
“Our team which toured abroad has 
not played even a sinde grass court 
tournament and at DeUu the game is 
going to be played on that particular 
surface

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For the sake of pace 

PARTAB RAMCHAND profiles the promising 
paceman, T. A. Sekhar 


nr<HlRUMALAI ANANTHAPILLAI 
A. SEKIIAR wds born ten years too 
late Had be been bom in 1946 
instead of 19S6, which is hu year of 
birth, he would not only have walked 
into the Indian team but also have 
been welcomed with open arms into 
it instead of having to fight hit way 
into It like he has been forced to do 
now 

Just think of It There IS haidlv any 
pace bowling tradition in India but 
in the Sixties and the early teventies 
■the stare of affairs was indeed laugh 
able Among those who opened the 
bowling foi India intermittently foi 
about ten veais in this period weie 
Dunam, Chandrasekhai, Wadekai, 
Subiamanvam. Pataudi, kundeian 
and even Gasaskar' Jaisimh,i, of 
enutse, used to be the regulai open 
ing bowlei 

Tndav ten veats latei, theie is a 
surfeit of good fast medium to 
medium fast bowlers—Kapil Dev, 
Madan Lai Sandhu, Valson and 
Sekhar The competition, thus, is 
ptetty stiff but Sekhar is determined 
to make it to the top 

Sckhai certainlv has the right 
build for a fast bowlei He is e'i'and 
weighs 81 kilos 1 he weight is, more 
oi less, evenly distiibuted on a long, 
well built frame He has stiong arms 
and shoulders lie has long legs 
which have stood the strain of fast 
bowling at the national level foi 
mote than two veais in the Ranii 
Trophy, Duleep Tiophy and the Wills 
1 1 ophv competitions With all this he 
mitiallv gained a notorious reputa¬ 
tion of being iniury prone All that 
was because of one ankle itiiuiy he 
had suffeied playing in a match 
dunng the CAB (Cricket Association 
of Bengal) Golden Jubilee celebra¬ 
tions in (^Icutta in January 1981 
Sekhar probably aggravated the in- 
tury by playing fm- his club in a 
crucial league match on his return 
That finished him off for the season 
and he missed the Ranji games 
against Karnataka, Haryana and 
Bombay 

It took some ume foi the injury to 
heal and Sekhar slowly limped back 
to normalcy and fought back mto the 
Duleep reckoning widi a string of 
notable performances in Madras. Hr 
had actually made his Duleep Dro- 
pby debut the year he play^ his 
first Raitji match m 1980 In tKt, his 
first-class career was off to a dream 
start He took a wicket—Shahid 


^bar caught behind—off the fwst 
mU he bowled in first-class cricket 
This IS a rare feat, performed only 1^ 
very few in the long, long history of 
fust-class cricket Then, after play¬ 
ing in just that match against Hy^r- 
abad, he was straightaw^ jntch- 
forked into the higher level of com¬ 
petition in the Dulem Trophy Play¬ 
ing against Central l^e at Kanpur, 
Selchar bagged five wickets for the 
match including a spell of four in the 
second innings and scored a bri^t 
S8 to boot at number nine lliis 
heady start seemed to hold much 
promise but then came that injury 
that saw Sekhar out of the headlines 
for some tune 

When Sekhar burst upon the 
national scene two years ago, there 
were many with sufficient cricketing 
background—playeis, officials and 
jouinalists—who saw in him a futuie 
Indian fast bowler His height and 
physique weie the fust things to 
attract attention Then of course, 
came his peiformance on the field 
Even at that time he had genuine 
speed which he has inci eased by a 
couple of yards now At the moment, 
even the must knowledgeable among 
crif ket enthusiasts feel that he is as 
fast as Kapil Moreover, because of 
his greater height, he certainly is the 
tallest fast bowler playing at the 
national level and is able to make 
the ball lift from even the most 
docile of wickets lliai is Sekhar’s 
chief asset On the moie livelier 
wicket at the Chepauk, this writer 
has frequently seen him make the 
ball rise to alarming heights from 
spots just short of a length This, 
added to his speed, makes it discon 
certing for the batsman Milind Gun- 
jal was Sekhar’s latest victim m last 
month's Duleep Trophy game Even 
after seeing the baU very well and 
building his score diligetly to 69, he 
could not fathom an extra-fast deliv¬ 
ery and got the ball straii^t on his 
mouth So severe was the injury that 
Gunjal not only missed further part 
in the match, but had to miss the 
final also 

All this IS not to say that Sekhar is 
a dangerous bowler He can be if the 
situation warrants, and only on a 
really helpful wicket 

And now even the most expen- 
enced of cricketers have an en- 
couraun^ word for him After hit 
superb display against West Zone in 
last month’s Duleep semi final— 


Sekhar himself nnks this as his 
best-ever performance—Ashok Man- 
kad told mm that he had talent-and 
with praaice and hard work he had a 
good chance of makiiu it to the top 
Kirmam has said that he is one of the 
quickest bowlers he has kept wickers 
to and one must remember that lie 
has kept wickets also for Kapil, Abiil 
Ah, Ghavri, Yograj, MdBan Lai and 
Randhir Sin^. 

Though hehat played under Venk- 
ataraghavan, Vishwanath, Madan 
Lai and Bnjesh Patel at the national 
level, Sekhar says the best captain 
he has played under has been Bhar- 
ath Reddy, who leads the Cheraplast 
Club for which Sekhar plays in local 
League cricket “He understands 
fast bowlers, theur wants and their 
temperaments” Reddy has used him 
in short spells—the way a fast bowler 
usually likes n> bowl A bowler like 
Sekhar should not be asked to bowl 
for two hours at a stretch, and yet, 
when Vishwanath demanded this cS 
him in the Duleep semi final against 
West Zone. Sekhar rose to the occa¬ 
sion, taking seven wickets That was 
the performance that brou^t him 
into the Rest'fd India team and into 
national reckoning 

Reddy himself says that he has had 
to goad Sekhar into self confidence 
By nature Sekhar is shy, reserved, a 
maverick—a person who seldom 
speaks unless spoken to Reddy in¬ 
stilled that confidence into him “I 
was always confident that here was 
someone who really hwi a good 
chance of playing for India and 1 told 
him to give that much extra in hu 
bowling, to go all out, whether he 
was bowling in short spells or long, 
whether he was having the new ball 
or old” 

A sinking figure on the field, be¬ 
cause of his enormous height and 
awesome build, Sekhar loves to field 
in close catching positions Hesrasa 
below average fielder but again 
through sheer hard woric he has 
improved considerably lake others 
'of his breed, Sekhar likes to use the 
long handle to good effect and he 
han that fine knock of 58 against his 
name in his first Duleep livphv 
match That he is trying^to impiino 
still was witnesed in the Duleep semi 
final, when he helped Jabbar add 51 
runs for the last wicket, his share¬ 
being 19 not out Diuing that m- 
nings, th«« was no slogging but 
strong defence mixed with judicious 
agmession 

Mkhar could only narrowly have 
missed selection for the tour td 
Pakistan But that one day he will 
wear a Test cap is almost certam He 
'has the skiU, ability, tlm stamina and 
now the confidence, too, to make it 
to the tim And it u only a matter of

Bhalendra Singh was thiown to 
the giound But he piovidential- 
Iv escaped being trampled by 
the stampeding crowd There 
were many otheis, including re¬ 
citers, and the secretaries of 
Delhi's two major football 
tournaments, the Durand and 
DCM, who were bruised and bat¬ 
tered before they could gain 
entry into the stadium 
The police, who bore the brunt 
of It all at the outer gates, came 
under a fusillade of bncks and 
other missiles fiom an angrv 
Sunday night crowd for whom 
the match was their first, and 
never to-be-lost opportunity of 


watching big football undei 
floodlights 

Chastened bv the espeiience, 
officials of the SOC have been 
busy drawing the appropriate 
lessons But it only they had 
done then homework, the bieak- 
down in the Bandohust would 
not have octuiied in the fust 
place 

The SOC have set up two gates 
committees—gates committee 1 
and gates lommittee II—with 
hi^-iankiiig aimv and police 
nfficeis serving A bettei pei- 
formance was expected of these 
gentlemen 1he Delhi aiea com 
mander looked helplessly on as 
hell biuke loose 

There are men m Delhi who 
have ample e\|X'iicnce of man 
agiiu crowds at the gates at 
football marches If oidy their 
active co-opeiation had been 
sought and their advice listened 
to, countless football fans would 
have been spaied the han owing 
experience 

llieie was no excuse fui the 
organisers nut to have provided 
railings for the crowds to keep 
moving in an oidetlv fashion in 
single lines The moment specta 
tors are held up at the gates 
even for a minute they liecome 
restive and difficult to control 
This IS what happened at the 
gates of Nehru Stadium that 
Sunday night 

Also, where were the mounted 
police who ate a common sij ght 
wherever a ciowd is exacted to 
gather) Not only should they be 
present in adequate numbers

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But immediately after the inau¬ 
guration part of the mock opening 
was gone through, there was an 
announcement to the effect that 
there would be a IS-minute recess of 
sorts before the march-past would 
rommence 

This left the children standing for 
that duratimi, with nothing to do 
One of them fainted and three others 
had to be allowed to leave because 
they were unwell It transpired later 
that these children had had nothing 
to eat from 11 a m It was a little 
after 3 pm that these casualties 
occurred 

The march-past was led by the 
regular placard-bearers, but stand¬ 
ing in for the regulai athletes of 
different countries were members of 
the dance troupes who were pait of 
the cultuial programme There was 
nothing solemn about the hip 
swinging of the f Aagra-clad women 

Immediately after the "president” 
declared the Games open, helicop¬ 
ters showered flower petals onto the 
mund The sad part of it was that 
there weren't many petals—onW 
clump*' of flowers hitting the muad 
The pigeons and balloons didn't let 
the organisers dosm, though They 
did soar out and awav 

But what hockey players Balbir 
Smgh and Diana Simes did, ought 
not to have been allowed Standing 
in for Milkha Singh and Kamaljit 
Sandhu, they completed the tcwch 
relay to actually fighting the caul¬ 
dron ITthe Special Orgamsing Com¬ 
mittee had intended to rewy go 
through all the essential items of tne 
opening ceremony, they could well 
have aued the President of India to 
come end declare the Games open' 

The cultural programme was m- 
tended as a deviation from normal 
practice at international sports 
meets Instead of calisthenka, the 
organisers went in for a "Dances of 
India” routine This is certainly not a 
sponsman’s cup of tea, enecially so 
since the Asian Games Village m- 
mates will be invited to a variety of 
such programmes diroughout the 
duration of the Games 

If It was intended for the stadium 
specutors, it was a waste, because 
over ninety per ^ent of them were 


Indians And if it was meant for 
Asian television viewers throughout 
the continent, one is almost certain a 
majoiity of them would switch their 
sets off oi tune in to a more familiar 
channel 

But what stiuck die sourest note 
was the voice of the announcer for 
the cultural progiamme In trying to 
be emphatic, she was merely harsh 
And die emphasis on individual 
words was all wrong, providing a 
snigger that certainly diu not go snth 
the event 

Meanwhile, on the organisational 
front, there was certainly cause for 
merry-making for some The ceremo¬ 
nial ints were provided without a 
hitch for the playeis in Delhi, but in 
distant Jaipur, the rowing fraternity 
were spending anxious moments 
waiting for the kits to arrive 

The opening ceremony for this 
event was to be held at the Sawai 
Man Smgh Stadium on November 20, 
but until the sixteenth, there was no 
sign of the kits It had already been a 
tale of woe for the Rowing Federa¬ 
tion of India, because the trainii^; 
and competition kits—for which ear¬ 
nest requests had been sent a long 
tune ago—had also not been sent by 
the SOC 

While competition officials there 
were also left m the lurch, they could 
have taken some vicious pleasure in 
the fact that the distribution of these 
kits to organising officials in Delhi 
had led to chaos 

First, there was confusion and 
then a mad saamble for the blazer, 
two shuts, trousers, cap and shoes 
that each official was to get There 
were certain set sizes of each and 
hence the rush Each official was 
trymg to find a cut that would fit 
him For the unfortunate majority, 
however, there was the additional 
burden uf having to tailw outsize 
garments m just four days 

More scandalous, however, was 
the fact that the clothes were all 
made from very cheap cloth. The 
blazer cloth, m particular, was flimsy 
and creased One does not know 
what the budget for this particular 
item was, but it certainly will not 
help piesent a decent picture of 
Inwa and Indians

Restored to glory 
at long last

TIM THORPE IS going to get h» 
J Olympic gold medals back alter 
2mo»t /O yeais 

A little late, one might say Indeed 
this recognition has come so late that 
the hero of the 1912 Olympics is not 
even alive to receive them Instead, 
his 63-year-old daughtei Charlotte 
Thorpe will leceive them on his 
hehalf at a special ceiemonv during 
the meeting of the Intel national 
Olympic Committee in Los Angeles 
in January 1983 

The man who was elected the 
spoitsman of the hall centuiv in an 
AssiKiated Pi ess pull in 199), died a 
destitute in 1993 due to cancel No 
story in spoits histoiy mav he as 
colourful as his 

The young American Indian shot 
to international tame at the Stock¬ 
holm Olympics, winning gold in pen 
tathloii and decathlon “You sir, are 
again the greatest in the world," said 
King Gustav V nl Sweden who pre¬ 
sented the medal But within 
months, the Inieinatinnal Olympic 
bods took his medals back and 
stiurk his name tiom the lecoids, 
because it was found that he had 
played piolessiotial baseball loi a 
m(<ntlilv allowance oi $60 

His medals were given to the 
second place winneis and their 
names substituted Thnipe's m the 
lecoid books The United Slates 
Congiess and Piesident Gerald Ford 
tried in vain to set the lecoids 
stiaight Finally, the Intel national 
Olympic Committee which met in 
Lusanne, Switzeiland in the second 
week of Octobei agreed to i etui n the 
medals and to lestoie Ihoipe's 
aidateui status, in lesponse to the 
pleas of William F Simon, the p>esi- 
dent of the U S Olympic C ommittee 

The statement ot the IOC said, 
"The name ot Jim Thoipe will Ih* 
added to the list of athletes who 
were crowned Olympic champions at 
the 1912 Camus Howevei, the utti 
cial tepott for the Games will not be 
modified " So Thorpe will hereafter 
share his Olympic titles with Ferdi 
nand Bie of Not way in pentathlon 
and Hugo Wieslander of Sweden in 
decathlon 

Thorpe was the most acclaimed 
college football player when he went 
to Stockholm He returned as the 


most famous athlete ot the world 
aftei secuiing gold in the toughest 
Items of the meet He won foui of the 
fi\e pentathlon events and linished 
third in the remaining one In de¬ 
cathlon, he finished If II St in ioui, 
third in four otheis and tuutth in 
two 

He also competed in two other 
Items He was placed fourth in run¬ 
ning high tump with a 6 feet 1 inch 
jump He finished seventh in the 
running long jump with a leap ot 22 
teet 7 ^4 inches wth these peifoim 
ances also were stiicken fiom the 
lecoid latei 

An Ameiican tournalist saw 
Thoipe's picture m the newspapers 
and lecalied liasing seen him plav 
semi-pnifessional baseball in Rocky 
Mount, Ninth I'aiolina in 1911 He 
was paid $2 a day foi his expenses 
The Uh Olympic ( ommittee and the 
Amateui Athletic Union took great 
pains to have his titles taken away 
According to them, Olympic Rule 26 
which toibids any athlete fiom com¬ 
peting in the (lames if he had re¬ 
ceived aiiv payment foi paitici|Mting 
in aiivspott 

In Its lepoit, the Uh Olvmpic Com 
mitteesaid, "Thu U S Olympic Com¬ 
mittee and the Amaieiu Athletic 
Union teels that Mi Ihoipe is de 
serving the severest condemnation 
foi concealing the tact that he had 
rofessionalised himself bv playing 
aseball " Thev ievolved to do every 
thing in then power to dethrone 
Thorpe and to sti ike his name ofl the 
records Thev tiilly suiceeded in it, 
in spile oi Thoipe’s plea of inno 
cence 

"I was not very wise in the wavs oi 
the world and did not tealise this was 
wiong," he stated in his letter ot 
apology to the Amateui Athletic Un¬ 
ion But It insisted on punishing him 
The public knew bettei and it 
elected him 2-1 as the spoitsman of 
the t'alf ceiituiy soon afte> he was 
humiliated by the Olvmpic bodv 

The Olympic set back did not des 
IIoy the sportsman in Jim Thoipe 
He continued to plav baseball and 
toothall For seven seasons he played 
baseball tor the Boston Biaves llis 
pi o toothall caieet spanned over 
nine yeais with the New York 
Giants His name is recorded in the 
halls of fame of thiee sports, lollege 


football, pro-football and track and 
field 

In 1991 a movie was made on his 
life y™ Thoipe All American’star 
ing Burt Lancaster picturing him 
moie as an alcoholic than an all time 
gieat of the world of spoits Ihorpe 
worked as a conaultant of the tilm as 
he needed money very badly The 

K roducers of the movie rued to get 
IS medals back hoping that it would 
have an added attraction at the box 
oifice 

He died on his 65th birthday in 
1953, without any hope of regaining 
Ills lost lauiels Hu was nut biltei, 
iust disappointed and disillusioned 
Efforts continued even after Ins 
death iui bunging the medals back 
to the United States President 
Gerald Ford's attempts jn 199) wuie 
futile In 1979 and in Septembui this 
year, the U S House ot Representa¬ 
tives C ongress passed lesolutiuns le- 
i|uesting the IOC to letuin the 
medals 

Thoipe’s son Richaid thinks that 
the uHoits on behalf of his lather 
weie toiled due to (ealousy "It's a 
damn shame .t took that long, but 
that’s the way things work some 
times, 1 think it would have bcHin 
restoied long ago Bui Aveiv Biun 
dage was the cnaiiman of the IiHei- 
national Olympic Committee for 
many yeais He competed in 1912 
and gut real bad by my dad And, of 
couise, in 1912 theie was a little bit 
of pieiudice against the Indians " ne 
said 

Biundage was 14th in dc*cathlon 
and fifth in pentathlon in 1912 He 
was very strongly opposed to restor¬ 
ing Ihorpe’s medals It is a great 
iiony that Thoipi>’s honour is going 
to be restored in Los Angelcw In 
19)2, he was cicmied a seat dui ing the 
opening ceiemony of the first Los

T he question uppermost m the 
nunos of hock^ fans is Will 
India be able to regain pride of 
place m Asia? Thus, it was not 
surprising that there was almost a 
handsome crowd at the National 
Stadium on the morning td 20 
November to see the hosts take on 
lowly Hong Kong in their Pool *B* 
encounter There was nothing at 
stake, for the result of the match 
Itself was a foregone conclusion 
What was on trial was India’s cmn- 
petence 

Asian supremacy—represented 
by India and Pakistan—had taken a 
severe jolt at the Amsterdam 
Champions Cup, when the EurO’ 
pean teams played havoc to take 
pnde of place However, one saving 
grace at Amsterdam was the fact 
that India came from behind to 
beat Pakistan S4 This should help 
psyche our players in their quest 
for the Gold here in Delhi 
The India-Hong Kong match was 
literally a case of slaughter of the 
innocents The ten-goal victory may 
not quite have satisfied the punsts 
and the armchair cntics, but there 
were good omens fur those who 
caie to watch India ixiuld have 
met eased the margin of victory, but 
excessive dnbbliiw by Mohammad 
Shahid cost us a higher tally The 
inside I ight tended to hold on to the 
ball foi too long, especially in front 
of the goalmouth and the Hong 
Kong defenders were not slow to 
lealise this 

Although India started with a 
bang, scoring their first goal 
through a penalty comer by Rajm- 
der Smgh (sr) m the first minute, 
Aiey onlv struck form in the eight¬ 
eenth minute The innei mo of 
Merwyn Fernandes, Jagdeep and 
Shahid, who made repeated forays 
into the rival temtom, were unable 
to strike home initially but midway 
thiough the first hau th^ found 
the going more to their lilting 


In one such move, Jagdeep was 
thwarted by defender Parmar, re¬ 
sulting in a stroke which Zafar 
converted with ease But he was 
later to dioot wide off the goal¬ 
mouth on yet another penalty 
stroke Against Hong Konfc this did 
not matter, but if this mould be 
repeated later when the weaker 
teams have been weeded out, it 
could prove dangerous, if not dis¬ 
astrous 

Shahid soon found his touch and 
his field goal bore the stamp of 
biilliance With tvro successive 
goals to his credit and a penalty 
stroke coming India's way, 21afar 
could well have uven him a chance 
to complete a nat-mck but the 
Indian captain took the stroke m- 
Btead. It IS mteresting, in retros¬ 
pect, to note that bodi Shahid and 
Zafar srere on the brink of hat- 
tricks at different stages of the

match, whiie Syed All was the only 
player to make it three in a row 
It was strange to see Shahid 
being brought mf the field just as 
he seemed to be Mtting into his 
rhythm One thoui^t that Jagdeep 
should have been replaced mstead 
But the wisdom of Balbir's move 
soon became apparent when Syed 
All moved through the rival de 
fence bke the proverbial knife 
through butter It was obviously his 


greater experience at the interaa- 
tional level What was even more 
gratifyb,g about Syed’h hat-trick 
was the fact that all three ivere 
field goals, perhaps the first of its 
kind in recent years 
From the Hong Kong side, left 
winger Nawab Knan An and goal¬ 
keeper Anthony were a cut above 
the rest All lacked support from 
the rest of the forward line, but 
even then he managed to penetrate

the Indian defence although this 
wah never a thieat of any magni¬ 
tude since there was no one to bar k 
him up On one occaMon he looked 
like scoring, but a timely inter cep- 
tion by Rannder warded off the 
danger Goalkeeper Anthony was a 
very fast mover and showed good 
aniicipauon on occasions but he 
was constantly harried and kept 
under pressure as the chinks in the 
Hong Koag defence were exposed 
continuously From the Indian 
point of view, there was another

J APAN opened their campaign 
with a comprehensive 6-2 victory 
over South Korea Though the 
Japanese took only a solitary goal 
led in the first half, the Koieans put 
up a gallant fight But a sudden 
spiut by the Japanese after the fust 
half proved too much for the Ko¬ 
reans to cope with and their de¬ 
fence began showing signs of ex¬ 
haustion 

In Koji Takamori and Katsu Hito 
Numa, Japan possess two forwards 
with a hi^ demee of stick skill 
The suckwork they displayed that 
day could perhaps have earned 
them a place in an Indian team and 
they thrilled the holiday crowd 
with their dexterity Takamori 
seemed to be everywhere at the 
sapie time and eventually ended up, 
scoring four of his side’s goals, 
opening his account with a scor 
dung shot off a centre from the left 
Asiad newcomers Oman sprang a 
surpnse when th^ overcame Bang 
ladm by the odd goal m three in 
their Pool *B* match But Bang¬ 
ladesh should not have lost tms 
match Had they laid more stress on 
field goals and sharpened their 
attack, the store could well have 
been reversed The only goal they 
scored came through a' pendty 
stroke. 


I N one of the mconsequential Pool 
B matches, Hong Kong beat Oman 
4 2 It was a lacklustre macth that 
was poorly attended, but Hoag Koag 
showed that they were capMle cn 
reorganismg themselves after their 
10-0 drubbing at the hands of India 
Sure enou^, from the very start of 
the game, Hong Kong held sway and 
dominatml most of the exchanges 
, The pivot of the attack in this case 
was Amarjeet Singh who completed 
a hat tnek on the stroke of hair tune 
Hoag Kong's fourth and final goal 
tame through the speedy Nawab 
Khan All, who converted a penalty 
corner But Oman were not corn-

Pakistan had a field day against 
South Korea and seemed fim by the 
urge to prove that they were not far 
behind uidia when it came to sconng 
goals As the hosts had done two days 
previously against Hong Kong, 
Pakistan uso notched up ten goals 
but It was a scrappy match 

The Koreans refused to be cowed 
down and the fact that they earned 
three penaln coiners besides car¬ 
rying out a few sporadic raids into 
nvaTtemtoiy, proved that they were 
far from overawed by the opposition 
The World Cup champions began 
their sconng spree five minutes after 
the start and then continued sconng 
at more or less regular intervals 
This necessitated a rather unusual 
subsininon by the Korean coach, 
who replaced the goalkeepr, perhaps 
deciding that he had taken enough of 
a Imttenng Mun Doo Hwan, the. 
reseived go^eeper, played a brave 
game, but the fact nut Pakistan’s 
sconng rate slowed down after half 
time was due to the fact that their 
forsvards slackened off, rather than 
any Imlltance on Hwan’s part 

Manioor Jr finished the match 
inth four goals but Pakisun’s for¬ 
ward hne did not show thenr real 
power 


Hosts India received a first half 
jolt when they allowed Malaysia tq 
score first through the ommpresent 
Colin Sra Mana However, instead bf 
going into the. second half mth a 
bare 1-0 lead Malaysu could have 
had another goal A lapse by Topno 
saw a Malaysian forward pounce on 
the ball, but Komeo James rushed 
out to foil what could have been a 
ponientially dangerous situation. It 
was'a claque one on one encounter, 
but James proved with his skilful 
tackle that he has guts and talent in 
equal proportions 

India lacked coordination ui the 
first half and failed to enter the 
striking circle even once in the first 
35 minutes of play They went into 
the second half still dovim by a goal, 
m a situation that was stran^y 
reminiscent of the opening fixture of 
the Bombay World Cup earlier this 
year 

But Indu were far from finished 
Syed Ah was brought in for Merwyn 
Fernandes and Jagdeep moved over 
to the posiQon of inside right Zafar 
was consistently and accurately fed 
bv the halves and he initiated sever¬ 
al swift forays down the left flank. 

India had a lot of hard work to do 
in order to make up for the fart that 
they wasted two penalre corners, 
when an undercut and a feeble shot 
nullified the advantage Had it been 
Rajinder Singh in place of Vineet 
Kumar the chances for the home 
team would have been bnghter 

The equaliser came through Zafar 
Iqbal, who converted a penalty 
nroke and hd also gave India the 
lead with a snappy, accurate re¬ 
bound off a penalty corner The third 
came throuu Shahid and by tiu« 
tune the Bfalaysians were rocking on 
tfaeur heels and their hitherto tight 
defence w« beginning tq crack 

Althou^ the Malaysians ftnxed 
two penalty corners, they were in¬ 
capable of converting them. Before 
Indu rounded off the score at 5-1, 
the only inadent of note was a green 
card fw Somaiya 
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67 wins in a row!

THE Indian and loicign 
lournabsts got along 
famously, despite the ob¬

“Iieautiful ” 

IT was almost the same 
as an anglei going fishing 
without a rod There was 
this Afghan cyclist who ai 
rived in New Delhi with¬ 
out—you guessed it—his 
cycle 

While there were siiidc 
lemaiks from other com 
petitors about him run 
ning the KM) metres in 
stead, mil eseryone took 
such an unsympathetic 
viewofthepioDlem The 
organisers, I athci than 
disappoint him, scouied 
the capital and even found 
him a bike Nowondet, 
they say the Games are 
well organised 

T here were ijpite a few 
IH'ople who were all at sea 
at the start of the Games, 
but there was one par ticu 
lai group of louinalists 
who faced a rather pec ul- 
lar pi nblem They boarded 


the luxury buses ear 
mai ked for mediamen (a 
handy concept indeed) 
and asked then driver to 
take them to the Nehru 
Stadium Five minutes 
into the drive, the worthy 
at the wheel turned 
around and asked who was 
directing him 
Directing him* Nobods 
was diiecting him, said the 
louinalists, explaining 
that they were not from 
Delhi and did not know 
the way to the .liadium 
Well, said the driver, that 
was going to pose a pinb 
lem bee ause he was f i om 
Maharashtra and did not 
know the way either 
THERE was another 
gem on the same lines The 
Chinese badminton play¬ 
ers went out for a pi actice 
session and found them¬ 
selves in an even moie 
awkward piedicament as 
their driver was from 
Maharashtra, the guide 
from Karnateka and the 


accompanying security 
officer from Bengal' 

There was this astute 
observation made by one 
of the bystanders at the 
Nehru Stadium The day 
af tei the Games were de¬ 
clared open, Saudi Arabia 
weie to play Thailand in 
the second snccei match of 
the night Said he “You 
don't need to look at a 
prngi amme to find out 
when the Arabs are play¬ 
ing Just lonk in the car 
paik If you find it full of 
Met cedes gen/ 

Limousines, you’ll know 
theanswei ” 

TIIFN theie was the 
case of the loiiinajist who 
was en loving an informal 
ckat with an official from 
Rahiain 1 he latter was in- 
itiallv quite taken aback 
that he was being singled 
out foi what he rliought 
was an interview and so he 
waxed eloquent on a varie¬ 
ty of subjects 

Towaids the end of the 
conveisation the loiiinal 
ist asked him what were 
Bahrain's prospects foi the

A s far u table tennis went, the 
most sensational match from the 
Indian point of view was the one that 
featured Manjit Dua and China's Cai 
Zhen Hua in the men's team events 
Dua thrilled the crowd at the Hall of 
States as he seemed all set to give his 
opponent a run for his money, if not 
twe the match itself Dua took the 
first game at 22*20 and though it was 
whispered later that the Chinese 
player was not going all out, it is to 
•h<s Indian's credit that he managed 
to extend his opponent and liter^y 
take him to the brink, so to speak In 
the second game, Cai Zhen Hua 
levelled fortunes, prevailing 21-16 
hut the match was still far from over 

Dua give it his all, for this sort of a 
chance would cleat ly nut come his 
way again m a huiry There was no 
trace of the uncertainty of the 
stxund games as he built up a sue 
able lead Indeed, at 14-7 he looked 
good for the match but the experi¬ 
ence of the Chinese was what shifted 
the balance in his favour He whit¬ 
tled down the lead and, in fact, Dua 
had to fight to come back into the 
reckoning at 20-20 before losing the 
next two points and the match 

It was a new Dua that one saw 
performing that dav He seemed to 
have psycned Jiimsclt up to attack 
the Chinese playet and moved in on 
his return of serve aggressively, with 
the result that his opponent seemed 
baffled about what was happening 
This put Dua off his rhythm and it 
was only his experience that pulled 
him through in a most tricky situa¬ 
tion 

Also in the men's team events, 
India gave Japan some anxious mo¬ 
ments before losing Indian national 
vhampion Chandrashekhar took on 
Nuka Juno and beat him in three 
games Chandra's victory was the 
lesult of some stiategic table tennis 
and this provided the Indian team 
with a much needed morale booster 
Chandra went on to take a game off 
South Kniean Park Lee while Man- 
meet Singh extended Won Kim But 
there were to be no fuither successes 
foi the hosts 

India's women also went down in 
aU three of their engagements on the 
second day But there was at least 
some consolation foi them in then 
defeat, for apart from China, they 
met the siiffest opposition that day 
Indu Pun gave the Indian women a 
good start when she beat Keiko 
Vamashita, but her team-mates 
could do httle to postpone the inevit 
able 

In another clash between giants, 
Japan and DPR Korea, the fwmer 
came a crooper on a day of some 
incredibly topsy-turvy results There 
were a number of shutout scores as 
the weaker teams were weeded out 
by 5-0 margins

O NE of the earlier matches that 
caught the interest of the specta¬ 
tors was the one involving Pakistan 
and North Yemen Pakistan, perhaps 
a tnfle overconfident, weie shocked 
to see the form of their opponents 
The new players performed well 
with Yemen's Ahmed Mohammed 
Zaied taking two matchts for his 
ream One of these was a trigger- 
piiini encounter with Pakistan's top 
seed, the talented Anf Nakhuda 
But the young Yemenese player 
showed that he did not quite have 
the kind of temperament demanded 
of a top level player He seemed 
rather highly strung and in his undue 
haste to get the game moving, was 
hauled up on two occasions for foul 
serves.

sis They have such depth of talent 
that they have no feai about letain 
ing their supremacy 
Thejgirls of the Republic of Koica 
won the silver, nhile DPR Korea 
took the bronie China were given 
the lead in the decisive encouiitei by 
20-year old Cao Yanhu, who is 
actually their national number two 
seed She had two close games 
against 19-year-old Yang but was 
streets ahead in the decider, which 
she won 21 10 long Ling consoli¬ 
dated the position of her team and 
though the Korean doubles pair won 
their encountei, the outcome was 
decided in favour of the Chinese 
with the next match

Asia’s greatest spectacle of sports 
IX Asiad Delhi, 1982 
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T he cycbng at the Ninth Asian 
Games began with the gruelling 
100 kilometre road laie team 
event Hie talented Japanese had 
traditionally held sway in this 
event since it was fust introduced 
at the 1966 Bangkok Asiad The 
only time then dominance was 
threatened was at the leheran 
Asiad where Iran pipped thein foi 
the gold medal 

Iran had initiallv proved to be a 
force to reckon with as eai Iv as the 
1970 Bangkok Asiad It was then 
that they gave the speedv lapaiiese 
a run foi their money, undaunted 
by the fact that the lattei set a new 
Asiad record of 2 hi IJ min J8 61 
sec 

Till the last Games foui vears 
ago. South Korea’s best perform¬ 
ance had been a silver, but the 
spirited cvciisis gave the impress¬ 
ion that thev would not test until 
thev had won a gold, such was the 
determination thev showed They 
have Uduiied like Tiojans in the 
inteiim and have spared neithei 
effort nor expense jtowaids this 
aim 

The event was flagged oft by 
Haryana Chief Minister Bhajan Lai 
at Daruhera, approximately seven¬ 
ty Kilometies fiom the capital 
“niere was a motley crowcl of spec - 
tators at the starting point, to watch 
the beginning of the 12 team tace 
All teams completed the testing 
event without any pioblems what- 
evei 

The issue was wide open aththe 
stait, and perhaps the Japanese did 
not foresee that they were about to 
lose then crown Their four riders, 
Masaioshi Ichikawa, Hiioki Sekine, 
Matsuvoshi Takahashi and Masato- 
mo Yabc looked cool and confident 
but fate had decreed that this was 
not to be then day 
The South koi eans, i epresented 
by Jang V un Ho, Kiir. Byung Sun, 


Kim Chul Seok and Lee Jin, started 
last but established a strong pace 
Despite feais that they would not 
be able to maintain this speed, the 
Koieans never looked as though 
they were going to bum themselyes 



out They did not take long to 
establish then giip on the event as 
they looked devastating in the sixth 
lap, by which time it was only a 
question of whethei thev would be 
able to sustain their effott 
Sure enough, the lapanese—-who 
had stai ted three minutes eai her

were overtaken in the seventh lap 
and the Koreans seemed to take 
inspiration tiom this (act Theirs 
was ti uly a bi illiant performance, 
capped with an incr^ible burst of 
speed in the final 200 metres 

It was not surprisiiu that they set 
a new Asiad record of 2 hrs 10 min 
19 42 sec, an achievement that is as 
much a tribute to the abilities of 
their roach as it is to their own grit 
and talent 

After the race, a mbilant Yong 
Teak Jung the South Korean mana¬ 
ger explained that he had in- 
stiucted his team to give it their all 
Had he given them a pep talk with 
regard to the Japanese^ Apparent- 
Iv not, foi the South Koreans were 
fully confident in their own abili 
ties and knew that thev could deliv¬ 
er the goods even under pressure 

The disappointed fapanese 
coach Mr Ono I ekao explained 
that his team had done tneir best 
but he conceded very matter-of- 
factly that the Korean squad was 
the stronger of the two and had a 
cleai odK over the Japanese b- 
cidentally, Mr Tekao had set the 
100 Kilometre time trial record at 
Banfdcok in 1970 

The Indian quarter finished fifth, 
a position they could nevei have 
hoped for even a couple of years 
ago By doing so, they lived up to 
the expectations of Danish coach 
Kim Retshammer The fact tlwt 
Kanwaldeep Singh dropped out in 
the seventh lap was uniortunate, 
but It would not have changed

T he blue nband event of the 
Asian Gaines movement has al¬ 
ways been arhletica and so perhaps it 
was fitring that this event was held 
at the most exnavagant, exquisite 
stadium m the cipital Other than 
the Jawaharlal Nehru Stadium, 
there tould have been no more fit-' 
turn venue for this discipline 
Far an Indian, there was no proud¬ 
er moment than when the taU 
Charles Borrowmeo ran his lap of 
honour after mnning the most in¬ 
credible race of Jus life. Fo r gotten 
was all the cntiasm of the aray 


things were being handled, forgotten 
too the interneane poiiucs and 
wranglings that weaken the federa¬ 
tion. A total of 70,000 people who 
thronged the sta^um that sunny 
November morning gave vent to 
then gieljngs in no uncettam terms 
as the na|d medalist did his victory 
lap before them 

The roar that greeted Bonrowmeo 
was one that had not even been 
heard at die massive Eden Gardens, 
Calcuttt. As he ran round the tradi 
OB whieh, only scant minutes earlier. 



he had bettared the recor d of the 
legendary Siiram SinglL Bonowmeo 
was not concealing bis elatioB. Neith¬ 
er was the crown that had cheered 
him every step of the way to the gold 
medal diet he would shoitW stoop to 
receive on the podium. On a day 
when his name would go into the 
history books, Borrowmeo was the 
reason every man, woman and child 
in that gigantic bowl of a stadium 
raised ueir voices in a chant of 
victory that never died down. It was 
one long continuous roar that lasted 
several minutes as the hero said his 
thanks to the thousands who had 
hterally willed him to the gold medal 
m the mnth Asian Games 

Each gallery rose m turn to greet 
die new champion, adduu several 
decibels to the dm of applause that 
shut out all else Even the announcer 
who was trying to give an account of 
the proceedings on the public 
address system found his voice 
drowned m the rolonged roar In the 
stands, they rose as one to pay tii- 
bute to the young man and the 
Indian tricolours waviiie in almost 
every section of the stadium turned 
the whole scene mto a of saffron, 
white and green For Oiarles Bor- 
rowmao, there was no prouder mo¬ 
ment than this 

As years go by, there will be more 
legends created on the turf and track 
of the Nehru Stadium More heroes 
will be peeted by deluious crowds 
But this was one lap of honour that 
wiU never be forgotten As the ap¬ 
plause readied its uescendo, ume 
stood sull The man who says his hair 
did not stand on end » a liar Even m 
the normally stiff-upperlipped Press 
box, veterans thumped uieir desks 
and clapped high above their heads 

For the Indians, there were several 
other moments of sheer pnde The 
hurdler M D Valsamma also ran the 
race of her life to take the gold in the 
400m hurdles This event, which was 
mtroduced only at the 1978 Bangkok 
Games, saw the first six runners in a 
field of eight break the existing 
mark 

For Valsamma, it was a dream race 
in which she led from start to fimsh 
and after the race, after the victory 
lap which she litSrally had to be 
pushed into doiim the shy sroung 
South Eastern Railway clerk, bit her 
fingernails shyly and self¬ 
consciously as she faced the Press 

It was all too confusing for this 
new champion Fame was alien to 
her and now, here she was cata¬ 
pulted mto the international lime- 
ludit. All because of a mere nunute 
(58 47 seconds actually) her life was

It was all M different. Fhre jold 
medals at the Banaalare Intar^te 
Athletics, a rare t«t in itself, had 
assured her that she had trained 
diligently for thu moment, even 
gouu so far as to'jpredict that she 
woulo break the Asian Games re* 
cord. It was no brash statement, just 
an affirmation of her faith in her own 
abilities and those of her coach, A K. 
Kutty. 

Valsamma had said the record 
would be hers, and so it was But the 
gold medal winner and holder of the 
record suddenly looked very lof t and 
out of place 

To start with, she had not been at 
all happy when she learnt that she 
would be racing the final in lane 
eight She had spoken of her 
apprehension—it was not quite a 
fear—that morning to the ever¬ 
present Kuttv He had let her have 
her say and then told her a story of a 
man ^alled Edwin Moses 

Moses, the coach pauently ex- 
plainedf had set an Olympic record 
when he raced m lane eight U he 
could do It. assured Kutty, so would 
Valsanuna 

Ihe message sank home Reas¬ 
sured that she was nut going to be a 
flop, after her record performance in 
the heats Valsanuna set such a scor¬ 
ching pace that even the next five 
runners bettered the record Kutty, 
his pride spilling over, sat and watch 
ed indulgentiv as his bnUiant pro 
tege faced the Press and surrepti- 
tiouslv glanced at the new, strange 
medal grasped tightly in her hanoB, 
turning it over and over every so 
often as if surprised that it was there 
at all 



I NDIA had earlier won the first 
athletics gold ot the meet when 
Chand Ram finished first in the 20 
km walk Although he was confident 
of winning the event, he was sudden¬ 
ly assailed bv doubts when only five 
kilometres from home A pam began 
developing in his side and, worried 
that It mi^t be the end of the race 
for him, the lean, ull naik from 
Haryana was to explain later u Hin¬ 
di—the only language he speaks— 
that he grabbed a sponge and wet his 
abdumen with it, all the while 
praying that nothing would go 
wrong The simple young man's 
prayers were heard and he wayed his 
gold medal triumphantly above his 
head not long later 

F or Chand Ram, there was 
another distinction coupled with 
winning the gold medal, for he also 
bioke the record set by Hukam 
Singh who had clocked 1 nr 31 min 
54 sec at the 1978 Bangkok Asud, 
where thu event was held for the 
first time Chand Ram was a clear 
winner, with a lead of 21 seconds 
over hu nearest nval, Chung Tang 
Wong of China, who took the silver 
medal 

Chand Ram had maintaiiiad hu 
pace from start to finidi end his 
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tauB-Bute Bir Singh ramwnad at bit 
albow for the fine three quaiten of 
the race, but he irat uJtunately du> 
qualified alone with a Japanese wal- 
Eer, Tadahiro Koaaka Chand Ram 
knew that he had the capability of 
winiune the gold because, as he 
eaplauied, he had been clacking one 
hour flurry minutes and under on a 
regular basis during his srorkouts 
over th last month 
A one-time hockey player, Chand 
Ram never once looked over his 
shoulder to svatch the rest of the 
field But he feels that he srould have 
done even better if only his coach 


Suhadar Fadam Singh, had been 
aOossed to stay with him in the 
village. He Is used to having the 
Subedor dose by* advising him and 
generally instilling m him the fiie to 
win. Yes, agreed Perhaps, the tun¬ 
ing srould nave been lowered even 
further if his coach had been snth 
him. 

The pole vault produced srorld 
class compeation as expected and 
although the Indian Sunder Sii^ 
Tanwar did not flmsfa snth a medal 
at least he had the satisfaction of 
breaking the national record in this 
event when he cleared 4 70 metres 
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7t» anu*v<y dBos l^nmh at the 10,000 rwMs Snsf 
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The ultimate winner, Tomomi 
Takashashi cleared 5.30 metres, 
while three others also cleared the 
five-metre mark The silver medal 
ivent to another Japanese vaulter, 
Teruhisa Kamiya, while the bronxe 
was claimed by Cheng Zhang Zhang 
had actually cleared live metres at 
his first attempt, only to fail at 5 11 
while Knmiya made suie of his 
second place when he cleared the 
same height Japan, thus ensured 
that their dominance m this event 
remained unchallenged 

W HILE the pole vault was in 
progress, a loud cheer signalled 
another gold for India This time it 
was the rotund, smiling Bahadur 
Singh who claimed pnde of place in 
the shot putt He was no stranger to 
the tension and pressure of competi¬ 
tion at an Asiad, for he was the 
defending champion and this was his 
third Asiad As a mattet ol tact, by 
winning the gold at Delhi, Bahadiu 
Singh emerged as the third Indian to 
win gold medals in the same event at 
two consecuuve Asian (lames At his 
tint Asiad. at rchran in 1974, he had 
been disappointed when he finished 
second behind the amarine Dzalil 
Kashmiri of Iran, who had set a 
record distance ol 18 04 metres 
Bahadur's Bangkok effon had not 
been good enou^ to eiasc this mark, 
but he did so in style at Delhi, 
putting the shot at a distance ot 
j 8 93 metres 

There was a moment ut diama 
when the man^^ ol the Kuwaiti 
team Fed Al Tliaedi ..laimed that 
Bahadur must siiielv have been 
given muscle-building injci nuns' 
Otherwise, he reasoned, there was 
no wav the Indian could have putted 
the shut ovei such a distance But 
Bahadur Singh's gold was ui no dan 
Mr as the Kuwaiti later withdrew 
the iwotest 

There was a surprise hroiiae 'or 
India in this event too ^oung Bal- 
windeer Singh tinished thud when 
he hurled 17 66 and found it difiiculr 
to contain his glee on the victory 
stand 

I IDlA's hopes oi a gold m the 
10,000 metre event rested on the 
shoulders of Shivnath Siiigli, but this 
was not to be In what turii^ out to 
be the most amaaing race, Shivnath 
went out in from but nevei seemed 
to make any real effort to force the 

E ace at all This could conceivably 
ave coat him the race With onlv 
two laps to go he was lying way back 
in the sixth position with no hope of 
catching those out in front Surely, a 
SIM diet he was over the hill 
Tliese last two crucial laps saw a 
sudden acceleration by China’s 
Guosrei Zhang and the Korean Won 
Keun Park The Japanese, Kenji I& 
was challenged very stron^y fat the 
gold and in a truly classic finish it 
was Zhand who came first, closely 
foUosired by Ide and the Korean in 
that order. 




But there waa disappointment in 
atofc for the Indian lupTCitera In 
the veiy next race, Geeta Zutshi waa 
beaten into the second place in the 
800m for women As the holder of 
die title and a strong contender for 
the'gold once agam tnu year, she too 
began m front as Shivnadi had, but 
she did not have the oace in the 
straight to wwd of the challenge of 
Korean Yong Aeshang and with only 
about ei^ty metres to go, there was 
nothing that the Indian girl could do 
to prevent the gold from slippmg out 
of her masp The fact that rath 
runners lowered the Games record 
could have been little consolauon to 
Geeta Zutshi, who walked to the 
victory (Stand with her eyes on the 
ground 

Gopal Sami also finished with a 
silver m the 3000 metres steeplech¬ 
ase, beaten into second place by 
Japanese Tadasu Kawane While 
Seini had led the field from the first 


lap of the race, the Japanese proved 
too strong end movM easily past the 
berefoeted Indian. In a race where 
there was a good amount of pushing 
in the early atag^ the Japanese 
finished ahead of Sam only because 
of the fact that he negotiated the 
hurdles better and was able to keep 
aomerhing m reserve for the end cn 
the race The presence of Smtaku 
lisaanan of Japan would have lent 
even more glamour to this event as 
he had won the gold at Bangkidc, but 
even then Saim rouM do nothing to 
keep Kawane auny The Japanese 
finished the race with a timing of 
8*40.70 

Japan’s Oshiuiai Fujimori bet- 
tereo his sOver performance at Bam 
kdk to take dm gold m men's lio 
metres hurdles mth the record of 
14.09 sac. Chinah Shen Sheng 2Qiang 
took the silver and SatUr Singh, who 
came third at the last Asiad, had to 
make way tor hu junior teammate 


Praveen Jolly to take the bronxe 
Gurtej Sin^ gave India a surprise 
bronK in the javelin throw whm he 
finished behmd Jepen's Toshihiko 
Takade and Korea’s Eim Nyung 
Yang, respectively MHiile the golo- 
medal winmu Japanese thrm a 
distance of 7S04 metres, Gurtej 
threw 73 50, which was oi^ 12 cen- 
timerres short of the Chineae who 
fmished second The Japanese may 
have found it tough had China’s 
Shen klao Mao not been mjured 
In tlm men’s 4 x 100m relay, the 
fu-st three teams all broke the ex¬ 
isting Asiad record, but this time, the 
Chinese beat Thailand and Jajmn 
into second and third places, res^- 
tively The winneis finished wiui a 
timing of 39 82 sec 
Him was never any real chance 
of a record in this event when the 
first couple of laps produced sub-par 
'timings, but the wonderful finish, 
where none of the three in front 
yielded an inch of pound, amply 
compensated for a Games record 
China went on to wm the gidd m 
the discus, where defending cham¬ 
pion Xiao Hui Li won die women’s 
event with a distance of 57 24 
metres, which shattered die eastuu 
mark—^in her own name—of 55.92. 
Ito teammate Xia Yan Xm won the 
silver while Japan’s Hamm Suzuki 
took the bnmie 

Ihe women’s 4 x 100m relay, ex¬ 
pected, turned out to be a thwing 
race, mth the Jepenese quartet in 
Emilco Konishi, naroim Isumki, End 
Alunoto end Jumki Oshida setting 
yet enother new Games record m 
4513 seconds Thailand, the holders 
of the prevuus record, else benered 
their own mark of 46.20 by 0.23 sec 
India could well have won the-bronie 
in diis event but a fumble at the last 
baton change between Vandana Rao 
and FT ITsha saw the quartet 
finishing last instead 


B ORROUVMEO’s hour of victory 
has already been described, but 
there was never any doubt about his 
gold when he set a sconSiing pace of 
52 seconds m the first lap. In his 
heats die day before he had finished 
first as well, but he gave the final 
evemthmghehad He ran the race in 
total coimnand of the proceedings 
and dictated terms from start to 
finish Earlier this year, he had 
clocked 1 50 5 at the Tnal Games in 
September but his fmal timing of 
1 46 81 was explamed when he said 
mthout a trace of pride after the 
race, “I ran for mv life” 

Indm's MD Yalumma stole the 
hearts of the ciowd on the thud day 
of the athletics She was a dear 
leader after the second hurdle, and 
thoi^ she was strmgly challenged 
by the Japanese girl Yumiko Am in 
lane number three, the latter fum¬ 
bled on the last hurdle to enable the 
Indian gkl to break away Valsam- 
ma’s margin of victory was comfort¬ 
able enoiipi and her tuning of 58 47 
seconds was a pace so hot that the 
first six, including Hameeda Banu 
bridce the enstuig record in the 
name oi China’s nsien Chen In¬ 
cidentally the 21 year-old star had 
been showing unproved timings con¬ 
tinuously over the last Three months 
India’s mainstay in the final of the

S ve him thr silver at 7B9 metres 
long Uum of Korea cleared five 
centimetres more to take the gold, 
but he was definitely lucky to finish 
first 

Mercy Matthew had the same 
problem in the women’s long jump, 
but stiU benered her own penorm- 
ance to record 626 metres, which 
was good enough to give bn a weU- 
deserved silver medal The gold m 
this event went to Chma's Wenen 
Liao with a distance <rf 6 41 metres 
which was a new Gaines record 
Another outstanding personality 
of the Games was hammer thrower 
Shigenbu Murofoshi, who was parti¬ 
cipating in his fifth successive Asiad 
He displayed tremendous technique 
in his throw and it was a pleasure to 
watch him outdistance his younger 
opponents with the greatest of ease 
More slender of build than most of 
the other omtestants, this umversity 
lecturer was unperturbed by the 
competition and to watch him m 
action one would have thought he 
was merely limbering up for a morn¬ 
ing's exercise, such was the fluidity 
of his throwing Although he has a 
Sliver and four consecutive Asud 
golds to his credit, this blanding 
contestant has never been able to 
make an impression at any of the 
Olympic meets be has attended Indi¬ 
a’s Taghbir Singh, but could only 
look on helplessly as he lost the 
bronre by the slender marra of only 
2 centimetres to Chma’s xmg Xie, 
while Murofishi broke his own re¬ 
cord, tliiuwing a distance of 7114 


Yet another Indian contestant fell 
by the wayside in the women’s shot 
pittt. Bakhtawar Khambatta could do 
nothing to match the talenu of the 
leaders and though she was lustily 
ch aa r e d every ume she walked up 
for her throw, she fmished last in the 
Held of hve. Despite the fact that she 
u die relgmim champion, she was 
outdistanced fy Vnayamala Dutta 
who placed fourth. Vet another re- 
cosd svas toppled in thu event when 
Li Meisu of China threw 17 77 in her 
fiital attempt, which is not far behmd 
the men’s mark m the name of 
Bahadur Singh 

In tho' 3000 metres for women, 
Shashikala Ramachandran, the 
mother of two children, did not fm- 
id) the couTM. The outstandmg per¬ 
former m this event was Kim Ok 
Sung of Korea, who led from start to 
fmish, while the other India quali¬ 
fier, Umadevi Gowda, finished last 

The women’s heptauilon gold went 
to Ye Peisu of China as expected, the 
Chinese girl finishing with 
poinu Bnagkok silver medalist in 
the pentathlon. Angle Maiy Joseph 
suffered a recurrence of an old in 
juiy and finished fifth, while Rc>eth 
Deviah came last. 

"Susumu Takano of Japan was 
unbeatable” said the Indian 400 m 
representative Premachandran after 
the race Indeed, Takano ran an 
ama«ng race to finish with a record 
time of 46 65 in the heats going on to 
better this performance in the final 
Yet Takano had to admit after the 
race that the Indian was no pushover 
and as Premchandran said, he should 
have refrained from setting his own 
pace in the event. Thus he had to be 
content vnth the silver and received 


his medal from none other than tho 
legendary Milkha Singh. 

In the women's 100 metres, the 
main battle was obviously ^ng to 
be centred around India’s Pa.

11 7 seconds exactly matched that of 
deVega Neither girl had a very good 
start, Usha taking some tine to come 
into the lecoking and only figuniw 
among die leaders in the second half 
of the race De Vega, for her part, 
was caught slightly off guard, she 
said later, by the starter's pistol She 
had just started to mhale, she said, 
when the shot sounded and before 
she knew it she was struggling to 
win

"It means so many things, that I 
can feel them all at the same tune, 
yet I cannot pinpoint or describe 
one of them I guess you could say 
I’m happy, but even that would be a

"It didn’t really strike me till I 
was up there on the victory stand, 
looking at the crowd in this gigantic

"I just c^dn't be too sure 
srhether or not 1 was dreaming or 
whether this was actually 
Pit up there on the victory stand as 
the medal eras draped around my 
neck, my mmd went back to the day 
I sras uven the Malaysian flag to 
bring here to India, to the Nmth 


Asian Games As captain of the 
Malaysian team, it was my job to 
look after our national flag. When it 
was handed over to me in Malaysia, 
It was a very emotional moment 
They told me ‘At least Imng back a 
medal, Rabaun’ and the words re¬ 
mained framed in my memory ” 

"And now, here was the same 
flag, that I had brought all the way 
from my own country, being un- 
fui led in front of me, in front of sol 
many thousand spectators who 
were all standing to attention as the 
Malaysian national anthem was 
being played ” "All that emotion 
was just too much for me lam not 
ashamed to say that there were 
tears runnuu down my cheeks as I

former Asud javelin gold medal¬ 
list, has been givmg me hot and 
told compresses to help ease the

"So when I failed to return the 
best tuning in the heats, I didn’t 
rate my chances very high in the 
final this afternoon, as a matter of 
fact, I did not know at one stage it 1 
would ever be fit enough to run the 
100 metres But the compresses did 
help and before I knew it I was out 
there taking my place along with 
other finalists ” 

There had been one false stan to 
the race, but when it eventually got 
under way, it was no easy task at 
the finish luie to differentiate the 
first tKiee Initially, the tall Korean 
runner, Ufme Kiien Jang, thought 
that he had won the race and con¬ 
tinued down the track, his arms 
raised in a victory salute He looked 
up towards the rest of his team¬ 
mates m the stands and clasped his 
hands high above his head Camera¬ 
men began to gather around him

P dkiftdn thrashed India 7-1—an 
Asian Games hockey fuial re¬ 
cord There was no excuse for Indi¬ 
a’s shabby performance The de¬ 
fence was under pressure from the 
beginning and it crumbled like 
nine-pins India began with a flour 
ish and took an early lead through a 
penalty stroke by skipper Zafar 
Iqbal The spadework to earn the 
ush was done by Mohammed Sha- 
id when he scooped the ball with 
the Pakistani goalkeeper Shahid 
All pushing it for umpire Clark to 
point to the dreaded spot And that 
was, nerhaps, the only thing India 
could execute well in the entire 
match 

Theieafter, it was the Pakistan 
forwards who weaved arcles 
around the Indian defenders and 
scored at will The man who helped 
Pakistan most to emerra on top was 
the Indian custodian Mir Ranjan 
Negi Thirceheiusheduptothe 
middle of the circle quite unneces 
sanly and conceded goals Without 
doubt, with the sole exception ot 
Joaquim Carvalho and to a little 
extent left half Gurmail Singh the 
others did not know what to do

T HK mam focus oo Monday, 
November 29 was the semi-final 
encounter between India and Japan 
'Hie hosts did well to tiUce a 6-1 lead 
at half time Indeed, they were sit¬ 
ting prertv ai half time and seemed 
to base lost their appetite thereaf¬ 
ter It also remained to be seen 
whether oi not India would suipass 
the 12-1 tally that Pakistan recorded 
over the same opponents 
But after interval India only got 
one moie goal, while conceding 
another as well Till then it seemed 
that India had struck the nght 
rhythm to carry them past Pakistan's 
dozen, but ihat was not to be 
In the first hall with the sole 
ext option of Merwyn the rest of the 
forward line moved well particularly 
Shahid, Zafai and Charanjn Centre 
half Carvalho played better in this 
match and also fed his forwards 
mote lonsistenily and accurately 
than in previous encounters Gur- 
mail, too, did not let ansrtfaing go 
Mention must be made of Zafar’s 
first goal, Mhuh was a lealgem, and 
this was the signal fur the floodgates 
to open Though Japan got the 
equaliser there was no stopping the 
Indian theieaftei and they put in 
four goals in the* short span of only 
seven minutes 


Hungs were altogehtcr different 
in the second half, however As they 
had done in the first half of their 
pool match against Malaysia, India 
came out on a surprising^ lethargic 
note Japan slowly gainM the up^r 
hand and this can be gauged from 
the fact that both sides scored one 
goal each in this half when so much 
was expected td the Indians. 

Merwyn showed a tendency to 
move in to the centre torward’s posi 
tion even though there was enouidt 
room for him on the nght Zafar's 
moves were a pleasure to watch and 
as long as he was in possession of the 
ball, the Japanese defniders had 
their work cut out 

Our deep defence did not perfoim 
up to the expectations in the second 
half and the defenders were often 
beaten by the fast moving Japanese 
forwards However, the pity for 
Japan was that they had no one 
capable of dnving the advantage 
home, apart from Takamoii and 
Numa And at umes Sakamoto sfas 
dangeious 

In the course of the match both 
teams were awarded eight penalty 
corners Of these only one was con¬ 
verted by each side, Rajinder (sr) 
doing the needful for India and 
Nakabeppu for Japan Both Japan 
and India also received penalty 
pushes, Zafai doing the scoruw for 
India and Takamon for Japan But it 


must also be placed on leccod that 
there were some strange decisions m 
this match which thouidi not partial 
one way or another, was inexpiit- 
able 

Japan fielded goalkeeper 
Kiyotake for Aoyema ittter India had 
scored five goak but India's scoring 
rate slowed down thereafter mainly 
due to our own faults rather than any 
inspired saving on the part of the 
second goalkeeper The Indian custo¬ 
dian was tested, but saved two good 
shots off penalty coiners and gener¬ 
ally looked more comfoi table than 
his Japanese counterpan 

A NEAR capacity crowd thionged 
the National Stadium to see 
Pakistan, the champions in pool ‘A’, 
take on Malaysia, who had finished 
lunners-upmpuoi'B' But Pakistan's 
game in the semi-final was decidedly 
sub-standaid 

It may be recalled that Malaysia's 
peilnrmance against India caused 
many a flutter Again, in the semi¬ 
final, they proved that this had been 
no Hash in the pan 
Perhaps, one of the most difficult 
things to do was to contain the 
Pakistani forward line and the 
Malaysians proved that thev were 
more than einial to the task as thw 
bottled up me opposing forwards 
effectively What was moie exasper¬ 
ating for the Pakistanis was the fact 
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that they received no help from the 
rentre half or the r^t half and 
therefore had to fend entirely for 
thenuelves Added to thi« was the 
absence of Hassan Sardar, as the 
Pakistanis were aiuuous to ensure 
that thetr warhead would be fit for 
the final Tus left Hanif Khan hter* 
ally a passeneer throughout the

with Mansoor (jr), nor could he feed 
left winger Sainiiillah with any com¬ 
petence 

The Pakistani right flank too had 
its problems with Mansoor playing 
below expectations 

Hie oiuy redeeming feature for 
Pakistan was Samiullah’s second 
half centres that split the Malaysian 
defence But there was a nwling 
worry there too These shots were 
not converted and on two occasions 
thw were wasted ^ Sayeed Khan 
ana Mansoor (jr) 

In the Pakistani defence line, 
Sayeed Ahmed put up a tremendous 
pmonnance and Syim All in goal 
defused some tricky situations for 
Pakistan. Qasim Zia was shown the 
green card oy the Kiwi umpire Clark 

The Malajmn defence played ex¬ 
tremely welL with die outstanding 
performer ot the day being 
back Keith Seong Foo. Ha not onfy 
succ eeded in bottling up Samiullah, 
but also s u c c eed e d m feeding his 
forw a rds. The one he made 

saw the wily Samiullah dash in from 


the top of the striking urcle, move 
goalwards and send home a beautiful 
reverse flick, to give Pakistan their 
second and last goal of the match 
Earliet, the first had been scored by 
Manroor (sr) off a penalty comer 

The Malaysians should thank their 
goalkeeper kadsil Zainal who per¬ 
formed effectively between the 
posts One particular save deserves 
mention Pakistan had earned a 
penalty push and Zainal’s tactics, 
though questionable, paid dividends 
He moved out and this probably 
distracted Kahmuila whose push was 
then brilliantly saved 

Pakistan thus entered the final as 
expected, but Malaysia had every 
reason to celebrate as well

Malaysia used doMi passes and 
displayed clever stickwork and the 
3-5-2 Hong Kong formation was kept 
busy in trying to ward off the threats 
of their opponents to* think about 
mounting any attacks of real 
strength Chnstopher Nunis, Kevin 
Christopher and Murugesan were 
the trio who harried the Hong Kong

points each, the funner winnuig sil- 
vm* by virtue of a better goal dufer- 
ence 

The Indian girls began better than 
the men's team, exhibiting far better 
cohesion and not tinng despite set¬ 
ting up a hot pace from the start 
They drubbed Hong Kong 22-0 in the 
opening encounter and could well 
have beaten Indha’s Olumpic record 
of 24-0 In fact, they met little opposi¬ 
tion except fiom a tenacious South 


Korea, who managed to score first 
against the hosts before fading out 
1 5 Hiey took stock of BAalayua 4-0 
and Japan 3-0 to assure themselves

I What Iran did diuing and aftei the 
I match should bring sname on that 
I countiy's unspoitsmanlike footbal- 
■ lers If the security men had not 
' intervened, the footballers—turned 
I hoodlums would have manhandled 
Indian leferee Melvyn D’Souza And 
all because a peifectlv legitimate 
■ i:,ial had liecm scored against them 
I Actiiallv, the Iranians realised they 
were the infeiior team even before 
the match ended and so weie looking 
■ foi outlets to vent their frustration 
; rhe quai ter-f inals also saw the end 

; of the all-c onquenng Japanese, who 
I had sprung the biggest surprise of 
j the entile tournament Although the 
game is quite popular in that coun¬ 
try, as an organised sport it comes 
weU below several games including, 


believe it or not, baseball The latter 
IS the number one sport in Japan 
And today, more than ever, it is 
being proved that modem football is 
filtermg tbrougb to Asia and the 
countnes quickest to adopt them are 
the ones showing current success 
There is, after all, no substitute for 
ball control, accurate passing and 
positional play 

DPR Korea vs Chine 

T he Chinese, who had played in 
Calcutta tor the Nehru Gold Cup, 
had exhibited then that they had two 
major defects Their approach to 
attack was very laboured—without 
in anv way rufthng the opposition by 
sharp passing bouts or quick mtei 
change of positions—and then shoot¬ 
ing was poor Virtually the same 
players came to Delhi, and one saw 
that they hadn’t improved Their 
defence was better than in the past, 
but a costly lapse in the 'ilih minute 
gave the match to DPR Korea 
This IS nut to suggest that North 
Korea were in any wav uilei lor to the 
Chinese In fact, they had the speed 
the Chinese did not and displajred 
bettei cohesion among their players 
Thev also attempted to check the 
Chinese in midfield itself, but this 
ploy allowed the Chinese two scoring 
positions

Saudi AraUa vs Indta 

VERYTHING was set for extra¬ 
time, an eventuality the Indians 
had anticipated and practised foi 
Sudip Chatterjee came in place of a 
diz/y Compton Dutta with less than 
three minutes to go for full time But, 
m the 88th nunute, the Saudis lob¬ 
bed the ball into the Indian penalty 
area and Parmar sent a weakneader 
just outside the box—without look¬ 
ing to see if there was any Indian to

The midfield was lack-lustre, wiih 
only Prasun Banerjee playing well If 
successful, the attempt at goal fay 
him in rhe first session could have 
changed die tide of the game. Emu¬ 
lating his goals against Bangladesh, 
he took a Mot which beat the custo¬ 
dian but just sailed out 
The long work-outs for the Indians 
had not worked wonders The only 
success of the coach was in galvanis¬ 
ing a good defence Th> midfield was 
moving purely on the experience of 

















lhasun Banerjee while the entire 
forward line was a joke 
Bidesh Bo&e and both C B Thapa 
and Kartick Sett were ternble on the 
wingsi But Shabbir Mi took the cake

Kusrait vs Iran 

T WO quick bouts of exposure to 
top-level inteinanonal competi¬ 
tion has transformed Kuwait into a 
respectable member of the modern 
football sluh They have realised 
that intensive possessional play can 
unsettle any team and a delibmte 
change ot pace can lead to goals llie 
main pioblem the Kuwaitis face is 
their on-target shooting 
On the other hand Iran, having 
come up with the ignominy of ddfeat 
at the hands of unheralded lapan, 
were intent on proving their better 
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muscle-power In the end, two watn- 
ings and a goal were all that they 
took home 

The actual game saw the Kuwaitis 
keep the ball to themselves for very 
long stretches, gradually wearing 
down the Iranian defence They mis¬ 
sed three chances ot scoring But 
Iran had the easiest chance a minute 
from fulltime They muffed it and 
Kuwait gratefully packed in the 
match-winner midway through the 
first half of extra time 
That sealed the fate of the Iramans 
but took the lid off their tempers as 
some of them charged towards re¬ 
feree Melwyn D’Sousa Let us see

A nother extra-tune tale meant 
the cunt of Japan, the cynosure 
of all eyes Iliey idayed fast, positive 
soccer agamst the tfaqis, who chose 
to teturn the compliment But 
perhaps this was a tactical error.

Shooting had the second largest 
entry outside athletics There were 
twenty two gold Medals at stake Our 
strongest event was again trap shoot¬

On the fust day Umcitzu Akira of 
Japan led the field with 71/75

GYMNASTICS 

T here was a Cbmese invasion at 
the Tndraprastha Indoor Sta¬ 
dium The manner in whidi they 
dominated the gymnastics compeu- 


tion in this maniificent arena had to 
be seen to he believed They were, 
for aU practical purposes, an all- 
conquenng force and the tact that 
they claunM all but three titles was 
ample proof of then incredible pro¬ 
gress Delhi was just anothei city m 
the Asian Gaines history where they 
left their mark. 

And how > Long after the last of 
the apparatus had been removed, 
long after the last echo of applause 
had died down in the stadium, those 
who were privileged enough to 
watch the incredible Chinese in ac¬ 
tion, would still be searching for 
fresh superlauves When speakini^ 
or for that matter writing—of me 
Chinese gymnasts, one is tempted to 
reson to lyricism, for mere prose 
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cannot ever convey the pace and art 
of their brilliance The jbraae "poet* 
xj in motion” comes to mmd and is 
discard^ as inadequate in order to 
descriK what wras witnessed m the 
course of the four-day compeunon 

Names and performances uteraUy 
trip over each other, marging into a 
never-ending spectacle that enthral 
led and enchanted even while it 
f asanated But the name that coiner 
first to mind h without doubt that of 
the mcredible Wu Jiani, the 16-year- 
old student who set the Games ali^t 
and captured the hearts of the spec¬ 
tators by virtue of her flawless per¬ 
formance that earned het the first 
ever perfect ten in the history of the 
Asian Games The applause that 
meeted this scoie was of the sort 
that one cannot even describe if one 
uses the word roar It took a few 
moments for the significance of the 
score to dawn on the onlookers, but 
when It did, there was no lack of 
sincentv in the way they lionised the 
graceful, charming voung Chinese 
girl 

As Nadia Commaneci had done at 
the Montreal Olympics, Wu Jiani 
recorded her score of ten on the 
balancing beam The Chinese teena¬ 
ger IS no strangei to top level com 
petition in this sjport She was a 
member of the Chinese team that 
finished second in the World Cham 
pionships and also the w'nner of the 
oronse medal on ^e balancing beam 
in the same competition Se was not 
unaccustomed to the tension and 
pressure of rop-flight competition 
and she left her mark on the Ninth 
Asian Games in no uncertain 
manner 

Hei campaign here at Delhi did 
not begin on a particularly distum- 
lushed note as she opened with 9 IQ 
on the vaulting hotse to attract only 
lukewarm appuuse But on the un¬ 
even bar she showed her calibre and 
gave a hint of things to come with a 
score of 9 99 Then came the balanc 
ing beam and Wu Jiani was really in 
her elements, displaying pace and 
technical perfection thatnmd the au 
dience spmlbound The perfect ten 
chat followed created hutoiy, but 
perhaps it was only to be expected 
after such a stupendous perform¬ 
ances Wu Jiam rounded off her 
appearance with a score of 9 90 in 
the floor exerases and what was 
most apparent was that she had 
enjoyed performing just as much—if 
not more—than those who watched 


her areate histwy 

A S far as the men’s events went, 
Li Ning was perhaps the most 
outstanding performer At the veiv 
outset, he was a man to be watched 
He came to Delhi as China’s most 


{uomising male gymnast and to add 
to this was the fact Aat he is also the 
current natiimal champion m China 
Certainlv he did not disappoint those 
who made the pilgrimage to see him 
in actiom as he took the individual 
gold, while his team-mate Fei Tong 
took the silver 


lliere was also an element of con¬ 
fusion in the men’s gymnastics and 
one was tempted to ponder on 
whether there had been a similar 
instance in the history of the Astad 
movement We witnessed die rare 
sight of points being deducted from a 
gytoinast's score bKause of the in- 
ervention of a coach This happened 
in the beam event, when, in the 
midst of a keen tussle fur the top 
honours, Fei Tong of China was a 
hairsbreadth behind the North Ko¬ 
rean gymnast Choi Hon Li 

The Chinese gymnast had an 
aggregate of 48 9? points while the 
North Korean held the most slender 
oi leads with 49 00 points to his 
credit 

On the beam, it was the North 
Korean who seemed to have done 
bi-tter, but inexplicably the Chinese 
was given 9 80, while Choi received 
only 9 65 This was done after some 
consultation and the flabbergasted 
Korcun coach began protesting vehe- 
mentlv He was strongly supported 
by the rest of the Korean contingent 


and the crowd ioinod the fray, direct¬ 
ing their wrath at the judges. 

But it seemed that nothing, not 
even sheer decibel level of outraged 
protest, would help change the mind 
of the chief jud^, a Kuwaiti. He 
refused to reverse the judgment and 
when tim Korean coach continued to 
argue, the Kuwam retaliated by de¬ 
ducting points from Choi’s aggre¬ 
gate A score of 0 20 was deducten by 
way of a penalty, but the chief judge 
was on firm ground, for the relevant 
law states that such an action is 
authorised if a roach speaks to a 
gymnast dunng the execution of an 
exeicise 

Whetho- or not the coach spoke to 
Choi was debatable It certainly did 
not seem as though any conversation 
had taken place vdiile Choi was in 
action But the fact remained that 
the Korean was deprived of the 
points he so desperately needed in 
order to take die silver and so he had 
to he content, mstead, with the 
Ixronse, through no fault of his own.

Highest return ever on small savings 




I N an era lon^ forgotten, at the 
very first Atiad in this very ci^, a 
Japanese cychst called Takeosato 
emerged as the fastekt man in Asia 
He set the trend for what was 
supposed to be a truly grand tradi¬ 
tion, but Japan’s cvding prestige 
was soon to dwindle The nation 
continued to chum out good cyc¬ 
lists, but none of them was world 
class Now, three decades after that 
first Asiad. there u another 
Japanese cyclist who has emulated 
Sato Tsumoto Sakamoto thrilled 
the crowds at the velodrome as he 
assumed the mantle of the fastest 
Asian cyclist 

He first showed his undoubted 
class m the 1,000m time trial to 
finish the raie with a record time of 
1 mill 09 15 sec There was no 
question about his superiority in 
this event, which incidentally was 
only excluded once at the Manila 
Asiad 

So swift was the pace set by the 
chubbv 20-seai-old Japanese that 
even the sifvei medal winner in this 
event. South Kurc'an Yung Soo Kim, 
bioke the exi'-iriglecord in the 
name of Smith Kuiea’s 1 ee Kwan 
Sun Indeed, Yung Soo Kim 
emerged as the onl> woithv chal¬ 
lenger among the cyi lists who took 
on the Japanese 
Despite windy conditions at the 
start of the time tnal, Sakamoto 
maintamed an average speed of 
52 06 kilometres per hour Ills per¬ 
formance here at Delhi, he was to 
admit latei, has boosted his morale 
no end and he is now looking for 
ward to the World Championship 
gold at Zunch next year He has nis 
^hts set on the Los Angeles 
Games, after which he may even 
turn inrofessional 
With one gold medal already in 
his possession and a place fot him¬ 
selfm the record books, Sakamoto 
then set his sights on the 1,000 


individual spnnt gold The competi¬ 
tion notwithstanding, he showed no 
apparent strain or discomfort in 
takmg first place 
At the outset, his only formidable 
nvals were Japanese national 
champion Katsau Nakatake and the 
Korean Yung Soo Kim but he com¬ 
pleted the race with the utmost 
style and confidence In this event 
too he set another Games record, 
bettering Shiempei Okajima’s 
mark of I mm 1147 sec 
There was never any questum of 
the outcome of this race, with the 
Japanese unmatched in the event 
that he has made very much his 
own preserve Tiy though the 
others would, there was nothing 
they could do to prevent hun from 
taking his second straight gold of 
the Games 

Japan went on to assert her sup¬ 
remacy in the 4,000 metres mdi- 
vidual and team pursuit events, 
once again succeedmg simul- 
taneouuy in keeping the medal- 
hungry Koreans at bay 
Young Japanese cyclist Mitsuji 
Sarudate found the inspiration to 
power his way to mdindual pursuit 
gold This event once again saw a 
new Games record being estab¬ 
lished, with Sarudate clocking 4 
min 59 81 sec This meant that he 
had slashed no less than 17 60 
seconds off the old mark, which was 
established by another Japanese, 
Toshia Eura, at the last Bangkok 
Games in 1978 This tuning indi¬ 
cates that Sarudate finished with 
an average speed of 40 49 
kilometres pei hour, a pace so hot 
that Korean participant Kun Ju 
Seik failed to tope with the ur- 
cumstances and conceded the race 
while in the ninth lap 
Leading the 4,000m team pursuit 
was Sarudate once agam, ably 
assisted by his vigorous team¬ 
mates, who brought Japan yet 


another gold Once again, the ex¬ 
isting Gaines record was lowered, 
the new mark being 4 nun 45.73 sec, 
which was 135 seconds inside the 
old record held by the Korearu 

Japan completed their sweep in 
the track events when Akiro Bimdo 
claimed the gold in style But when 
It came to tlw long distance events, 
it was a different story altogether 
as the Koreans came back strongly 
into the picture They added to 
their 100km team gold when Se 

K Ryong Park took the gold m the 
iielung 180km event, which also 
ppened to be the last event on 
the card 

As for the Indians, thw have 
little to enthuse over After 1951, 
they have produced no cyclist or 
feat that bears mention The only 
diance of a medal was lost when 
young Maxwell Trevor was con- 
iinedtobed Hie latter, not yet 
recovered fully from his illness, 
finished eighth out of a field of nine 
in the 1,000m tune trial Even his 
tuning was way below his Tnal 
Games effort 

In the individual sprint, the Indi¬ 
ans cut a sorry figure S S Mann 
and Avtar were literally dwarfed by 
Sdcamoto and Nakatake, while 
Sikander Singh, who raised some 
hopes of a 4,000 individual piusuit 
bronse, never really lived up to 
expectations The only redeeming 
factor was Sikander’s career-best S 
min 09 73 sec in this event 
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GOLF 

T hree cheun for Lakthman Singh 
And three cheen for the golfing 
fretertdty in India in general 
The taU, gangling young man goe 5 
dcmn in hutoxy as the first Asian 
Games golf chrapion for hu indi¬ 
vidual gold and tor initting India, as 
a team, along with Raiiv Mohta, 
Raahi Naraui and Anut Luthra, on 
the amateur golf map of the world 
But the drama and the suffocating 
suspense was all too pervasive on the 
fifteenth, sixteenth and seventeenth 
holes of the final round Tension was 
m the air, so thick wu could have cut 
It with a knife Breaths were held 
and there was a general air of expec¬ 
tancy dunng thw climatic, cruaal 
stages 

Tne team gold appeared cerum 
when Lakshman Singh hit a fine 
second shot on to the green from a 
difficult line on the fifteenth Par 
•four could not be questioned, even if 
the twelve foot putt was none too 
easy The 2000 strong crowd, highly 
appreciative of the run of play 
formed an apprupnate gallery 'niey 
followed the leading threesome, the 
other two being Ki wp Kim of Korea 
and Mohammed Yusotf Junaidi of 
Malaysia and literally followed ev¬ 
ery shot with bated breath 
After all, Rajiv Mohta and Rishi 
Narain had already completed their 
rounds and played jollv well too 
What now remained was for laAsh- 
man, nicknamed Bunny, to apply the 
coup de mace and the honours were 
eventually his and India’s 
But the Scotsman* who first 
thought of this game must have been 
a sadist For LAshman not to get a 
birdie from twelve feet on the fif¬ 
teenth was acceptable but how could 
anyone miss a two foot putt which 
would have given him the pai and 
assured security^ 

And suddenly, with this single, one 
over, the air was transformed even 
surcharged Doubts, despondency, 
fear, along with ifs and huts, began 
to assail nearly eve^ne following 
the fonunes of the Indian 
The minds of the discerning and 
knowledgeable went quickly rack, 
searching for evidence of impending 
disasters One did not have to look 
too far back Had not Nidi Price of 
South Africa virtualy handed over 
the £2,50,000 &itisA Open foi 1982, 
held only a few months >uo at the 
RoyU Troon, Scotland, to Tom Wat¬ 
son under nearly idenncal circumst¬ 
ances? As oiw recollects. Price had a 
three shot lead with six holes to go 
but he just blew apart, crumbled and 
coUapsM Not only did the lead 
evaporate, but pow nice failed even 
in nis desperate attempt to get a 
birdie on ue last hole which would 
have enabled him to tie with Watson 
Hus was not due to any spectacular 
golf by the latter 
Would Lakshman Singh go the 
same way? As he drove to the right 
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edra of the uxteenth, leaving hun- 
seu with another difficult ann blmd 
approach shot to the green, and as 
his approach shot bar^ mused the 
green and the bunker oi. its nght, it 
appealed that Lakshman was under 
terrible jn-essure 

But then, doubts vanished as easily 
as a mormng mut as a chip and a 

utt gave him his par He regained 

IS comiKisuie ana confidence and 
the crovra heaved a sigh of relief 
The shot from the highly dangerous 
seventeenth tuined tne tide Laksh¬ 
man. like the champion that he is, 
drove five feet from the pin and

rain who brought in a card of 297

In the glory of India getting the 
team championship with a net score 
of 878, one must not forget that 
Tetsuo Sakata of Japan won the 
bronse from Rishi Nwain by an ex¬ 
cellent cnip and putt im the final 


72nd hole to bring in a net score of 
296 (70,74,77,75) Rut for those two 
shots, India would have swept all 
three medals 

The Republic of Korea contingent 
returned a net score of 893 for the 
silver and Malaysia 902 for the 
bronse 

The biggest disappointment were 
the Japanese, despite Sakata's uidi- 
vidual bronse. N Kunura, M Naito 
andK (he played far too patchy golf 
to give any support to Sakata The 
Koreans and the Malaysiaiis, though 
better than the Japanese, just coiud 
not get going wdl enough collective¬ 
ly to jirove any real threat to India, 
m the final analysis 

Pakistam champion Taunur Hus¬ 
sain did not do justice to his proven 
jirowess Hk rompatnot Mohammed 
Axis, despite striking a purple patch 
in the final round with a 70 which 
proved to be the best round of the 
day was no match for the otheres on 
this tight course 

All in all, the home team displayed 
guts, stamina and ability to boA 
sustain and bear pressure, indi¬ 
vidually and collectively, to walk 
away wiA all the prises but one 
Amit Luthra should not be dialiaar- 
tened by his mdifferent perform¬ 
ance His contribution of 74 on the 
second day, after all, did add up to 
the final tolly.

oh yes, love to think of it but 
really, how can sve> After all, the 
Japanese have had international ex- 

E nence for so long and see what 
ppened to us in Moscoe in 1980 
Frankly, the answer must be a clear 
‘No* ” Even 1, an incorrigible optim¬ 
ist, had to agree, reluctantly 
That was the pre-Asud general 
assessment of India’s chances 
But morning of November 22, set 
all doubts to rest The second part of 
the three day event, the Endurance 
Test buned the ghost of Japanese 
superiority Captain Khan had ear¬ 
lier told me that this vrould be the 
main competiuon of the event 
This was how it went for Capt 
Khan, in his own woids **I com¬ 
menced Phase A of the Endurance

Martina Navratilova: 
Permanent resident 
atNo.1?

W HEN Martina Navratilova won 
Wimbledon 1982, completing 
three-fouiths of tennis’s coveted 
Grand Slam, she was enjoying one of 
the most dominant runs in the his- 
toiy of women’s tennis she had lost 
just one match till then, to Sylvia 
Hanika in the Avon Championship 
final, she had won two premier clay 
court events (the Frenoi Open and 
the Family Circle Cup) thereby dis¬ 
pelling any doubts about her being 
Miictly a “fast surface player”, phy¬ 
sically and mentally, she seemed 
streets ahead of her rivals 
By mid July, Martina seemed well 
nigh invincible By mid-September, 
she had crossed the nullion-dollar 
mark in earnings—a feat only Ivan 
Lendl had achieved this year And at 
the time of wiitinL in a total of over 
80 matches, she had suffered only 
two defeats—the second to Pam 
Shriver, in the U S Open 
It hadn’t always been that way In 
fact, Martina's career has resembled 
a roller-coaster ride with plenty of 
ups and downs Back in 1975, Marti¬ 
na's clashes with Crech officials 
finally culminated in her defection 
during the U S Open 
The oideal proved too much for 
the talented 18-year-old She missed 
her parents terribly To compound 
matters, she found it difficult to deal 
with her new-found freedom Marti¬ 
na felt like a cituen of paradise She 
devoured junk food (“1 went on a 
*see-food' diet”, she says, “every¬ 
thing I saw, 1 ate”), and went in for 
Gucci wardrobes with a vengeance 
She once appeared on court wearing 
what Chris Lloyd remembers as 
“eight biacelcts, six necklaces and 
foul diamond rings”" 

Hei weight ballooned and her tem- 
pei became uncontrollable Conse¬ 
quently, where at the end of 1975, 
she had been elected Tennis maga- 
sine's “Most Impioved Player”, in 
1976 and 1977 she iust drifted, mak¬ 
ing little impact At the US Open in 
1977, Maitina hit rock-bottom ^e 
was soundly beaten by the unknown 
Janet Newberry in her very first 
match Maitina broke down, weep¬ 
ing openly on court 
Yet that debacle proved a blessing 


in disguise She whittled her weight 
down to a trim, muscular 147 pounds 
and enlisted Sandra Haynie (a foi- 
mer pro golfer) as her manager 
Haynie proved a steadying influ 
ence 

Taking advantam of Evert’s abs¬ 
ence, Martina chalked up a winning 
streak of some 30 matches on the 
women’s spring tour The defeat that 
brought that streak to an end was 
perhaps one of the most exciting 
matches in the history ot women’s 
tennis 

Having spilt the lirst two sets with 
Tracy Austin, the two players founci 
themselves at six-games all and four- 
all in the tie-breakei—simultaneous 
matchpoint for both playeis" (The 
Virginia Slims tour enforced a tie¬ 
breaker in which the first player to 
reach five won) The 14 year-old Au 
stin won that match to initiate an 
interesting rivalry with Navratilova 

bi June 1978, Martina served Chns 
Evert notice when she beat her in 
the finals at Eastbourne, an impor 
tant Wimbledon waim-up In the 
semi-finals at Wimbledon she came 
from behind to defeat an iniured 
Evonne Cawley, and in the finals, 
she pulled back from a 2 4 deficit in 
the deciding set to defeat Evert and 
to take her first Wimbledon title 
Her confidence and calmness on the 
crisis points surpruwd observers 
This was g new, mature Martina 
gone were the tantrums and the 
tears 

The following year at Wimbledon, 
1979, Maitina struggled when she 
should have breezra through and 
breesed throng when she should 
have strugglecf She blasted Austin 
and Evert-LIoyd off the court in 
straight sets As Lloyd put it, “Marti¬ 
na just never let me mto the match, 
when she serves like that there’s 
nothing much I can do” 

Robert Lansdoip, Austin’s coach, 
observed, “you’ve got to give Marti¬ 
na credit She plays with so much 
patience now It’s kind of irntating, 
as if she’s saying. Til hit three or 
tour more shots and wait for my 
chance to come in because no one 
can hurt me’ ”

Editor of World Tennis, wrote, “Nev¬ 
er has a women played the serve and 
volley game with this combination of 
power, courage, precision and 
touch” However, for the rest of the 
year Martina was woefully out of 
touch She was dethroned at Wimble¬ 
don by Chris Evert Uoyd 6-4 4-6,2-6 
At the U S Open, she was sui prising 
ly beaten in straight sets by her 
young compatiiot, Hana Mandliko- 
va, amo once used to fetch balls for 
Martina at the Spana Club back 
home in Prague 

1981 was a disappointing yeai for 
Manma, both on and off court Off 
court, her tamily moved to the US 
but felt totally out ot place and 
decided to go back to Czechoslova¬ 
kia Martina was bitterly dis¬ 
appointed 

Later in the year, Martina was 
guilelessly forthright about hei 
affair with the brilliant lesbian wri¬ 
ter, Rita Mae Brown Instead of the 
understanding she expected, she got 
tabloid headlines and a growing fear 
that her American citizenship would 
be help up on moial grounds 

Those fears were unfounded as 
Navratilova leceived her citizenship 
Of the United Slates in September 
(“one of the happiest events of my 
life”) On court, she was beaten 
the German Sylvia Hanika in the 
quarters of the French Open, while 
at Wimbledon, Hana Mandlikova de¬ 
feated her in the semi-finals in a 
match marred by its heavy political 
overtones She also sufferra some 
surprising losses to Andrea Jaeger 
and Claudia Kohde 

Last year, at Amelia Island, Flor¬ 
ida, Martina dreamt that she was 
playing Chris Uoyd and that her omi 
side of the court was a valley ¥niere- 
ver she ran for a shot, she eras 
chugmng uphill In the final at Ame¬ 
lia Island, Martina had to live out 
that nightmare' She was destroyed 
by Uoyd 0-6, 0-6 Time to wake up, 
Martina realised “My time at the 
top was running out It was time to 
make a go for it” 

She had played dismally all sum¬ 
mer, but by the U S. Open, a turn¬ 
around was apparent. She dethroned 
Lloyd in the semis but then stumbled 
against Austin and iMt 6-1, 6-7, 6-7 
Martifla was overcome by emotion 
when the crowd nevertheless rose to 
give their new countiysromen the 
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wanmit ovauon she bad ever le- 
oeived At the end of the yeai Navra¬ 
tilov* won the Australian Open with 
■ toi^ three-set victory ovei lioyd 
Primarily responsible for this 
change of fortune and welcome re 
turns to form were Navratilova’s 
coach, transsexual Renee Ru hards, 
and bei physical fitness expert and 
companion, basketballer Nancy 
Lieberman Laeberman says. “I was 
really surpnsed how Maitina lacked 
confidence in hei game and herselt ” 
Martina was forced into a iieid 
training regimen Already the 
strongest woman ever to plav the 
game, her foot-work and stamina 
improved tremendously Maitina 
admitted, "I need someone to kick 
me Nancy gave me the shove 1 
needed She made me realise how 
much bettei I could be and ■•bould 
be" 

The rewards were almost instan 
taneous This yeai Martina went on a 
seemingly invincible rampage on the 
Women's circuit She won the Family 
Circle Cup and the Fiench Open In 
both finals, her victim was Andrea 

i aegei who, on both occasions, had 
lasted Chiis Llovd in the previous 
round Martina toiplained her new 
attitude towards tennis thus, "rm 
not lUst involved in tennis but com 
mitted Do you know the difference 
between involvement and commit 
ment^ Think of ham and eggs The 
chicken is involved, the pig is cum 
mitted " That quote is pait m histoiv 
now 

At Wimbledon, Maitina did not 
concede a set until the finals In the 
first set, she demolished Llovd ft 1 
Lloyd tallied well to take the second 
but then found Navratilova too gtxid 
for hei on the "big points" and 
crumbled to give Maitina Navratilo 
va her thud Wimbledon title In 
July, she led the United Stafes to a 
comfortable Federation Cup victory, 
becoming the only women to have 
led two countries to victoiv in this 
coveted women’s championship 
(She was Czechoslovakia’s tup plavei 
when thw won in 1975) 

The U S Open proved once again 
an unhappy hunting ground for Mai¬ 
tina who seems to suffer fiom a 
Flushing Meadow pnx similar to 
Bjorn Borg’s Though Martina was 
stricken, by toxoplasmosis, she 
fought ullantly befopj bowing out to 
her doubles partner, Pam Shiivei, in 
the quarters The d^eat was all the 
more bitter as Martina had com¬ 
pleted three-fouiths of the Grand 
Slam, if she had won the U S Open 
she would have been only the third 
woman to complete the Grand Slam 
Undaunted, Navratilova earned 
on her ruthless rampage on the 
women’s tour The scene of the 
slau^ter moved *o Europe where 
she brushed aside Tracy Austin in 
the finals of the Peugeot Open In 
Briton, she thrashM Austin 62, 
6-1 ui the semis and clabbered Chris 
Lloyd 6-1, 6-4 in the finals 


Naviatilova has the potential to be

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The Chief Minister Mr Jwti Basu is 
the president of the SSS end Mr 
Kamel Basu who has his own sohci-

Mr Subhash Chakraborty, State 
minister in-charge of Sport along 
with a few otheis hit upon a plan 
which thev believed would be the 
best method of raising money to 
meet the cost of constructing the Salt 
Lake Stadium The system thev 
evolved has been dubbed the ‘Gol¬ 
den Caid' system Under the system 
the societv has offered thiee distinct 
categoiy of membeiship (a) Lafe 
membeiship in the Salt Lake Sta 
dium (still under construction) for 
Rs 7,000 (b) Life membership at the 
Salt Irtike Stadium and a seat at the 
Eden Gardens for all ciicket matches 
including Test matches fui Rs 
10,000, and (c) Institutional mem 
bership at the Salt Lake Stadium and 
also a seat at the Eden Gardens 
including all Test matches for Rs 
2'i,000 

Those inteiesied in obtaining 
membeiship could and still can, col¬ 
lect foims from eithei the Puniab 
Bank oi the Canara Bank The seciei 
ary of the SSS elaborated, “We 
approached the United Bank of India 
but they did not shoew any interest 
and as such we had to settle for the 
other two banks Originally, the Soci 
ety was placed in a special category 
and we only had to pay about 14 per 
cent interest However, the Reserve 
Bank of India has been piessuiising 
oui banks to place us in categoiy 4, 
as a rdkult of which we will have to 
pav as much as 19 per cent interest 
However, if Mrs Gandhi does not fau 
very well in the elections down south 
we might end up paying about IS or 
16 per cent “ 

What do you after yon collect a 
membership form It must be filled 
in and letumed with accompanying 
deposits as follows, for categoiy (a) 
Rs 2,000 (balance to be paid, Rs 
5.000). for categoiy (b) Rs 2,000

Subsequently, on allotment of 
membership one has to pay a further

Gulden Card will be entitled to the

then claim to have the game at heart 
Let me tell you something, the CAB 
has only tned to disrupt our scheme

Mr Jagmohan Dalmia, secietary 
the CAB, when contacted by SPORT-

Still standvig in the way Yes. one 
could be thinking on those lines 
and looking up the newspapers 
curiously, wondering when the 
final announcement was going to 
be made by the government oi 
the S5S (Society for Sports and 
Stadium), the government- 
sponsored body which has of late 
assumed tremendous fame, oi 
rather, notonew, thanks to their 
novel 'Golden Card’ scheme and 
of course their long-drawn arm 
wiestling with the Cricket Asso¬ 
ciation of Bengal, the so-called 
big bosses of the Eden Gardens 
But sorry This writer regrets to 
inform you that there is ab^lute- 
ly no chance for the proposed site 
to come to even a playable condi¬ 
tion before September and that 
too if no more unforeseen obsta¬ 
cles Cl op up to stand in the way of 
the construction work 
"The main problem facing us at 
present is non-availability of 
building material, especially 
steel,” said Kamal Basu, the 
secretary of the SSS, continuing, 
"There are so many kinds of stem 
Sometimes we get one, while the 



others are unavailable So we can¬ 
not help but stop work and wait 
for the arrival of the type our 
work requires” 

"Moieover, there was that 
problem of the Asian Games The 
Central Government had 
attached tremendous importance 
to It, and naturally all sorts of 
construction material had been 
diverted to Delhi on a top-pnority 
basis As a result, over the last six 
months work continued only at a 
snail’s pace at the Salt Lake Sta¬ 
dium site ” 

The question that crops up 
natuially in one's mind is wnethei 
any special effort had been made 
by the authorities to soit out the 

B roblem When askd about it, 
asu said, "We approached some 
top people in the construction 
material industiy and tiled to 
convice them how seiiously we 
need to complete the stadium in 
time Some of them were coopera¬ 
tive, mdeed, and they Uied to 
help us But somehow or other, 
mostly due to technical piobleins, 
thinu just did not get going ” 
"Also, there had been some 
other problems,” continued Basu, 
"like the issue of bonus for the 
workers Some people even 
'threatened to stop woi k My pi up- 
osal was to make some advance 
payments instead of bonus But 
there were some leservations ab¬ 
out It on the other side and we got 
stuck in a stalemate Anywav we 
overcame all these problems 
through negotiations' 

The prqject was first taken up 
way back in 1976 But the pobtic- 
al upheavals in the country in the 
sub^quent years took a heavy 
toll on the construction work The 
fri*quent changes of government 
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at the centre and the general 
instability in the political atmos¬ 
phere in the Slate resulted in the 
srork being halted on a number ot 
occasions, raising serious con¬ 
cerns in interested quarters 
srhether the complex would come 
into being at all or not 

Some sort of pohncal stability 
sns restored in the ^tate after the 
Left Front came to power in 1977 
Now work on the main stadium, or 
in other words the first phase of 
the complex, started on a war 
footing despite a number of 
obstades standing in the way 
The effort was aimed at building 
at least the main stadium on sche¬ 
dule 

At that Stan, the greatest diffi¬ 
cult was gathering funds as %vell 
as building matmal which aie 
always in short supply in this 
country 

As the situation seemed set to 
lead the project to failure, the 
State govo-nment staited giving 
serious consider ation to the prob¬ 
lems, espeiially the main one 
arising from lack ot money At 
last. It came forward to conu ibute 
Rs. 5 crores—4 crores directly 
from Its own funds and the ba 
lance after collecting monev trom 
the public by issuing a restricted 
number of individual life mem¬ 
berships and institutional mem¬ 
berships And hence the oiigin of 
the ‘Golden Card’ 

It was also decided to allow 
advance booking of the hoarding 
»ace available in the stadium 
The total area of hoarding space 
would be 5,000 sqm approximate¬ 
ly In one word, the government 


in close cooperation mth the SSS, 
tried to raise funds from as many 
sources as possible 

Some l»nk authorities were 
also contacted Of them the Un¬ 
ited Bank of India straightaway 
refused to give any sort <» help to 
the project Hosrever, the Canara 
Bank authonties, perhaps with a 
view to wm the sympathies of the 
local people, which would help 
them increase their clientele m 
the State, showed some interest 
in the project and decided to give 
loan to the SSS at a rather low 
rate of interest "In fact, why the 
United Bank of India declined to 
help was rather difficult to figure 
out”, said Basu, "Ikey were talk- 
iiw about a guarantor without 
which they said they could not 
give us any sort of loan This was 
rathn- strange We are aftei all a 
government-sponsored body and 
the goveniment u directly in¬ 
volved m the whole project Then 
whv so much doubts and misgiv¬ 
ings’ Actually, you know, though 
1 legret to sav this, yet it’s a fact 
that theie always anses a streak 
of regionalism in the attitudes of 
all India authorities whenever it 
comes to dealing with West Ben¬ 
gal 1 knew this and one of the 
reasons why we approached the 
UBl was that its local boss was a 
Bengali But all the other direc- 
tois were Delhites Of course. I’m 
not absolutely sure whether this 
was the only reason for which 
they declined to coojierate with 
us " 

"But even more strange was the 
wav Reserve Bank Of India inter- 
tcied in our dealings with the 


Canara Bank. After they agreed 
to give us loans at a low interest, 
the Reserve Bank authorities in¬ 
tervened and overruled their de¬ 
cision on the ground that outs was 
not a top-pnoritv project.

Asked about the construction 
work, Kamal Basu said, "We have 
told the engineers that they have 
M to compete the first phase by 
June/)iiljs Otherwise they will be 
sued But the problem is they 
don't want to take any risk as far 
as the longiviiy of the structures 
are conceined So they always 
insist on top-quality material 
saving that when completed the 
complex w J1 be a unique thing in 
India and very few countries in 
the entire eastern Asia have got 
the know-how of such a modern 
piece oi architecture Hence no 
risks whatsoever should be taken 
and no compromise should be 
made as fai as the quality of the 
building material is conceined * 
And now all that we sportv 
lovers can do is to keep oui fin¬ 
gers crossed and await fresh con- 
troveisies to crop up and new 
bouts of tug-of-war to break out 
between the State and the Cen 
tral government whik accoiding 
to the boss of the SSS and m 
course the Chief Minister of the 
State, aie not at all interested 
about the Salt Lake Siadtiun com¬ 
plex.

I NDIA were submerged egaiii m 
the one-day aeries in Pakistan,

SUPRAKASH GHOSHAL investigates the mystery surrounding 
footballer Prasun Baneiiee's reported retirement from 

international soccer 


T he famous footballer Prasun 
Baneriee has retired fiom inter 
national football—that was one of 
the lieadluies of the evemng news 
bulletm of the Doordarshan on De¬ 
cember 12—a shoLking piece of news 
toi the milliuns of football fans oi the 
couniiy, esfiecidlly Calcutta 
And so It was for Prasun too, 
because when the news was being 
telecast Prasun was in no bettei a 
position than an oidinary TV watch¬ 
er enjoying a telexed winter evening 
in company with his beloved ones 
But, Prasun's mind was not totally 
free of worries There was that Asian 
All Star exhibition matches in Kuala 
Lumpur for which he was selected, 
thanks chiefly to his splendid per¬ 
formances for India m the Asiad, and 
there was snll no sign of the air 
tickets, which were to be sent by the 
organisers, Prasun, being a player 
who had to build up his career in a 
country where conspiracy and fraud 
resulting in the jeopardy of a sports¬ 
man’s career is something quite com¬ 
mon, was a bit uneasy about the 
uncertamty of the situation And 
now came the word of his exit from 
the international aiena to take him 
by utter surprise

The TV repoit coming from a lead¬ 
ing news agency (not PTl) was attn- 
buted to an important offiaal of the 
All India Football Assoaation. It 
said that Prasun had written a letter 
to the secretaiy of the Federation, 
Ashoke Ghosh, saying that he 
wanted to retire from international 
football for some personal reasons 
among which one was his desire to 
get married 

And there sparked off a con¬ 
troversy The next day’s neivspapers 
earned a statement of Prasun de¬ 
nying the report Prasun said that he 
hM never written any such letter to 
anybody, nor did he ever had any 
wish to m so On the other hand he 
was aaraiung the air tickets which 
were >.0 come from the organisers of 
the exhibition matches in Malkysia 

Denial also came from Ashoke 
Ghosh the man who was reported to 
be the addressee of the letter of 
retirement. In a Press statement he 
smd that no such letter had come to 
his department. “I just could not 
Ainkofit There was no acceptable 
reason why Prasun should quit inter¬ 
national soccer at this stage Nor did 


I get any letter from him to this 
euect,” said an astonished Ashoke 
Ghosh when this miier met him to 
get his version of the matter “Im¬ 
mediately I decided to contradict the 
agency report which really put me in 
an embarrassing position and also 
seemed certain to jeopardise the 
career of a leqding footballer like 
Prasun,” continued Ghosh, “Actually 
I smelt a conspiracy m the whole 
affair I found no othei way to figure' 
it out Somebody from somewhere, 
whether belonging to the Federauon 
or an outsider must have been trying 
to lum Prasun’s career I was all the 
more worried that prompted by this 
malicious report the organisers of 
the All Asian Stars matches might 
drop Prasun from their list So 1 was 
anxious to mt my denial across to 
everybody tnrou^ the media ” 

In the meantime the situauon was 
taking a rather mysterious turn, 
atleast as it seemed at that stage, 
beyond the knowledge of the Secret- 
my of the AIFF. It was the inclusion 
of another Indian player in the All 
Asian Stars squad—Parminder 
Singh, the man who was stron|dy 
backed by a powerful group in the 
Federation tm the post of captain of 
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the Indian squad dunng the Asiad. 
In fact, he was elected vice«aptain 
and skippered the Indian team in 
one or two matches in which Bhadcar 
Ganguly, the captam, did not take 
part. A telex reportedly came from 
the Malaysian orgamsers informing 
the AIFF President K. Ziauddin that 
Pannmder has been selected for tak 
part in the matches 
trangely, Ashoke Ghosh was 
totally m the dark about this Parmin 
der development But for an unoffi¬ 
cial source, having an admirable pre¬ 
sence of mind, Mr Ghosh would not 
have come to know of it before the 
news would appear m the Press 

And it was thu |nece of news that 
worried him the most It was natural 
for him to presume that Prasun had 
been dropped and Pannmder taken 
in his place "I did not mind Panmn- 
der gening a berth, but why should 
Prasun be dropped, especiuly after 
evervthmg had been finalised at De¬ 
lhi during the Asiad", said Ashoke 
Ghosh 

The word of Prasun's selection for 
the matches was broi^t to him by S 
Swamy, an official or the Malaysian 
fooriiall contingent ami an imbottaat 
position holder in the Salangore 
CUub who were wguusing the snow 
Luckily, it occurred to Ghosh that he 
should have the proposal of Prasun's 
inclusion in wnting Otherwise, he 
would have been in a weak posinon 
when even the AIFF Piwsident 
Ziauddin told him over the phone 
that he knew nothing about the Pra¬ 
sun affair, but Paniunder*s tour was 
confirmed 

Mow the only way open for Ghosh 
was to send a strongly-warded cable 
to the organisers threatemng to take 
up die case vnth F!FA and AFC 
(Asian Football Confederation) on 
the streiiBth of the wntten docu¬ 
ment, if Prasun ultimately missed 
the bus. 


But that too did not s ee m to work- 
Initially, there was no reply from die 
other me and on anxious Ashoke 
Ghosh had to phone Munmshan, 
S e cretary of the Malaysian Football 
A ss o fia n on, to sort out the problem 
Once uom Ghosh msisted on the 
wntten document Now a distressed 
Mumgesh an requested him to see to 
It that Prasun rauld reach Bangkok 
in tune and assured that the amount 
the Federation would have to pay for 
Qckets would be reimbursed later 
And now at last Prasun’s tnp was 
finalised But the report about P'a- 
sun's alleged retirement still re- 
mamed shrouded m a mystery, at 
least tiU the tune of our going to 
Press, much to the a^ony of Prasun 
who, accoiding to one reliable 
source, closely connected with the 
AIFF, was so upset that at one angrv 
moment he even talked about suing 
the agency, for spreaduig such an 
*irresponsible’ piece of news 
Chi the other nand, the news as«n- 
cv m a bid to protect its credibility 
chimed, in another news item pub¬ 
lished m a number of dailies of the 
aty, to have got hold of a photostat 
copy of the alleged letter m Prasun 


When contacted by one of their 
resentatnres Ghosn vranted to see m 

8 hotoconr, if they really had got any. 

ut till Pnas tune, no such photo¬ 
copy could be produced Iw the news 
organisauon. ‘If they fau, we trill 
well be in a position to sue the 
agency for puttmg us m on embarras- 
smg position throu^ false reportiag 
Imagme what would have happened 
if Prasun really hod to suffer for no 
fault (rf his own. The Federation 
oftice-bearers would have been lyn¬ 
ched by the some pei^h who these 
days are dealing m false news”, 
concluded Ashoke Ghosh 
Now, that was very much like a 
challenge from the secretaiy of the 
All India Football Federation And 
the question that remained un¬ 
answered was would the news sellCTs 
be able to give a good reply to it and 
salvage their credibility? That, of 
course, srould pose frew problems 
tor Prasun as well as the Federation, 
because in that case either the for¬ 
mer will have to admit that he told a 
lie or the Federatinn wdl have to 
seek out the black sheep among its 
officials who started it all and piuurii

Which brings one down to the 
nitty gritty difficulties which con¬ 
tinue to dog this sport, despite its 
high audience and participant 
level appeal In the ‘paddock’ of 
the Conee 500 this coiiespondent 
was told that the average amount 
needed for “fixing up" a bike tar 
a rally was bettreen Hs 3000 and 
Rs4000 So where does the money 
come from^ “Beg, boiiow or 
steal,” flippantly quipped Nand- 
kishore who had won second 
place in tbe two-wheeler categoiy 
at the Karnataka 1000 this year 
Of course, he added, “I have just 
about managed to get mv bike in 
shape this time 11 1 don't get 
anything then I go home broke 
But, even in that event, it will be 
woLth It I’m not in this lor the 
money, just tor the thrill ” (Which 
IS just as well because, Nand- 
kishore and his pattner Mohun, 
took a bad toss and were out of 
the lace in the fust sector itself.) 

Gautam Kadam views this piob- 
lem more seriously “Though we 
tide Ye/dis we prefer to say that 
we aie entering the 250 CC spe¬ 
cials class 1 admit this is because 
we are upset with the company 
We are the guys who are getting 
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dieir bikes famous (Gautam had 
won first prise in the Karnataka 
1000 on three occasions and 
countlesb other rallies—all on his 
YezdO Yet when we approached 
them for some help they cold 
Mouldered us So we dropped 
their name.” Adds Gopinath Shi¬ 
va (Gopi), vice president of the 
KMSC if sponsoi ship u available 
It has come only from the andlli- 
ary manufacturers—Vikrant, 
MRF, Mico and also from other 
companies who have nothing to 
do with the sport but know that it 
could provide good publkity No 
sponsorship is currently forth¬ 
coming fiom the direct auto in¬ 
dustry “You’ll be surprised that 
not one paise is coming either at 
the club level or competitor level 
from Ambassador or Fiat or Jawa 
or Rajdoot ” Have they been 
approached? "Yes,” as Kadam 
says, “thev have bem approached 
but they are not interested, it's 
the sport and the race that betters 
the breed Whether it is horses or 
cars It's the same thing Unfmtu- 
nately because these auto manu¬ 
facturers enjoy this total monopo¬ 
ly without fear or anv other com¬ 
petition they have done exactly 
what they want ” 

However, adds Gopi, 'it’s just a 
matter of tune’ He and other club 
officials are conveinced that the 
manufacturers will soon have to 
assoaate themselves with some¬ 
one or the other Or they are “Not 
going to sell their product ” They 
reason that, with the advent m 
Susuki and Yamaha, etc in die 
bidian market “All thu nding 
their high horse will have to go ” 
“What other way would you give 
publiaty to an automotive vehi¬ 
cle* How long can you trv sellma 
it just mth a beautifiu modm 
draped around its fender*” Adds 
another motor sports buff 
The surprising thing is that. 


Sana nonswahip and encourage- 
jamt fnnn the li^ manufacturers, 
the nort still gpes on And judg¬ 
ing nom the response to the 
annual Karnataka 1000, and the 
Coffee SOO, It goes on with a 
vengeance “The rallying concept 
here is different from that 
abroad Let alone having no cars 
for rallying, bhe they do abroad, 
we donT even have tyres built m 
for ralljring.. but we are rallying 
There’s no two ways about it, the 
Indian is one of the beat drivers m 
the world,” claims Gopi.

out Imt I believe the Indian is

wore urlands that had been sup 
posedly blessed by the deities at 
the nearby temple 

And then they weie oil The 
chequeied ilag in the hand of 
Ideal Tawa managing diiectui 
Farrokh Irani swept down and the 
fust two-wheelei took off The 
parallel honour lot fuut-wheeleis 
went to Vikraiit lyies managing 
directoi G Asvaihnaravan Sixty- 
two vehicles—12 cais and 30 
bikes, left bv 81) 1 pm 

But trouble was not fai ahead 
Some wise guv—eithei foi a laik 
or delibeiatelv, had placed a load 
roller on the bull road of Chamun- 
di Hills, close to the fust check 
point Some vehicles got through, 
others letutned and ti antic ally 
asked the maishalls at the next 
check jraint what they should do 

Accoiding to one ut the organis- 
eis, Sira I Asgei All, all they weie 
asked to do was to reset then 
odometres at 21 6, at the point 
which coincided with this read¬ 
ing, and cairv on But some 
apparently /etoed their time at 
this checkpoint This was some- 
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thing which was to mess up all 
their calrulations and bring them 
M the boil by the time they 
reached the end ot the first sec 
non at Somwarpet 

Meanwhile, the feedback began 
trickling in at the lally office 
Mobile and base hams, two of 
each, crackled to life and lists ot 
numbers, and chetking-in times 
started going down on the re 
LOids Ihe early drop-outs also 
made then appearance, larmng 
tales ot woe and looking frus¬ 
trated 

The cars we^e flagged off, be¬ 
ginning two minutes after the last 
motorcycle left, and as then 
speed charts had higher speeds, 
they began overtaking the bikes 
one by one On mud roads, which 
compiised nearly IIO of the 537 5 
km run of the first section, it was 
no fun foi a biker to have a 
continuous stream of mud flying 
in his face Those who did pull out 
early had miiioi tails, skidded oft 
the road and damaged their vehi¬ 
cles 

The fancied motortvs lists were 
doing as per speculations 
Gautam Kadam and ridei Farokh 
Ahmed, Ramaswamv and Bala- 
muiali Krishna, Nandkishore and 
Cliandiakumai, all with reputa¬ 
tions flying high, weie doing well 

The ones tipped to create an 
upset, N K Ramcsh and K M 
Jagannath followed in their wake, 
silently and steadily The cars too, 
I an tiue to lorm during the 
night—Ravi Gupta, DR Shivar- 
am, Karivaidhan, Suiesh Naik 
and I Stinivajan—all of whom 
had heaved sighs of relief when 
Davanand Mandre and Arindam 
Ghosh weie non-reporters, 
giound the mud tracks to some¬ 
thing resembling ploughed fields, 
as they pelted along, wheels spin¬ 
ning at each turn as they cut the 
gears 


The wee hours of the morning 
saw the gentleman in one car 
driver, Uow Nachappa, spnng to 
the fore Siditing Kadam, who 
was struggluig without head¬ 
lights, Naohappa drove behind 
him, with his kindly light helping 
the boy for nearly 200 kms 
Gautam had other problems too— 
his vehicle’s peak speed was a 
disastrous 65 Icmph and he was 
growing more desperate by the 
minute 

Another fancied pair—Selvaraj 
and Suganthirai id Coimtoore, 
had Dame Fortune deserting 
them Going for a mighty toss at a 
comer, the pair had no option but 
to pull out as they, and their 
vehicle, were in too bad a shape 
to finish what was beginning to 
look like a rally driver's night¬ 
mare 

Back at the rally office, the first 
casualn turned up C Ramakrish- 
na of Bangalore was out id the 
rally as early as 12 35 a m when, 
with two cars just ahead of him 
and another looking for the 
chance to overtake, he skidded 
and fell heavily With tom riding 
gear and looking rather sorry far 
himself, he returned 

Ham operators Raju, Balu and 
Marcus began producing lists—49 
at the first checkpoint, 50 at the 
second and were unable to con¬ 
tact the third “They were so 
involved with the rally that sleep 
was thrown to the winds as they 
hunched over the receivers, pen¬ 
cils and pens at the ready, collect¬ 
ing data for the eager group that 
crowded annind 

Thr bunch appeared on the 
Somwarpet horizon around seven 
the next morning Bleary-eyed, 
nostrils filled to capacity with 


fine sand and their vehicles loot¬ 
ing as thou^ they had been spray 

{ minted dam brown, they tiooped 
n one Iw one, sighing mth relief 
for the 90-minute free zone The 
majority had some repairs to be 
attended to, and while they 
muched on sandwiches and swil¬ 
led coffee, the machines, which 
were to take them back safely, 
were their major concern 
While here, they voiced their 
■woes. Shivram had his dynamo 
give out, Kadam had dended to 
pull out and send his dnver on 
alone, Naik had lost his way, Mud- 
daiah who was m a jeep was 
forced to run on taro gears as the 
third was stuck, Srinivasan forgot 
that his engine needed oil and 
had It go dry, M A Nanjappa with 
his wife Anita, the lone lady navi- 

K toi, had fallen a few times, 
ilamurali had zeroed his odo¬ 
meter at the second check point— 
oh, did they have tales to tell' 

But the* woes of Rishad—^whu 
was with Gurish Gupta, Subbaiah 
and Harikumar in a four-wheeler, 
topped the list A faltering bat¬ 
tery meant tiiey could either have 
the headlights off while moving, 
or keep then lights on and stay 
put They managed 110 kms and 
then—discretion is obviously the 
better part of valour—came 
strai^t to Somwarpet, the cheer 
ing thought being “let’s at least 
do the second section com 
pietely " 

As fast as they came, the vehi¬ 
cles left, some to the Somwarpet 
town for repairs, others along the 
route, and still others bach to 
Mysore—the bunch who decided 
they’d had enoujdi 
What they were in foi was to 
take the stuffing out pf most llie 
route, for another H checkjmints, 
revolved around Somwarpet and 
they kept hitting the same ui 
nearlw areas time and again 
As Nanjappa put it “My odo- 
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have found then wny and fone 
I on" 

According to Ravi Prakarii, the 
actual odo reading at this point 
wah 5281 With a left turn indi- 



meiei wuulil be at around 7 7 km^ 
and then I ivould wse another guy 
•Loming tidik on a road paialleT to 
me Ilnw could I know his odo was 
at 90 oi 95 kms’ My immediate 
leatuon was that he'd lost his 
was, leturning and trying to relo¬ 
cate himself ” 

As the day wore on into the 
afternoon, the base ham at Mer- 
cara, 40 kms from Somwarpet 
kept up Its sticam of information 
The numbei of vehicles clocking 
in at checkpoints b«an showing a 
downward cuive nom forty to 
thirty It descended, until the 
seventh checkpoint saw just 22 
clocking in befoie the point 
closed 

Back at Mysore, prepaiations 
were on, to receive those who 
dared the loute The first was 
expected aiound 1 04 a m and 
the pair fame wore a cinwded 
look, doctors, timeis and specta¬ 
tors thronging around even 
though the hour was an ungodly 
one 

Meanwhile the rallyists were 
going through hell and high wa 
ter The Sullia Ghai, the numer¬ 
ous iorests, the estate roads and 
the winding tarmac took the 
bieath out of machines which be 
gan to whecie and cough, making 
the pulse ol those inside shoot up, 
fearing a bieakdown 

Ihe ghats at Sullia, in par tic u 
lar, were so steep that iraciois 
had been kept at the ready to tow 
those who could not make it Pven 
a speed of 12 kmph piosed too 
much and many had to unload 
then passengers, diive up and 
then reload the people On lust 
geai, th* noise emanating horn 
mai hines which had looked slc-ek 
and turn the pievioiis evening 
was a jMiintei to the bruising they 
had taken 

Ihc* woisi was vet to come 
Came Petivapatna and anothei 
150 kms to the end lleie the tulip 


chan had a mistake—one of 
many, but this proved to be the 
Achilles Heel of many a rallyist 
As rally chan man feio# Asger All 
put It later “They were fatigued, 
vei V irritable and I could even say 
desperate at that point Theie 
was a mistake in a particular 
leading at a paiticular point—by 
about a kilometie, but there was 
no mistake in the direction of the 
mat king This ii mated the fel¬ 
lows One of them lost his way, he 
got a group tiigethei and the 
whole gang got into the mess II 
there was nobodv stranded ear 
her, possibly the others would 


cated on the tulip, there was no 
turn anywhere around, that elu¬ 
sive left being a kilometre away 
'at 529 1 Said he "1 lost about one 
and a half hours, searching for the 
turn along with two others, Kan 
vardhan and Deepak Chopia I 
had accumulated only 21 penalty

against them 

Nanjappa, who had been driv¬ 
ing at full throttle for practically

He managed to hit all the 
checkpoints, barring the 12th of

Krishna At a certain spot, a lone 
elephant had watched quite a few 
cats and bikes go by and its 
piessuie had gone up a good deal 
Unfortunately rhe animal chose 
to step out when Nandkishore and 
Balamuiali were apptoaching 
Ramaswamv had had a fall earlier 
and I etui lied to Mysore They 
were held up fur the lietter part of 
two hours and the tally was as 
giHid as lost fill them 
Fium the organiseis* point of 
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view and dint of thfa sponsors too, 
the rally was ■ great success 
Opined Fern. "This year a new 
team set the route and thus a few 
mistakes had crept in Though I 
{fid run over the route once, some¬ 
body else was doing the naviga¬ 
tion However, the problems have 
been minor and most have found 
It an enjoyable experience ” His 
brother Sirai who was invtdved in 
setting the route bad this to say 
"We do admit our mistakes when 
they are pointed out But when 
they are rubbed in as blunders, 
then It IS a different thing 

^^viiiniiit^ Tyres, who were the 
major sponsors for the rally (Ideal 
.Tawa Limited was also a sponsor), 
can take a pat on the back for the 
tact that aU five top cars were 
lunning on their tyres Managiiw 
Director G Asvathnarayan felt 
that the rally had been growing in 
strength and the spirit of adven¬ 
ture spreading 

They had been associated with 
other rallies and also with Mysore 
Safari before but never to such an 
extent He was happy at the cre¬ 
dit that had come to them Vik 
I ant Publicity Supervisor Anupa- 
ma who was involved with liaison 
work tor the rally said they had 
sponsored 13 entries by providing 
a set of SIX tyres each Other 
moimtaiy involvements included 
providing the starting ramp, bar¬ 
ricades, trophies and nwalties for 
various other things Personally 
she was thrilled to have been 
associated with the rally and said 
she didn't mind all the running 
around involved 

And so another rally is confined 
to the pages of history The tears 
of the winner, the melancholy 
losei. the tired vehicles which are 
now at the garage were all a part 
of It
